An Act for Repeal of several Clauses in the Statutes of 1° Eliz. : 
and 3° Jacobi touching the Oaths of Allegiance, Obedience 


and Supremacy. 
[9 February, 1648/9.] 


Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and by the Authority Oathes of 
of the same, That the Oathes commonly called, The Oathes of Alle- Allegiance, 
giance, Obedience and Supremacy, mentioned in the Statutes 24 Sco 
of the First year of Queen Elizabeth, and in the Third year of King macy taken 
James, and all other Oathes of Allegiance, Obedience and Supre- away. 
macy whatsoever, shall be, and are hereby wholly taken away ; 
and that the several Clauses and Branches in the said Acts, or any 
other Act of Parliament touching the said Oathes, or either of 
them be made void and null, and shall not hereafter be adminis- 
tred to any person or persons whatsoever ; neither shall any Place 
or Office be void hereafter by reason of the not taking thereof, or 
of any of them, Any Law, Custom or Statute to the contrary not- 


withstanding: 


An Act to prevent the printing of any the Proceedings in the High 
Court of Justice, Erected for Trying of James Earl of Cam- 
bridge, and others, Without leave of the House of Commons, 


or the said Court. 
(9 February, 1648/9.] 


Be it enacted by authority of this present Parliament, That no Proceedings 
person or persons shall presume to print the particular proceedings in High 
of the said High Court of Justice, or anything concerning the same, rn ae 
without leave or direction of the said Court or this House, upon bidden to be 
pain of fine and imprisonment, to be imposed by the Commissioners printed 
of the said Court, or any five of them, upon confession of the party, oe 
or conviction upon oath, which the said Commissioners or any five Parl. on pain 
of them have hereby authority to give. Provided, that such Fine of fine or 
exceed not the sum of Ten Pounds; and, That such Imprisonment sas aac 
be for one Moneth only for any one default: Provided also, That sae 


this Act shall continue for three Moneths, and no longer. 
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An Act for the form of an Oath to be administred to every Freeman 
at his Admission to his Freedom in the City of London, and in 
all Cities, Boroughs and Towns Corporate in England and 
Wales. 

so [10 February, 1648/9.] 

Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and by Authority 
of the same, That the Oath under-written, and none other, be 
administred to every Freeman of the City of London, at the time 
of his Admission to the said Freedom : 

You shall Swear, That vou shall be true and faithful to the 
Commonwealth of England; and in order thereunto, vou shall 
be obedient to the just and good Government of this City of London : 
You shall to the best of your power, maintain and preserve the 
Peace, and all the due Franchises thereof; and according to your 
knowledge and ability, do and perform all such other acts and 
things as do belong to a Free-man of the said City. 

And. be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That 
the same Oath mutatis mutandis, and no other, shall be administred 
to all and every Freeman in every City, Borough and Town Cor- 
porate in England and Wales, where Oathes are ordinarily ad- 
ministred to Freemen, at the time of their Admission to the said 
Freedom, in every such City, Borough and Town Corporate.

shall happen to rise in them or eyther of them, or any invasions 
of them from abroad. And alsoe upon any emergencyes to raise 
and arme such Forces as you shall judge necessary for the ends 
above expressed, And to give Comissions under the Seale of the 
Counsell to such officers as you shall judge necessary for the 
Leading conducting and Comanding of the said Forces, and for 

rosecution and pursuance of these instructions, or of any other 
instructions, you shall receive from the Parliament. 


8. You are hereby authorised and required to use all Good wayes 
and meanes for the reduceing of Ireland, the Isles of Jersey, 
Guernescy, Silly and the Isle of Man and all other parts and 
places heloniitig to the Comon-Wealth of England not yett re- 
duced. 


4. You shall take care that the stores and Magazines of all 
military provisions both for the land service and for the Sea be 
from tyme to tyme well and sufficiently furnished, and that the 
same be issued as you shall by warrant direct. And you are 
alsoo from tyme to tyme to take care of the repair of the Shipping 
belonging to the Coinon wealth of England and to build such 
others as you shall judge necessary for the defence and safety 
thereof. 


5. You are to use all Good wayes and meanes for the securin 
advancement and the encouragement of the trade of Englan 
and Ireland, and the dominions to them belonging, and to 

romote the Good of all Forreigne plantations and factoryes 
baloneii to this Comon wealth or any of the natives thereof. 


6. You shall advise order and direct concerning the enter- 
taining kepeing renewing or settling of Amity, and a good Corre- 
spondencie with Forreigne Kingdomes and ‘States and for 
preserving the rights of the people of this Nation in Forreigne 

arts, and Composeing of their differences there, And you are 

ereby authorized to send Ambassadours agents or Messengers 
to any Forreigne Kingdome or State and to receive Ambassadors 
agents or messengers from them for the ends aforesaid.

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Act for Allowances to Sheritis upon passing their Accompts. 
[15 February, 1648/9.] 

Be it Enacted by Authority of this present Parliament, That Allowances 
the Charges which the respective Sheritis of the several Counties to Sheritls 
in England and Wales, shall at any time hereafter be at in "Pen ae 
passing their Accompts in the Exchequer (deducting the usual {Dé Piet 
Allowances made to them) shall upon their delivering notes of a 
Receipts of such Charges, under the hands of the several Ofticers 
of the Exchequer to whom they shall pay the same (which notes 
the said Officers are hereby required to give unto the said Sherifts 
respectively, under their hands) bedeductedandallowed unto them 
respectively, out of the Moneys which they shall pay in to the 
Receipt of the Exchequer, to the use of the Commonwealth upon 
such their respective Accompts ; And the Commissioners of the 
Revenue, Barons of the Exchequer, and all other Otlicers in the 
Receipt or otherwise, whom it doth or may concern, are hereb 
authorized and required to take notice hereof, and to make sacl 
Deduction and allowance accordingly. 


An Act for Further inabling and authorizing Justices of Peace 
Sheriffs and other Ministers of Justice therein named, to 
act and proceed in the execution of their Offices and Duties, 


until their several Commissions shall come unto them. 
(17 February, 1648-9, ] 


For the avoiding of all doubts and questions, that shall or may 
arise touching Commissions of the peace, and other Commissions 
and concerning Letters Patents, or Commissions to Sherifts, or 
other officers or Ministers of Justice, Be it Declared and Enacted 
by the authority of this present Parliament, That all such 
person and persons as were Justices of the Peace at the time of 
the death of the late King Charles, in any counties, cities, 
precincts, liberties or places in England, the Dominion of Wales 
or Town of Berwick upon Tweed, by force and vertue of an 
Commissions under the Great-Seal of England, and had by suc 
Commissions power and authority to inquire of, hear or 
determine Felonies, Trespasses, and other Offences, and do other 
things in the same Commissions more at large expressed: And 
all such person and persons, that at the time of the death of the 
said late King, by fares of any Commissions, or Letters patents 
under the Great Seal of England, were Sheritts of several 
counties, precincts and places in England, the Dominion of 
Wales, ae Town of Berwick upon Tweed, shall by force hereof, 
and by authority of this present Parliament, stand 
and be. and shall be adjudged and taken to stand and be 
full and perfect Justices of the peace, Justices of Oyer and 
Terminer, and Sheriffs respectively, of and in their and their 
and every of their several respective counties, cities, precincts, 
limits, jurisdictions and places respectively, from and immediately

And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That all and every Act, Return of any Writs, or other 
thing whatsoever, had, made, done, used or exercised, or to be 
had, made, done, used or exercised during the time aforesaid, by 
the said Justices and Sherifts respectively, or by any other 
Officers or Ministers, or other person or persons whatsoever, by 
command or authority, by, or « ieee red) from, by, or under them 
respectively, shall be as good and effectual in Law, to all intents

For the better settlement of proceedings in Courts of Justice, 
according to the present Government of England, Be it Enacted 
by the authority of this present Parliament, in manner and form 
following ; viz: in all Presentments and Indictments, instead of 
these words, Jurator’ pro Dom’ Rege dicunt or presentant, These 
words shall be used, Jurator’ pro Custod’ Libertat? Angl’ authori- 
tate Parliamenti dicunt or presentant ; And in all Captions of 
Indictments, Presentments and Inquisitions, instead of the Kings 
Namie, the Name of the Keepers of the Liberty of England by 
authority of Parliament, shall be put in; And in all Indictments 
and Presentments taken at any Sessions of the Peace, instead of the 
Sessions of the Peace of the King, it shall be The Sessions of the 
Publique Peace; And in Indictments and Presentments, and in

An Act for encouragement of Officers and Mariners, and Imprest- 
ing Seamen. 
[22 February, 1648/9.] 


Whereas the Commons of England in Parliament assembled, 
have appointed certain Ships to be set forth at the Spring next 
ensuing, for Guard of the Narrow Seas, Protection and Preservation 
of Trade, Reducing of the Revolted Ships, and for the necessary 
Defence of the Commonwealth of England and Ireland ; 

Now for the Encouragement of Seamen and Mariners to apply 
themselves the more willingly to this Service, It is therefore Enacted One moiety 
and Ordained, and be it Enacted and Ordained by this present Pated Site 
Parliament, and the Authority of the same, That whatsoever Ship and Men of 
or Ships imployed in this Service, shall take, surprize or reduce any War, belong- 
of the Revolted Ships, private Man of War, or any Man of War, lnabegiares 
belonging to any Forein Prince or State, being an Enemy, or the takers. 
receiving any Commission from any person or persons that are 
or shall be in enmity to this State or Commonwealth, shall have for 
Reward, over and above their Wages, one moyety of the full value 
of all and every such ship or ships surprized or taken as aforesaid, 
and of the goods therein taken, to be distributed among the Captain 
or Captains, and other Officers and Mariners of the said ship or 
ships, according to the custom of the Sea, Tun for Tun, and \:an 
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for Man ; and tlre other movety shall be put in a common Treasury, 
The other for the Relief of the Officers and Marmers which shall be sick or 
moyety for wounded, and the Widows, Children, and impotent Parents of 
ety such as shall be slain in the Service of the Commonwealth at Sea :

An Act concerning the Sequestration of South-Wales, and 
County of Monmouth. 
[23 February, 1648 9.] 

Whereas the several counties of Southwales, viz., Glamorgan, 
Pembrook, Carmarthen. Cardigan, Radnor, Breeon, and the 
County of Monmouth, were at the beginning of these Wars under 
the command of the Kings Forces, and so continued for many 
years; By which means the generality of the said counties, 
according to several Ordinances made this present Parliament, 
are liable to Sequestration for ayding and assisting the Forees 
raised avainst the Parhament: And whereas there be inthe said 
counties, divers desperate Malgnants that have maliciously 
endeavored the subversion of Parliaments, and the Freedom of 
the People; and there being also many persons that have been 
forced in some things to comply with them, to preserve them- 
selves and Families trom spoil and ruine : Now to the end some 
distinction may be made, whereby exemplary justice may be 
done on the most capital oflendors, and the more moderate 
punishment be inflicted on the lesser, now involved in a general 
guilt; The Commons assembled in this present Parliament, 
taking the same into their consideration, Do hereby Enact, and 
be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and by authority of 
the same, in relation to the said lesser offenders, That 
a Fine be imposed on the said several counties 
for their respective Delinquencies; viz. On the county of 
Pembrook, 35001. On the county of Cardivgan, 30001 On the 
county of Carmarthen, the sum of 4000/. On the county of 
Glamorgan, the sum of 35001. On the county of Brecon, the 
sum of 20001. On the county of Monmouth, the sum of 30001. 
On the county of Radnor, the sum of 1500/. Which said sums 
are to be paid by the said respective counties, in maner and 
form following; viz. The first movety amounting to the sum of 
Ten thousand two hundred and fitty pounds, within ten weeks 
afther the passing of this Act, and the moyety of the said Fine 
being Ten thousand two hundred and fifty pounds of the said 
Fine, within Ten wecks next following the pavment of the said 
first moyety, to be paid to the Treasurers at Wars for the Aimy, 
who are hereb ranted to receive the same, and any two of 
them to give Reese under their Hands and Seals; which 
Reccipts shall be a sufficient discharge to the said respective 
counties, for payment of the said sums of money imposed on 
them by vertue of this Act for their Delinquencies ; ee that

which Judgement he stood, and is hereby Declared to be Attainted 

of High Treason, whereby his Issue and Posterity, and all others 
pretending Title under him, are become uneapable of the said 

Crowns, or of being King or Queen of the said Kingdom or Domi- 

nions, or either or any of them; Be it therefore Enacted and 

Ordained, and it is Enacted, Ordained and Declared by this present 

All people of Parliament, and by Authority thereof, That all the people of Eng- 
England and land and Ireland, and the Dominions and Territories thereunto 
Ireland dis- belonging, of what degrce or condition soever, are discharved of all

way of a Commonwealth; and that they will carefully provide

The Commons assembled in Parliament, taking into their 
serious consideration the present condition and state of things, 
in relation to the Interest of England, and particularly to the 
City of Westminster, and Liberties thereof, with the Parishes and 
laces adjacent of the County of Middlesex, within the weckly 
ills of Mortality, and late Lines of Communication, exce ting 
the Hamblets of the Tower; Do Enact and Ordain, and it 
Enacted and Ordained by the Authority of the same, That 
William Lord Monson, Major General Skippon, Sir Greyory 
Norton, Knight and Baronet, Sir Henry Mildmay Knight, Sir 
Henry Vane senior Knight, Sir James Harrington, sir John 
Hippesly, Kts. Hum: Edwards, John Trenchard, Cornelius Hol- 
land, Edm : Ludlowe, Michael Oldsworth, Nicholas Love, Lawrence 
Whittaker, and John Moor, Esqs: Edward Berkhead Esq ; 
Thomas Fawkenbridge Esq; George Manley, Josias Berners, 
Richard Graves, Nicholas Martin, John Heylin and Edward 
Dendy junior, Esqs; William Parker Ductor in Physick, James 
Prince, Silvanus Taylor, Edward Carter, Richard Big, Walter

for that urpose: And that they shall have power, to lead, con- 
duct, and imploy, or cause to be led, conducted and imployed, 
the persons aforesaid arrayed and weaponed, for the suppression 
of all Rebellions, Insurrections and Invasions that may happen 
within the said City, and Liberties thereof, Parishes, Places, and 
Limits aforesaid: And likewise shall have further power and 
authority tolead, conduct and imploy,orcause tobe lead, conducted 
and imployed, the persons aforesaid Arrayed and Weaponed, as 
well within the aid City and Liberties thercof, Parishes, places 
and Limits aforesaid, as within and into any other part of the 
Commonwealth of England, or Dominion of Wales, for suppress- 
ing of all Rebellions, Insurrections, and Invasions that may 
happen, according as they shall from time to time receive 
directions from the Parliament of England, or Councel of State 
by them authorized and appointed: And that the said Com- 
mittee of Militia, or any seven or more of them, shall have Power, 
and are hereby Authorized to constitute and make Colonels, 
Captains, and other Officers; and to continue or remove such 
Colonels, Captains, and other Officers from time to time, as they or 
any seven or more of them as aforesaid shall sce cause and think 
fit; and that the said Committce, or any seven or more of them 
as aforesaid, shall have the sane Power and Authority within the 
Limits aforesaid, as the late Committee there had, by two foriner 
Ordinances of Parliament, bearing date the Ninth day of 
September, and the Two and twentieth of January, One thousand 
six hundred forty seven, to all intents and purposes what- 
soever; And for the speedy raising of Moneys necessary 
for the carrying on of that service; Be it further Enacted 
and Ordained by the Authority aforesaid, That the said 
Committee, or any seven or more of them, shall have power, 
and are hereby authorized to cause a Rate and Assessment, 
not exceeding the sum of One thousand pounds to be made 
upon all persons, as well as Inhabitants and others, having any 
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real or personal Estate, within the said Parishes, places, and 
Limits atoresaid: And that the said Committee, or any seven or 
more of them, shall have the same power, and give such Allow- 
ances for the Collecting and Receiving thereof, as is given to the 
respective Commissioners named im the Ordinance of the 
Fifteenth of March, One thousand six hundred forty seven, for 
raising of moneys to be imployed towards the maintenance of 
the Forces under the Command of Sir Thomas Fairfax Knight: 
And that the said Committee or any seven or more of them, shall 
have likewise power to call before them, as well all Receivers, 
Treasurers, Collectors, and their, and every of their Exeeutors 
and Adininistrators of all Moneys which shall be Collected) and 
Levied by vertue of this Ordinance, as also all other Receivers, 
Treasurers, Collectors, and their, and every of theif Exeeutors 
and Administrators of all Moneys formerly Assessed, Leveved 
or Received for the Service of the Militia, within the Limits 
aforesaid, by  vertue of any Ordinance or Ordinances of 
Parliament; which Receivers, Treasurers and Collectors, and 
their, and every of their) Exeeutors and Administrators, 
are hereby required to render just and due account thereot 
to the said Committee, or any seven or more of them, and to 
ay such Moneys as are or shall be found remaining in their 
bani upon their Respective Accompts and Collections, unto 
such person or persons as the said Committee, or any seven 
or more of them, from time to time by vertue of this 
Ordinance, or the said Ordinance of the Two and Twentieth of 
January last, shall nominate and appoint to be Treasurer or 
Treasurers, Receiver or Receivers thereof; And that the 
Acquittance of such Treasurer or Treasurers, Receiver or 
Receivers, under his or their Hands, of the Receipt of all or any 
part of such Moneys, shall be a sufficient warrant and discharge 
to such Collectors, Treasurers and Receivers, and their Executors 
and Administrators as shall pay the same; And in case such 
Treasurer and Treasurers, Receiver and Receivers, Collector and 
Collectors, or any of them, their or any of cheir Executors or 
Administrators shall refuse or neglect to render an Accompt as 
aforesaid, and to pay in the Moneys remaining in their or any 
of their hands, being in Arrears by vertue of any former Ordin-

adjudged for or by reason of his, her or their Age, Quality, Sex, 
or any known or open disaffection to the Publique, untit to have: 
or bear their own Arms, That in such case the said Committee, 
or any seven or more of them shall have power, and are hereby 
authorised to order and appoint some other honest, fit, and well- 
attected persons to bear the Arms of the persons so excepted ; and 
shall and may order every such excepted person to finde Arms, 
and to pay to every such person as shall bear the same for them, 
for every days drawing forth the sum of Sixteen pence: And if 
any such person excepted as aforesaid, shall refuse or neglect to 
finde such Arms. wherewith they or either of them from time to 
time shall be charged, or to pay the sum of sixteen pence for 
every days drawing forth as aforesaid, That then the said Com- 
mittee, or any seven or more of them upon complaint thereof 
made unto them, shall send for such person before them, and shall 
upon his, her, or their refusal to pay the same, commit such person 
to prison, there to remain without Bail or Mainprize, vera d such 
person shall conform and pay the same: And be it further En- 
acted and Ordained by the Authority aforesaid, That all such 
persons within the particular Limits aforesaid, as shall be 
thought fit to bear Arms, and shall be listed upon the Trained- 
band Companies, and shall not from time to time appear com- 

leatly armed, and serve at the beat of Drum, or other Summons, 

hat in such case the Colonels, Captains, and Lieutenants of the 
said Trained-bands within the Limits aforesaid, may inflict the 
punishment of two days Iniprisonment, without Bail or Main- 

rize, or the mulct of Five shillings for the supply of the Service. 
And be it further Enacted and Ordained by the Authority afore- 
said, That all High and petty Constables, and all other Officers 
and Ministers within the Limits aforesaid, are hereby required to 
be ayding and assisting to the said Committee, Colonels, 
Captains, Lieutenants, and their Marshals of the said Trained- 
Band Companies in execution of the premises, as they will 
answer the contrary at their perils: And all and every person 
and persons who shall act or do any act or thing whatsoever, by 
vertue of this or any former Order or Ordinance of Parliament 
concerning the said Militia, shall be saved harmless and indemp- 
nified concerning the same, by Authority of Parliament, and 
shall also have the benefit and advantage of the Ordinances of 
Parliament, formerly made for saving harmless, and indempnified 
all persons that have acted by Authority, and for the Service of 
the Parliament; Provided always, That this Act shall continue 
in force for one whole year, from the Fourteenth of March, One 
thousand six hundred forty eight, and no longer. 
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An Act for the Abolishing the House of Peers. 
(19 March, 1648/9.) 


The Commons of England assembled in’ Parliament, findin 
by too long experience, that the House of Lords is useless an 
dangerous to the People of England to be continued, have 
thought tit to Ordain and Enaet. and be it Ordained and Enacted 
by this present’ Parliament, and by the Authority of the same, 
That from henceforth the House of Lords in Parliament, sball 
be and is hereby wholly abolished and taken away; And that 
the Lords shall not from henceforth meet or sit in the said 
House called The Lords House, or in any other House or Place 
whatsoever, as a House of Lords; nor shall Sit, Vote, Advise, 
Adjudye, or Detertuine of any matter or thing whatsoever, as a 
House of Lords in Parliament: Nevertheless it is hereby 
Declared, That neither such Lords as have demeaned themselves 
with Honor, Courave and Fidelity to the Commonwealth, nor 
their Pesterities who shall continue so, shall be excluded from 
the Publique Councils of the Nation, but shall be adinitted 
thereunto, and have their Free Vote in Parhament, if they shall 
be thereunto clected, as other persons of Interest elected and 
qualified thereunto, ought to have. 

And be it further Ordained and Enacted by the Authority 
aforesaid, That no Peer of this Land, not being Elected, Qualitied, 
and sitting in Parliament as aforesaid, shall claim, have or make 
use of any priviledge of Parhament, either in relation to his 
Person, Quality or Estate, Any Law, Usage or Custom to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 


An Act For Raising Ninety thousand pounds per Mensem, For 
the Maintenance of the Forces raised by Authority of 
Parliament, for the Service of England and Ireland, For 
Six Moncths, from the 25th of March, 1649 to the 29th of 
September, 1649. 

(7 April 1649.] 


The Commons of England assembled in Parliainent, having 
about the months of January and February, One thousand six 
hundred forty seven, taken an effectual course to reduce their 
Forces to the numbers of the Establishment then made, and for the 
disbanding of Supernumerary Forces; And having provided for 
the pay and maintenance of those that were so established, by an 
Assessment of Threescore thousand pounds per mensem ; whereby 
not only Free-quarter was wholly taken off, but also the Soldiery 
were reduced to an orderly way of maintaining themselves with 
their pay, without taking Sat from any man, but what they 
‘ouzht and paid for, at such rates as they could agree with the 
people, and were Billetted, for the most part, in Market-Towns, 
and at Inns, Alehouses, and Victualling-houses therein, until 
by Insurrections begun, through the instigation of Malignants 1n 
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some countries, and by refusal or non-payment of the said 
Assessments in other parts, that good order was interrupted, and 
unavoidably broken off: And having seen by that experience 
Ss well as by their own reason) the great ease and freedom from 
ormer Oppressions which the people enjoyed through that 
course, until the said interruption thereof: N ow whereus upon 
occasion of the said Insurrections in some parts, with the 
Revolts in others, and of the great Invasion from Scotland the 
last Summer; for the suppressing and resisting thereof, very 
many new Forces were necessarily raised in several countreys, 
and the Regiments of the established Army and Garisons were 
necessarily increased, much above the numbers of the said 
Establishment; By which means the aforesaid assessment of 
Threescore thousand pounds per mensem hath proved to fall 
far short of paying the Forces thus encreased, so as many of 
them have been forced in want of pay, for many moneths past, to 
go upon Free-quarter again ; and yet for want of moneys, whereby 
to give them any reasonable satisfaction for their last years 
extraordinary Service, all other the receipts of publique Moneys 
being, through former improvident and: evil managing of the 
PubliqueTreasury,so clogged with vast anticipations charged upon 
them, the said Forces (although some of them might now be 
spared) cannot for [the] present be disbanded or reduced, until by 
some extraordinary means, Moneys can be raised four some 
reasonable satisfaction in order thereunto: And considering what 
encouragement and advantage to new disturbances, was taken 
by Malignants and Enemies last Spring, upon the Parliaments 
reducing of their Forces to so small a number, and what 
occasion and opportunity to the raising and fomenting of 
those disturbances, did then happen by the sudden disbanding 
of so many Supernumerary Forces ioaethae (though intended for 
the speedier easing of the People) and for as much as the extra- 
ordinary Manning of the new Garisons of Berwick and Carlisle, 
and other Places in the North, to prevent the like invasion from 
the Malignants in Scotland, and of divers other new Garisons in 
England and Wales, by the last years experience, found necessary 
to be secured (for preventing the like Insurrections of Malig- 
nants and disaffected persons within this Nation) do require the 
present upholding of a greater strength therein, for some further 
time, then by the said former establishment was intended and 
provided ; For which purpose it is found necessary, That out of 
the forces now in being, there be four thousand foot added to 
the number of the last establishment for England: And whereas 
also by the defection of some of the Scottish forces in Ireland, 
and evil carriage of others of them, and partly by Inchequins 
Revolt, and by his late Conjunction with Ormond, and other 
Irish Rebels, and by means of the Peace made by Ormond 
with the Rebels, on the late Kings behalf, the said adverse 
forces in Ireland, are grown so strong and united, and our 
forces and Garisons there so weakned, as that it doth 
require both the continuing of a greater strength at home 
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for the safety of the Commonwealth, avainst any attempts 
from thence, or from elsewhere; and also the sending over 
of greater suppties thither, both of Forees, Money and 
Provisions then ever heretofore: The said Commons assembled 
in Parliament, taking the premises into their serious considera: 
tion, do finde it necessary, that there be some present, suflicient. 
and certain provision of Moneys beyond the sala yroportion, 
whereby the Forces already in Ireland may be relieved and sup- 
plied, and such as are further necessary to be scent over thither 
(which they have resolved to be Four thousand Horse and 
Dragoons, and kight thousand Foot, out of the Forees now in 
being here) may be provided for, transported and maintained, 
and whereby the Forees and Garisons yet requisite to be kept 
up in England and Wales may be maintained, and the rest of the 
Forces now in being that might be spared (until with reasonable 
satisfaction, and without such danver of disturbances as_ last 
year, they can be dishanded) may also be put into a way of 
present pay, so as all Free-quarter may be immediately taken off, 
the necessary charve of all which is found will amount unto One 
hundred twenty thousand pounds per mensem, or upwards. 
Now although the said sum of One hundred twenty thousand 
pounds per mensem, be necessary to be some way provided for 
the uses aforesaid; yet considering the great burthens, 
pressures and damages which the people have so long 
sustained, and the impoverishing of many parts thereby, 
the said Commons are not willing to lay so great a charge 
by way of Assessment upon the people: But whereas there 
hath ions been leavied that way threescore thousand 
pounds ee mensem for the Forces in England; and twenty 
thousand pounds per mensem for the Forces in Ireland, they 
finde it necessary that there be an addition of ten thousand 
pounds per mensem, so as to make up the Assessinents for both 
the said Forces in England and Ireland, Ninety thousand 
pounds per mensem for the said six moneths: And although 
they are not insensible, that the way of assessing and levying the 
same (for want of an equal pound Rate upon lan-! and goods) in 
many counties hath been hitherto very unequal; and they are 
therefore resolved speedily to apply themselves to the settling of 
more equal Rates and Rules for the said Assessments; yet con- 
sidering that the present altering of the present way of assessing 
or levying the same for the first three moneths, would unavoidably 
retard the raising and bringing in of the moneys, soas it would not 
be had within the time requisite for expediting of the said service 
of Ireland, and payment of the Forces in England, so as to take 
away or keep off I'ree-quarter; they tinde it most requisite, that 
for the said first three moncths, the money be levied according 
to the same way and rules asin the late Assessments hitherto 
have been held in the several counties respectively: Be it there- 
fore Enacted, and it is Enacted and Ordained by this present 
Parliament, and by authority thereof, that towards the said 
monethly charge of One hun red twenty thousand pounds per 
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mensem for the said Forces and services both in England and 
Ircland, the said sum of Ninety thousand pounds per mensem 
for the first three moneths next ensuing, from the Five and 
twentieth day of March, One thousand six hundred forty nine, 
until the Four and twentieth day of June next ensuing, shall be 
taxed, collected, levied and paid in the several counties and 
places hereafter named respectively, by the several sums. and 
according to the several rates and proportions, and in the maner 
and form hereafter expressed ; viz.

obstructed: For the prevention whereof for the future, and for 
the moro equal and right proportioning of the several sums 
before mentioned, in the several Counties, Citics and Places 
aforesaid ; Be it Knacted by this present Parliament, and by the 
authority thereof, That the several and respective sums of 
money to be Rated, Assessed, and Levied, for the three Moneths 
Assessment, commencing trom the Four and twenticth day of 
June next, to the Nine and twenticth of September following, by 
vertue of this Act, shall be taxed and assessed by a pound rate 
on the several Divisions, Hundreds, Ridings, Lathes, Wapentakes, 
and Parishes, the respective Counties and Cities aforesaid, for all 
and every their Lands, Tenements, Herceditaments, Goods, 
Chattels, Money, Stock, Merchandize, Oftice, or Estate whatso- 
ever, according to the value thereof (that is to say) so much 
upor every twenty shillings Rent, or yearly value of Land 
and Real Iustate, and so much upon Money, Stock, and other 
Personal Estate, by an equal Rule (wherein every twenty pounds 
in Money, Stock, or other Personal Estate, shall bear the like 
charge as shall be laid upon every twenty shill-ngs yearly Rent, 
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or yearly value of Land) will raise the Monethly sum or sums 

charged on the respective counties and places aforesaid: For 
the better effecting whereof, It is hereby Enacted, That the 
several and respective Commissioners hereby appointed in the 
soveral and respective counties and cities, shall meet together on 
tho second day of May, in the year of our Lord God, One thousand 
six hundred forty andl nine, at the most common and usual place 
of Mceting for cach of the said counties and cities respectively ; 
and the said Commissioners, or as many of them as srall then 
and there attond and be present, shall causo this present Act 
for the last three Moneths assessinents to be put in execution, 
according to their best discretion and judgement: And having 
agreed amongst themsclves of some yoneral Rules and 
Directions for the doing thereof, and having then and there 
gore another time for their second general Meeting, which 
shall be at or bofore the sixth day of June next ensuing, at the 
furthest, to reccivo the Returns from the several Divisions, 
Hundreds, Ridings, Lathes, Wapentakes, Townships, Parishes 
and Places, The said Commissioners shall repair unto their 
several Divisions, Ridings, Lathes, Wapentakes or Hundreds, 
and then with all convenient speed, they or any two of thern 
shall cause two or three of the honcst and able Inhabitants in 
the several and respective Townships and places within their said 
Divisions, Ridings, Lathes, Wapentakes, and Hundreds, to bo 
named and appointed Surveyors and Assessors, who (or any two 
of them) are to ascertain and rate the yearly value and profits of 
the said Township, Parish and Place, for which they shal be 
appointed Surveyors, or Assessors, and to return the same to tho 
said Commissioners, or to such person or persons as shall be 
appointed to receive the same. And for their better proceeding, 
and more perfect discovery of the truth in the same, that the 
intention of an equal rate throughout the said County, and in 
every part thereof, may be obtained. The said Commissioners m 
their several and respective Divisions and Limits, or any two of 
them, may, and are horeby authorised to adininister an oath (if 
they shall see cause) unto the respective Surveyors and assessors, 
for the faithful discharge of the trust reposed in them, and for 
their just snd impartial dealing in the same; which said 
Surveyors and Assessors are to deliver in their several surveys 
perfected and subscribed by them, unto the Commissioners, or 
to such person or oe as shall be appointed to receive the 
same two or three days at y’ least before y® said second general 
meeting of the said Commissioners! to the end that the said 
Commissioners may deliver in all the several Surveys to be made 
throughout the said County, at the said second general mecting 
appointed as aforesaid, at or before the said sixth day of June next 
ensuing ; at which said general meeting the said Commissioners 
or the major part of them then present, shall upon view and 
pernsal of the said several Surveys, cast up the true Revenue 
and yearly Protits of the whole county or city, to the end that 
an equal pound rate may be apportioned upon everv Division 
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~ Hundred, Riding, Lath, Wapentake, Township and Parish, accord- 
ing to the proportion and sum of moncy charged upon the said 
county by vertue of this present Act, whereunto the said Commis- 
sioners, or the major part of them then and there assembled, are 
by vertue of this ei authorised and appointed to proportion the 
same, which being done, the Commissioners or any two of them, 
shall send forth their Warrants to the Hivh Constables, and 
other Officers or persons within their several Divisions, Hundreds, 
Ridings, Lathes, or Wapentakes, to cause the said several pro- 

ortions and sums of Money to be equally Assessed, Taxed, 
envied: and Collected, in due maner and form, according to the 
true intent and meaning of this Act; and to appoint Assessors 
and Collectors for the perfecting thereof, who are here- 
by likewise authorized and required to put the business 
with all care and diligence in present execution: And 
it is further Enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
the said Assessors, Surveyors, Collectors, and other persons to be 
nominated and appointed for the said last three moneths Assess- 
ments, shall receive all allowances, and shall have, and it 1s here- 
by given unto them, and every of them respectively, all and 
singular the powers and authorities whatsoever, for the effectual 
proceedings in the said service of the last three moncths Assess- 
ments, as aro given and appointed to any the Assessors, 
Collectors, and other officers or persons limited in this Act, for 
or concerning the Assessing, Levying, Collecting, or Receiving of 
the said first three moneths Assessments: And the said Com- 
missioners shall and may, and are hereby authorized, to use, 
exercise, and put in execution, all such powers and authorities 
for the effectual proceedinys in the said service for the last three 
moneths Assessments, as are given, limited, and appointed to 
them, or any of therm in this Act, touching the at first three 
moneths Assessments. And it is further Enacted and Ordained 
by the authority aforesaid, That the said Treasurers at War do 
from time to time, upon Certificate from the Commissioners in 
this Act appointed for the several and respective counties, cities 
and places, make due allowance and payment of all Free-Quarter 
to be taken by any the Forces under the command of the Lord 
Fairfax, from the said five and twentieth of March, to the expira- 
tion of this present Act, according to such instructions, rules and 
directions of Parliament, as at any time heretofore have been 
made in that behalf. 

Provided also, and be it Enacted, That all Fee-farm Rents, or 
other Rents of the late Kings Revenue, all Rents and other sums 
reserved by the late Court of Wards, out of any Wards, Infants, or 
Lunatick Estates; and all other maner of Rents, Payments, and 
sums of Money, and all Annuities issuing out of any Lands, within 
any City or County, shall be lyable towards the payment of any 
sum by this Act to be Taxed and Leavied ; and all the Tenants of 
any Fee-farm Rent, other Rent, sums of Money, or Annuities 
atoresaid, are hereby directed and authorized to pay them pro- 
portionably, according to the Rates and Assessments by this Act, 
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appointed and Enacted ; and all such Tenants shall be hereby 
saved and kept harmless by authority of Parliament, from any 
further payment of such portion of any such Rent, Rents, Sums 
or Annuities, either to the Exchequer, to the Committee of the 
Revenue, or to any person or persons to whom any such Rent, 
Rents, Sums of Moncey or Annuities as aforesaid shall or ought 
to be paid, to all intents and purposes whatsoever, as fully and 
as amply as if they had paid the same in to tlre Exchequer, to 
the Committee of the Revenue, or to any person or persons to 
whom the same is reserved and become due: And if any 
difference shall arise between Landlord and Tenant, or any other, 
concerning the said Rates, the said several Commissioners, or 
any two or more of them in their several Divisions, have 
hereby power to settle the same as they shall think fit. Pro- 
vided aways That nothing contained in this Act, shall be 
extended to charge either of the Universities, or any of the 
Colledges or Halls within the said Universities, or any the rents 
and revenues due and payable to the said Universities or 
Colledges, or any of them, not to charge any Master, Fellow or 
Schollar of any the said Colledges, or any Reader, Officer or 
Minister of the said Universities or Colledges, or any of them, 
for and in regard of any Stipend, Wages or Profit whatsoever, 
arising or growing due to them in respest of their said several 
places and imployments in the said Universities: And that 
nothing in this Act contained, shall be extended to charge any 
of the Colledges of Winchester, Eaton or Westminster, or any 
Hospital or Almshouse, or any Free-school, or any the rents and 
revenues due and payable to them or any of them: And that 
the Tenant or Tenants of all and every the said Universities, 
Colledges, Halls, Hospitals, Almshouses and Free-schools re- 
spectively, shall be charged by vertue of this Act, for so much 
oncly as the Lands and Tenements held by the said Tenant or 
Tenants repectively is worth hy the year, over and above Rent 
and Revenue therefore respectively due and payable to the said 
Universities, Colledges, Halls, Hospitals, and Almshouses, and 
Free-scholls, or any of them respectively, Any thing in this 
present Act to the contrary in any wise notwithstanding. 


An Act Prescribing certain Times to Delinquents For perfecting 
their Compositions Effectually, under several penalties. 
[9 April 1649. ] 

Whereas by Ordinance of Parliament of the sixth of February, 
1646, it is Ordained, That the Commissioners for compounding 
with Delinquents, have power to suspend the ne of 
the Estates of such Delinquents as shall compound with them, 
the Delinquents having paid the moyety of the Fines compounded 
for, and given Security to the said Commissioners for the 
remainder thereof, according to the proportion to be set by both 
Houses of Parliament: Provided, That every such person so com. 
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ounding, do within six Weeks pay the remainder of his said 
Fine and sue forth his Pardon under the Great-Seal, after his 
Composition shall be allowed by both Houses of Parliament, 
otherwise the suspension to be void: Yet many whose Com- 

ositions have been sect, and allowed by both Houses of 
Padianioan have not paid in the second moyety of their said 
Compositions, according as by the said Ordinance is appointed ; 
by reason whereof, the Commonwealth hath been disappointed 
of those moneys which were intended from the said Treasury for 
the publique service; to supply which, the Treasurers at Gold- 
aie ilal have been necessitated to take up at Interest great 
sums of money upon the credit of the said Compositions, for 
which the said Treasury stands ingaged : The Commons assembled 
in Parliament being very sensible, how much the said Com- 
pounders have abused the said Act of Grace, Do therefore Enact 
and Declare, That this Clause oncly in the said proviso of the 
said Ordinance (viz. That every such person so compounding, do 

ay in the remainder of his said Fine within Six weeks after the 
Compositions shall be allowed by both Houses of Parliament) 
shall be, and is hereby Fapealod ail made void. And to the 
end that a present supply of Moneys may be brought in to the 
suid Treasury, It 1s Hance and Ordained by the Commons 
assombled in Parliament, That all such persons, whose Coinposi- 
tions have been set or allowed by both Houses of Parliament, 
shall pay or causo to be paid in to the said Treasury before the 
Sixth day of May, in the year of our Lord God, 1649, the full 
sum or sums remaining due upon their said Compositions 
respectively ; and in detault thereof, shall pay Interest for the 
same, after the Rate of Hight pounds per cent. from the time or 
times at which the same became due and payable respectively, 
together with one fourth part more of the whole sum of their 
respective Compositions, as anadditional Fine. Aud it is further 
Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That all such persons, 
whose Fines or Compositions have been set by ne said 
Commissioners, and allowed of by the House of Commons onely, 
shall pay or cause to be paid i to the said Treasury, before the 
twentieth day of May, 1649, the full sum of their said Fines, or so 
much thereof as remains due upon their said Compositions respec- 
tively; and in default thereof, to pay Interest for the same, after 
the rate of Eight pounds per centum, from and after the said 
twentieth day of Ma , 1649, together with one fourth part more 
of the while sum of their respective Compositions, as an 
additional fine: And that all such persons whose fines for Com- 
positions have been set by the said Commissioners, before the 
seventh day of April, 1649, but before the same day have not 
been reported unto, or allowed by the Commons assembled in 
Parliament, shall pay, or cause to be paid in to the said Treasury, 
the one Moyety of their respective fines, before the sixth day of 
May, 1649, (@f such Movety be not already paid) and the other 
Moyety thereof, within six weeks after their said fines respectivel 
shall be allowed by the said Commons, or by such as by their 
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authority shall be authorized and appointed thereunto; or other- 
wise, In default of such payment of the said several Moyeties, or 
either of them, shall pay Interest for the same at the rate afore- 
sald, from the time or times at which the same shall be become 
payable, by vertuc of this Act, togethor with the like penalty, as 
aforesaid, of one fourth part more of the whole sum of their 
respective Compositions, as an additional fine: And that all such 
persons, whose fines for Somber shall after the said seventh 
day of April, 1649, bo set by the said Commissioners, or by 
such others as shall be by the Commons in Parliament 
assembled authorized thereunto, shall pay or cause to be paid 
in to tho said Treasury, the one Moyety of such 
their respective fines, within fourtcen days after the setting 
thereof, and the other Moyety within six weeks after such their 
several fines shall be allowed of by the Commons in Parliament 
assembled as aforesaid, or by such as by their Authority shall be 
authorized and appointed thereunto; or otherwise, in etalk of 
such payment of the said several Moycties, or either of them, 
shall pay Interest for the same at the Rate aforesaid, from the 
time or times at which the same shall become due and payable 
by vertue of this Act; together with the like penalty as afore- 
said, of one fourth part more of the whole sum of their respective 
Compositions, as an additional fine. And it is further Enacted 
and Ordained, That in case any of the persons abovementioned, 
that make default in paying in his or their full Compositions, 
within such time and times as are above limited, that then the 
Real and Personal Estates of such Defaulters shall be forthwith 
Sequestred, until they oa alee conform thereunto: And the 
suid Commissioners at Goldsmiths Hall, or any five or more of 
them, are hereby authorized and enabled to Sequester, or to take 
order for the Sequestring of the Real and Personal Estates of 
such Delinquents and defaulters ; and to direct te the respective 
Committees for Sequestrations in the several counties, or such 
other Committees for Sequestrations as shall be appointed by 
Parliament, a Warrant for the purposes aforesaid, and for the 
removing of every such person and persons out of the 
possession of his or their house or houses, who are 
hereby required to obcy and perform the same; And all 
Governors of Garisons, and other Officors and Soldiers in the 
service of Parliament, are hereby required to be ayding and 
assisting unto them in the execution thereof for the purposes 
aforesaid. And for the more effectual prosecuting of the said 
Sequestrations, It is further enacted by the Authority aforesaid, 
That the said Commissioners, or any five or more of them, shall 
and may nominate, and appoint, and authorize, by Warrant 
under their Hands, a Solicitor or Solicitors for Sequestrations in 
the several countics of England and Wales, to prosecute the 
seizing, sequestring and securing the Real and Personal Estates ot 
such Defaulters as aforesaid, and every of them; and shall and 
may appuint a Collector or Collecters for the gathering and 
receiving of the Rents, Issues and Profits of the Lands, Tene- 
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ments and Hereditaments of the said persons so making default 
as abovesaid ; Which said Solicitors and Collectors shall from 
time to time observe such Orders and Directions as they shall 
receive from the said Commissioners, or the said Committees 
for the said respective counties, in such case where the said 
Commissioners shall not have given former Directions. And it 
is further Enacted and Ordained, That the said Solicitors for 
Sequestrations respectively, shall return unto the said Com- 
missioners, according to his or their best knowledge, Dupheates 
to the Rent - Rolls of the Lands, Tenements and Here- 
ditaments appointed to be oe as aforesaid, within six 
weeks after the Sequestration thereof, and shall take and return 
Inventories of the Daraonal Estate of such as shall bo sequestred 
as aforesaid, within six weeks after the Sequestration thereof 
(and in default thereof, such Solicitor shall lose the benefit of 
his Salary by this Act to him appointed) and after such return 
made, shall and may, with the nice. approbation and direction, 
of the respective Committees of the county, or any three of them 
sell the Goods of such person and persons at the best rate or 
value he or they can get for the same. And to the end that the 
Commonwealth may receive the benefit of the Sequestrations, It 
is Enacted and Ordained, That the said Commissioners, or the 
said Committees for the said countics respectively, or any three 
of them, shall and may, and are hereby authorized and enabled 
to make a Lease or Leases by Deed Indented, of any the Manors, 
Lands, Tenements or Hereditaments of such person and persons 
(as shall make default as aforesnid) or any part thereof, for 
such number of years as they shall conceive most advantagious 
to the Commonwealth, reserving the best Rent they can get for 
the same. Provided always, the Leaso or Leases so to be made, 
do not exceed the term of three years, nor be made to the Delin- 
quent, or to any to his uso and benetit: And in case any such 
Lease shall be made unto or to the use of such Delinquent or 
Delinquents, then such Leaso to be meerly void; and upon 
information and proof thereof made to the said Commissioners, 
the said Commissioners or any three of them, shall have power 
to make a Lease thereof at the same Rent, for the like number 
of years, to him or them that shall make such information, bein 

of ability to pay the Ront reserved. And it is further Enacted, 
That all such Rents, Issues and Profits as shall be received by 
reason of the Sequestrations of such Defaulters, shall be paid to 
the said Treasurers at Goldsmiths-Hall, to be disposed of to such 
uses as the Parliament shall hereafter appoint: And whereas 
divers Delinquents have submitted to a Composition, and 
brought in their particulars, but have neglected to prosecute the 
same, It is therefore Enacted and Ordained, That all such 
Delinquents shall within twenty cight days after the seventh of 
April, 1649, effectually prosecute their said Compositions, and in 
default thereof, shall lose the benefit of Compositicn, and their 
Estates to be finally confiscate, and to be disposed of to the use 
of the Commonwealth. Provided always, That this Act, nor any 
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thing therein contained, shall extend to take away the benefit of 
any Articles not forfeited, nor to restore the benefit of any 
Articles forfeited : And because divers of those who arc intrusted 
in the execution of the Ordinances relating to Sequestrations, do 
suffer divers Delinquents to dwell in their houses, and them- 
selves, or some to their uses, do Rent of the Scquestrators 
their Lands and Tenements at low and_= easic rates, 
by reason whereof, and because such Delinquents are allowed 
the fifth part for their wives and children, and are thereby en- 
couraged to forbear and delay their Compositions, It is therefore 
Enacted, That the said Commissioners, or the said Committees 
for the respective counties, or any three or more of them, shall 
remove out of the possession of their Houses and Lands such 
Delinquents, or any others intrusted for thein, unless they and 
every of them shall come in and compound at or within the 
days above limited; for the effecting qisrest all Governors of 
Garisons and Soldiers, in the service of Parliament, are required 
to be aiding and assisting to the said Commissioners and Com- 
mittees respectively. And it is further Enacted by the author- 
ity aforesaid, That the several and respective Solicitors for 
Sequestrations ma eet bee by the said Comunissioners, shall take 
the same Oath that Solicitors for Sequestrations are by a foriner 
Ordinance appointed to take: Which said Oath the said Com- 
missioners or any three of them are hereby authorized to ad- 
minister: And that the said Committees for Sequestrations of 
the respective counties, for the Leasing out of Delinquents 
Estates, and the said Solicitors and Receivers may have encour- 
agement effectually to prosecute the said service, It is hereb 

Enacted, That the said respective Committees shall have for 
every twenty shillings Rent reserved upon every Lease Scaled 
and Delivered by the said Committees as aforesaid, six pence in 
the pound ; and every respective Solicitor shall be paid for his 
or their Salary, for every twenty shillings that shall be paid in to 
the said Treasurers by reason of the said Sequestration, the sum 
of three pence in the pound; and the respective Collectors shall 
have et receive tor his and their Salaries, the sum of two pence 
in the pound for every twenty shillings paid in to the said 
Treasurers : Which sai seveeal cine the said Treasurers are to 
allow, and make payment of accordingly. And it is further 
Enacted, That the said Treasurers shall have, take and receive 
out of all such Moneys as shall be paid in to them by vertue of 
this Act, the like Salary as they have for other Compositions 
Moneys paid in to them. And whereas the Parliament, out of 
their desire to establish Maintenance for a Preaching Ministery, 
have given way, That the said Commissioners should buy in 
Impropriations and Tythes of Delinquents that should compound 
with them, at such rates as they should contract for the same; 
In pursuance whereof the said Commissioners have contracted 
with several persons for Tythes and Inipropriations. of the value 
of Ten. thousand . pounds per annum, or thereabouts, for which 
the said Commissioners have abated in the whole out of the 
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several Compositions, the sum of One hundred thousand pounds ; 
the greatest part of which [mpropriations and Tythes are not as 
yet settled, according to order in that behalf made, It is there- 
fore hereby Enacted and Declared, That all such persons as have 
been ordered by tho said Commissioners, or any Committees there 
for that purpose authorized, to setle any Rectory, or Mamtenance 
out of any Rector , Parsonage or Tythes, for which they have 
had allowance tie abatement in their said fines, shall within 
eight weeks after the seventh day of April, 1649, sctle the same 
upon such Trustees as the said Commissioners shall appoint, for 
such uses as the Parliament shall hereafter direct : Ang in default 
thoreof, such of the said Delinquents as have paid any part ot 
their fines, and have thereupon obtained Letters to suspend their 
Sequestrations, shall be forthwith resequestred, until they 
respectively shall sctle the said Rectories or Maintenance 
respectively as aforesaid, and pay such Arrcrages as have grown 
due since the time the samo were ordered to be sctled by the said 
Commissioners: And that all such persons as shall from hence- 
forth be Ordered to setle any Rectory, Parsonage or Tythes, or 
any Allowance out of them to the uso aforesaid, shall within 
eiyht weeks after the date of the said Orier, setle the same under 
the same penalties as is last aforesaid. And forasmuch as the 
great businesses of the Commonwealth do as yet hinder the 
making of Reports from Goldsmiths-Hall, It is therefore 
Enacted, That the said Commissioners for Compositions, or any 
five or more of them, upon the Compounders paying in of the 
Moyety of his fine, or satisfying the sane by settlement of any 
Rectories or Tythes, or any allowance out of them, and 
not otherwise, shall or may grant to such Compounder, 
an Order to suspend the Sequestration of his Estate: And 
upon his paying in, or like satisfying as aforesaid the 
whole fine, to discharge the Estate trom Sequestration : 
Which said Orders respectively shall bo effectual to suspend or 
discharge from Sequestration so much as he hath compounded 
for. And whereas divers persons being sequestred, or questioned 
for Delinquency, have no their Appeals unto the late Com- 
mittee of Lords and Commons for Scquestrations, and have pro- 
eured a suspension of their Sequestrations, and thereby enjoyed 
the benefit of their Estates, and by reason thereof do not 
effectually prosecute their said Appcals, It is therefore Enacted 
and Declared, That the Barons of the Court of Exchequer shall, 
and are hereby constituted and appointed Commissioners for 
oes in case of Sequestrations, before whom such persons as 
aforesaid may prosecute their Appeals: And the said Com- 
missioners for Appeals, or any two or more of them,’ shall have 
the same power and authority to all intents and purposes, to 
take cognizance of such Appeals already made, and to receive 
any new Appeals of like kinde, and to examine, hear and deter- 
mine the same, and to proceed in all things in relation thereto, 
as the late Committee of Lords and Commons for Sequestrations 
lawfully had, or might have exercised for that purpose by vertue 
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of any Ordinance of Parliament in that behalf made: And that 


all such persons that have already made such Appeals as 


aforesaid, and yet have not effectually prosecuted the same, 
they and every of them are hereby required effectually to 
pisecut such their respective Appeals before the said 

ommissioners for Appeals hereby constituted, within two 
moneths next after the seventh day of April, 1649; or other- 
wise, in case of failer thereof through wilful detault or neglect of 
such person appealing, then every such suspension of his or 
their Sequestration, procured as aforesaid respectively, shall 
from thenceforth be taken off, be Null and void. And the Com- 
mittees for Sequestrations in the respective counties of England 
and Wales, are hereby enjoyned thereupon to resequester the 
Kstate of every such Delinquent; which if they shall neglect to 
do, or take eticctual order for, then the said Commissioners 
for Compositions, or any five or more them, are hereby 
authorized to do, or to take order for the same. And that this 
work may the more certainly and speedily be done, the said 
Commissioners for appeals are enjoyned from time to time to 


certifie, or cause their Clerk to certitie to the several Committees - 


for the respective counties the Names of such Delinquentss, and 
every of them, making such default or nevlect as aforesaid. And 
itis further Enacted, That this present Act be forthwith printed 
and published ; and that the Commissioners aforesaid do forth- 
with send the same to the respective Sheritis of the several 
counties of England and Wales, who are hereby required to 
publish the same in the chief Market Towns of the said counties, 
on the next Market day after the receipt hereof; and, the 
day of Publication hercof, to certifie to said Commissioners at 
Goldsmiths- Hall. 


An Act appointing Treasurers at War, for receiving and issuing 
forth of the Moneys to be Assessed, Levyed, and Paid, by 
vertue of an Act of the Seventh of April instant, for Ninety 
thousand pounds per Mensem. 

[17 April, 1649.] 
Whereas by an Act of Parliament of the 7th of this instant 
April 1649, entituled, An Act of the Commons assembled in 


Parliament for the raising Ninety thousand wounds per

Nations, being in rebellion and hostility against the Parliament of 

England; and more particularly by an Ordinance dated the 

Thirtieth of November 1643, power was given to seize and surprize 

all and all maner of Ships and Vessels, with the Ordnance, Ammu- 

nition, Victuals, Goods, Commanders and Soldiers therein, that 
should be met withal in or outwards, bound from any Port or 
place within the Dominions of these Nations, being in Hostilit 

against the Parliament, or coming from, or ee to any uch 

Port or place; or that should be found to have Traded with the 

Inhabitants of any such Port or place since their defection from 

the Parliam nt, and also to seize, surprise and take all Ships, 

Vessels, Ordnance, Ammunition, Victuals and Goods belongin 

to any Rebel or Rebels in Ireland, and all maner of Pirats an 

Sea-Rovers, of what Nation soever, and their Ships and Goods, 

and the same to procure to be adjudged in the High Court of 

Admiralty for lawful prize.

An Act For setting apart A Day of Solemn Fasting and 
Humilation, And Repealing the former Monethly Fast. 
[23 April, 1649] 

Whereas by a Proclamation the Eighth of January, in the 
Seventeenth year of the Reign of the late King, a general 
Publique and Solemn Fast was appointed to be kept and holden, 
awl by abstinence from Food, as by publique Prayers, hearing of 
the Word of God, and other sacred duties in England and Wales 
on the last Wednesday of the Moneth of February then next 
following, and from thenceforth to continue during the Troubles 
in the Kingdom of Ireland ; which was ee commanded to be 
observed, upon pain of punishments to be inflicted upon all such 
as should contemn or neglect so religious a work: And whereas 
several Ordinances or Orders. of Parliament have since been 
made, for the holding and observing of the said Fast on the 
same day ; 

The lon of England finding by sad experience, how 
much the observation of the said Monethly Fast hath been for 
divers years last past, in most places of this Commonwealth 
wholly neglected, and in other places where the same hath been 
retained, it hath declined by degrees from that Solemnity and due 
Reverence wherewith the same was at the first Institution thereof 
entertained, and as is suitable to such an Ordinance of Christ, 
wherewith the same hath been much 2 ara the Spirits of 
those that truly fear God, and desire to Worship him in sincerity 
and truth, been grieved, the Lord highly ishonoured and 

rovoked, and much guilt contracted, y the taking of Gods 
Navas in vain: And seriously considering how apt such set times 
for extraordinary duties of Worship are to degenerate into meer 
Formality and Customary observances; and that it 1s more 
agreeable to the nature of such extraordinary Worship, and to 
the approved and successful Examples of the people of God in 
Scripture, to set apart special times for such Solemn Duties, 
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according to the particular occasions, to the end the same might 
be observed with greater care and intention: For the better 
reforming of which abuses, and prevention thercof for the future, 
Be it Enacted and Ordained, and it is Enacted and Ordained by 
this present Parliament, and by authority thereof, That the said 
nae Panta be declared Null and void; and that all Orders 
and Ordinances of Parhament, touching the observation of the 
said Fast on the day or days afore mentioned, be and are hereby 
Repealed and made void: And that it shall and may be lawful 
for all and every the Courts of Westminster, and all other Courts 
to sit; and all other person and persons whatsoever, to follow 
the works of his or their lawful Calling upon those days, without 
incurring any penalty thereby. 

And forasmuch as the multiplyed sins of this Nation, the 
contempt of God and his Ordinances, that general prophaneness, 
opposition to Reformation, murmuring at the various and 
gracious Providences of God and the general unthank fulness for 
the mercies and preservations this Nation hath received, to- 
gether with a proneness and endeavor to relapse into that 
former condition of Tyranny and Superstition, out of which God 
hath in much Mercy lately brought us, do minister just cause of 
Humihation ; together with the present miseries and straights 
of our poor Brethren in Ireland, through the Apostacy and 
Perfidiousness of some, and the united Malice and Power of 
others; and the Parliament being resolved, by Gods assistance, 
to send some Forces for the speedy Relief of the Parliament 
Forces there, and the reduction of the Enemy unto the Obedience 
of the Parliament and Commonwealth of England; Be it there- 
fore further Enacted and Ordained by this present Parliament, 
and the authority of the same, That Thursday the third day of 
May, Anno Dom. 1649 be set apart. and appointed for a publique 
and solemn day of Fasting and Humniiation, to be observed in all 
Churches and Chappels within the cities of London and West- 
minster, and ail places within the late Lines of Communication, 
and Bills of Mortality, earnestly to seek unto Almighty God, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, that he will be graciously pleased 
to pardon the Sins ot this Nation, and in a special maner the 
Sins beforementionced, and the Iniquities of the former Monethly 
Fast-duys ; and that he will be ileaeed to heal the Divisions 
and Breaches of this Land, and give a blessing and success to 
the Forces of the Parliament now in Ireland, and such as are 
shortly to be sent thither, and at the last to establish his pure 
Worship, and Righteousness and Peace in the Nation. And be 
it further Enacted and Ordained by the authority aforesaid, That 
Thursday the Seventeenth day of the same Moneth of May, 1649, 
be set apart and appointed for the like publique and solemn day 
of Fasting and Humiliation, upon the grounds and to the ends 
aforesaid, to be observed and kept in all other Churches and 
Chappels, in all other Cities, Boroughs, Towns, Parnshes and 

laces within England and Wales, and the Town of Berwick: 
And all Pastors and Ministers, of and in alland every the Cities, 
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Boroughs, Towns and places aforesaid, be enjoyned and required 
to publish this present Act, in the several Churches and Chappels 
in and under their several and respective charges, on the Lords-day 
next before the day by this present Act appointed for the 
observation of the said Fast, a to take care that the same be 
Solemnly and Religiously observed: And that all Majors, Justices 
of the Peace, Bayliffs, Constables, and all other Ofticers within 
their several and respective Liberties and Precincts, be hereby 
authorized and required to restrain all persons from the 
publique doing of any work, or using any exercise of a wordly 
nature, either contemptuously or unnecessarily, to the 
Propnaning or neglect of the said Fast on _ the 
ays aforesaid respectively by such penalties, or as were 
heretofore by any Ordinance of Parliament to be inflicted for 
prophaning the said Monethly Fast. 
And be it further Enacted and Ordained by the authority 
aforesaid, That this present Act be forthwith printed and 
ublished ; and that the Sheriffs of the several Counties and 
ities in England and Wales, do cause the same to be proclaimed 
and set up in the usual and publique places within the said 
several Counties.

An Act for the Relief and Imployment of the Poor, and the 
Punishment of Vagrants, and other disorderly Persons, within 
the City of London, and the Liberties thereot. 

(7 May, 1649.] 
Thereas the necessity, number and increase of the Poor, is very 

Great within the City of London, and Liberties thereof, For want 

of due provision For their relicf and imployment; and through 

neglect of the due execution of such Laws and Statutes as have 
been Formerly made: For remedy whereof, and For the better 

Execution of the Laws and Statutes heretofore made in this 

behalf, and For the Further redress of the wnischiefs intended to 

be hereby remedied ; Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, 
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and by the Authority of the same, and it is hereby Enacted, 
That From henceforth there be and shall bea Corporation within 
the said City of London, and Liberties thereof, consisting of a 
President, Deputy to the President, a Treasurer, and Fifty eight 
Assistants, whereof the Lord Maior of the said City For the time 
being to be the President, and ten of the said Assistants to be of 
the Aldermen of the said City For the time being, and the other 
Fifty to be Freemen of, and Inhabitants of the said City, chosen 
out of the several Wards of the said City, two out of every Ward 
respectively; and that Sir John Wollaston, Isaac Pennington,

the Poor of the City of London, and Liberties thereof; and sue 
or plead, or be sued and hnpleaded by the name aforesaid, in all 
Courts and places of Judicature within this Nation; and by that 
name shall and may, without License in Mortmain, purchase or 
receive any Lands, ‘Tenements or Hereditaments, not exceeding 
the yearly value of Two thousand pounds, of the Gift, Alienation 
or Devise of any person or persons, who are hereby without 
Further License, enabled to give the same, and any Goods, 
Chattels or sums of money whatsoever, to the use, intent and 
purpose hereafter limited and appointed: And the said Corpo- 
ration, or any seven of them, shall have hereby power and 
authority From time to time, to meet and keep Courts, For the 
ends and purposes in this Act expressed, at such time and place 
as shall be appointed by the said President or his Bt Pore who 
are hereby required upon desire of any Four of the said Corpora- 
tion, at any time to cause a Court to be warned accordingly ; and 
shall have ees authority From time to time to make and 
appoint a common Seal For the use of the said Corporation. 
And it is Further Enacted by the authority aforesaid, That it is 
and shall be lawful, to and for the said President and Governors 
of the said Corporation For the time being, or any two of them, 
From time to time to apprehend, or cause to be apprehended, 
any Rogues, Vagrants, Sturdy Beggars, Idle and Disorderly 

rsons within the said City and Liberties, and to cause them to 
be set and kept to work; and such of them as by any Former 
Statute, are declared to be Rogues, to be duly punished by 
putting in the Stocks, or whipping as they shall finde cause ; and 
shall also have power to dispose of them to their places of birth, 
or last abode, as the case according to the Laws and Statutes in 
that case provided shall require: And also That it shall be law- 
ful For the said President and Governors, or any two of them, to 
apprehend, or cause to be ee and kept at work, All 
such other poor persons and Bastard children, and other poor 
children aie to work, and inhabiting within the said City and 
Liberties, who are chargeable to any Parish, or have not. sufticient 
to maintain themselves; and in ease of their refusal to work, 
That then it shall and may be lawful, to and For the said 
President and Governors, or any seven of them, to punish, or 
cause to be punished as Vagrants, such persons so refusing to 
work. And be it Further Enacted by the authority aforesaid, as 
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well For the purposes aforesaid, as For the better execution of 
Justice within the said Cities and Libertics, That all and every 
the Aldermen of the said City, which hath performed and 
passed, or that hereafter perform and pass the Office of Sheriff 
of London, at the end of his and their Sherivalty, and during 
such time as he and they shall continue Alderman, taking the 
Oath of a Justice of Peace appointed by Parliament, which the 
Major, Recorder, or either of them, hereby have power to 
administer unto them, shall be hereby a Justice of Peace to all 
intents and purposes whatsoever, and shall and may From 
henceforth do and exccute accordingly within the said City, and 
Liberties thercof, without any other Commission, Any Law, 
Statute, Custom or Usage in any wise to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Provided always, That no Sessions of the Peace shall 
be holden and kept within the said City and Liberties, without 
the presence or appointment of the Major or Recorder, and the 
ee of three or more of other Justices of Peace of the said City 
‘or the time being. And be it Further Enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That in regard of the Great inequality of the ordering 
and relieving of the Poor, through the different abilities of the 
several and respective Wards in the City of London, and Liberties 
thereof; The said Corporation, or any seven of them, shall be 
hereby authorized, with consent of the Common-Councel of the 
said City, tu divide the several Wards with the Poor, and Stock 
to them belonging, into four equal parts and proportions, for the 
more effectual and indifferent relief of the Poor, and the avoiding 
future differences and dissentions, between the rich and poor 
Parishes. And itis Enacted by the authority aforesaid, for the 
better relief of impotent aged persons, and others not able to 
work, and fit to be relieved, and for the imploying of the other 
Poor as aforesaid, within the said City and Liberties, and providing 
all things for the execution of the work intended by this Act, 
That if the said President and Governors shall certific their want 
and defect, either of a present stock for the foundation thercof, 
or for supply thereof for the future, and what sum and sunis of 
moncy they think fit for the same, under thcir common Seal, 
to the Common-Councel of the said City, that thereupon the 
said Common-Councel are hereby authorized and required from 
time to time, to sect down and ascertain such competent 
sum or sums of money for the purposes aforesaid, and the 
same to proportion out upon the several Wards as they shall 
think fit, and that thereupon the Aldermen, Deputy and Com- 
mon-Councel men of every Ward, or the greater number of 
ti.em, shall have power and authority, and are hereby required 
equally and indifferently, according to the proportion appointed 
for the several Wards as aforesaid, to tax and rate the several 
Inhabitants within the said respective Wards; with which Tax, 
if any person or persons shall finde him or themselves agrieved, 
as supposing the same to be unequal, he and they shall and may 
make their complaint known to the Justices of the Peace, at. the 
next open Sessions, who shall take such final order therein, as 
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as in like cases is already by the Law provided. And it is further 
enacted by the authority aforesaid, That it shall and may be 
lawful to and for the said President and Governors, upon Tax- 
ations and Distributions made as aforesaid, the same being made 
known to them by the said Aldermen, or Deputy of the said 
several Wards, by their Certificate in writing under their hands, 
to make Warrants under the hands of them, or any two of them, 
to be directed to any one or inore of their Officers, to demand, 
gather and receive of every person and persons, such sum and 
sums of money as shall be assessed upon them by vertue of the 
Taxations and Contributions aforesaid ; and for default of pay- 
ment within ten aye after demand made thereof, a notice in 
writing left at the dwelling house or lodging of every person so 
assessed, to levy the same by distress and sale of the goods of 
every such person, and after satisfaction made, to restore the 
surplusage to the party so distrained. And it is Further Enacted 
by the authority aforesaid, That the aforesaid Corporation, or 
any seven persons, members thereof, or the said Deputy and 
Treasurer (for the time being) or one of them, together with 
one or more of the Aldermen of the said City, meni of the 
said Corporation, shall and may within the said City and 
Liberties, do and execute in every respect, For the better carryin 
on of this work, such thing cr things, act or acts, as is allowe 
and appointed by any Law or Statute, to be done and executed 
by any one or more Justice or Justices of Peace of the said City, 
or of any County within this Realm, for and concerning the relief 
and imployment of the Poor, and the punishment of Vagrants 
and other disorderly persons, and the setting and Keeping them 
to work within the said City, and Liberties thereof, and to put 
in execution any Law or Statute (now in force) touching 
binding out poor children Apprentices, for the relief of the poor, 
unishing Rogues and Beygurs, and for ettecting the remedies hee 
by intended. And it is Enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
the said President and Governors, or any seven of them, shall 
have power from time to time, to make and constitute Orders 
and By-laws, for the better relieving, regulating and setting the 
Poor on work, and the apprehending and pone of Rogues, 
Vagabonds and Beggars, within the said City and Liberties, 
that have not herewith honestly to maintain themselves, and for 
other the matters aforesaid, Provided, The said Orders and By- 
laws shall from time to time be presented to, and allowed by the 
Common-Councel of the said City, and by three or more of the 
Justices of the upper Bench, common Pleas, and Barons of the 
Exchequer. And it is further Enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That the Treasurer of the said Corporation for the time 
being, shall once in every year yearly, between the 24th of June 
and the 29th of Septem. or oftner, if need require, give a true 
and perfect Accompt in writing, of all the receipts, charges and 
disbursements in and about the premises, untothe Auditors for 
the time being, appointed for taking the Accompts of the 
Chamberlain and Bridge masters of the said City, and the said 
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Accompt to remain in the custody of the Chamberlain of the 
said City. And it is Enacted by the Authority aforesaid. 
That an Ordinance made this present Parliament, the 17 day 
of Decemb. 1647. and every clause and thing therein contained 
concerning any provision and relief for the Poor of London, and 
the Liberties thereof, be and are hereby made Null and repealed. 
And it is Enacted by the authority aforesaid, That it shall and 
may be lawful to and for the said President and Governors, or 
seven of them, to make enquiry for and after any charitable gift 
or grant heretofore given and appointed, or hereafter to be given 
and appointed to, and for tho maintenance and relief of the Poor 
within the said City and Liberties thereof, and to act and proceed 
thereupon for discovering and reforming the misimployment 
thereof, in such manner as any Commissioners for charitable uses, 
may do by vertue of the Statute of 43 Eliz. Cap. 4. and that the 
ae President and Governors, shall and may by themselves, or 
such as they shall appoint under their common Seal, freely and 
without fees, search in any Courts or Ofhces, for any Records 
or Evidences, for the discovery of any matter or thing concerning 
the same. And it 1s further Enacted, That the said President 
and Governors, or any twenty or more of them, being assembled 
together, shall have hereby power to choose and entertain all 
such officers and others, as shall be needful to be imployed in 
and about. the premises, and them or any of them from time to 
time to remove, as they shall sce cause, and upon the death or 
removal of them, or any of them, to choose others in their places, 
for the carrying on of this work, and to make and give such 
reasonable allowances unto them, or any of them, out of the stock 
and revenue belonging to the said Corporation, as they shall 
think fit. And it is Enacted by the authority aforesaid, for the 
further relief and imploying of the said poor, within the said 
Cities and Liberties thereof, That the said President and Governors, 
or any seven of them, shall have hereby power to erect one or 
more work-house or work-houses, for receiving, relieving and 
setting the poor to work, and one or more house or houses of 
correction, as they shall think fit, for punishing of rogues, 
vagabonds and oa And it is further Enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That if upon any action, suit or plaint to be 
commenced or prosecuted by any person or persons, in any Court 
whatsoever, against the said President and Governors, any of the 
said Justices of the Peace hereby authorized, or any of them, or 
any person or persons for doing or executing any thing by their, 
or any of their Order, Warrant, Command or Direction, or coming 
in to their, or any of their ayd or assistance, in, about. or concerning 
the premises, the Defendant or Defendants may eas the 
general issue of not guilty, and shall and may give the spccial 
matter in evidence; and if upon trial of the cause, it shall appear 
the said Defendant or Defendants did act, or do the matter in 
question by vertue of this Act, or that the matter of tact where- 
upon the issue is joyned, was done in any other County, then 
where the same fact is laid to be donc, that in such case the 
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Jury that shall try the same, shall finde the Defendant or 
Defendants in every such action, plaint or suit, Not Guilty: And 
if in any action, plaint or suit, the plaintiff or plaintiffs beconie 
non-suit, or suffer any discontinuance thereof, or verdict shall 

ass against him or them, that in every the said cases, the 
Neruda or defendants shall have double costs, and all other 
advantages and remedies, as in other cases where costs by the 
Laws of this Realm are given to defendants. And it is further 
Enacted by the authority aforesaid, That all Sherifls, Baylitts, 
Constables, and all other Officers and Ministers of Justice, shall 
be ayding and assisting to the said Corporation, or any of them, 
and unto all such Officers as shall be imployed by them for the 
better executing and performance of the said service. 


An Act for the more certain and constant Supply of the Soldiery 
with Pav, and the preventing of any further Oppression or 
Damage to the People by Free-quarter or Billet. 

[12 May, 1649.] 


The Commons assembled in Parhament, for the taking off and 
future avoiding of all Free-quarter, (which the last Summers 
War, and great increase of Forces thereby occasioned, had 
necessarily brought again upon the people) having resolved 
again to disband all such Forces as may be spared; and havin 

rovided that the rest (which are yet necessary to be continucd) 
shall have constant pay assigned to them out of the assessments 
of the several Counties by the Committee for the Army; as also 
an allowance in Moncey, in lien of Billet, so as duly receiving 
the same, they may therewith provide and finde themselves 
both for Quarter, Billet and other Necessaries, without further 
charge or trouble to the people where they lie; And _ finding 
that without a present advance of Moncy upon the said assess- 
ments, the Forces cannot be reduced to that proportion which 
the growing Assessment will sufhice to pay, ona that unless the 
continuing Forces be timely supplied with their pey beforehand, 
they cannot be enabled or reasonably required to hold that 
rood order, of maintaining and providing tor themselves (as is 
intended and Resolved) without Quarter or Billetting upon the 
People; Do therefore Enact and Ordain, and be it Enacted and 
Ordained by this present Parliament, and by authority of the 
same, That the first Three Moncths Assessment of the said six 
moneths, shall be taxed, levied, and paid in the several Counties, 
to the respective Treasurers or chief Receivers, before the ninth 
dav of June, }649. and that the first moneths assessment of the 
latter three rnoneths, shall in Hike manner be taxed, levied and 
paid in before the first of July next following; and the second 
moneths Assessment of the said last three moneths, before the 
first day of August next ensuing; and the last moneth thereof, 


‘before the first day of September next coming; so as the 
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Forces, out of the assessments of the respective Counties, may 

be supplyed readily and beforehand, to enable the Soldiery to 
maintain themselves, without Free-quarter, Free Bullet, or other 
trouble or: charge to the countrey: And the several Com- 
missioners for Assessments, Assessors, and Collectors in the 
respective Counties and places within this Commonwealth, are 
enjoyned and required, in and according to their several places 

and trusts, diligently to see to, and take order for the effectual 
performance hereof, as they tender their own and their countreys 

ease and deliverance from the Burthen and Grievances of Free- 
quarter, and as they will answer the neglect or failer at their 

perils. And whereas it often doth, and possibly may happen, 
notwithstanding the most due and careful taxing or isnae of 

the assessments; that the moneys assigned upon the assess- 

ments, for pay to the several Forces, may not always be had so 

soon, as to come to their hands timely and beforehand, so as the 
Soldiery not having Money ready in hand, cannot in such case 
maintain and provide for themselves, as is intended, but may 

be necessitated (if they be not otherwise supplyed with ready 
money) to take Quarter and Billet upon Credit, till their pay 

come: And whereas in all such cases, where the Soldiery 
wanting present pay, are assigned to have Billet and Quarter 

found them by the several Inhabitants, it is too frequently or 
constantly practised, that such Inhabitants either by want of 
aecommodations of their own for the Soldiers quartering, or by 

the Soldiers troublesomness or difficulty to be kept quict, and 
satisfied with such Quarter as they can afford, are extremely 
exacted upon and enforced to give excessive allowances in 
Money, either to Inns or Ale-house keepers, where they can hire 
quarter for the Soldier, or else to the Soldier himself, to hire his 
Quarter where he can; insomuch as many are inforced to allow 

in such cases Sixteen pence per diem or more for a Foot 
Soldier, and Three shillings per diem or more for a Horse and 

Man, to avoid the Quartering of them; and yet when tho 
Soldiers pay comes (if they pay anything at all towards satis- 
faction of Quarters) such Inhabitants usually receive back no 

more than according to the Rates heretofore allowed for dis- 
charging of Quarters, which come far short of what it usually Measures for 
costs the said Inhabitants: Now to prevent more surely the Preventins 
Peoples future Trouble, Damage, or Oppression in such Gade aman to 
It is Enacted by the authority aforesaid, That in case by any people hy 
neglect, delay, default or ma ee it happen, that such Forces peel har 
have not their pay timely and beforehand to maintain themselves soldiers’ 
withal, so as there be a necessity of assigning the Soldiers upon payment 
the several Inhabjtants of the Towns or places where they lie, delayed. 
to have Quarter and Billet, or Moncy in lieu thereof, upon 

eredit, until their pay do come, The Commanders of such Forces 

shall: not-in such case suffer their Soldiers or Officers to exact 

or take for Quarter or Billet, any more than the proportion 

of their days pay, and appointed allowance for additional pay, 

and Billet money respectively, for each nights and days quarter, 
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but that the Inhabitants lending and laying down in moneys, 
according to the number of Soldiers and Officers within 
the Quarters, for each Soldier and Non-Commissioned Officer, 
and Officers man, the full proportion of their daily pay, according 
to the Establishment for England, and of their additional pay 
and Billet money, allowed by the Orders and Resolutions of 
Parliament for that purpose herewith published ; and for each 
Commission-Officer under the degree of a Captain, one half of 
their daily pay; and for Captains and others above that degree, 
one third part of their daily pay, according to the said Establish- 
ment respectively, the Officers and Soldiers shall therewith 
maintain and provide themselves both for Victuals, and all 
provisions for horse and man, and also Billet, at such Rates as 
they can agree upon with the Inhabitants (with respect to the 
Rules contained in the said Orders and Resolutions) as if the 
said Forces had received their pay beforchand from the State, 
according to their Assignments; and the said Inhabitants 
lending and laying down the said moneys, according to the 
proportions aforesaid, whilest the said Forces (continuing amongst 
them) do want their pay assigned from the State, shall both be 
freed from any further charge or trouble for the Quarter or 
Billet of the said Forces according to the said Orders and 
Resolutions; and shall have the full sum of the moneys so lent 
and laid down by them, repaid unto them without any abatement 
or defalkation whatsoever. And for the more sure and orderly 
eee hereof, It is further Enacted, That in case of suc 
clay, or want of timely pay to any the said Forces, according to 
their assignments, the Inhabitants and Landholders within such 
Cities, Towns and Parishes, where such Forces are by Order 
from the General, or such as have authority under him for that 
urpose, assigned to Quarter, shall according to the number of 
Hicers and Soldiers actually present within the Quarters, lend 
and advance the moneys so wanting, according to the proportions 
aforesaid, for so long time as the said Forces (by like Order 
continuing there) shall want their pay assigned from the State 
as aforesaid ; which money the Constables or Chief Civil Magis- 
trates of such Towns and places respectively, are and shall be 
hereby authorized in such case to Rate, Collect, and Levy within 
the said places, in such equal way and proportions as the Forces 
otherwise would fall to be Billetted. And if any person refuse to 
lend his share, he shall lose the benefit provided by this Act 
tor those that do lend the same; and the Constable or Chief 
Magistrate, with two of the Inhabitants that agree to lend as 
aforesaid, shall have power to assign so many soldiers as they 
think fit, to be Billetted upon the Refusers ; and the money so 
lent and advanced, shall be paid into the hands of the respective 
Field-Officers of the Regiment, or chief Officers of the Troops or 
Companies quartering there, to be by them issued out to the 
Officers and Soldiers under them, for their pay and Billet money, 
which Chief Officers shall thereupon give to the Inhabitants 
their Receipt or Receipts under their hands, for all the moneys 
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so lent and advanced to them respectively, expressing for what 
Troops or Companies, and for what Regiment the same is 
received, and promising and invaving themselves therein, fully 
to ey the sam.» out of the next moneys coming in unto them 
upon their assignments, from the Committee of the Army or 
otherwise, as pay for that time for which the moneys so lent do 
supply them; which the said Officers shall accordingly do and 
pee orm, under pain of being lable themselves to proceeding at. 

aw for the same: And in case of failer, of such repayment of 
the said Money, by the space of one Moneth next after the 
lending thereof, then upon notice of such failer, and producing 
of the said Receipts before the Committee of the Army, the saic 
Committee shall give Order to the Treasurers at War, for the 
full and speedy repayment of the said moneys to the said 
Inhabitants, out of the assessments of the respective Counties 
and places where they live; or (if the same be not sufticient) 
out of the assessments of the next adjacent Counties; or (if that 
suffice not) then out of any moneys disposable by them for 
supply of the Army; and such gules together with the said 
Receipts (being delivered in) shall be to the said Treasurers or 
the Receivers in the respective Counties, by whom the said 
Moneys shall be repaied, a sutiicient discharge.

Orders & Resolutions 
of Parliament, 
Concerning the Disposal of the present Forces, and Rules 
concerning Quartering. 


Resolved and Ordered, 


1. That by Saturday the Ninth of June, 1649, all the Forces 
now in being in England, which are within the Establishment 
for England, shall be drawn into Garisons, Cities and Towns 
there to be setled in Quarters, until by due Order from the Lord 
General, or such as have Authority under him for that purpose, 
they be removed. 

2. That by the same day all the Forces now in England 
within the Establishment for Ireland, (except such as shall be 
then upon march for transportation) shall Bie aise have quarters 
assigned in Towns or Cities (as ncar as may be) in order to their 
transportation. 

3. That all the Forces raised since the 31 of March, 1648, by 
any Committees or Deputy Lieutenants of particular counties, 
at the charge of their counties, which are not comprehended 
within the Lists of Forces to be paid as of the Establishment for 
England or Ireland, lately given in from the Lord General and 
Councel of War, or shall not before the 28 day of May, instant, 
1649, be certified from the General and Councel, to be added to 
the said Lists, shall be disbanded before the said ninth day of 
June, 1649, by the Committees or Deputy Lieutenants by whom 
they were raised, and at. the charge of the Counties respectively, 
unless where the Committees shall see cause to keep up any of 
their said Forces, for the particular services of their Counties, 
and can finde wherewith to maintain them without Free-quarter, 
and without any allowance for their pay out of the Assessment 
of 90.000.1. per mensem, and where any such county Forces are 
a aage to be retained n the present Establishment, the Lord 

eneral is to signifie to the respective Committees or Deputy 
Lieutenants, what Forces of theirs are so retained, that the rest 
wy be disbanded by them as aforesaid. 

. That whatever Forces lie quartered in any county, which 
have not been raised and kept up hitherto by Commission from 
the Lord General, or by authority of the Committees or Deputy 
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Lieutenants of the respective counties, and are not compre- 
hended in the said Lists of Establishment, for the Service of 
England or Ireland, shall immediately disband, and disperse 
themselves before the said 28 day of May instant; and after that 
day shall not presume to exact or take from any people, any 
Free-quarter or Free-billet, or any Money, or ought else in lieu 
of Quarter or Billet, at their utmost perils, and under pain of 
being proceeded against according to Law, for what violence or 
rene they shall do in that kinde. 

5. That to the end all Free-billet as well as Quarter may be 
taken off from the people, the Committee of the Army shal 
have power, and are required to make assignment and allowance 
of money, in lieu of Billet to Soldiers and non-Commissionate 
Officers, in such places, and to such proportions as shal be 
easel tar fit by the Lord General and Councel of War, and 
certified bythe Lord General to the said Committee, not excced- 
ing the proportions of one peny per diem a man for Foot setled 
in Garison, two pence per Diem for Foot of the Army, not setled 
in Garison; and three pence per diem for Horse and Dragoons, 
over and above their pay allowed for them by the Establishment 
respectively; and also till the end of September, 1649, in regard 
of the present dearth, an additional pay not exceeding one peny 
per diem to Foot setled in Garison, two pence per diem to ost 
not setled in Garison, and three pence per Diem to Horse and 
Dragoons; during which allowance of additional pay, the said 
Forces shall maintain themselves with compleat Arms, without 
any charge to the State: And for performance thereof, the Chief 
Officer in each Troop and Company, shall have power to stop 
the said additional pay from ack as are defective, until they do 
compleat their Arms. 

6. That from and after the said ninth day of June, the several 
and respective counties, places and persons within this Common- 
wealth, duly paying in their Assessments, for the: pay and billet 
of the Soldiery, as by any Act of Parliament for that purpose is 
or shall be required, they shall be wholly discharged and freed 
from all Free-quarter, Free-billet, or other charge or burthen of 
or for the soldiery; And all officers and Soldiers whatsoever, 
having their pay and billet money allowed as aforesaid, shall 
therewith maintain and provide for themselves, both for victual 
and other provisions for horse and man, and also for lodging, 
and all things belonging to Quarter or Billet, at such rates as 
they can agree for with the Inhabitants where they are, or shall 
come to quarter; and no Officer or Soldier shal under pretence 
of taking quarter or billet, enter into the house of any Bis or 

ersons, duly paying in their Assessments as aforesaid, without 
is or their consent, except Inns, Taverns, Victualling-houses or 
Ale-houses, nor shall exact or take any money, victuals, or other 
rovisions for horse or man, without consent of the Owner, and 
ue satisfaction given him for the same, at such rates as he 
shall agree unto, other then such money, and in such case as is 
directed to be lent in the Act of Parliament herewith published, 
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and otherwise then for such necessary quarter and billet, and 
that in such cases onely, and according to such Rules and Terms 
as is hereafter expressed ; viz. :— 

That whensoever any Forees shal by vertue of Order from the 
General, or from such as shall have authority under him for that 
purpose, be upon a march or removing quarters, they shall at the 
Towns or Parishes where they shall be ordered to quarter, be 
billetted in the usual way by their Quartermasters or Superior 
Officers respectively, according to the Assignment or Directions 
of the Constables or chief Civil Magistrate in the said Towns or 
Parishes, or in ease of their refusal or neglect, to make assignment 
or direction therein, then at the direction of the Quartermaster or 
superior Officer > and the respective Inhabitants where any Officers 
or Soldiers shall be so billetted aforesaid, shall receive them = to 
quarter and billet accordingly ; and for one mght or two at the 
most, shall beside lodging and necessary billet, finde them vietual, 
according to thei ordinary family diet (wherewith the Soldier 
shall be contented) and also hay, or in Summer time grass for their 
horses, for which the Soldier shal pay at the rate of eight-pence per 
diem for a Foot Soldier, twelve pence per diem for a Dragooner, 
and tifteen pence per diem for a Trooper and his horse, and for 
what Provender they use, as they can agree; and the like for 
non-Commissionate Officers, and Commission-Officers men, of 
foot, horse or dragoons respectively ; and Commission Officers 
shall pay as they can agree, not exceeding one third part of their 
duly pay respectively, beside for Provender as they can agree ; 
and after the first two nights (if they stay longer) both Officers 
and Soldiers shall with their pay, maintain and finde themselves as 
aforesaid, and pay for what they have at such rates as they can 
agree with the Inhabitants, both for victual and other Provision 
for Llorse and Man ; but for the next five nights after the said two 
nights Gf they stay there so long) both the Soldiers and Officers, if 
they shall not otherwise agree with the Inhabitants sooner for 
their Billet, viz.: Lodging, Stableroom, and the use of their 
ordinary fire and candle-light, shall have the same found for that 
space by the respective Inhabitants where they shall be so billetted 
as aforesaid, paying such Inhabitants for the same according to 
the rates allowed to the Soldiery respectively, in leu of Billet a 
aforesaid. And after the said five nights (if they be to continue at or 
about the same Towns longer) then both Officers and Soldiers shall 
thenceforth finde and provide themselves Billets also, for their 
money, where they can obtain and agree for the same, either in the 
said Towns or Parishes, or at any other Village or place adjacent, 
within such distance as the Chief Officer Commanding in the 
Quarter shall allow of, and shall not after the said five nights under 
pretence of Quartering or Billet, enter into, or continue in the 
house of any of the said Inhabitants (duly paying in their Assess- 
menis as aforesaid) without Ins or their consent, except Inns, 
Taverns, Victualling-houses, or Alehouses, nor shall exact or take 
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anv Moneys, Victuals, or other Provisions for Horse or Man without 
the owners consent and satisfaction for the same, at such rates as 
he shall agree unto. 

Provided, That the Constables or Chief Magistrates in the said 
respective Towns and Places, shall cause the Inhabitants to afford 
the So'diery such provisions for horse and men as they have to 
spare, at such market price as they usually sold the same for unto 
others, within a week before the Forces came first to quarter there ; 
and for that purpose, the respective Civil Magistrates, or (upon 
his or their refusal) such chief Officer as aforesaid, shall in such case 
have and exercise the same power and authority, for the rating 
of provisions for necessary supply to the Soldiery, as by Law any 
Magistrate hath or may exercise, for the bringing forth or rating 
of Corn for supply of the poor, in case of engrossing or forestalling 
in time of dearth. 

Provided also, That in all places to which any forces come to 
quarter as aforesaid, where there is sufficient receipt, and lodging, 
for the number of men and horse, at Inns, Taverns, Victualling- 
houses or Ale-houses, the said Forces, or so many of them as there 
13 such receipt and lodging for, shall after the two nights of their 
stay, be disposed of for billet into such Inns, Taverns, Victualling- 
houses and Ale-houses, unless they can agree for their billet at 
other places within the quarter, or such distance therefrom as 
aforesaid ; and in such ease shall not after the said first two nights, 
under pretence of quartering or billet, enter into, or continue in the 
house of any other Inhabitant, duly paying in his assessments as 
aforesaid, without his own consent: And wherever any Soldiers or 
Officers shall come to quarter in any Inn, Tavern, Victualling- 
house or Ale-house, without consent of the Inhabitant, they shall 
accept and be content with such sufficient lodging, and such con- 
venient stable-room, as the Inhabitant hath and shall appoint for 
them, and shall pay the Inhabitant for the same, at the same rate 
as is allowed to them by the State for billet as aforesaid respectively, 
unless they shall by agreement with the Inhabitant, have with 
him their dyet or Horsemeat as other Guests, or at such Rates as 
he shall agree to take ; and also provided, that in case the Forces 
want their pay assigned from the State, they shall be supplyed 
with money by way of Loan, from the Inhabitants of the Towns 
and Places within their quarters, according to the Act of Parlia- 
ment herewith published. 

And these Rules are to hold as well upon the drawing of the 
Forces into Cities or Towns, by or before the said Ninth of June, 
according to the Resolutions aforegoing, as upon any remove or 
change of quarters afterwards by due Order as aforesaid, and shall 
be duly and constantly observed and kept by and betwixt all Officers 
and Soldiers under pay and command of the Parliament in this 
Nation ; and all Inhabitants of such places within this Common- 
wealth, where any the said Forces shall happen to quarter by due 
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Order as aforesaid, while Assessments for the Army continue to 
be paid, unless actual War by Invasion, Insurrection or Rebellion 
within the Land shall happen so to hinder the due levying of Assess- 
ments, and necessitate such encrease of Forces, as that the Soldiery 
cannot be constantly paid as is intended: And all military Officers 
for those under their respective Commands, and all Civil Magistrates 
for those under their respective Jurisdictions, are required strictly 
to see to and to take order for the due observance of these Rules 
and Directions aforegoing; and if any Officer or Soldier shall 
ofend, contrary to the eftect of the premises, upon complaint and 
poof thereof made before the Colonel, or other Field Officer of 
the Regiment, or before the Chief Officer commanding in the 
Quarters, every such Offender shall be cashiered out of the Army 
and Service of the Parliament, and for any damage done to any 
Countreyman, contrary to the premises, shall be awarded and 
compelled to give full satisfaction out of his pay; and for such 
damage (if he give not such satisfaction) shall be left to the Law ; 
and for any violence contrary to the effect of the premises (if it 
be capital or criminal) being first cashiered as aforesaid, shall by 
the said Chief Officer be sent and delivered over to the next Justice 
of the Peace, to be dealt with, and proceeded against for the same, 
according to Law; and if the said chief Officer shal fail of his 
duty, in not punishing and proceeding against such Offendors as 
is aforesaid, he shall be cashiered, and be lyable to make satisfaction 
himself ; and if any Countreyman shall wilfully and obstinately 
offend, to the prejudice of the Soldier, contrary to the effect of 
the premises, he shall lose the benefit of that exemption from 
Free-quarter and Free-billet, which is hereby provided for.

An Additional Act of Commissioners for the Assessment of the 
Ninety Thousand pounds per Mensem. 
[14 May, 1649.] 

Whereas by an Act of this Present Parliament, the sum of Ninety 
thousand pounds per mensem is appointed for Maintenance of the 
Forces raised by authority of Parhament, for the service of England 
and Ireland; In which many of the Commissioners names for 
the respective counties, cities and places therein mentioned were 
mis-printed, and some others omitted: To the end therefore that 
the several sums of money therein mentioned, may be duly levied, 
taxed and paid as 1s thereby directed, Be it Enacted, and it is hereby 
Hnacted by this present Parliament, and by the authority of the 
same, ‘That the persons hereafter named shall be added Commis- 
sioners for the several and respective counties, cities and places 
in the said Act mentioned, to put the same in execution in the said 
several and respective counties, cities and places for which they 
are hereby respectively appointed Commissioners: And it is further 
Enacted, That the said respective Commissioners for the said several 
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and respective counties, cities and places, shall and may use, exercise Powers 
and put in execution, all and every the powers and authorities 
given, limited and appointed in and by the said Act of the 7th of 

April last.

An Act Declaring what Offences shall be adjuaged Treason. 
[14 May 1649.] 


Whereas the Parliament hath Abolished the Kingly Office in 
England and Ireland, and in the Dominions aa Territories 
thereunto belonging, and hath Resolved and Declared, That the 
People shall for the future be Governed by its own Represent- 
atives, or National Mectings in Councel, Chosen and Entrusted 
by them for that ue Hath setled the Government in the 
way ofa Commonwealth and Free State, without King or House 
of Lords; Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and by the 
authority of the same, That if any person shall maliciously or 
advisedly publish by Writin , Printing, or openly Declaring, 
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That the said Government is Tyrannical, Usurped or Unlawful ; 
or that the Commons in Parliament assembled are not the 
Supreme authority of this Nation; or shali Plot, Contrive or 
Endeavor to stir up or raise Iorce against the present Govern- 
ment, or for the subversion or alteration of the same, and shall 
declare the same by any open deed, That then every such Offence 
shall be Taken, Deemed and Adjudged, by the ah ene of this 
Parliament, to be High Treason. And Whereas the Keepers of 
the Liberty of England, and the Councel of State, constituted, 
and to be from time to time constituted by authority of 
Parliament are to be under the said Representatives in 
Parliament, Entrusted for the maintenance of see said Govern- 
ment, with several Powers and Authorities Innited, given and 
appointed unto them by the Parliament; Be it likewise Enacted 
by the authority aforesaid, That if any person shall maliciously 
and advisedly plot or endeavor the subversion of the said 
Keepers of the Liberty of England, or the Councel of State, and 
the same shall declare by any open deed; or shall move any 
person or persons for the doing thereof, or stir up the People to 
rise against them, or either of them, their or either of their 
Authorities, that then every such Offence and Offences. shall be 
Taken, Deemed and Declared to be High Treason. And where. 
as the Parliament, for their just and lawful Defence, hath raised 
and levyed the Army and Forces now under the command of 
Thomas Lord Fairfax, and are at present necessitated, by reason 
of the manifold Distractions within this Commonwealth, and 
Invasions threatned from abroad, to continue the same, which 
under God, must be the Instrumental means of preserving the 
well-affected people of this Nation in Peace and Safety; Be it 
further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That if any person, 
not being an Officer, Soldier or Member of the Army, shall plot, 
contrive, or endeavor to stir up any Mntiny in the said Army, 
or withdraw any Soldiers or Officers from their obedience to 
their Superior Officers, or from the present Government as 
aforesaid; or shall procure, invite, ayd or assist any 
Forraigners or Strangers to Invade England or Ireland, or 
shall adhere to any Forces raised by the Enemies of the Parlia- 
ment, or Commenwealth, or Keepers of the Liberty of England ; 
or if any person shall counterfeit the Great-Seal of England 
(for the time being) used and appointed hy authority of Parlia- 
ment, That then every such Oftence and Oftences shall be Taken 
Deemed and Declared by the Authority of this Parliament to be, 
High Treason; and every such persons shall suffer pains of 
Death, and also Forfeit unto the Keepers of the Liberty of Eng- 
land, to and for the use of the Commonwealth, all and singular 
his and their Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, Goods and 
Chattels, as in case of High Treason hath been used by the Laws 
and Statutes of this Land to be forfeit and lost. Provided al- 
ways, that no persons shall be Indicted and Arraigned for any of 
the Offences mentioned in this Act, unless such Offenders shall 
be Indicted or Prosecuted for the same, within one year after the 
Offence committed.

An Act For settling the Militia Within the Hamblets of the 
Tower of London. 
[23 May, 1649.] 


Be it Enacted by the Commons in Parliament assembled, that 
Major General Skippon, Col: Francis West, Lieutenant of the 
Tower of London; Thomas Hubbert, Solomon Smith, Maurice 
Thomson, Hilary Mempris and George Cooper, Esqs; Col: John 
Ven, Col: Francis Zachary, Col: William Willoughby, Col: John 
White, Lieut: Col: Williarn Levet, Michael Sausome Gent. Capt. 
John King, Capt. Manning, Capt. John Taylor, Capt 
Henry West, Capt. Robert Hackwel, Capt. Robert Dennis; Mr. 
Coke of Stepney ; Mr. William Pennoyer, Mr. George Wilmore, 
Mr. Edward Ausby, Mr. Richard Tyler, Mr. John Hazcl, Mr. John 
Hoxton, Mr. Robert Crowley, Mr. Fulk Wormlayton, Mr. Thomas

their persons as they shall see cause. And be it further 
Ordained and Enacted, That the said Committee, or any five or 
more of them, shall have power to assemble and call together all 
the Inhabitants within the said Hamlets, and them to charge 
with Horse or Foot Arms, according to their respective abilities 
and capacities, as occasion shall servo. read it is further 
Ordained, That the said Committee, or any five or more of them, 
shall hereby have full power and authority to assemble, muster, 
array and weapon, or cause to be assembled, mustered, arrayed 
and weaponed, all such Horse and Foot Forces within the said 
Hamblets, and to form them into Companies, Troops and 
Regiments; and to make, nominate and appoint, Colonels, 
Lieutenant Colonels, Maiors, Captains, and all other Ofticers of 
War, and to grant Commissions unto them, authorizing them 
respectively to train, muster discipline according toorderof War, 
the said Horse and Foot Forces ; and to lead, conduct and imploy 
them for the suppression of all Rebellions, Insurrections, Tumults, 
or Invasions that may happen within the said Hamblets from 
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time to tune; and further to authorize them with the said 
l’orces, to oppose seize, secure, disarm, kill and slay, all such 
yersons as shall cause or make any Tumults, Insurrections or 
eae or levy any force against the Authority of Parliament ; 
and to Lead and Conduct them out of the said Hamblets, for 
the purpose aforesaid, if by Parliament they shall be thereunto 
ordered or required. And it is futher Enacted and Ordained, 
That the said Committee, or any five or more of them, shall 
have hereby full power and authority to impose a Fine, not 
exceeding Forty shillings, on every person that shall be charged 
to finde or serve on Horse, and twenty shillings on every Foot 
Soldier, for every day that they shall make default of their afore- 
said Service, and to levy the same respective fines by distress, 
and for non-payment thereof, or want of sufticient distress, to 
Imprison their persons by the space of Ten days, and not longer, 
for every such default: And also, That the said Committee, or 
any five or more of them, shall hereby have full power and 
authority to disarm all Papists, Delinquents, and disaffected 

ersons, and all such as shall raise and endeavor to raise any 
Paraites Insurrections or Invasions, and to secure and Imprison 
their persons if they sce cause; and to put the Arms of Papists 
and Delinquents, into the Hands of such well-affected persons 
as they shall think fit to serve with the said Arms, and to cause 
them to pay to such as shall so serve with their Arms, such 
reasonable sallary as they shall think fit, not exceeding two 
shillings the day and nights duty; and for default of payment 
thercof, to levy the same by distress, or to Imprison their persons 
as aforesaid: And for the raising of moneys necessary for the 
managing of the said Service, and for the payment of sundry 
debts contracted by the fermer Committees for the Militia in the 
said Hamblets, the said Committee, or any five or more of them, 
are hereby authorized to gather in, or cause by what persons or

An Act for the present Examining and stating the Accompts of 
the Officers and Soldiers now in the Parliaments service within 
thi: Nation. 

[28 May, 1649.] 

The Commons of England assembled in Pariiament, taking into Soldiers ar- 
consideration the Arrears of pay to Officers and Soldiers now in eyes 
their service in this Nation, within the Establishment for England ~ ates 
or Ireland, due for their service in any Army, or Garison, or under 
any General or Commander in the service of the Parliament within 
this Nation (other then in the late new Model under the now Lord 
Fairfax) and being resolved to have their Accompts for such services 
forthwith examined and_= stated, and Debenters, with visible 
security given for such Arrears (as well as for those under the said 
new Model, which are already provided for) and considering, that 
the said Officers and Soldiers, being many of them engaged for 
the service of Ireland, and the rest attending daily service within 
this Nation, cannot without prejudice to the publique, leave their 
Charges or Colours, to prosecute and perfect severally the stating 
of their accompts before the Committees or Commissioners 
authorized for stating the accompts of the Soldiery ; and alse con- 
sidering the delay that would be to the dispatch thereof in any 
other way then as hereafter followeth, Do therefore Enact and The Ac- 
Ordain, and be it Enacted and Ordained by this present Parlia- eyed d 
ment, and by authority thereof, That the Accompts of the said Soldiers 
Officers and Soldiers, for any such Arrears as aforesaid (not stated forthwith to 
and certified heretofore by Order or Direction of Parliament) shall neretenen 
be forthwith taken, examined, stated and certified by the several 
persons, and in the maner and form hereafter expressed ; that is 
to say, For the Forces formed in Regiments, the Field-Officers of 
the respective Regiments, or any one of them, with the respective By whom 
Captains. or chief Officers present of their several Troops or Com- the Accompts 
panies, shall take, examine, and state the said Accompts, and certifie eee be 
the said Arrears of the inferior Officers and Soldiers of the several 
Troops or Companies under them respectively ; and for the Captains, 
or present chief Officers of the several Troops and Companies, and 
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the Staff-Officers of such of the said Regiments as are designed, and

shall also discover, whether he hath at any time received any other 
money or goods, for or under pretence of the publique service, for, 
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which to his best knowledge or remembrance he ought to be, and 
yet remaineth accomptable to the State, and for such money or 
goods (if he hath not already accompted) he shall then discharge 
himself by a true accompt; to the truth of which accompt, he 
shall make oath ir such form as hereafter followeth ; viz.

An Act for drayning the Great Level of the Fens, extending itself 
into the Counties of Northampton, Norfolk, Suffolk, Lincoln, 
Cambridge and Huntingdon, and the Isle of Ely, or some of 
them. 

[29 May, 1649.] 

Whereas the said Great Level, by reason of frequent overflowing 
of the Rivers of Welland, Neane, Grant, Owse, Brandon, Mildenhal 
and Stoake have been of small and uncertain profit, but (if drained), 
nay be improved and made profitable, and of great Advantage 
to the Commonwealth, and the particular Owners, Commoners 
and Inhabitants, and be fit to bear Cole-seed and Rape-seed in 
great abundance, which is of singular use to make Sope and Oyls 
within this Nation, to the advancement of the Trade of Clothing 
and Spinning of Wooll, and much of it will be improved into good 
pasture for feeding and breeding of Cattel, and for Tillage, to be 
sown w:th Corn and Grain, and for Hemp and Flax in great quan- 
tity, for making all sorts of Linen Cloth, and Cordage for Shipping 
within this Nation, which will increase Manufactures, Commerce, 
and Trading at home and abroad, will relieve the Poor, by setting 
them on work, and will many other ways redound to the great

Whereas it hath been found by long experience, That the Govern- 
ment of the Church of England by Archbishops, Bishops, their 
Chancellors and Commissaries, Deans, Deans and Chapters, Arch- 
deacons, and other their Officers depending on that Hierarchy, 
hath been a great impediment to the perfect Reformation and 
growth of re'igion, and very prejudicial to the Civil State and 
Government of the Commonwealth, and therefore hath been by 
authority of Parliament abolished and taken away, and all their 
Manors, *~.ands, Tenements and Hereditaments appointed to be 
sold for the payment of the just debts of the Commonwealth, and 
other necessary charges occasioned by the late Civil War, promoted 
mainly by, and in favor of the said Hierarchy ; saving and excepting 
all 'T ythes appropriate, Oblations, Obventions, Portions of Tythes

thereof against him or them made, in every such case to award and 
give to the party complaining, relief and redress so far as in Justice 
they ought to have by the said Articles, either by staying any 
proceedings in Law or Equity, discharging Judgments, Executions, 
Outlawries and Decrees, or by restitution ¢n specie, or in value of 
what hath been taken recovered, or withheld from them contrary 
to the said Articles, but without charging any costs or further 
damages against the’Commonwealth, or against any person or 
persons against whom the complaint is made; and also to award 
and give to the parties defendants in any such complaints (where 
and as often as the same shall appear causeless) such costs as in 
their judgment shall seem meet and reasonable.

hath been sought and prayed according to the forms of States in 
Amity, yet restitution or satisfaction could not be obtained, so 
that the Parliament doth hold themselves tyed in Honor and Justice, 
to afford the good People of this Commonwealth such assistance for 
recovery of their said losses and damages, as the Laws and Customs 
of Nations allow: Be it therefore Enacted and Ordained by this

An Act for sale of the goods and personal Estate of the late King, 
Queen and Prince. 
: [4 July, 1649.] 

Whereas the Goods and Personal Estate heretofore belonging 
to the late King Charls, and to his Wife and eldest Son, have been, 
and are justly forfeited by them, for their several Delinquencies ; 
And though the same be of considerable value, yet in regard many 
parcels thereof are dispersed in several hands and places, they may 
for want of a certain accompt, probably be spoiled and imbezled, or 
made away without advantage to the State, if due care be not had, 
and some speedy eourse taken to prevent the same: The Commons 
of England assembled in Parliament, taking the premises into 
their serious consideration, have thought fit and resolved, That 
the said Goods and Personal Estate, heretofore belonging to the 
persons abovenamed, and to every or any of them, shall be inven- 
toried and apprized, and shall also be sold, except such parcels 
thereof as shall be found necessary to be reserved for the uses of 
State; Be it therefore Enacted, and it is Enacted by this present 
Parliament, and by the Authority of the same, That John Hum- 
phreys and George Withers of Westminster, Esqs; Anthony 
Mildmay, Ralph Grafton of Cornhil, Michael Lampier, John Bel- 
champ, Philip Cartwright of the Isle of Jersey, Gent. Henry Creech, 
John Foach, David Powel, and Edward Winslow, Gentlemen, and 
Citizens of London, shall be, and are hereby constituted and ap- 
pointed Trustees for the enquiring out, inventorying, apprizing 
and securing of the said Goods and Personal Estate; and they, 
or any four or more of them, shall be, and are hereby authorized, 
to repair to any and every house or place whatsoever, where any 
of the said goods, or any part of the said Personal Estate doth lie, 
and to make or cause to be made, a true and perfect Inventory or 
Inventories thereof, and of every part and parcel thereof, which 
they shall or may any way finde out or discover, and to make a 
just and equal apprizement of the same, and of every part and 
parcel thereof, according to the true value thereof, as they in their 
judgements and consciences shall think the same may ea onably 
and probably be sold for; expressing in the said Inventory or 
Inventories, the several sums or values at which the several parcels 
shall be apprized as aforesaid, and to secure, or cause to be secured, 
the said goods, and every part and parcel thereof, at such place 
or places, and in the hands and custody of such person or persons 
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as they shall finde most fit and convenient to prevent any spoil 

or imbezlement thereof; of which Inventory or Inventories, with 

the several Apprizements of the premises, the said Trustees, or 

any four or more of them, shall make three Duplicates, certified ici a sig 
under their Hands and Seals, and expressing the several places made. 
where, and the persons in whose Custody the premises or any part _ 
thereof respectively are secured as aforesaid; and keeping the ' 
Originals in the hands of such Clerk-Register as they shall think Cterx. 
fit to imploy, shall within fourteen days after any such apprize- Register, 
ments made, return and send one of the said Duplicates to the 
Council of State, which shall be kept by the Secretary thereof ; 

and the other to the other Commissioners hereafter named to 

be Contractors for sale of the said Goods, or to the Clerk-Register 

whom the said Contractors shall imploy for that purpose, which 

shall by him be Registred and safe kept; and the third to the 
Treasurers hereafter mentioned, for the Receipt of the moneys 

to be made by sale of the premises, which shall by them be Registred 

and safe kept. 

And for the more effectual prosecution of this Service, and Trustees may 
better discovery of any concealment or imbezlement of the premises, ayy ora 
or any part thereof, Be it further Enacted, That the said Trustees, 
or any two or more of them, shall be and are hereby authorized 
to administer an Oath unto, and to examine upon Oath every such 
person Or persons as they shall finde able to inform them, concerning 
any other person or persons chargeable with, or accomptable for 
the premises or any part thereof: And that the said Trustees, or 
any four or more of them, shall be and are hereby authorized, by 
Warrant under their Hands and Seals, to summon and call before 
them all and every such person or persons, and the Executors or 
Administrators of any such person or persons deceased, in whose 
Hands, Charge or Custody they shall finde, or be informed upon 
Oath that any of the said goods or premises, or any Books of 
Accompts or Writing concerning the same, now are or have been, 
or were at any time since the beginning of the late King Charls Further 
his Reign, or who shall or may he able to inform them concerning P*% © =e 
the premises, or any part thereof ; and to require every such person 
or persons to bring before them all such Books of Accompts and 
other Writing, as he or they have in their custody or power, or 
may lawfully come by, concerning the premises or any part thereof ; 
and in case of any such persons refusal or neglect of obedience unto 
such first Warrant, then by other Warrant under their Hands and 
Seals, to send for such person or persons in safe custody (unless 
the person be a Member of Parliament or of the Council of State, 
in which case the Parliament or Council of State respectively, is 
first to be acquainted therewith, to the end such person may be 
ordered and made to appear, and do according to the such first 
Warrant as aforesaid) and upon the appearance of any such person 
or persons as aforesaid in safe custody, or otherwise, the said 
Trustees, or any four or more of them, are hereby authorized to 
examine, and to require an Accompt of every or any such person 
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or persons concerning the disposal of the premises, or any part 
thereof, either upon Oath (which,they are hereby authorized to 
administer) or else without Oath, as they shall see cause; and 
in case any such person or persons shall refuse to answer, or give 
such accompt, being thereunto required, then by, Warrant under 
their -Hands and Seals to commit such Offender’ or Offenders 
to Prison or safe custody, and him or them so to detain until he 
or they shall answer and give such accompt as aforesaid ; and in case 
any such person or persons upon his or their own examinations, 
or other sufficient evidence upon Oath, shall be found to have any 
of the said Goods or personal Estate in his or their hands, custody 
or power, and shall detain, or shall conceal, and refuse or neglect 
to produce and deliver the same to such person or persons as thie 
said Trustees, or any four or more of them shall order and ap;w'rt, 
or else to have imbezled, purloyned or made away any part or parcel 
of the premises, and shall refuse or neglect to bring-or pay in to 
the Treasury hereafter in this Act appointed, the full-value thereof 
in money, as upon like evidence as aforesaid the same shall be found 
to have been worth, when last known to have been in his or their 
hands or custody, and as shall thereupon be Awarded and Ordered 
by the said Trustees (which they, or any four or more of them are 
hereby authorized and inabled in such case to’ Award and Order) 
then the said Trustees, or any four. or more of them aro 
hereby authorised and required to certifie the namie and cas> 
of every such Offender, with the full value of the goods by 
him detained, concealed imbezled, purloyned, or made, 
away as aforesaid, unto the Barons of the Exchequer, 
who thereupon are to take order for the effectual 
levying of the full value so certified of the said Goods so 
detained, concealed, imbezled, purloyned, or made away as afore- 
said, upon the Estate Real and Personal of every such Offender 
respectively ; which moneys so to be levied, the said Barons of the 
Exchequer are to cause to be immediately paid over into the hands 
of the Treasurers hereafter mentioned for the uses in this Act 
appointed ; and in case upon such Inquiry, Information, Examina- 
tion, or other proceeding as aforesaid, any part or parcel of the 
said goods or premises be found out, produced and recovered 
in kinde by the said Trustees, they are then from time to time to 
proceed therewith, to the inventorying, apprizing and securing the 
same, and returning such Duplicates thereupon as is afore directed : 
And in case they finde any part or parcel of the premises do lie 
at such place and distance, as that they cannot conveniently go to 
apprize the same where it lies, they may, and are hereby authorized 
to take order for the true inventorying of the same, and for the 
removing thereof to such other place as they finde convenient, by 
the hands of such person or persons as they shall think fit to imploy 
therein, in order to their more convenient apprizing and disposing 
of the same, as 1s afore directed. .

aforesaid, except such parcels or particulars thereof as shall be 
made choice of and approved as aforesiid, to be restrved for the 
uses of the State: And the said Contractors, or any three or more 
of them, are hereby entrusted and authorized to sell all and singular

ceed to the sale thereof; and are hereby authorized to treat with 
any such person or persons who shall appear willing to buy, and to 
contract with him or them for every or any of the said particulars 
so set to sale, at the utmost price they can obtain for the same, so 
as it fall not short of the Apprizement made as aforesaid, unless 
(upon further consideration thereof) the said Trustees, or four or 
more of them shall finde cause, and agree to alter the same unto a

certifie such alteration to the said Contractors, in which case the 
said Contractors may sell any such particular or particulars, at or

parts; and for further assurance thereof to the buyers (if it be by

suffered for the same, and many of them so necessitous, as that: 
their condition cannot bear the want of their said debts, The Par- 
liament hath thought fit, and do hereby Ordain, That the moneys 
to be raised by sale of the said goods and premises, shall be imployed 
and disposed for and towards the satisfaction of the debts afore- 
mentioned, and of such of them especially as were contracted for 
necessary houshold expences; which debts shall be paid out of 
the moneys to be raised as aforesaid, as far as the same will go, in 
such maner, and by such proportion, as by authority of Parliament 
shall be hereafter directed. 

Provided always, That the sum of Thirty thousand pounds out 300001. to he 
of the first moneys to be raised by such sale as aforesaid, shall by Nev. for the 
the Treasurers aforementioned be issued and lent unto the Trea- 
surer of the Navy, for supply of the present uses of the Navy 3:

An Act for sale of the Honors, Manors, Lands heretofore belonging 
to the late King, Queen and Prince. 


[16 July 1649.] ] 


Whereas the Parliament of England hath been necessitated, for 
their just and lawful Defence, and preserving of the Laws and 
Liberties of this Nation, to raise and maintain several Armies and 
Forces, by reason whereof, they have contracted very great Debts; 
and conceiving themselves engaged both in Honor and Justice to 
make due satisfaction unto all Officers and Soldiers for their Arrears, 
taking into consideration the many great and faithful services done 
and performed by those Forces, and more especially by the Army 
under the Command of Thomas Lord Fairfax ; by which (through 
the blessing of God on their endeavors) the Parliament is put into 


King, Queen, a capacity of setling the people of this Nation in, and restoring 
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them unto their just Liberties and Freedoms: And whereas th 
late King, the Queen and their eldest Son, have been the chie 
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Authors of the late Wars and troubles, by whom, in whose behalf, 

and for whose Interest principally the same hath been unjustly 

raised, fomented, continued and renewed, and therefore in all 

Justice and Equity ought to bear the burthen of the said Debts, 

and their Estates in the first place to be applyed to take off and 

discharge the same, it being the duty, and especial care and endeavor 

of the Parliament, that the people should not in any sort be taxed 

and charged, but in cases of inevitable necessity, and when other 

ways and means are wanting: And forasmuch as the Parhament, 

finding the Office of a King in this Nation to have been unnecessary, 
burthensom and dangerous, hath utterly abolished the said Kingly

authority to disarm all Papists, Delinquents, and disaffected 
oe and all such as shall raise, or endeavor to raise any 

umults, Insurrections or Invasions, and to secure and Imprison 
their persons if they see cause; and to put the Arms of Papists, 
Delinquents, and Sisafiected ersons, into the hands of such 
well-attected persons as they shall think fit to serve with the 
said Arms; and to cause them to pay to such as shall so serve 
with their Arms, such reasonable sallary as they shall think fit, 
not exceeding two shillings the day and nights duty; and for 
default of payment thereof,-to levy the same by distress, or to 
imprison their persons as aforesaid. And for the raising of 
money necessary for the managing of the said service, and for 
the payment of sundry debts contracted by the former Committees 
for the Militia in the Borough of Southwark, and Parishes afore- 
said, The said Committee, or any seven or more of them, are 
hereby authorized to gather in, or cause by what persons or 
Instruments they think fit to be gathered in, the Arrears of all 
former Assessments made by all or any of the former Committees 
of the Militia there, by vertue of any former Ordinance of 
Parliament whatsoever; and also to cause a new Rate and 
Assessment to be made upon all Persons, Lands and Goods 
within the said Borough and Parishes aforementioned, not 
exceeding the sum of Six hundred pounds; and to have and use 
all such power, and give such allowances, for the collecting and 
receiving of all the said Arrears, and of the said new Assessment 
to be made as aforesaid, as is given to the respective Com- 
missioners named in the Ordinance of the Three and twentieth 
of June, 1647, for the raising of moneys to be imployed 
towards the maintenance of ie forces within this Common- 
wealth, under the Command of His Excellency the 
Lord Fairfax. And it is further Enacted and Ordained 
That if any person or persons shall finde him or themselves 
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a aa that he or they are overrated, and shall within six days 
after demand made, complain tothe said Committee, That then 
the said Committee, or any seven or more of them, shall have 
wer to relieve such persons as they shall see just cause. And 
itis turther Enacted, That if any Constable or Headborough, or 
ether Peace-Officers within the said Parishes, shall slight, neglect 
or refuse the Service and authority of Parliament, or to ayd or 
assist such as are lawfully deputed and authorized by the Parlia- 
ment or their Committees for the Service of the State, That 
then the said Committee, or any seven or more of them, upon 
complaint and just proof made thercof unto them by two 
witnesses, shall be hereby impowered and authorized to remove 
and displace any such oats Headborough, or other Officer 
so offending as aforesaid, and to nominate and place such other 
faithful and well-affected persons in their stead as they shall 
think meet; and to present and cause such persons as shall be 
by them nominated and chosen as aforesaid, to be sworn by the 
two next Justices of the Peace within the said Borough and 
Parishes aforesaid, unto the aforesaid Offices according to Law. 


An Act for the promoting and propagating the Guspel of Jesus 
Christ in New England. 
[27 July, 1649. | 


Whereas the Commons of England assembled in Parliament 
have received certain intelligence, by the testimonial of divers 
faithful and godly Ministers, and others in New-England, that 
divers the Heathen Natives of that Countrey, through the bless- 
ing of God upon the pious care and pains of some godly Knglish 
of this Nation, who preach the Gospel to them in their own 
Indian Language, who not onely of Barbarous are become Civil, 
but many of them forsaking their accustomed Charms and 
Sorceries, and other Satanical Delusions, do now call upon the 
Name of the Lord, and give great testimony of the power of 
God, drawing them from death and darkness, into the life and - 
light of the glorious Gospel of Jesus Christ, which appeareth 
by their diligent attending on the Word so preached unto them, 
with tears lamenting their mis-spent lives, teaching their Child--- 
ren what they are instructed in themselves, being careful to 
place their said Children in godly. Knglish Families, and to put 
them to English Schools, betaking themselves to one wife, putting 
away the rest, and by their constant prayers to Almighty God 
morning and evening in their Families, expressed (in all appear- 
ance) with much Devotion and Zeal of heart: All which 
considered, we cannot but in behalf of the Nation, represent, 
rejoyce and give glory to God, for the beginning of so glorious 4 
propagation of the Gospel of Jesus Christ amongst those poor 
heathen, which cannot be prosecuted with that expedition and 
further success as is desired, unless fit instruments be encouraged 
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and maintained to pursue it, Universities, Schools, and Nurseries 
of Literature setled for further instructing and civilizing them, 
Instruments and Materials fit for labor, and clothing, with other 
hecessarics, as incouragements for the best deserving among them, 
be provided, and many other things necessary for so great a work ; 
the furnishing of all which will be a burthen too heavy for the 
English there (who although willing, yet unable) having in a 
gr cat measure exhausted their Estates in laying the Foundations 
of many hopeful Towns and Colonies in a desolate Wilderness ; 
and therefore conceive our selves of this Nation bound to be help- 
ful in the promoting and advancing of a work so much tending to 
the honor of Almighty God; Be it therefore Enacted, and it is 
hereby Itnacted by this present Parliament, and by the authority 
thereof, That for the furthering so good a work, and for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, from henceforth there shall be a Corporation in 
Iengland consisting of sixteen persons (viz.) a President,

England or Wales: And that the persons of the said Corporation, 
or any nine of them, shall have power, and are hereby authorized 
when they shall think fit, to make and appoint a common Seal for 
the use of the said Corporation; and from time to time to meet 
and choose such Ofhcers, and make such allowance to them, and 
them also to remove, and after death or removal, to choose such 
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others; and to make from time to time such Orders and By-Laws, 
for the better ordering and carrying on of this work, as they shall 
think fit; and also to make conclusive bargains for Lands and 
Tenements, to be purchased by the said Corporation for valuable 
consideration. 

And for the better ordering of the Government of the said Cor-

And forasmuch as we cannot but be induced from the considera- 
tion of the premises, to recommend the furthering thereof to the 
charity of all such whose hearts God shall incline thereunto, by 
their Christian and Charitable contributions, to be as the founda- 
tion of so pious and great an undertaking; Be it therefore, and 
it is hereby Enacted by the Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority thereof, That a general Collection be made for the 
purposes aforesaid, in and through all the Counties, Cities, Towns 
and Parishes of England and Wafés: And for the more speedy 
and better effecting thereof, Be it Enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That the several Ministers within the said several places, are 
hereby required to read this Act or a Copy thereof, in the presence 
of their several Congregations, upon the next Lords-day after the 
same shall be delivered unto them, and to exhort the people toa 
chearful and liberal contribution, and are to give their best assis- 
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tance to so pious a work; and the Ministers and Church wardens 
or Overseers of the poor of every such Parish and place, together 
with such other well-affected persons as God shall stir up to be 
active in such an undertaking, and as shall be nominated and 
approved by the Minister for that purpose, are hereby authorized 
atter the reading hereof, to go with all convenient speed from 
house to house, to every of the Inhabitants of the said Parishes 
and places respectively, and to take the subscription of every such 
person in a schedule to be presented by them for that purpose, 
and accordingly at the same time to collect and gather the same; 
a Duplicate whereof, as also the money so to be collected, shall be 
paid within ten days after the Collection so made, into the hands

Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and by the authority

That all such persons who raised or furnished any Horse, with

An Act for taking the Accompts belonging to the Navy and 


Customs. 
[8 August, 1649. ] 


Whereas the Receipts of the Customs and Subsidy rising upon 
Goods and Merchandize Exported and Imported, and other 
Revenues appointed for the Maintenance of the Navy, having 
been by several Acts and Ordinances of this present Parliament, 
committed to the care and management of several persons as 
Commissioners and Collectors thereof; whose Accompts, as also 
the Accompts of the Collectors for Prize-Goods, the Treasurer 
and Victuallers for the Navy, the Lieutenant and other Officers 
of the Ordnance and several other Officers relating to the Service

Whereas the five Counties of North Wales, viz: Montgomery,

heginning of these late Wars, wholly under the Power of the late 
Kings Army and Forces; by reason whereof, many well-affected 
persons to the Parliament within the said Counties, have been 
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forced through compulsion or fear, for the avoiding of present 
ruine to themselves and Families, to comply with the said Forces 
in unwarrantable acts and Kngagements, whereby they are become 
involved in a general guilt and defection from the Parliament,

The Parliament of England having taken into their serious con- pybtique En- 
sideration, the many, and great engagements which lye upon the gagements. 
Receipts of the Excize and New-Impost, for due payment whereof, 
the Publique Faith of the Commonwealth is obliged; and still 
finding the Impost of Excise to be the most equal and indifferens 
levy that can be laid upon the People, for the better Collection 
thereof in the future, and prevention of many abuses heretofore 
used, and for the ease as well of the Commonwealth, in point of 
charge, as of the People in the payment of the same, have Ordered 
and Enacted, and be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and 
by authority of the same:

tively, shall finde cause to suspect, that by this sufferance the 
Common-wealth may suffer in the payment of Excise, they shall 
have hereby power to appoint any Officer to attend the execution 
of the Bill of Sufferance, in whose presence the weight or measure 
of such goods first certified to be sold, shall be taken and made, 
and not otherwise, upon like penalties respectively, as in this Article 
before are provided. 


XXII. That a barter or exchange of any goods for another, 
shall to all intents and purposes be understood and accompted for 


a sale, and Excise be presently paid, and cleared for both Commod' 
ties, according to the highest price currant, if they be both lyable 
to pay Excise, or for such commodity as is lyable thereunto. 
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XXIII. That for all Commodities exciseable, which are first Commodities 
imported, and after exported beyond the Seas, the Excise thereof imported and 
being paid, and due proof thereof made by Oath of the party or exported 
witness, which Oath any Commissioner, or Sub-Commissioner, 
or any of their Deputies, by Commission from them, or the major 
part of them, shall have power to administer the same, shall be 
repayed, and the said Commissioners, their Sub-Commissioners, 
and their Deputies, have hereby power to repay the same 
accordingly. 


XXIV. That every person or persons who hath imported, or Commodities 
shall import any Commodities excizable and consume or spend the imported for 
same in, or for his private use, or for any other purpose then to P eRe ne 
sell again, shall pay the several charges thereby set and imposed, 
as if he had sold the same Commodities, upon penalty of forfeiture 
or imprisonment respectively as aforesaid. 


XXV. That the Commissioners of the Excize, and their Sub- Commis- 
Commissioners, or the major part of them respectively, once in sioners once 
Twelve moneths at the furthest, or oftener, if they see cause, eee 
shall have power to call upon all and every the Importers of any aecoaipt 
Forein Commodities excizable, and to require of them and every 
of them, a particular accompt of all Goods or Merchandizes re- 
maining in his hands at that time; and if any person shall refuse 
to give in such Accompt, or neglect to do the same for eight and 
twenty days after warning, such Importer shall be presently 
lyable to pay the full I-xcize for all Goods that shall be found to 
stand charged in the I’xcize-books on his Accompt, by his Entries 
at the Custom-house, which have not been otherwise cleared by 
Sales and Deliveries, for which Tickets have been given out of 
the Office of Excize, and accordingly adjudged, and warned to pay 
the same in within fourteen days at furthest, and in default 
thereof, Warrant of Distress shall be issued out against such 
Importer for double the value of all such Goods, as upon his 
Accompt of Entries shall be found remaining in his hands, or in 
default thereof, he shall be committed to prison, until he pay or 
satisfie for the same; but if such Importer shall upon demand, or 
within twenty eight days after, give in such Accompt as afore- 
said, then after the said Commissioners or their Sub-Commis- 
sioners respectively, shall by return upon due search of an Officer 
or Officers, whom they are to appoint to that purpose, finde his 
remainder to agree with his Accompt, or that he shall otherwise 
give satisfaction upon oath or otherwise, whereby to reconcile 
the difference, the said Commissioners, or their Sub-Commis- 
sioners shall have power to adjust his Accompts to that day, and 
to receive Excise of him for so much onely as had not been 
formerly paid, without any further penalty, unless he do not 
forthwith pay such Excise as they shall] judge due, and so proceed 
on in accompt with him for the Remainder found and agreed 
upon without demanding any Excise, till he sell or dispose 
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thereof; And to the end the Commissioners of the Excize, and 
their Sub-Commissioners respectively, may be the better enabled 
to carry on their Accompts more clearly with the Merchant and 
Importer for the future, they are hereby authorized forthwith 
to appoint Officers to enter all Cellars, Warehouses, and Store- 
houses, Store-cellars, or other places belonging to any person 
whatsoever, where they shall have just cause of suspition', to 
search for all maner of forein imported commodities belonging 
to any Importer, or Wine-cooper, and to take an Accompt 
thereof, and of the names of the owners of the same, and of the 
several qualities of the goods, which search they shall have power 
to execute once in every six moneths, or twelve moneths, or 
oftner, as they shall see cause; and all persons who shall refuse 
to permit the Officer thereto especially authorized entrance as 
abovesaid, or to take such accompt, shall forfeit fifty pounds for 
every such refusal to be levyed by distress, or in default thereof 
the Refuser to be committed to Prison. 


XXVI. That in clearing and making up all Accompts with 
the Merchant, or Importer of Wines and Qils, such Allowances 
for Leakage, waste, and other accidents, before sale and delivery 
of such Wines and Oils be made by the said Commissioners, and 
Sub-Commissioners, from time to time, as are just and reason- 


able. 


XXVIII. That the Commissioners of the Excize and their 
Sub-commissioners respectively, shall have power to appoint 
sworn Officers for the tasting of all decayed Wines, and viewing 
all Tobaccoes, which by sand, stones, dirt, or water be over 
weight, and upon return of such decayed Wines and Tobacco by 
the said sworn Officers, the said Commissioners, and their Sub- 
Commissioners have power to make such abatements and allow- 
ances for the same, as is Just and reasonable; and if any practice 
or fraudulent dealing shall be discovered between any Taster and 
Merchant and Importer of the said Wines or Tobaccoes, or the 
buyers of such commodities, the Taster shall ¢pso facto lose and 
forfeit a years Salary, and the Merchant and Importer and the 
buyer, who shall be found guilty of such fraud, forfeit double the 
value of such Wines or Tobacco, to be all levied by distress, or in 
defect thereof, the party offending to be committed to prison 
till he pay the samme, and thev shall have power to continue all 
allowances of Tare, Tret, Cloft, and the like, as hath been usual. 


XXVIII. That all Arrears of Excize heretofore due by any 
Ordinance of Parliament from any person or persons, shall be 
still recoverable by vertue of this Act, and all powers herein 
given put in execution for gaining the same; Provided always, 
‘That no Excize be henceforth demanded, levied, or collected by 
any Officer or Collector of Excize for any Excize that did grow 
due by any person for any goods within any County, City, Town 
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or place, during the time such County, City, Town or place were 
under the power of the Enemy. 


XXIX. That all common Brewers of Ale or Beer, Distillers of 
Aqua vite, or Strong-waters, all smelters of Lead, Tinners and 
blowers of Tin, and all other Makers, Growers and Ingrossers of 
any In-land commodity charged with the Excize, who are lable 
to pay the Excize as soon as the commodity is fit for sale, shall 
weekly make true entry at the Office of Iixcize, under which they 
live, of all Beer and Ale, Strong-waters, Lead and Tin, and other 
commodities Excizable which they Brewed or made in that week 
respectively, and pay and clear the Excize thereof forthwith, 
upon pain of forfeiture of twenty pounds for every week they or 
any of them shall neglect to make such entry, and further to 
forfeit double the value of all Beer, or Ale, Strong-waters, Lead, 
Tin, or any other commodities they shall sell and deliver, or 
dispose of, before such entry and payment of Excize, to be levyed 
by distress, or in default thereof, the party offending to be 
imprisoned as hereafter is appointed. 


XXX. That in case any common Brewer of Ale or Beer, after 
he is proceeded against, according as hereby is directed, either by 
distress, or in default thereof by imprisonment, or shall not con- 
form to, and satisfie the sentence passed against him, for breach 
of this Act, on his part, within twenty days after such distress or 
imprisonment, upon certificate of such obstinacy and non-per- 
formance from the Commissioners of Excize, to the Committee of 
Parliament for regulating the Excize, or such as shall be 
appointed thereunto by authority of Parliament, such Committee 
and persons as is abovesaid, shall have power to issue out 
warrants to any their officers, whereby they shall be authorized 
to enter the dwelling-house, out-houses and Brew-house of every 
such person, and in case of resistance or refusal, to break open 
all doors and locks, and to take up all Coppers and other vessels 
therein, and to carry the same, together with all goods which 
shall be found in the said house or out-houses or Brew-house 
belonging to such Brewer, after Appraisement, unto the Office 
of Excize under which such Brewer dwelleth, and there to make 
sale thereof to any person or persons; which sale shall be good 
and warranted in Law, and such proceed thereof as shall be due 
upon the Sentence of forfeiture, shall be put to accompt for ths 
benefit of the Commonwealth, deducting onelv 411 éharges and 
Rewards which shall be expended and given in, and for the 
execution of the said Warrant: and whatever shall arise out of 
the sale of the said Goods distrained, more then is due upon the 
said Sentence, and reasonably expended and given in, and for 
execution thereof, to render the same to the said Brewer, who 
shall be then presently released from Imprisonment, but shall be 
for ever after disabled and made uncapable of exercising the 
Trade of Common Brewing, untill he shall pay the sum of one 
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hundred pounds to the Commissioners of Excise, or their 
Deputies or Officers, to the use of the State. | 


XXXI. That the common Brewer may be the better accompted 
withal, the Commissioners of Excise, and their Sub-Commis- 
sioners in their respective Circuits, shall hereby kave power to 
constitute under their hands and Seals, such and so many Gager

to any person or persons, who have been in arms against the Par- 
liament, or have adhered to the Forces raised against the Parlia- 
ment. 


An Act concerning Oathes to Majors and other Officers. 
[5 September, 1649.] 


For the better, preventing the great and many Mischiefs that 
daily happen, by reason of sundry Unlawful Oathes formerly 
imposed upon Majors, Justices of the Peace, and other Officers 
within the City of London, and other Cities and places within this 
Commonwealth, the Parliament now assembled, do Enact and 
Ordain, and be it by Authority of Parliament Enacted and Ordained, 
That from and after the Tenth day of September, One thousand 
six hundred forty nine, this ensuing Oath be given and administred Mp jors and 
to the Major of London, and to all Majors and chief Officers in any chief Ctiicers 
City, Borough or Town Corporate within England, Wales, and ‘ ‘ke this 
Town of Berwick, to be given and administred by such person or 
persons, and at such place and time as former Oathes were used to 
be given to the said Majors and Chief Officers as abovesaid , (viz.) 


You shall swear, That you shall be true and faithful to the Oath. 
Commonwealth of England, as it is now established without King 
or House of Lords: You shall well and truly execute the Office of 
Major within the City of and Liberties thereof, accord- 
au to the best of your skill, knowledge and power. So help you

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The like Oath (mutatis mutandis) to be administred and given 
to all Justices of the Peace, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Aldermen, Recorders, 
Stewards, Common-Council-men, Coroners, Clerks of the Market, 
Barons of the Cinque-Ports, Borsholders, Constables, Tythingmen, 
Sergeants of the Mace, Town-Clerks, Marshals, Water-Baylifts, 
or other publique Officers within any City or Town Corporate 
aforesaid, or other Liberty, Franchise or place within England, 
Wales, and Town of Berwick: And be it further Enacted, That 
all or any person or persons that have formerly had power and 
authority to administer any Oath to the said Majors, Justices of 
Peace, Baylifis, Aldermen, Recorders, Stewards, Common-Council- 
men, Barons of the Cinque-Ports, Constables and Tythingmen, 
and other persons and Officers abovesaid, shall from the said Tenth 
of September, minister and give the said Oath and Oathes as 
abovesaid, to tle said Officers and persons abovesaid, and no other 
Oath. 

Provided, That all such Officers as abovesaid, as have taken any 
Oath for making true Accompt of any Fines, Rents, or other sums 
of Money by them received or to be received, shall take the same 
Oath in order and relation to make their Accompts, as formerly 
was used and accustomed. ! 

And be it further Enacted and Ordained, That all person or 
persons that shall take any Oath from any person or persons that 
is authorized to give and minister the same, shall and may, at the 
time of taking such Oath or Oathes, lay his Right hand upon the 
Bible, or otherwise hold up his Right hand during the time such 
Oath is ministred to him or them. 


Au Act for Relief of Feltmakers and Hat-band-makers against 
Aliens and Strangers importing such Wares to the hinderance 
of their Manufactures. 


[5 September, 1649.] 


Whereas on the behalf of the Feltmakers and Hatband makers, 
Citizens and Inhabitants within and near the City of London and 
Borough of Southwark, It hath been complained and shewed, 
That by so’e using the Arts, Trades and Manufactures of making 
Hats and Hat-bands, two ancient Trades and Mysteries, they have 
maintained themselves and Families, born Offices of good repute 
in the Parishes where they lived and been enabled to serve the 
Commonwealth in their several callings; and that many of their 
several companies have adventured and lost their lives in the 
Service of the Parliament, whose widows and families are to be 
supported by the said Trades: And that nevertheless many Aliens 
and Strangers have for many years last past, Imported and sold 
within England and Wales, great quantities of hats and hat-bands, 
to the interruption and great impairment of the said Manufactures 
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insomuch that the said Artificers are for want of Imployment and 

vend of their Commodities, reduced to much want and misery, 
whereby many Inconveniences have grown, and are likely to ensue, 

if due Remedy be not in this behalf provided : The Commons of 
England in Parliament assembled, considering the premises, and 

the necessity of applying Remedy in this case, as hath been by 

former Parliaments in like cases, and upon like occasions (in behalf 

of English Manufactures, and for these in part) provided, Do think 

fit to Order and Ordain, and be it by Authority of Parliament 
Enacted, Established and Ordained, That no Merchant born of this No persons 
Commonwealth, Denizen, Stranger, nor other person or persons es We or 
whatsoever, shall hereafter Import, bring, send nor convey, nor hats or let: 
cause to be Imported, brought, sent or conveyed from any Forraign bands. 
parts into England or Wales, or any part of the same, any hats 
wrought, or part wrought, or hat-bands, or parts of hat-bands, 

ready made or wrought ; or shall sell, or cause the same to be sold 

by way of Merchandize, Upon pain to forfeit the same Merchandize, Penalty. 
or the value of them, at every time, and as often as they may be 

found in the hands of any person or persons ; The one half of the 
Forfeiture to be to the use of the Poor of the Parish where the Forfeits, 
seizure shall be made, and the other half to him or them that will how to be 
seize the same, or sue therefore in the Sessions of the Peace for the 4!8P0s¢4- 
County, City, Borough, Town or Liberty, or in the Court of Record 

of the City, Borough, Town or Liberty where such seizure shall be 

made, or Offence committed, by Action of Debt, Information, 
Indictment or Presentment, wherein no Essoin, Protection or 

Wager of Law, shall be allowed to the Defendant or Defendants. 

And to the End that the one half of the said Forfeitures limited to 

the use of the Poor, may be truly imployed and bestowed upon 

them, according to the true meaning of this Act, Be it further 

Enacted and Ordained, That the Sheriff, Bayliff, or other officer 

or person that shall levy or receive any Forfeiture, or sum or sums 

of Money forfeited and recovered, according to the true meaning 

hereof, shall and may without further warrant, deliver the one 

half of the Forfeiture by him levyed, to some one or more of the 
Churchwardens or Overseers of the Poor of the Parish hereby 
intituled to the same, to be distributed and bestowed amongst the 

said Poor, upon pain of Forfeiture (by any of the said Officers 
neglecting his duty therein) of double the value of what should 

have been distributed. 

And be it further Enacted and Ordained, That the said several Masters and 
Masters, Wardens, and Assistants of the said several Trades and tenet of 
Mysteries of the Hat-makers, or Felt-makers, and Hat-band-makers mas ik 
of the said City of London, or any three of them respectively, or search for 
their lawful Deputy or Deputies for the time being, for whom they prohibited 
will answer, shall have Power and Authority within the said City ¥"* 
and Liberties ; and any three of the said Trades or Mysteries, with 
the assistance of some officer without the City and Liberties, to be 
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appointed by one or more Justice or Justices of the Peace, or by 
the Chief Officer or Officers of the County, City, Borough, Town, 
Liberty or Village respectively, to make search for such prohibited 
Wares as aforesaid, suspected to be Imported from Forraign parts 
the same search to be made at all times, in the day time, at Fairs and 
Markets, Shops open, and Warehouses, wherein as occasion shall 
he, they are to be assisted by all Constables, Head borvughs, and 
other such Officers of the Peace respectively, for the better preserva- 
tion of the Peace, and execution of this present Act, who are by the 
Authority aforesaid hereby required to be assistant accordingly, 
to the end that such seizure and prosecution may be had and made 
of and for the same, as is before limited, and agreeable to this present 
Act ; which is to be of force and continuance for the space of one 
whole year, from the First day of October, One thousand six hundred 
forty nine, Any former Law, Provision, Statute, or other matter 
or thing to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And it is lastly provided and Ordained, That all Officers, Searchers 
and others, who shall Act anything in pursuance of this Act, shall 
and may in any Suit or Action to be brought against them for 
acting hereupon, plead the General Issue, and give the special 
matter in Evidence, which shall be of equal benefit and avail unto 
them, as if the same had been particularly pleaded, Any Law or 
Usage to the contrary notwithstanding. 


An Act prohibiting to Brew for sale any Ale or Beer above Ten 
shillings the Barrel, besides the Excize. 
[12 September, 1649.] 

Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and by Authority 
thereof, That no Brewer or other person that breweth to put to 
sale, shall after the First day of October, One thousand six hundred 
forty nine, brew to sell, directly or mndirectly, any Beer or Ale, 
or other Drink, wherein Mault shall be used, any Barrel of Beer, 
Ale, or other drink as aforesaid, or greater or lesser quantity 
proportionably, above the rate of Ten shillings the Barrel, over 
and above the Excize payable, accompting Thirty six Gallons to 
the Barrel for Beer, and Thirty two gallons for Ale, Upon the 
pain and forfeiture for every Barrel the sum of Five pounds, and 
so proportionably for a greater or lesser quantity, to be levyed 
by Distress and sale of the Offendors goods, being thereof convicted 
by the Oathes of two Witnesses, before any one Justice of the 
Peace ; which Oath the said Justice hath hereby power to ad- 
minister, and to grant Warrant for distress and sale of goods as 
aforesaid ; And in default of sufficient Distress then the said Justice 
shall send such person to the Gaol, there to remain for the space 
of three Moneths without Bail or Mainprize: And if such person 
shall offend the second time, and be thereof convicied, as aforesaid, 
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Then such Justice of the Peace shall cause such Offender to be Penalty for 
sent to the House of Correction, and there to get his or her lively- second 
hood by labor for the space of Six Moneths, without he or she oHOe:

An Act against Unlicensed and Scandalous Books and Pamphlets, 
and for better regulating of Printing. 
say [20 September, 1649.] 


Whereas divers Scandalous, Seditious and Libellous Pamphlets, 
Papers and Books are daily contrived, printed, vended and dispersed, 
with officious care and industry by the Malignant party at home 
and abroad, for the better compassing of their wicked ends, the 
subversion of the Parliament and present Government, which they 
well know cannot with more ease be attempted, then by lies and 
false suggestions, cunningly insinuated and spread amongst the 
people, and by malicious misrepresentation of things acted and 
done, to take off and divide their affections from that just Authority 
which is set over them for their good and safety, and to bring a 
low and mean esteem upon the persons, and a suspition and hatred 
upon the courses and intentions of the faithful Members of the 
Peoples Representative in Parliament, and of other Ministers of 
State, serving the Commonwealth in their several Subordinations, 
especially such who are most constant and conscientious in dis- 
charge of their Trust, and are therefore become the utmost object 
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of their wretched spleen and malice. And whereas a great occasion 
Themischiefs Of these mischiefs and scandals, and dis-satisfaction of many, hath 
arising frou been as well the ignorance and assumed boldness of the weekly 
Heed Pam- Pamphleteers, without leave or due information, taking upon them 
to publish, and at pleasure to censure the Proceedings of Parliament 
and Army, and other Affairs of State, as also the irregularity and 
licentiousness of Printing, the Art whereof in this Commonwealth, 
and in all Forein parts, hath been and ought to be restrained from

they shall have so seized, before such Magistrate or other Officers 
as are appointed for the execution of this Act, to be by them ordered 
and disposed of, according to the direction and true meaning of 
the same Act. . 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That no 
person or persons whatsoever, shall presume, by the Post, Carriers, 
or otherwise to convey, send away, or endeavor to disperse any 
such unlicensed News as aforesaid, or any seditious or scandalous 
Papers, Pamphlets, Books or Pictures, to any place, or person or 
persons, upon pain of forfeiture of Forty shillings apiece for every 
such Book, Pamphlet or Paper, or Imprisonment of the Offender, 
the same not to exceed forty days; the said Penalty to be inflicted, 
paid and undergone, the moneys to be disposed of, and such inquiry, 
searches and seizures touching the same to be made, as in the case 
of selling unlicensed News is herein before limited and expressed. 

And whereas the great numbers of lewd and scandalous Pam- 
phlets and seditious Books, have been chiefly occasioned by the 
multitude of Printing-houses, and Presses erected in_by-places 
and corners, out of the Eye of Government, contrary to the custom 
and practice of former times; and in that regard some further 
provision is held requisite for restraining and regulating that 
general excess and exercise of the Press, and prevention of the said 
Enormities, It is therefore further Enacted and Ordained by this 
present Parliament, and by the Authority thereof, That no Printer, 
nor any person or persons whatsoever, shall from henceforth print, 
use or imploy any Printing-press, Rolling-press, or any other 
Instruments for Printing, in any part or place of this Common- 
wealth, save onely in the City of London and Liberties thereof, 
and the two Universities (excepting such as shall be particularly 
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Licensed and authorized by special Order of the Council of State) 
upon pain that all and every person and persons offending contrary 
hereunto, shall forfeit and pay the sum of Twenty pounds, and 
shall have all their Printing-presses, Letters and Materials defaced ;

An Act for the Publishing of Crimes Committed upon, or beyond 


the Seas. 
[20 September, 1649.] 


For the more convenient and speedy punishment of Crimes 
and Offences done and committed, and hereafter to be done and 
committed upon and beyond the Sea, The Parliament of Eng- 
land now assembled do Enact and Declare, and be it Enacted 
and Declared by Authority of the same, That all such Treasons, 
Felonies, Piracies, Robberies, Murtherers and Confederacies 
thereof, which have been at any time since the Five and 
twentieth day of March, in the year of our Lord, 1646, com- 
mitted, or hereafter shall be committed in or upon the Sea, or in 
any Haven, River, Creek or place, where the Admiral or 
Admirals had, have, or pene to have Power, Authority or 
Jurisdiction ; and all stealing, or taking, or treacherous carrying 


away of any Ship, Barque or Boat, Ordnance or Ammunition 


(appointed for the publique Service of the State, or for any 
private benefit of the owners) from such places and imployment, 
and without lawful warrant and authority from the publique 
State, or such private persons respectivly thereto first had and 
obtained; And all Murthers and Manslaughters committed by 
auy of the Natural Leighs of this Nation, upon or against any of 
the good people of the same in any the Foreign parts whereso- 
ever (upon any matter, cause or occasion originally beginning 
within this Land, during such time as such persons had 
their abode within the same) shall be henceforth 
enquireable, triable and determinable before the Judges and 
Justices of Oyer and Terminer, and of Goal-Delivery in the 
several and respective Shires and Limits of their Commissions, 
where any such offenders shall be found; And the said Judges 
and Justices by vertue hereof, and of the several Commissions of 
Oyer, Terminer, and Goal-Delivery to them directed, shall give 
the same in charge at such time as they shall hold their Sessions 
by vertue of such Commissions; And shall have full power and 
authority to enquire of all the Crimes and Offences aforesaid, 
and of every of them, by the Oathes of twelve good and lawful 
men, Inhabitants in the Shire limited in their Commission, in 
such like maner and form, asif such Crimes and Offences had 
been committed upon the Land within the same Shire. And if 
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any person or persons (not formerly disposed of, or otherwise 
ordered by the Parliament or the Council of State) shall be 
indicted for such Crime, Offence or Offences done, or hereafter 
to be done upon the Seas, or in any other place above-limited, 
That then such Order, Proces and maner of proceedings shall be 
used, had, made and done, to and against such person and 
persons so being indicted, as is used by the course of the Law of 
this Land, and as if the said Crime and Offence, or Crimes and 
Offences had been committed or done upon the Land; and that 
the tryal of all and every the Crimes and Offences _before- 
mentioned in this Act, if the offence be denied by the 
offender or offenders, shall be had by twelve lawful men, 
inhabiting in the Shire or Shires limited within such Commission 
or Commissions, which shall be directed as aforesaid; and no 
challenge or challenges to be had for the Hundred: And such 
rson or persons so found guilty of any Crime or Crimes aforesaid, 

y Verdict, Confession or Proces, shall without allowance of benefit 
of Clergy, suffer such punishment by pains of Death, and loss of 
Lands and Goods, as in other cases of Treason, Murther, Man- 
slaughter, Robbery, or other Felony done upon the Land is used. 
And for the better bringing of such persons to due punishment, 
Be it Enacted, and by Rathoriey of this present Parliament it is 
further Enacted, That as often as any person or persons suspected 
to be guilty of the Crime or Crimes, and offences aforesaid, shalbe 
brought before any Justice or Justices of the Peace, or other 
chief officer or officers of such place or county, the said Justice 
and Justices, chief officer or officers shall take examinations of 
witnesses in writing upon oath (which hereby they are and shalbe 
enabled to administer) and information of all or so many of 
the principal persons that shalbe so brought before them by 
warrant of the said Justice or Justices, Officer or Officers or 
otherwise, and of such persons as shall bring such offender or 
offenders before them, as he or they shall think meet and con- 
venient, to discover the particular matter or matters in fact, and 
after such Examinations and Informations had and made, shall 
commit the said offender or offenders in safe custody to the Goal 
of the said place or County, if he or they shall sce just cause; and 
shall send a transcript of all the said Examinations and 
Informations so taken, under his or their Hand or Seal, inclosed 
under Seal to the Councel of State, who are hereby authorized 
and enabled to dispose of the said offender or offenders, or so 
many of them as they shall think meet, and send their directions 
concerning the same unto the Justices or chief Officers of the 
place aforesaid, who are hereby likewise authorized and enjoyned 
to conform themselves unto such Directions; and to some such 
offender or offenders, not otherwise disposed of as aforesaid, unto 
the next Sessions of Goal-Delivery, or Oyer and Terminer for the 
Shire, to be proceeded against according to his or their Crime or 
Crimes : And for the maintenance of such person or persons so 
taken and imprisoned as aforesaid, or so many of them as are not 
able to maintain him or themselves, during his or their Imprison- 
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ment, It is further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That he 
or they shall be maintained as other prisoners not able to main- 
tain themselves, at the charge of eh Shire where they are in 
rison, by allowance out of the publique Treasury of that Shire, 
or the prisoners of the Upper Bench and Marshalsey ; and the 
said allowance shall he mule by the Justices of the Peace at their 
Quarter Sessions to be holden for the said Shire. And it is further 
Enacted and Declared by the Authority aforesaid, That in all 
cases where such person or persons shall be committed to safe 
custody as aforesaid, the hear of the respective Goals or 
Prisons shall receive such person or per-ons to them committed, 
and them hold in safe custody, and shall not suffer them to go at 
large, unless they shall be discharged from Imprisonment by the 
Onles and Direction of the Parhament or Councel of State, or

Committee, S°ever, who are any way accomptable, according to this Act, since 
the Third day of November, One thousand six hundred and forty, 
unto this time, and so forwar 1, until it shall be otherwise Ordered 
and Enacted by Parliament. 


Secondly, You are upon the examination of any Accompt, to 
keep the Vouchers and Proofs relating thereunto; and in case 
you finde a real Discharge, such as you shall approve, you are 
then to pass such Accompts, without any further trouble or exami-

The Parliament of England now assembled, having been neces- 
sarily inforced to the expense of divers vast sums of money, in the 
preparing and speedy transporting their Army for Ireland, and 
for the furnishing of them with Shipping, Provisions for War, 
and other Accommodations requisite for so great an undertaking ; 
By reason of which Expedition, and in regard the Monethly Assess- 
ments fall far short of discharging the ordinary Salary of the 
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Garrisons, and their Armies, the other Treasuries of the Common- 
wealth have been extraordinarily exhausted: And for that also 
the Parliament are necessitated out of the Treasuries of this Com- 

monwealth, still to furnish the Army in Ireland, (especially in | 
their hardship of Winter-services) with timely pay and other neces- 
saries that so (until they can be otherwise provided for) they mav 
be from hence encouraged to carry on and perfect that work so 
eminently conducing to the relief of the distressed there, and the 
quiet and advantage of this Commonwealth ; towards which (by 
the blessing of God upon their endeavors) they have already 
made a very happy progress, even far beyond what could be hoped 
for in so short a space ; and so, as that unless the Parliament should 
wilfully contemn those great and unexpected mercies, in which the 
hand of God hath so visibly appeared, and become unfaithful to 
that Trust they through former difficulties have and always shall, 
through the assistunce of God, endeavor faithfully to discharge : 
And unless also they should as much as in them lies, deliver up 
their Army and Friends in Ireland, to the merciless cruelty of the 
enraged Enemy there, and hereby hazard the utter ruine and 
destruction of this Commonwealth, they may not neglect the 
constant and timely recruiting, and compleat maintaining that 
Army with sufficient supplies of Men, Moneys, Arms, Ammunition, | 
and like convenient Furnitures, which their necessities (as yet) 
will daily call for and require, as well to preserve their power in the 
Field, as also to secure and safe keep those many Garisons already 
in their possession, and such others as it shall please God to deliver 
into their hands, which may be thought fit to be continued and 
maintained there: And considering the sad and late experience 
this Commonwealth hath had of Civil Commotions, and that until 
Providence (by a perfect and through reducement of Ireland to 
the obedience of this Commonwealth) shall put an end to all con- 
troversies there, that good Peace and settlement which this Com- 
monwealth hath for some moneths past enjoyed, may by the 
Enemies thereof be the better attempted to be disturbed, with 
hopes of more probable success then they can otherwise expect ; 
The prevention whereof, and well performance of that trust and 
care that lies upon the Parliament, in reference to the Army in 
Treland, will be the most certain and ready means to the abatement 
at least of the number of Forces (otherwise of necessity to be con- 
tinued in this Commonwealth) and consequently of the present 
Pressures and Burthens thereof: And to the end also that the 
Forces in this Commonwealth may be still kept from Free-quarter 
and Billet, by the continuance of timely Pay, which (especially to 
those places where the Assessments have been readily paid) hath 
proved great ease and advantage, towards which the other Publique

Ingagement in the year One thousand six hundred forty seven ; 
or that did assist or abet the Tumults within the Cities of London 
and Westminster, or in the Counties of Kent, Essex, Middlesex 
or Surrey, in the year One thousand six hundred forty eight, 
shall be elected or chosen, or put into the Office or Place of Lord 
Major, Alderman, Alderman-Deputy, or Common-Councel man, 
or into any other Office, or other Place of Trust within the City 
of London, for the space of one whole year now next ensuing, or 
be capable to give his Voyce for the Chusing of any person to 
any the Offices aforesaid.

The Parliament of England taking notice of the great confluence 
and resort of Papists, Officers, and Soldiers of Fortune, and other 
disaffected persons (who have borne arms against them, and adhered 
to the Enemy in the late Wars) unto the cities of London and West- 
minster, and other the parts adjacent; and having certain In- 
formation of many Designs now in hand, endeavoured to be carried 
on byCorrespondencies with the son to the late Tyrant, his Agents 
and Complices, and by the Conspiracies of old and new Malignants 
in favor of his pretences against the Commonwealth and present 
Government, the subtile Contrivers of which Plots may for the 
effecting of the same, probably and with much ease make use of 
such dangerous and discontented persons now in and about the 
said Cities, if suffered there to remain, Do for the prevention of 
such inconveniencies and disturbances as may thereby arise, Think 
fit to Order and Ordain, and be it by their Authority Enacted and 
Ordained, That all Papists whatsoever, and all Officers and Soldiers 
of Fortune, and other persons who have borne Arms against the 
Parliament, or have adhered unto, or willingly assisted their 
Enemies in the late War, being not under restraint, and not here- 
after excepted, shall at or before the Twentieth day of March, One 
thousand six hundred forty nine (or if then under restraint, within 
Five days of their respective enlargement) depart out of the said 
Cities of London and Westminster, and late Lines of Communica- 
tion, and all other places within Twenty miles of the said late Lines : 
And if any such person shall continue within the said late Lines, 
or the said distance of Twenty miles from the said Lines, after the 
said Twentieth day of March, or if then under restraint, shall con- 
tinue within the distance aforesaid, above five days after his or 
their enlargement, such persons shall be apprehended and im- 
prisoned without Bail or Mainprize, until such of them as shall be 
thought fit to be bayled, pay all charges of their Apprehension and 
Imprisonment, and give good security for their departure as afore- 
said, within five days after their enlargement, and not to return 
within the time limited by this Act ; and the maner of taking the 
said Security is hereby referred to the care and direction of the 
Councel of State, who are also authorized and required to cause

and of their doings therein, shall under their Hands and Seals in 
writing, forthwith acquaint the Councel of State, to the end the 
Offenders may be dealt with according to Law and Justice, and 
according to thr directions beforementioned: And all Sherifis, 
Bailiffs, Constables ; and all Captains of Guards, Officers and Soldiers, 
and other the good People of this Commonwealth, are required to

People of this Commonwealth, and to form, contrive and effect 
their said ill Designs, whereof of late years there hath been sad 
experience ; Be it Enacted and Ordained by the authority aforesaid, 
That all the said persons appointed to depart as aforesaid, shall, 
from and after the First day of October, One thousand six hundred 
and fifty (and all other Papists, and other adherents to the Enemies 
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in the late Wars), shall at or before the Twentieth day of March, 

One thousand six hundred forty nine, if they be within this Com- 

monwealth not authorized to stay as aforesaid, and not restrained 

or stayed, either by Imprisonment or by such sickness and in- 

firmity of body, as they shall not be able to travel without imminent 

danger of life: And in such cases of absence out of the Land, 

restraint or stay, or being authorized as aforesaid, then within 

twenty days next after they shall return unto the Land, and be

have any, or else to the place where thev were born, or where their 
Father or Mother shall be dwelling, and give such notification of 
their coming and being, as is before limited and directed, shall upon 
his Oath abjure this Commonwealth ; or if such Offender shall 
refuse to abjure or not go to the Haven or Port to be appointed, or 
after departure, return into this Commonwealth without License 
the Parliament, the said Oath and Abjuration, Entring and of 
Recording thereof, to be in such maner and form as is 
in like case prescribed by the Statute made in the 35th 
vear of the late Queen Elizabeth, for confining of Popish 
Recusants ; That then in every such case, the person so offend- 
ing shall be adjudged a Felon, and shall suffer and lose as in 
case of Felony, without benefit of Clergy. Provided nevertheless, 
And the Councel of State are hereby authorized to dispose of any 
such persons last mentioned before abjuration for the service and 
benefit of Forraign Plantations, in such sort as to them shall seem 
meet ; in which case the abjuration shall be forborn. And it is 
further Provided, Ordained and Enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
That if any of the persons confined as 1s aforesaid, shall be urged by 
process without fraud or covin, or be bound without fraud or covin, 
to appear in any of the Courts of Justice of this Commonwealth ; 
or shall have other necessary occasion or business to go and travel 
out of the compass of the said five Miles, That then and in every 
such case, upon License in writing under the Hands and Seals 
of four of the Justices of the Peace of the County, Limit or Division, 
or place next adjoyning to the place of abode of the said confined 
party ; and in every of which Licenses shall be specified and con- 
tained, both the particular cause of the said License, and the time 
how long the said party licensed shall be absent, in travelling, 
attending and returning.

(2 March, 1649/50. ] 
Whereas the effectual and speedy setting forth of the Fleet or 
Fleets for the next years service, and the well Manning thereof, 
is at this time of great necessity, considering not onely the home- 
bred distractions of this Nation and of Ireland, but the great

and assistance of the Malignant, Popish, and ill-attected Party in 
these Nations; Be it therefore Enacted and Ordained by this 
present Parliament, and by the Authority thereof, That in case 
the Councel of State, or the Admirals of the Fleet or Fleets for 
the time being appointed by Parliament shall tinde, That not- 
withstanding the Act for Encouragement of Officers and 
Mariners, appointed and provided for the inducement of Seamen 
to engage more willingly in the service of this Commonwealth, 
yet. there shall not be the appointed number of Sea-men 
voluntarily Engaging in this Service in due time, for the setting 
forth of the said Fleet or F leets, but that there bea necessity of 
Impresting of Mariners for this Service ; Then the Councel of 
State, or the said Admirals or any two of them, shall or may at 
any time or times, from the First day of April, One thousand six 
hundred and fifty, until the First day of April, which shall be in 
the year One thousand six hundred fifty one, by their 
Commissioner or Commissioners, Officer or Officers authorized 
thereunto, by warrant under their or any two of their Hands and 
Seals, or any one authorized by the other two, Raise, Levy and 
Imprest, such and so many Mariners, Sailors, Watermen, 
Chyrurgions, Gunners, ep Jarpenters, Cawkers, Coopers and 
Whoymen, as also Carmen for carriage of Victuals, &c, as shall 
be requisite and necessary for the Service aforesaid, or for any 
such further defence for the good People of England and Ireland ; 
which said Mariners, Sailors, and other such persons, and such 
vther persons so to be Levyed and Imprested as aforesaid, and 
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every of them, shall have paid and delivered unto him or them 
upon such his or their Impresting, by the person that shall so 
Imprest hirn, for Conduct-money for ever Mile from the place 
where he shall be so Imprest, to the Ship or place where he 
shall be appointed to make his repair, the sum of One peny 
half peny per Mile to each man; and the like sum of One 
peny half peny for every Mile from the place of his discharge 
unto the place of his abode ; and shall be allowed for this‘service, 
the same wagcs and entertainments in all respects which hath 
been allowed by the Parliament this last year, to any such person 
or persons imployed in the said service: And if in the case 
aforesaid, any Mariner, Saylor, Waterman,:Chyrurgion, Gunner, 
Ship-Carpenter,Cawker, WhoymanorCarman, shall willfully refuse 
to be Imprested in and for the said service, or shall voluntarily 
hide or absent himself at the time of such Press, to avoid the 
said Service; or receiving his said Conduct-moneys, do not 
eee at such places and times as by his Ticket he is appointed, 
at then any such person or persons so offending, shall suffer im- 
prisonment for the space of three Moneths, without Bail or Main-

Forasmuch as very great Delays, Vexations and Oppressions No Execution 
have been, and still are occasioned to the People of this Nation, ~ paar hy 
by staying Executions by Writs of Error, after Verdict and Judge- of Error.

An Act for the better Packing of Butter, and redress of abuses 
therein. 

{12 March 1649/50.] | 

Whereas great complaint hath been made by the Freemen of the 
City of London, Traders in Butter and Cheese, of many abuses 
committed in the sale of those Commodities, through the covetous 
and fraudulent dealing of the Countrey-Farmers selling by Stones, 
Iron-wedges, pieces of Brick, and other unwarranted weights 
contrary to Law. and to the great deceit of the Buyer : And whereas 
the Firkin of Butter hath heretofore time out of minde used to weigh 
Sixty four pounds (viz., Of Butter Fifty six pound, and Cask eight 
pounds: and the Pot of Butter to weigh Twenty pounds (viz.) 
The Pot Six pounds, and the Butter Fourteen pounds, Now of late 
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years, through the indirect dealing of the said Farmers and Packers ° 

of Butter, their Firkins of Butter are made to weigh but Sixty two 

pounds, Sixty pound, and some but Fifty eight pound, and the 

Cask seldom less than Ten pound or twelve pound, and sometimes 
Thirteen or Fourteen pound weight; and their Pots are made 
generally to weigh Seven pound, and some of them Eight pounds, 

or Nine pounds weight: And whereas also many other great 

abuses are by the said Farmers and Packers committed, in putting 

up of Whey Butter, and that which is corrupt, with good Cream 

Butter, to the spoiling of the good Butter, and to the great damage, 

not onely of the said ‘Tradesmen, but of all sorts of People that buy 

and spend the same: And whereas by former Laws and Statutes 

full remedy is not herein provided, The Parhament taking the 
premises into serious consideration, and willmg to give redress 

against such abuses, for reformation of the same, and prevention 

ot the like for time to come, Have thought fit to Enact and Ordain, What weights 
and be it by their authority Declared, Enacted and Ordained, & be used. 
That the weighings by Stones, Wedges, Bricks, and other un- 
warrantable weights, shall be utteriy left, not in any sort to be 
hereafter used; and that the said Commodities shall be from 
henceforth sold and weighed with weights sealed, according to the 
Standard ; and that all and every person and persons which shall 

do and offend against the same, shall forfeit the value of the said 
Commodity, and the party endamaged shall upon his Complaint 

be recompensed quadruple to his damage, as in like case is provided 

in the Statute made in the Twenty seventh year of King Edward 27 Edw. 3. 
the third, for the establishing of one weight, measure and yard 
throughout the Realm. 

' And be it also Ordained and Enacted by the authority aforesaid, Packers of 
That the Farmer, and all others packing up Butter in Firkins for canara 
sale, do from henceforth set upon the Firkin, when the same is Firkin, &e 
seasoned, a visible mark of the just weight of the Tore of the said 

Firkin ; and not put up less then Fifty six pound of neat Butter in 

every Firkin, nor less then Fourteen pound of neat Butter in each 

Pot, as anciently hath been accustomed ; nor to false pack up 

their Butter (viz.) old Butter with new, or Whey or corrupt Butter 

with Cream Butter: And likewise every Farmer and Packer of 

Butter into Firkins, upon the sale thereof, do henceforth set the 

two first Letters of his name, or his own particular mark upon 

such Firkins, to the intent that if any fraud be, the same may the 

better be discovered and punished. 

And be it further Enacted and Ordained by the Authority afore- Forfeiture for 
said, That every Farmer and Packer up of Butter, not putting not observing 
up in each Firkin or Pot respectively. such quantities as aforesaid, “8 “°% 
or offending in false packing as aforesaid, shall forfeit the said 
Commodity, or the value thereof ; and every offender in not putting 
their names, or not making such marks as aforesaid, shallfor every 
such offence respectively, forfeit the sum of Three shillings and 
four pence. 
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- And beit further Enacted and Ordained by the Authority afore- 
said, That allsuch person and persons whatsoever within England 
and Wales, that shall pack up Butter for sale in any unsized Cask 
of greater or lesser quantity, do also set the Just weight of the said 
Cask, after seasoning, visibly upon it, attested with his own par- 
ticular mark, or the two first Letters of his name, upon the penalty 
of Three shillings and four pence as afore aid; and that no person 
or persons whatsoever, do false pack up their Butter in the said 
unsized Cask, upon the forfeiture thereof as aforesaid ; All which 
said several offences are to be enquired of, sued for, heard and 
determined in the Sessions of the Peace for the County, City, 
Borough, Town or Liberty, or in the Court of Record of the City, 
Borough, Town or Liberty wherein such offence shall be committed, 
by Action of Debt, Indictment, Information or Presentment, 
wherein no Exssoyn, Protection or Wager of Law shall be allowed 
to the Defendant ; and the one half of all the forfeitures shall be 
to the use of the pvor people inhabiting within the City, Borough, 
Hundred, Town or Liberty where such offence shall be committed 
from time to time; and the other half thereof to him or them 
that will sue for the same, besides double costs thereby expended. 

And to the end that the one half of the said forfeiture limited to 
the use of the said poor people, may be truly imployed and bestowed 
upon them, according to the true meaning of this present Act, Be 
it further Enacted and Ordained, That the Sheriff, Bayliff, or 
other Officer or person that shall levy or receive any sum or sums 
of money forfeited and recovered according to this present Act,

For the better preventing and suppressing of the detestable 
Sins of Prophane Swearing and Cursing, Be it Enacted by this 
present Parliament, and the Authority thereof, That if any person 
or persons shall hereafter offend by Prophane Swearing or Cursing, 
in the presence or hearing of any Justice of the Peace of the County, 
or chief Officer or Justice of Peace of the City or Town Corporate 
where the same shall be committed. or shall be thereof con- 
victed by Confession of the party, or by the Oath of one 
Witness or more, before any such Justice of Peace of the 
County, or chief Officer or Justice of Peace of such City

forfeiture, or Security given for the same, in case no sufficient 
distress shall be found, the Offender, if he or she be above the 
Age of Twelve years, shall by Warrant from such Justice of the 
Peace or Head-Officer, be set in the Stocks, there to remain for 
the space of three whole hours for such first offence ; and for the 
second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, and ninth 
Offence, and every of them, for the space of six hours; but if tha 
Offender be under the age of Twelve years, and shall not forthwith 
pay the forfeiture aforesaid, that then he or she shall by Warrant 
of such Justice of the Peace or Head-Officer, be whipped by the 
Constable, or by ‘the Parent or Master of such Cnene® in the 
presence of the Constable. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority stoned That it Constable 
shall and may be lawful, to and for any Constable, Headborough, ea Ses

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That 
this present Act shall be in force from and after the First day of 
August, One thousand six hundred and fifty: And that one Act 
of Parhament, made in the One and twentieth year of the Reign 
of the late King James (Entituled, An Act against prophane Swear- 
ang and Cursing) be and 1s, from and after the said First day of 
August, hereby Repealed.

[11 July, 1650.] 


Whereas by the Laws and Statutes now in force, Sheriffs of each 
County within this Commonwealth, are each of them to make 
yearly a Deputy in the Chancery, the Upper Bench, Common 
Pleas, and Exchequer of Record, to receive all maner of Writs and 
Warrants to be delivered to them; viz: All such Writs and War- 
rants as shall be directed to the Sheriffs for whom such Deputy is 
appointed, and such Sheriffs as shall do to the contrary, to incur 
the penalties in these Statutes mentioned, as by those Acts (relation 
thereto being had) may appear. And whereas the Acts and Orders 
of Parliament which are of general concernment, ought upon the 
printing and publishing thereof to be taken notice of, observed 
and obeyed by all the Members of this Commonwealth therein 
interested, according to the several exigencies of the same Acts and 
Orders, which may with the more facility and certainty be trans- 
mitted to their knowledge, and put in execution, if like course be

An Act for Setling of the Militia of the Commonwealth of England. 
| [11 July, 1650.] 


The Parliament of England finding it necessary, That the 
Commonwealth be put into a posture of Defence, for the Preser- 
vation of the Peace and Liberties of the People, after so much Blood 
and Treasure spent in the obtaining thereof, against the Endea- 
vours, Conspiracies and Practises of divers Parties and Interests, 
differing in themselves, yet united under several specious pretences, 
all tending to the utter over-throw of the Safety of the Nation: 
And although acknowledging (which they desire with all thank- 
fulness may ever be remembered) That Designs of this nature, 
Almighty God, by a high and merciful hand of Providence, hath 
usually blasted and brought to nought; yet judging it requisite, ~ 
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That the Commonwealth be not wanting to itself in the use of 
means tending to its own preservation and just Defence, and con- 
eelving it their duty to make fitting provision accordingly with a 
dependence upon the same Divme Goodness for a Blessing upon 
their Endeavours, Hold fit to Ordain and Enact, and be it Enacted 
Militia Com. 2nd Ordained by this present Parliament, and by the authority

The Parliament of England taking into their care the maintenance 
and advance of the Traffick Trade, and several Manufactures of this 
Nation ; and being desirous to improve and multiply thesame forthe __ 
best advantage and benefit thereof, to the end that y° poore people 
of this Land may be set on work, and their Families preserved from 
Beggary and Ruine, and that the Commonwealth might be enriched 
thereby, and no occasion left either for Idleness or Poverty : And duly 
weighing, That the Trade of this Nation both at home and abroad, 
being rightly driven and regularly managed, doth exceedingly 
conduce to the Strength, Wealth, Honour and Prosperity thereof ; 
and on the contrary, That the negligent, irregular and defective 
management of Trade must necessarily prove disadvantageous to 
the several Trades in particular, and to the Commonwealth in

Hamilton, and other their manifold Practices and Designs really 

evidenced to be still continued against this State, broken and 

annulled the solemn League and Treaties made betwixt them and 
this Nation ; and thereby, and by a wilful rejection of all peaceable 

Overtures for a fitting Accommodation of Differences, after their 

many insufferable Wrongs and Provocations, have rendred it 

Just and Necessary for this Commonwealth to send an Army into 

that Kingdom, which is done accordingly, for the Reasons and to

An Act against several Atheistical, Blasphemous and Execrable 
Opinions, derogatory to the honor of God, and destructive 
to humane Society. 

[9. August, 1650.] 
The Parliament holding it to be their duty, by all good ways and 
means to propagate the Gospel in this Commonwealth, to advance 

Religion in all Sincerity, Godliness, and Honesty, Have made 

several Ordinances and Laws for the good and furtherance of 

Reformation, in Doctrine and Maners, and in order to the suppress- 

ing of Prophaneness, Wickedness, Superstition and Formality, 

that God may be truly glorified, and all might in well-doing be 

’ encouraged. But notwithstanding this their care, finding to their 
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great grief and astonishment, that there are divers men and women 
who have lately discovered themselves to be most monstrous in 
their Opinions, and loose in all wicked and abominable Practices 
hereafter mentioned, not onely to the notorious corrupting and 
disordering, but even to the dissolution of all Humane Society, 
who rejecting the use of any Gospel Ordinances, do deny the neces- 
sity of Civil and Moral Righteousness among men; The Parlia- 
ment therefore, according to their published Declaration of the 
Twenty seventh of September, One thousand six hundred forty 
nine, T’o be most ready to testifie their displeasure and abhorrency 
of such Offenders, by a strict and effectual proceeding ugainst 
them, who should abuse and turn into Licentiousness, the liberty 
given in matters of Conscience, Do therefore Enact and Ordain, 
and be it Enacted and Ordained by the Authority of this present 
Parliament, That all and every person and persons (not distempered 
with sickness, or distracted in brain) who shall presume avowedly 
in words to profess, or shall by writing proceed to affirm and main- 
tain him or her self, or any other meer Creature, to be very God, 
or to be Infinite or Almighty, or nm Honor, Excellency, Majesty 
and Power to be equal, and the same with the true God, or that the 
true God, or the Eternal Majesty dwells in the Creature and no 
where else ; or whosoever shall deny the Holiness and Righteousness 
of God, or shall presume as aforesaid to profess, That Unrighteous- 
ness in persons, or the acts of Uncleanness, Prophane Swearing, 
Drunkenness, and the like Filthiness and Brutishness, are not 
unholy and forbidden in the Word of God, or that these acts in 
any person, or the persons [so] committing them, are approved of 
by God, or that such acts, or such persons in those things are like 
unto God: Or whosoever shall presume as aforesaid to profess, 
That these acts of Denying and Blaspheming God, or the Holiness 
or Righteousness of God ; or the acts of cursing God, or of Swear- 
ing prophanely or falsly by the Name of God, or the acts of Lying, 
Stealing, Cousening and Defrauding others ; or the acts of Murther, 
Adultery, Incest, Fornication, Uncleanness, Sodomy, Drunken- 
ness, filthy and lascivious Speaking, are not things in themselves 
shameful, wicked, sinful, impious, abominable and detestable in 
any person, or to be practised or done by any person or persons : 
Or shall as aforesaid profess, That the acts of Adultery, Drunken- 
ness, Swearing and the like open wickedness, are in their own nature 
as Holy and Righteous as the Duties of Prayer, Preaching or giving 
of Thanks to God: Or whosoever shall avowedly as aforesaid 
profess, That whatsoever is acted by them (whether Whoredom, 
Adultery, Drunkenness or the like open Wickedness) may be 
committed without sin; or that such acts are acted by the true 
God, or by the Majesty of God, or the Eternity that is in them ; 
That Heaven and all happiness consists in the acting of those things 
which are Sin and Wickedness; or that such men or women are 
most perfect, or like to God or Eternity, which do commit the 
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greatest Sins with least remorse or sense ; or that there is no such 
thing really and truly as Unrighteousness, Unholiness or Sin, but 
as @ man or woman judgeth thereof; or that there is neither 
Heaven nor Hell, neither Salvation nor Damnation, or that these 
are one and the same thing, and that there is not any distinction or 
difference truly between them: All and every person or persons 
so avowedly professing, maintaining or publishing as aforesaid, the 
aforesaid Atheistical, Blasphemous or Execrable Opinions, or any 
of them, upon complaint and proof made of the same in any the 
cases aforesaid, before any one or more Justice or Justices of 
Peace, Major or other Head-Officer of any City or Town Corporate 
by the Oath of two or more Witnesses (which Oath the said Justice or 
Justices and Head-Officer have hereby power to administer in all 
the cases aforesaid) or Confession of the said persons, the party so 
convicted or confessing, shall by the said Justice or Justices, or 
other Head-Officer committed to Prison or to the House of Correc- 
tion, for the space of six moneths, without Bail or Mainprize, and 
until he or she shall have put in sufficient Sureties to be of good 
behavior for the space of one whole year. 

And if any person or persons so convicted as aforesaid, shall at 
any time afterwards avowedly profess, maintain or publish as 
aforesaid, any of the aforesaid Atheistical, Blasphemous or Execrable 
Opinions, upon complaint and proof made of the same before any 
one or more Justice or Justices of the Peace, Major or other Head- 
Officer of any City or Town Corporate, by the Oath of two or more 
Witnesses (which Oath the said Justice or Justices, or Head-Officer 
have hereby power to administer) or confession of the said person, 
the party so confessing, or against whom proof shall be made as 
aforesaid, shall be by such Justice or Head-Officer sent to the 
Common Gaol of such County, there to remain without Bail or 
Mainprize, until the next Assizes or Gaol-Delivery to be held for 
the said County : And if any such person shall be there convicted, 
by confession or otherwise, for such aforesaid avowedly professing, 
maintaining or publishing as aforesaid, any of the Atheistical, 
Blasphemous or Execrable Opinions aforesaid, That then the Judge 
or Judges before whom such Conviction shall be had as aforesaid,

Matters, Crimes and Offences contrary to Articles in the said Act 
mentioned : And whereas by a subsequent Act, other persons are 
therein nominated and appointed to be Commissioners, to do and 
execute all and every the Powers and Authorities given by the 
said Act to the Commissioners therein named ; Be it declared and Further 
Enacted by the present Parliament, and by the Authority of the powers 
same, That the said Commissioners in the said recited Acts named, oh en 
or any Twelve or more of them, have full Power and Authority, of Justice. 
and are hereby authorized to hear and determine all Misprisions 
or Concealments of Treasons, mentioned or contained in any of 
the said Articles or Acts of Parliament; And shall and may, and 
are hereby authorized and required to pronounce Judgement, 
and Award Execution against such Offenders, as by the Laws or 
Statutes of this Commonwealth have been or may be inflicted for 
any Misprision or Concealment of Treason.

An Act for appointing Commissioners for the Excise. 
[20 September, 1650.] 


- Whereas by sundry Acts, Ordinances and Orders of Parliament 
several Rates and Charges by way of New-Impost or Excize, for 
discharging of publique Debts, and defraying of the charge of the 
Commonwealth, have been and are imposed upon divers Com- 
modities, Merchandizes and Manufactures, imported, made or 
growing, or put to sale or consumed within England and Wales, 
and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, as in the said Acts, Ordinances, 
and Orders of Parliament 1s expressed, and doth more largely appear : 
The Parliament have thought fit to Enact and Ordain, and be it 
Enacted and Ordained by this present Parliament, and by the 
authority thereof, That from and after the Nine and twentieth 
day of Septemlber, One thousand six hundred and fifty, George 
Snelling, Thomas Bulstrode, Esy; Thomas Foot Lord Major 
of the City of London, Wiliam Parker Doctor of Physick, Maurice 
Thompson and Richard Downs, Esqs; and no others, are and 
shall be, and are hereby declared, constituted and appointed Com- 
missioners and Governors of the Excize or New-Impost, and are 
hereby authorized and required, by themselves or their Sub-Com- 
missioners, Deputies, and other Officers to be by them authorized 
and appointed under their Hands and Seals, to collect and receive 
all such sum and sums of money which shall at any time hereafter

An Act for prohibiting Trade with the Barbadoes, Virginia, Ber- 


muda and Antego. 
[3 October, 1650.] 


Whereas in Virginia, and in the Islands of Barbada’s, Antego, 
St. Christophers, Mevias, Mounsirat, Bermuda’s, and divers other 
Islands and places in America, there hath been and are Colonies 
and Plantations, which were planted at the Cost, and setled by the 
People, and by Authority of this Nation, which are and ought 
to be subordinate to, and dependent upon England ; and hath ever 
since the Planting thereof been, and ought to be subject to such 
Laws, Orders and Regulations as are or shall be made by the Parlia- 
ment of England; And whereas divers acts of Rebellion have been 
committed by many persons inhabiting in Barbada’s, Antego, Rebellions in 
Bermuda’s and Virginia, whereby they have most Trayterously, the American 
by Force and Subtilty, usurped a Power of Government, and ; 
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seized the Estates of many well-affected persons into their hands, 
and banished others, and have set up themselves in opposition to, 
and distinct from this State and Commonwealth, many of the 
chief Actors in, and Promoters of these Rebellions, having been 
transported and carried over to the said Plantations in Forein 
Ships, without leave, license or consent of the Parliament of Eng- 
land; the Parliament of England taking the premises into considera- 
tion, and finding themselves obliged to use all speedy, lawful and 
just means for the Suppression of the said Rebellidn in the said 
Plantations, and reducing the same to fidelity and due obedience, 
so as all peaceable and well-affected people, who have been Robbed, 
Spoiled, Imprisoned or Banished through the said Treasonable 
practices, may be restored to the freedom of their persons, and 
possession of ther own Lands and Goods, and due punishment 
inflicted upon the said Delinquents, do Declare all and every the 
said persons in Barbada’s, Antego, Bermuda’s and Virginia, that 
have contrived, abetted, aided or assisted those horrid Rebellions, 
or have since willingly joyned with them, to be notorious Robbers 
and Traitors, and such as by the Law of Nations are not to be per- 
mitted any maner of Commerce or Traffique with any people 
whatsoever ; and do forbid to all maner of persons, Foreiners, 
and others, all maner of Commerce, Traffique and Correspondency 
whatsoever, to be used or held with the said Rebels in the Barbada’s, 
Bermuda’s, Virginia and Antego, or either of them. 

And be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and by the autho- 
rity of the same, That after due publication of this Act made, to 
the end that none may justly pretend ignorance, it shall and may 
be lawful to any the Fleet or Ships sent forth or imployed by the 


All Ships that Parliament, or any private Men of War or Ships to be allowed or 
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approved in that behalf by the immediate Power of Parliament, 
or the Council of State established by Parliament, to seize, surprize 
and take all and all maner of Ships, Vessels and Goods, of what 
nature or kinde soever, belonging to all persons whatsoever 
whether Foreiners or others, or of what Nation soever, that 
shall be found or met withal, Trading or going to Trade, 
or coming from Trading with the said Rebels, or in or at 
the said Island of Barbada’s, Bermudas, Virginia or Antego 
aforesaid, or any part or parts thereof, or that shall hold any 
Correspondency with the said Rebels, or yield them any assist- 
ance or relief for the supporting their said Rebellion: And the 
same Ships and Goods so surprized, to send in to be proceeded 
against in the Court of Admiralty by vertue of this Act; and the 
Judges of that Court finding the same to be within the tenor and 
true meaning of this Act, to adjudge the same to be well taken, 
and to be good and lawful Prize. 

And for the better Information of the said Court, and to the end 
the proceedings therein may be acted and done according to the 
Rules of Law and Justice, and that nothing irregular may therein, 
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or by the Takers, be acted or committed, Be it further Enacted, That Goods and 
none of the Goods nor Tackle, Apparel or Furniture of the said nea einal 
Ships so to be surprized by vertue of this Act, shall be imbezeled pe erabeicled! 
or purloyned, but shall be preserved safe and entire till Judgement till judge-

Judgement, and give definitive Sentence by vertue of this Act, 
according as the nature of the Fact shall be proved before them, 
and according to the Rules and Grounds of Justice: And if Judge- 
ment shall be given for the same to be lawful Price, then it shall 
be disposed in such sort and maner as 1s in this present Act after- 
wards limited and appointed.

Provided always, That if any Prize or Prizes so taken, or any 
part thereof, shall appear, and be proved in the said Court of Admi- 
ralty to be any Ship or Goods belonging to any of the well-affected 
and good people of this Commonwealth, remaining and continuing 
under the Obedience and Protection of the Parliament, and 
before taken or surprized from them by any Enemy or Rebel, 
or disaffected person, and afterwards again surprised and retaken 
by any of the Fleet or Ships imployed in the Service of the Parlia- 
ment, or any private Man of War, allowed as aforesaid, That then 
such Ships and Goods, and every such part and parts belonging 
to the said good people aforesaid, shall be Adjudged to be restored, 
and shall be by Decree of the said Court of Admiralty accordingly 
restored to such former Owner or Owners, paying for and in leu 
of Salvage, onely one Eighth part of the true value thereof ; unless

An Act for Sale of the Manors of Rectories and Gleab-Lands, late 
belonging to Archbishops, Bishops, Deans, Deans and Chapters.

One thousand six hundred forty six, Entituled, An Ordinance of 
this present Parliament, for Abolishing of Archbishops and Bishops 
within the Kingdom of England and Dominion of Wales, and for 
setling their Lands and Possessions upon Trustees for the Use of 
the Commonwealth ; And by one Act of this present Parliament, ieee April, 
Entituled, An Act of the Commons of England in Parliament 
assembled, for the Abolishing Deans, Deans and Chapters, Canons,

Whereas the Parliament hath resolved, That there shall be Setled 
and sufficient Convoys to secure the Trade of this Nation; and 
finding that the Customs, as they are now paid, will not be suffi- 
cient to defray the Charge thereof, together with the other Charges 
of the Navy; Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and the 
Authority thereof, That the Commissioners for the Customs and 
their Deputies, shall not give any Allowance by way of Defalkation 
of Fifteen per Cent. out of the Receipts for the Customs within the 
Port of London, from and after the Third day of November, One 
thousand six hundred and fifty, nor in any of the Out-Ports, from 
and after the Tenth day of the same Moneth of November, Any 
former Ordinance or Act of Parliament to the contrary in any wise 
notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted and Declared by the Authority afore- 
said, That all and every Sum and Sums of Money arising, and 
which shall be Received by the said Commissioners of the Customs 
and their Deputies, by reason of the taking of the Defalkation 
of Fifteen per Cent. aforesaid, shall be appropriated onely to the 
defraying the Charges of the said Convoys, and for or to no other 
Use or Uses whatsoever. 

And be it likewise Enacted, That no Commander, Captain, 
Master, nor other Officer or person whatsoever, of or belonging to 
any Ship or Ships appointed for the said Convoys, shall either 
directly or indirectly ask, demand, receive or take any Sum or 
Sums of Money, or other Reward or Gratuity from any Merchant, 
or other person or persons of this Nation, for or in respect of Guard- 
ing or Convoyi ing any Merchant-Ship, or other Ships whatsoever ; 
upon pain, That all and every person and persons so offending, shall 
for every such Offence lose and forfeit treble the value of every 
such sum of Money, Reward, or Gratuity, the one moyety thereof 
to the Use of the Commonwealth, and the other moyety to the 
person or persons who shall Inform against such Offender or 
Offenders in the Court of Admiralty, who have hereby Power and 
Authority to Hear and Determine the same. 
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An Act prohibiting Trade to Scotland. 
. [6 November, 1650.] 


Forasmuch as the Parliament and Kingdom of Scotland, having 

by their late perfidious Invasion, in the year One thousand six 
hundred forty eight, and other their Injurious Practises and Injurious 
Designs against the State and Commonwealth, annulled the Practises of 
League and Treaties made betwixt them and this Nation, and the Scots: 
thereby have rendred it just and necessary for this Commonwealth 
to send an Army into that Kingdom, which is now done accordingly ; 
and for that by the Law of Nations, no assistance ought to be 
afforded to any Enemy to support them in so unjust a Cause as 
that of the Scotch Nation now is; and to the end all Foreiners 
concerned may take due notice hereof, the Parliament doth Declare 
and Enact, and be it Declared and Enacted by this present Parlia- 
ment, and by the Authority of the same, That if any persons, 
Foreiners of any Forein Nation whatsoever, shall adhere unto the Foreinors not 
said Scotish Nation, shall send any Ships, with Commanders, Forces, to assist the 
Soldiers, Arms, Ammunition, Victuals, or any maner of Prohibited ma penal ng 
or Contrabanda Goods to or for the Scots, or to be Transported or 
Unladen in Scotland, in assistance of that Nation against this 
Commonwealth, during this War, that they and every of them shall 
be taken and held as enemies to this Commonwealth, and their 
Goods made Confiscable: And that it shall be lawful to and for 
any of the Fleet or Ships set forth, or to be set forth by or under 
the Parliament, or any private Men of War, or Ships to be approved 
of by the immediate Power of Parliament, or by the Council of 
State established by Parliament, to seize, surprize and take all & all Ships trans- 
maner of Ships & Vessels whatsoever, together with all the Goods Porting Con- 
therein belonging to any person whatsoever, either Foreiner or goods to be 
other ; or of what Forein Nation soever, which they shall finde or 8¢!zed. 
meet withal transporting or carrying any Commanders, Forces, 
Soldiers, Arms, Ammunition, Gunpowder, Shot, Money, Victuals, 
or any maner of Prohibited or Contrabanda Goods whatsoever, to 
or for the Scotish Army or Nation, or Consigned for Scotland, or 
to be unladen there, in support or assistance of the Scotch against 
this Commonwealth, whilest in Enmity with this Nation ; and the 
same Ships and Goods to send in to be proceeded against in the 
Court of Admiralty, and there to procure to be adjudged confiscate 
end lawful Prize, according to the Rules of Law and Justice. 

And to the end there may be a fair, just and legal proceeding Prize-Goods 
thereupon in the said Court of Admiralty, Be it Enacted, That 20t to beim- 
no Captain, nor any other Officers or Mariners that so shall take ee 
such prize or prizes, shall embezel, nor suffer to be embezeled, 
purloyned or taken away, any of the Tackle, Apparel, Furniture 
or Goods of or in any such Ships or Vessels so taken as prize, but 
shall cause the same to be preserved safe, whole and entire, until 
Judgement shall first be given thereupon in the said Court of 
Admiralty, or other Order or Decree made or given by that Court 
thereupon.

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And for the better Information of that Court, and true stating 
of the Fact, Be it hkewise Enacted, That all and singular Com- 
missions, Letters of Mart, Patent, Consignment, Bills of Lading, 
Charters, Cocquets, Letters, and all other Instruments and Writings 
whatsoever that shall be found aboard any of the said Ships or 
Vessels, or taken with or in the hands, or upon any of the persons 
in the same, shall be duly preserved and sent up, or transmitted 
and delivered into the said Court of Admiralty; and that also 
two or three of the Officers or principal persons of, or found in 
every such Ship or Vessel, shall either be brought up to be examined

An Act for easing the charge of Lords of Manors or Liberties, and 
their Bayliffs in passing their Accompts in the Court of the 
Publique Exchequer. 
[7 November, 1650.] 
Whereas several Charters of Manors or Liberties have been hereto- 
fore granted to Archbishops, Bishops, Deans, Deans and Chapters 
and to divers other persons, whose several Rights, Titles and 
Interests therein, either by Ordinances or Acts of Parliament have 
been setled and vested in Trustees, and by them conveyed away, 
or otherwise have by Descent or mean Conveyances, come to 
several other persons ; by which Charters there are granted to the 
Lords and Owners of the said Manors or Liberties, all Fines, Post- 
fines, Issues, and Amerciaments, and divers other casual Profits 
and Emoluments, happening, accrewing and arising within the 
said Manors or Liberties, to their own proper Uses, which ought 
to be duly certified and estreated into the Court of the Publique 
Exchequer, and there set over to the Lords and Owners of the 
said Manors or Liberties, for the Easing of the said Lords and 
Owners, and such others as shall hereafter become Owners or 
Purchasers of the said Manors and Liberties, and their Bayliffs 
in the Charge of passing their Accompts for the same in the said 
Court for the future, Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, 
and the Authority thereof, That from and after the Three and Fees for Lords 
twentieth day of October, 1650. no Officer or Clerk of the said of Manors in 
Court of Exchequer shall demand, receive or take of any Lord or yee ara 
Owner of any Manor or Liberty, or of his or their Bayliff, any the Ex- 
other or greater Fee or Fees, for or by reason of his or their yearly °hea"¢- 
Accompt, then as are hereafter in this present Act limited and 
appointed ; that is to say, For the Warrant of Attorney for taking 
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the Bayliffs Oath, Eight pence ; For administring the Oath, Four 
pence; To the Forein Opposer for his Fee for every Liberty, 
six shillings eight pence ; To him for every Schedule ad Colligendum 
two shillings ; To his chief Clerk for every Liberty, twenty pence ; 
To the Clerk of the Estreats for every Liberty, three shillings and 
four pence; and for the Seal for the Green Wax, four pence; To 
the Clerk of the Pipe for examining the Accompt, and signing the 
Quietus est, twelve pence, and to his Clerk for Ingrossing the 
Qutetus est, one shilling six pence ; To the sworn Clerk that putteth 
in the Proffer, twelve pence for every Proffer: And if any Officer 
Penalty for Or Clerk shall demand, receive or take any other or greater Fee or 
taking Fees then as aforesaid, for and in respect of any such Bayliffs 
Aree pen Accompt, he or they so demanding, taking or receiving, or neglect- 
prescribed. ing, upon tender of the said Fees to the said Officer or Clerk, to 
perform their respective Duties, to the speedy passing of the said 
Accompts, and setting over unto the respective Owners of the said 
Manors and Liberties, what belongs unto them as aforesaid, shall 
for every such Offence lose and forfeit the sum of Ten pounds to 
the Lord or Owner of the said Manor or Liberty, to be recovered 
by Action of Debt at the Common Law. 
Clerk of And be it further Enacted and Ordained, That no Clerk of Assize 
Assize not to or Clerk of the Peace do or shall, from and after the Eight and 
Fine, Shor twentieth day of November, 1650, take off any Fine or Amercia- 
Order of ment, unless it be by Rule or Order in Court, or by Warrant first 
our’: had and obtained from and under the Hand or Hands of such 
Judge or Judges as set the same, but shall for every such Offence 
forfeit and pay the sum of Ten pounds, the one moyety thereof to 
the benefit of the Commonwealth, and the other moyety to such 
person or persons as shall or will sue for the same by Action of Debt ; 
in which no Wager of Law shall be allowed. 
All Fines, And be it also Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That all and 
Hoagie ara every Clerk of Assize, Clerk of the Peace, and Clerks to any Com- 
treated and mission of Sewers, do truly and duly estreat and certifie (into the 
certified. said Court of Exchequer) all Fines, Issues, Amerciaments and 
Forfeitures whatsoever, that are or hereafter shall be set or umposed 
upon any person or persons by any Judge or Judges of Assize in 
their several Circuits, or by any Justices of the Peace at the several 
Quarter-Sessions, or by any Commissioners of Sewers, or that shall 
happen before them or any of them, and shall not be moderated 
or discharged during the same Sessions in open Court, or that shall 
not be moderated or discharged by the Judge or Judges that set 
the same the next Term after such Fine, Issue or Amerciament 
set or imposed ; and that all and every the Officers and Clerks of 
the Courts of Westminster-Hall, to whom it shall appertain, do 
likewise from time to time truly and duly estreat into the said 
Court of Exchequer, all Fines, Post-fines, Issues, Amerciaments 
and Forfeitures that are or shall be forfeited by, levyed or set upon 
any person or persons before or by any Judge or Judges of the said 
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Courts respectively, and shall not be moderated or discharged as 
aforesaid ; And every person and persons making default herein, 
shall for every such Default lose and forfeit treble the value of 
such Fine, Post-fine, Issue, Amerciament or Forfeiture concealed, 
or not certified by him or them as aforesaid, the one moyety thereof 
to the benefit of the Commonwealth, and the other moyety to any 
person or persons that shall or will sue for the same. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That no Lords not 
Lord or Owner of any Manor or Liberty, shall after the Inrolment sees a aa 
of his Charter of Liberties, or of his Deed or Grant whereby he Ghorters, &c. 
claimeth the same, in the said Court of Exchequer, be compelled to 
plead the said Charter of Liberties, or Deed, or Grant, either in 
the said Court of Exchequer, or in the Upper-Bench, but that 
upon producing of such Charter of Liberties, Deed or Grant so In- 
rolled, or the Exemplitication thereof, the Court shall proceed 
therein, as if the same had been pleaded. 

Provided, That this Act, nor any thing therein contained, shall Fretended 
not extend, or be construed to extend to the establishing or con- eee 
firming of any pretended Liberties, Priviledges or Franchises which firmed, 
have not been exercised and enjoyed by any Lord of such Liberty 
or Franchise within Ten years before the beginning of this present 
Parliament. 


An Act for making Ships and Merchandizes taken or to be taken 
from the King of Portugal or any of His subjects, To be Prize. 
[8 November, 1650.] 


Whereas the Parliament of England did lately send forth a 
Fleet to Lisbone, in pursuit of Prince Rupert and his Adherents, 
for the Reducing of the Revolted Ships (part of the Navy of this 
Commonwealth) which the Adherents of the said Rupert, Treacher- 
ously ran away with in the year One thousand six hundred forty 
eight, and after many Robberies and Piracies by them committed at 
Sea, put into the Harbor of Lisbone, belonging to the King of 
Portugal, for safeguard and protection. 

And whereas upon the arrival of the Parliaments Fleet before 
Lisbone, Application was made by the General thereof to the King 
of Portugal, and liberty desired, That they might assail Prince 
Rupert, and the said Revolted Ships, in the said Port : who denyed 
to condescend thereunto, and professed to maintain that Port and 
Territory as Neutral, and a place of Safety to both parties: Not- 
withstanding which, several Barbarous Murthers have been com- 
mitted by the said Rupert and his Associates, upon divers of the 
Parliaments Fleet whom they met on the Shore in the said Harbor, 
and Imprisonment enjoyned to others there, for their good affection 
to this State ; besides divers Spoils and Horrible Offences perpe- 
trated by the said Revolted Fleet: For all which no Justice hath 
been executed upon any the Offenders, though often Represented 
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and Demanded of the said King and his Ministers, in the Name of 
this Commonwealth, according to the Law of Nations, to the great 
Loss and Damage of this Commonwealth: The Parliament there- 
upon finding, That (by the Law of Nations) there did justly he 
Reprisals against the King of Portugal and his Subjects, and their 
Ships and Goods, for Recovery of the Damages sustained by this 
State, did impower the Councel of State to Grant Letters of Re- 
prisals against the Portugals, and their Ships and Goods, on behalf 
of this Commonwealth; By vertue whereof divers Ships have 
since heen taken, having Goods therein belonging to Portugals ; 
Be it therefore Enacted and Ordained by this present Parhament, 
Allships and by the Authority of the same, That all Ships, Vessels, Tackle, 
and goods =Ordnance, Ammunition, Wares, Merchandizes or Goods whatsoever, 
rae belonging to the King of Portugal or any of his Subjects, which 
to be prize. ave or shall be seized, surprised or taken by all or any part of the 
Fleet or Ships in the Service or Pay of this Commonwealth or by 
vertue of Reprisals granted against the said Portugals, shall be 
proceeded against according to the course of Justice, in the Admi- 
ralty Court, and brought to Tryal and Judgement there: And the 
Judges of that Court shall be, and are hereby enabled to take full 
Cognizance thereof, and of all the Dependencies thereupon, and of 
all the Cocquets, Books, Bills of Lading, Commissions, Letters and 
Writings found aboard such Ships and Vessels; and upon due 
I3xamination and Proof to be made or exhibited before them (accord- 
ing to the course used touching Prizes) That the said Ships and 
Goods are of the Portugals, or do belong to, or Consigned for the 
Accompt of the said King of Portugal or his Subjects, or any of them, 
and upon observation of what is Required by the Law of Nations 
therein, to proceed to Sentence and Adjudication, and Condemn 
the same to be good and lawful Prize, and shall be disposed of as in 
and by this Act is hereafter limited and appointed. 
And whereas many Merchants and other persons have had their 
Goo.ls and Etfects seized upon, and divers have been Imprisoned 
by the King of Portugal and his Ministers, for their Duty and 
Faithfulness to this Commonwealth, The Parliament taking the 
samme likewise into Consideration, do think fit, That some Reparation 
Disposal of be made unto them for such their Losses and Sufferings, and do 
proceeds of further Enact and Ordain, That the neat Proceed of all the Portugal 
Cer Ships and Goods, that are or shall be seized and adjudged in Pursu- 
ance of the said, Reprisals, and of this Act (after all incident Charges 
of Condemnation, Taking up, and Sale of the said Prizes, together 
with the Tenths, and Salary of the Collectors for Prize Goods, 
which: from henceforth is to be only Threepence in the pound, are 
deducted) shall be divided into Six equal parts, Three six parts - 
thereof to the Use of the Commonwealth, towards satisfaction of 
their great Charges and Damages sustained as aforesaid, to be 
employed for the Use of the Navy; One other sixth to the Use of 
the Marriners, who have been or shall be imployed in the taking 
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of any of the said Reprisal Ships or Goods (where no Imbezzle- 
ment hath or shall be made) and the two remaining Sixth parts 
to be distributed to, and amongst such faithful and well-affected 
people of this Commonwealth, whose Goods and Effects have been 
so unduly seized, or their persons Imprisoned for their Duty and 
Faithfulnesse to this Commonwealth ; which distribution shall be 
made and proportioned (as to the parts thereof) in such sort as the 
Council of State shall think meet. : 

Provided always, That no proportion at all shall be allotted, p,oyiao, 
nor distribution made to any other person, but to such only as 
shall sufficiently appear to the Council of State to have faithfully 
adhered to the Parliament, and to have been, and so still to continue 
well-affected to this Commonwealth ; and who shall likewise make 
it appear by Proof, That they had really and bona fide Goods and 
Effects which have been seized upon by that King or His Ministers, 
or their Persons Imprisoned since the coming of the Parliament 
Fleet, and riding before Lishone in pursuit of the said Revolters. 


An Act for regulating the making of Stuffs in Norfolk and Norwich. 
[14 November, 1650.] 


Whereas divers Abuses and Deceits have of late years been had gpuses in 
und used in the making of Worsteds and other Stuffs, commonly making Nor- 
called Norwich Stuffs, and in the Reeling of the Yarns whereof the ee 
said Stuffs are either wholly or in part made; All which tends to 
the debasing of the said Manufacture, unto the prejudice of the 
Publique: For prevention of all which Abuses and Deceits, It is 
Ienacted by this present Parliament, That from henceforth there 
he and shall be a Corporation within the said City and County of 4 Corpora. 
Norwich and County of Norfolk, consisting of Two Presidents, tion estab- 
Twelve Wardens, and Forty Assistants: All which are to be iia the 
Master Weavers within the places aforesaid ; and one of the said County of 
Presidents, and six of the said Wardens, and twenty of the said Norfolk. 
Assistants, shall be yearly chosen upon the last Wednesday in the 
Moneth of November, at some publique place, by the Master 
Weavers, or the greater part of them present, of the said City and 
County of Norwich; and the other of the said Presidents, six 
Wardens, and twenty Assistants, shall be chosen on the same day 
in some publique place by the Master Weavers, or the greater part 
of them present, of the County of Norfolk: And the said twelve Twelve War 
Wardens shall within Fourteen days after they shall be so chosen pay ene 
or elected, take the Oath ensuing, to be administered to them by ™ ae 
the Mayor of Norwich for the time being, or his Deputy, or any one 
Justice of the Peace of the County of Norfolk for the time being, 
if he be present, otherwise by the said Mayor or his Deputy onely, 
which they have hereby power to administer accordingly ; (viz.) 
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I A.B. do swear, That I will well, faithfully & honestly perform 
& discharge the Office of a Warden of the Corporation of Worsted 
Weavers, according to the best of my skill, power & knowledge. 


And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
said Presidents, Wardens and Assistants for the time being, shall 
for ever hereafter in Name and Fact be one Body Politique and 
Corporate in Law, to all intents and purposes, and shall have a 
perpetual Succession, and be called by the Name of the Presidents, 
Wardens and Assistants of the Worsted Weavers of the City and 
County of Norwich and County of Norfolk; and sue or plead, and 
be sued or impleaded by the Name aforesaid, in all Courts and places 
of Judicature within this Nation ; and by that Name shall and may, 
without License in Mortmain, purchase, take or receive any Lands, 
Tenements or Hereditaments of the Gift, Alienation or Demise of 
any person or persons, who are hereby without further License 
enabled to transfer the same, and any Goods or Chattels whatsoever, 
for the use and benefit of the Corporation aforesaid, not exceeding 
the yearly value of One thousand pounds. 

And for the Regulation and good Government of the said Trade 
and Manufacture, the said Corporation, or any Thirteen or more of 
them, whereof one President and seven or more Wardens to be 
present, shall have hereby Power and Authority from time to time 
to meet. and keep Courts, for the ends in this Act mentioned, witlun 
the City of Norwich, at such time and place as shall be appointed 
by the said Presidents or one of them, and Wardens or the greater 
number of them for the time being, who are hereby required upon 
the desire of any Eight or more of the said Assistants, at any time 
to warn and keep a Court accordingly ; And the said Corporation, 
or any Thirteen or more of them, whereof one President and seven 
or more Wardens to be present as aforesaid, or the greater number 
of them, shall have, and hereby have Power and Authority from 
time to time to make and appoint a Common Seal, or several 
Common Seals for the use of the said Corporation, and to make 
By-Laws, Rules and Ordinances for and concerning the Regulation 
of the Premises, and of such Particulars as shall be by them or the 
greater number of them, found requisite for the better Regulation of 
the said Trade and Manufacture, and the due Execution of this Act ; 
which By-Laws, Rules and Ordinances being confirmed and ratified 
by the Mavor and one Justice of the Peace for the time being of the 
said City and County of Norwich, and two other Justices of the 
Peace of the said County of Norfolk, or the greater number of them, 
shall be obeyed and kept by the several persons within or under 
the Governinent of the said Corporation or Regulation. 

And for the better Regulation and carrying on of the work afore- 
said, and avoiding of all Frauds and deceits therein, Be it further 
Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That all Yarns called Worsted- 
Yarns, or used by the Worsted-Weavers, shall be made without 
fraud, and shall before the same be put or offered to sale, be reeled 
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on a Reel of a full Yard about, every Reel-staff containing Fourteen 

Lea’s, and every Lea containing Forty thrids, Twelve of those Reel- 

staves making a Dozen, and Twelve of those Dozens making a 

Gross ; And in case any person or persons shall after the Tenth 

of October, 1650. offer to put to sale any the Yarns aforesaid, within 

the City of Norwich and County of Norfolk, made and reeled in any 

other maner then as aforesaid, That then it shall and may be lawful 

to and for the Presidents, Wardens and Assistants aforesaid, or any 

two or more of them, to seize, take and carry away all such Yarn Defective 
as is defective and false as abovesaid ; The game to be within Eight 224 are 
days after such Seizure brought into the Common-Hall of the Cor- Yeired 
poration aforesaid, and within Twenty days after such seizure, 
to be brought to a Tryal by a Jury of Twelve honest and able 
Artificers of the same Regulation, whereof Six to be of the City and 
County of Norwich, and other Six of the County of Norfolk : Which 
Twelve Artificers, the Mayor of the City of Norwich, or his Deputy 
for the time being, are hereby authorized to summon and warn to 
appear at the Guildhall of the said City, at a time certain by him 
to be appointed, and to be Impannelled, and Sworn to enquire of the 
defects of the said Yarn, contrary to this present Act: Which Oath 
tle suid Mayor or his Deputy are hereby authorized to give. And 
for such and so much Yarn aforesaid as shall be so found, and pre- 
sented to the said Jury to be defective, the said Jury shall have, Jury to 
and hereby have power to set and impose such Fine or Fines upon impose fines 
the Owners thereof, as in their discretion shall be thought meet, 

not exceeding the value of the moyety of such defective Yarns; 

which said Fines the Owners of the said respective Yarns shall pay 

unto the Wardens of the said Corporation, or one of them, to and 

for the use of the Poor of the said Corporation, within Forty days 

after the same Fine shall be so set; or in default thereof, the said 

Wardens shall put to sale the said Yarns, rendring the Overplus to 

be raised by sale thereof, unto the said Owners upon demand. 

And it is hereby further Enacted and Ordained, That if the said Forfeiture 
Yarn shall not be presented, and found by a Jury of Twelve men as fF unjust 
uforesaid, to be defective as aforesaid, so as the same shall appear yexauon: 
to be seized without just cause as aforesaid, That then he or they 
that-shall so seize the same, shall forfeit to the Owner or Owners 
of the Yarn so seized, the treble value of the Yarn so seized, 
and three times so much Damages as he or they shall and 
may sustain by such Seizure, or by means or reason thereof; The 
same to be adjudged and taxed by the Mayor of the said City of 
Norwich for the time being, and be levyed by sale of the Offenders 
Goods, by Warrant under the Hand and Seal of the Mayor 
of the City of Norwich for the time being, if such Seizure shall be 
made within the said City of Norwich or County of the same ; And 
if such Seizure shall be made within the County of Norfolk, The 
same to be adjudged and taxed by any one or more Justices of the 
Peace within the said County of Norfolk and to be levyed by Warrant 
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under the Hand and Seal of any one or more such Justice or Jus- 
tices of the Peace of the said County of Norfolk. 

And it is hereby further Enacted, That all sorts of Stuffs, whether 
wooven of Wooll onely, or of Wooll and other Materials within the 
City and County of Norwich, and County of Norfolk, or either of 
them, shall be under the Power, Government and Regulation of the 
said Corporation, in such maner as by this and other Acts of Parlia- 
ment, and the By-Laws made and to be made by vertue hereof, are 
or shall be Established (except such Stuffs as are under the Regula- 
tion of the Wardens, and Fellowship of the Mystery of Russel Sattins, 
Sattins Reverses, and Fustian of Norwich making, within the said 
City of Norwich) And that all Stuffs made or to be made under the - 
Regulation aforesaid, before the same shall be offered or put to 
sale, shall be brought to some convenient place or places within the 
said County of the City of Norwich, and County of Norfolk, to be 
appointed by the said Wardens, or the more part of them, to be 
viewed and searched by the said Wardens or any two of them; 
and if the same shall be found to be well and sufficiently made and 
wrought, according to the Rules and Ordinances of the said 
Corporation for the time being, then all such Stuffs shall be by the 
said Wardens or any two of them, sealed and allowed accordingly, 
without any Sum of Moneys paid or to be paid for the same: And 
if upon search or view thereof, any such Stuffs shall be found, and 
appear to be defective, contrary to the Rules and Ordinances of the 
said Corporation, then such defective Stuffs shall be Seized by the 
said Wardens, or any two of them; and shall be from time to time 
ordered and brought to Tryal, proceeded on and Fined in such 
maner and form as 1s in this present Act before limited and appointed 
for the defective Yarns aforesaid. 

And if any person shall buy or sell any piece of Stuff made under 
the Regulation of this Corporation unsealed, and being thereof 
convicted by his own Confession, or the Oathes of two or more 
Witnesses, before the Mayor of the said City of Norwich, or his 
Deputy, for the time being, or before any Justice of the Peace for 
the time being for the County of Norfolk, who have hereby power 
to administer an Oath for that purpose, the said person, if he be a 
Buver, shall forfeit for every piece of Stuff so bought unsealed, Four 
shillings ; and if a Seller, for every piece so sold, shall ferfeit other 
Four shillings, to the use of the Corporation aforesaid: And if any 
person counterfeit any Seal of the said Wardens, or seal any piece 
of Stuff with any Seal as shall be counterfeited, every person so 
offending, and being thereof convicted as aforesaid, shall forfeit 
the Sum of Twenty pounds, to and for the use of the Poor of the 
said Corporation : which said Penalties and Forfeitures respectively, 
shall be levyed by sale of the Goods and Chattels of the Offender 
or Offenders, by warrant to be granted from the said Mayor or 
Justice of Peace respectively, before whom such Conviction shall 
be ; and for default of Goods and Chattels whereon to levy the said 
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Forfeiture of Twenty pounds, the party so offending shall suffer Six 
Moneths Imprisonment, without Bail or Mainprize. 

And the said Presidents, Wardens and Assistants, or any two or Liberty to 

more of them, shall have, and hereby have power to enter into the search and 
House and Work-house of any Artificer within the said City of °'”* 
Norwich and County of Norfcix, under the Regulation of the said 
Corporation, at all times of the day, and usual times of working and 
opening of Shops; and into the Shops, Houses and Ware-houses 
of any Merchant, Common Buyer, Dealer in, and Retailer of any 
the said Stuffs ; and into the Houses and Work-houses of any Dyer, 
Sheerman, Calender, and all other Workmens houses and places 
of sale or dressing of the said Stuffs, or selling of Yarns, and may 
there search and view the Yarn and Stuffs respectively, whether 
they be ordered and made according to the Laws, Orders and 
Ordinances of the said Trade: And if any Stuff or Materials 
aforesaid shall be found faulty or defective, to seize, take and carry 
away the same, to be ordered, brought to Tryal, and proceeded in 
maner and form as is before in this Act mentioned and appointed 
for defective Yarns and Stuffs. 

And all Mayors, Justices, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Constables and Mayors, Jus- 
Officers, shall be aiding and assisting to the said Presidents, Wardens adie a 
and Assistants, or any of them, as often as they shall be thereunto 
required : And in all Actions or Suits that shall be brought against 
any person or persons, for any acting according to the true intent 
and meaning of this Act, That such person or persons shall or may 
plead the General Issue of Not-guilty, and give the special Matter General 
in Evidence ; and shall recover double Costs, if the Verdict pass for '8¥* 
him and them, or that the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs be non-suited. 

Provided always, That this Act, nor any thing therein contained, Not to extend 
shall not be prejudicial or hurtful to the Weavers of the Towns of aaa 
Great-Yarmouth and Lyn in the said County of Norfolk, or either 
of them, to deprive them or either of them of such Liberties or a 
Priviledges as are granted unto them by an Act of Parliament made 
in the Fourteenth year of the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, or 
by any other Act of Parliament whatsoever. 

Provided, That this Act shall continue for the space of Three Tocontinue 


years from the first of November, 1650, and no longer. aoe years ;

The Parliament have thought fit to Declare and Enact, and he All Report. 
it Declared and Enacted by this present Parliament, and by the poke ont 
Authority of the same, That all the Report-Books of the Resolutions Books to be 
of Judges, and other Books of the Law of England, shall be Trans- in English. 
lated into the English Tongue: And that from and after the First 
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pounds. 
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day of January, 1650, all Report-Books of the Resolutions of Judges, 
and all other Books of the Law of England, which shall be Printed, 
shall be in the English Tongue onely. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That from 
and after the first Return of Easter Term, which shall be in the year 
One thousand six hundred fifty and one, all Writs, Proces and 
Returns thereof, and all Pleadings, Rules, Orders, Indictments, 
Inquisitions, Certificates ; and all Patents, Commissions, Records, 
Judgements, Statutes, Recognizances, Rolls, Entries, and Pro- 
ceedings of Courts Leet, Courts Baron, and Customary Courts, 
and all Proceedings whatsoever in any Courts of Justice within this 
Commonwealth, and which concerns the Law, and Administration 
of Justice, shall be in the English Tongue onely, and not in Latine 
or French, or any other Language then Knglish, Any Law, Custom 
or Usage heretofore to the contrary notwithstanding. And that 
the same, and every of them, shall be written in an ordinary, usual 
and legible Hand and Character, and not in any Hand commonly 
called Court-hand. 

And be it lastly Enacted and Ordained, That all and every person 
and persons offending against this Law, shall for every such Offence 
lose and forfeit the full Sum of Twenty pounds of lawful English 
Money ; the one moyety thereof to the use of the Commonwealth, 
aud the other moyety to such person and persons as will sue for the 
same in any Court of Record, by Action of Debt, Suit, Bill, Plaint 
or Information; in which no Wager of Law, Essoyn, or other 
Delay shall be admitted or allowed.

Although it hath been the earnest care and labor of this present 
Parliament, in the carrying on of this great Cause (wherein true 
Religion and the Liberty of this Nation is so highly concerned) te 
use all the means that hath been in their power to ease the People 
of the heavy Burthens and Pressures, which by constant Assess- 
ments and Jevies of Moneys necessary for publique safety, and 
preventing of I’ree-quarter, have been continued ; And as a Testi- 
mony hereof, the Parliament did some Moneths since abate of the 
Monethly Assessments a considerable proportion, and that before 
the publique Occasions could well admit thereof; hoping still to 
have gone on in the diminishing of the same, by lessening the 
number of thew Forces by Sea and Land ; and also by all other 
just and fitting ways of raising Money, by sale of the Land and 
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Revenue of the late King, and the late Deans and Chapters, and of 
Delinquents: But having found, That whilest these were their - 

thoughts and endeavors for the good and éase of this Common- 

wealth, that their implacable Enemies were Consulting, Treating 

and Complotting at Breda, how to raise more dangerous troubles 

then ever, within the Bowels of this Nation (that hath already so 

much suffered by its late Wars) and this by the means also of 

Forreign Nations Correspondency with disaffected Parties within 

this Commonwealth, and particularly by the means of a second 

intended Invasion from the Scots, to be ushered in by that un- 

paralleld hypocritical Declaration emitted by them and their King, 

with which they hoped to have marched up to London, and taken 

up their Winter-quarters in the fattest and richest parts of England, 

if God had not disappointed this wicked and horrid Design of 

theirs, and miraculously shewed himself in the Deliverance of 

England, and owning the Righteous Cause which they are engaged 

in: Upon these grounds, and from the fore-sight of these desperate 

Evils, the Parliament were necessitated to encrease their Forces, 

as well by Sea as by Land, so as to be able to have a considerable 

Fleet, to endeavor the Reducing of the Revolted Ships, and an 

Army to enter Scotland, for the keeping of the War from our own 

Doors, and yet not be found naked or unprovided at home, either 

of a sufficient Guard of Ships in the Channel, and to attend the 

motions of the Army in Scotland, or of Forces in the Southern 

and Western parts of this Nation, to resist all Incursions from 

without, or Insurrections within. And since it hath pleased God 

so eminently to bless these Counsels and Endeavors of the Parlia- 

ment, for the safety and future Settlement of this Commonwealth, 

it would be an unanswerable deficiency to the Trust that is reposed 

in them, if they should not with all vigor prosecute, so far as in 

them lies, the late happy Victory vouchsafed unto them, by the 

Mercy of God, against the Scottish Nation, and to follow the Out- 

goings of the Lord, in securing the Liberties, and Establishing the 

Peace of this Nation, after all its sad Troubles and Distractions ; 

which the Parliament, after most serious consideration, finding 

that they are not able to do, without providing a settled course 

of payment for all their Forces, as well by Sea as by Land, the 

charge whereof at present is almost double to what it was the 

beginning of the last year, Do therefore Enact and Ordain, and it Monthly 

is Iinacted and Ordained by this present Parliament, and by the rate of

not paid the Imposition as aforesaid, to make search and seizure 
thereof in any place whatsoever, and otherwise to do as any other 
Officers by any Statute, Act, or Ordinance are enabled to do, con- 
cerning any other Goods or Merchandise Uncustomed. And in 
cases of any fraud or misbehavior of any person relating to the said 
Imposition by this Act set and imposed upon all Coals as aforesaid, or 
tending to the Obstruction of the Collecting thereof, The Com- 
mittee of Parliament for Regulating the Excise, as also the Com- 
missioners of the Customs, and their Deputies the Collectors in the

An Act For making Navigable the River of Wye. 
: [26 June 1651 | 


Whereas the making and effecting of a Passage for Barges, 


~ Boats and Liters by the River of Wye, running through the 


‘Town of Guildford in the County of Surrey into the River of 
Thames, at a Town called Weybridge, will be very advantagious 
for the Commonwealth, Be it therefore Ordained and Enacted by 
the Authority of this present Parliament, That it shall and may 
be lawful to and for the Major for the time being, and approved 
Men of Guildford; or James Pitson, John Howe of Guildford 
Ksqs; John Waltham of Shallowford, and Richard Scotcher of 
Guildford aforesaid Gent. or any other person or persons at their 
own Costs and Charges, to cleanse, scour, and make Navigable the 
said River of Wye, and to cut and dig a new River or Trench 
for the better effecting of the said Navigation, in the most con- 
venient places where they shall think fit; and to take away all 
Trees and Roots, and remove all Impediments that may any way 
hinder the said intended Passage or Navigation; ‘And to erect 
and make Locks, Weres, Turn pikes, Pens for water, and Wharfs 
to lay on Timber, and all other Materials that shall be brought to 
or from Guildford, where they shall think fit; and to amend and 
alier such Bridges as may hinder the said Passage, leaving them 
as fit for Carts, Waggons, Horse and Foot, as they were before : 
and to do all other things necessary for the better conveniency of 
the said River and Passage, and for the repairing and amending 
of the same from time fo time, and at all times hereafter. And 
for that the making of the said Rivers and Passages Navigable 
may not be prejudicial to the Inheritance and profit of divers 
persons that have Land adjoyning to the said Rivers and Passages 
und through which the said Rivers and Passages shall be cut ; 
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Be it therefore further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That 

the Lords Commissioners for the Great Seal of England, may 
appoint and authorize by Commission under the Great Seal of 
England, ‘twelve Commissioners within the County of Surrey, 
whereof three to be named by the said Lords Commissioners, and 
three to be named by the said Major for the time being, and the 
approved men of the Town of Guildford, or the major part of 
them, and six by the Free-holders of the County, at some County 
there to be holden, whereof notice shall be given at the County 
Court before, to the end as many Free-holders may appear at 
the Ixlection as will; which said Commissioners, or the greater 
part of them, informing themselves by Examination of Witnesses 
upon Oath (which hereby they shall have power to Administer) 
shall have full power and authority to determine, appoint and ser 
down, what and how much satisfaction every person or persons 
shall have for or in respect of any loss or damage by cutting of

them shall not agree beforehand with the parties so to be damni- 
fied as aforesaid. And the said Commissioners or major part of 
themishall have full power and authority by this Act, to deter- 
mine all Controversies which shall or may happen touching the 
meaning and construction of this Act; And the Rates, Prices 
and Determinations so set down by them, shall binde all parties 
whatsoever; And the agreement or Order and determination so 
to be made, shall be set down under the Hands and Seals of the 
said Commissioners or the major part of them, And be it further 
Inacted, That the said Major for the time being, and approved 
Men of Guildford aforesaid, or major part of them, or the said 
James Pitson, John Howe, John Waltham and Richard Scotcher, 
or such other person or persons as shall be authorized by them to 
effect the said work, shall not take above the price of Four 
Shillings the Load, accompting Twenty hundred weight to the 
Load for any or every Load (and a Chaldron of Coals to be 
accompted for a Load of Coals) that shall be carryed from the 
said Town of Guildford unto Weybridge-Haw, and afterwards 
such Rate or Price as other Boats and Barges have for carrying 
from thence unto the City of London: And that it shall and may 
be lawful for the said Major for the time being, and approved 
men of Guildford, or the major part of them, or the aforesaid 
James Pitson, John Howe, John Waltham and Richard Scotchez. 
or for any other person or persons to be authorized by them, whu 
shall undertake to make the said River or Passage at their own 
Costs and Charges, to receive and take the several Rates an? 
Prices before mentioned or expressed, for the carriage of every 
Tun to and from the several places before named, and shall not 
take above Twelve pence of every Passenger that shall be carryed 
between Guildford and the said City of London, and after the 
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same Rates proportionable for any part of the said Passage, and 
shall not take above or more then the Rates aforesaid: And 
unall peaceably and quietly take and enjoy the same Rates and 
‘Taxes to them, their Heirs or Successors and Assigns for ever, in 
recompence of their great charge in making and maintaining the 
said Rivers or Passages Navigable, by force and vertue of this 
present Act; and all other person and persons whatsoever, who 
shall disburse any money towards the making of the said Rivers 
and Passages, shall also enjoy the profit thereof, according to 
their several Agreements made or to be made with those that 
undertake this work, in as ample maner as those that undertake 
the same may or ought to do by force and vertue of this Act, and 
according to the true intent and meaning thereof. And whereas 
the said Major and Corporation of Guildford are the Procurers of 
the said Passage, Be it further Enacted by the Authority afore- 
said, That the Commissioners aforesaid, or the more part of them, 
by vertue of this Act, shall have power and authority from time 
to time to ordain and make Orders and Constitutions for the good 
and orderly way of all Boats and Boatmen belonging to the said 
Passage ; and to set, lay and execute such reasonable Penalties 
upon the breakers thereof, as they shall think fit. And be it fur- 
ther Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That when any of the 
said Commissioners shall happen to dye, that then and so often it 
shall and may be lawful for the Lords Commissioners of the 
Great Seal for the time being, from time to time to supply one 
Commissioner, or so many Commissioners as shall make and fill 
up the number of twelve Commissioners, to be chosen as aforesaid 
respectively by the several parties, if any by them so Elected aa 
aforesaid shall happen to dye, upon the Request of the surviving 
Commissioners. And because the said Passage from Weybridge 
to Guildford is directly against the Stream, so as the Boats and 
Barges must of necessity in some places and at some times be 
towed or drawn up by strength of Men, Lines and Ropes, 
Winches, Engines, and other means convenient for that purpose ; 
Be it therefore further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That 
it shall and may be lawful to and for such Watermen, Boatmen 
and Bargemen, and other helpers of them, to have and use a cer- 
tain Path of one foot and an half in breadth on either side of 
the said River of Wye, for drawing up by strength of men, lines, 
ropes, winches, and other Engines, their Boats, Barges and other 
Vessels, passing and repassing the said River of Wye, without

Whereas certain English Fugitives gathering themselves together 
in the parts of Scotland, did heretofore perfidiously and traiterously 
Assist the Iinemies and Invaders of this Commonwealth, endeavour- 
ing with Foreigners and persons of desperate condition, to bring 
a War upon their Native countrey ; and in order thereunto, did set 
up for their Head Charls Stuart, calling him their King, who 
had formerly been declared a Traitor to the Parliament and People 
of England ; And whereas afterwards, to divert the sad Calamities 
thereby likely to ensue within the Bowels of this Land, It pleased 
the Lord to direct the Parliament of this Commonwealth to send 
an Army into Scotland, and to aftord them his gracious Assistance 
and Blessing in so wonderful a maner, that a good part of Scotland 
is become within the Power of this Commonwealth ; and the said

Whereas certain English Fugitives gathering themselves together 
in the parts of Scotland, did heretofore perfidiously and traiterously 
Assist the Enemies and Invaders of this Commonwealth, endeavour- 
ing with Foreigners and persons of desperate condition, to bring 
a War upon their Native countrey ; and in order thereunto, did set 
up for their Head Charls Stuart, calling him their King, who 
had formerly been declared a Traitor to the Parliament and People 
of England ; And whereas afterwards, to divert the sad Calamities 
thereby likely to ensue within the Bowels of this Land, It pleased 
the Lord to direct the Parliament of this Commonwealth to send 
an Army into Scotland, and to afford them his gracious Assistance 
and Blessing in so wonderful a maner, that a good part of Scotland 
is become within the Power of this Commonwealth ; and the said 
Charls Stuart with his Complices, the Remainder of his Party,

An Act for making void all Titles of Honor, Dignity or Precedencies 
given by the late King since the 4 January 1641. 
[4 February, 1651/2.] 


Forasmuch as the late King, to promote his Wicked and Traiterous 
Designs against the Parliament and People of England, did use 
all ways and means to draw unto himself a Party to assist him, 
and did, contrary to the end for which he was entrusted, take 
upon him to confer upon, and give Titles of Honor, Dignities - 
and Precedencies, by Patents or otherwise, unto such persons as 
he thought were or might be serviceable to him in the work he 
did intend to put in execution: Now to the end that no persons 
should pr2sume to assume unto themselves any Titles, Lonors, 
Nignities or Advantage, by a work so much contrary to the Interest 
of the Nation, Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and by 
the Authority thereof, That all and every Honors, Titles, Dignities 
and Precedencies whatsoever, granted, conferred or given by the 
said King, since the Fourth day of January, which was in the year 
One thousand six hundred forty one, be, and are hereby made null 
and void to all i:itents and purposes ; and that no person or persons 
whatsoever, shall from and after the Five and twentieth day of 
March, One thousand six hundred fifty and two, presume to assume 
unto themselves, either by writing or otherwise, any Titles, Honors, 
Dignities or Precedencies, by colour or pretence of any such Grant 
or otherwise, conferred upon them as aforesaid. 

And be it further Enacted and Ordained by the Authority afore-

(24 February, 1651/2.] 
The Parliament of England having had good Experience of the 
Affections of the People to this present Government, by their 
ready Assistance in the Defence thereof against Charls Stuart 
Son of the late Tyrant, and the Forces lately Invading this Nation 
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The Parlia- under his Command; and being much afflicted with the sense 
Bei of the miserable and sad Effects which the late unnatural War 
sad Effects of bath produced ; and resolving next to the Glory of God and the 
the late War, Advancement of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ, to make no other 
use of the many Victories the Lord in mercy hath vouechsafed unto 

resolve to them, then a just Setling of the Peace and Freedom of this Com- 
setle Peace. onwealth; and being most desirous that the Mindes, Persons 
and [states of all the People of this Nation, might be Composed, 

Setled and Secured, and that all Rancour and Evil Will occasioned 

by the late Differences may be buried in perpetual Oblivion, that 

so the Government now established in the way of .a Free State 

might be complied with, and all the Members of it enjoy their

_ Whereas by an Act of this present Parliament, passed in April 
One thousand six hundred and fifty, Entituled, An Ac for’ pre- 
venting Injuries and Wrongs done to Merchants at Sea, in thetr 
persons, Ships or Goods, and prohibiting Mariners from serving 
under Forein Princes or States without License, It was (for the 
reasons therein set forth) Enacted, That all English Mariners and 
Sea-men that were then serving abroad in the Service of any Forein 
Prince or State, should within the space of four Moneths then next 
ensuing (and now past) withdraw themselves from such Forein 
service, and repair home to serve the Commonwealth of England 
according to their duty, under pain to be severely punished: And 
that if any English Mariners and Seamen should from and after 
the passing of the said recited Act, depart out of England, and enter 
into any Forein service (without special License first obtained) 
That every such offence should be punished with death, as by that 
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Act more at large appeareth; which notwithstanding, divers 

English Mariners and Seamen do still continue abroad in such 

service, without repairing home to serve this Commonwealth as 

that Act requireth ; and others have withdrawn without License, 

contrary to the Tenor of the same Act, whereby they have given 

Just cause for a Criminal proceeding to be had against them. Never-

An Act For making Salt-Petre. 
[9 Feb., 1652/3. ] 

The Parliament taking into consideration how necessary it is, 
in this time of War, to have a constant and certain supply of 
Gunpowder for the supply of the Armies and Navies imployed 
for the defence and satety of this Commonwealth, finde it re- 
quisite, That the digging of Petre and making of gun-powder, be 
by all good ways and means encouraged; Be it therefore Enacted 
and Ordained, and it is Enacted and Ordained by this present 
Parliament and Authority thereof, That such person and persons 
as shall be from time to time nominated and allowed by the 
Parliament or Councel of State for the time being, their Factors, 
Workmen and Servants, shall have power and authority, and 
are hereby impowred and authorized to dig for Salt petre, in all 
Stables, Cellars, Vaults, Ware-houses, and other Out-houses, 
Yards, and other places not paved nor planked, like to afford that 
Karth, at fitting seasons in the day time; viz. From half an hour 
after Sun-rising, to one hour before Sun-setting; and shall dig 
in Pigeon-houses likely to afford such Earth, from eleven of the 
clock until three in the afternoon, and no longer in any one day. 
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And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That 
where any Floor, Earth or place, shall be broken up or opened 
by the persons authorized as aforesaid, That the Salt-petre-men 
imployed there in that work, shall with all speed, and before 
Liquor, Materials and Utensils be removed from the nea at 
their own costs and charges, make, lay down and repair, the floors 
and planks so broken up and opened, in good and sufficient order 
to the content of the owner, and also repair and make good any 
damage that shall be done by them: And if the said Salt-petre- 
men shall neglect or fail within Fourteen days to make, lay down 
or repair the same, That then, upon complaint made by the party 
or parties injured, unto any one Justice of the Peace of the said 
County, or chief Officer of the Corporation where the Offence 
was committed, such Justice of the Peace or chief Officer, shall 
and may send for the person and persons so offending, and upon 
Uath to examine the Offence, and Witnesses concerning the 
same; and if the Offence shall be proved, then the Offender or 
Offenders shall be committed to the common Goal, and lie at his 
own charge without Bail or Mainprize, until he or they have made 
satisfaction unto the person or persons injured, for all such 
monies as shall appear upon Oath before the said Justice of the 
Peace, he or they have necessarily laid out in the laying down, 
making or repairing of such I loors, Earth or place, opened and 
broken up as aforesaid, together with such damages as he or 
they have sustained, which shall be ascertained by the said 
Justice of the Peace to whom complaint shall be made as afore- 
said. And forasmuch as the Salt-petre-men for the service of the 
State, are to bring 1. a proportion of Salt-petre weekly, which 
they can in no wise do if they should be denyed to dig and work 
for Salt-petre, which is hoped no well-affected persons will do ; 

Yet for the more effectual carrying on of the said work, Be it 
Inacted and Ordained by the Authority aforesaid, That in case 
any person or persons whatsoever, shall hinder or refuse to suffer 
the Salt-petre-men, allowed as aforesaid to dig and work for Salt- 
petre, according to the Rules and Limitations before mentioned, 
that upon complaint thereof made to any Justice of the Peace 
of the County or place where the Offence is committed, such 
Justice of the Peace shall and may send for such person or 
persons, and examine the truth of the complaint upon Oath, and 
give order concerning the same; and if such person or persons 

notwithstanding shall hinder, or refuse to suffer the said Salt- 
petre-men to work, That then such person or persons shall be 
bound over to the next Sessions of the Peace, there to answer his 
said contempt, and to be proceeded against by way of Indictment 
upon this Act; and upon conviction shall be Fined according to 
the quality of the Offence. And it is likewise Enacted and Or- 
dained by the Authority aforesaid, That the said Salt-petre-men, 

for the carriage of Liquor, Vessels, and other Utensils from place 
to place, and delivering of the Salt-petre, where the same shall 
be made into Gunpowder, or unto such place or places as the 
Parliament or Councel of State shall appoint: it shall be lawful 
for the Salt-petre-men to demand and take Carts or Carriages, 
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by the High-Cunstables, Constables, Tythingmen, Head- 


boroughs, and other known Officers, who are hereby re- 
quired from time to time to be aiding and assisting 
in the said service, and to press no more Carts and Carriages then 
shall be necessary for the said Service, so as the lading shall not 
exceed Twenty hundred Weight, and the Journey not exceed 
seven Miles by common estimation ; for carriage whereof, The 
Owner shall be paid after the Rate of Twelve pence by the Mile, 
by the Salt-petre-men imployed as aforesaid, at the first setting 
out and beginning of his Journey. Pr ovided, That no Cart or 
Carriage be prest or taken up for this service, but such as belong 
to persons dwelling within two Miles of the place where the said 
lading is to be taken up; and the said Salt-tetre-men are likewise 
to be freed from all Tolls demandable for any of their carriages 
used about their said Works. And it is further Kn- 
actihd and Ordained by the Authority aforesaid, That 
such Salt-petre-emen as shall be allowed as aforesaid, 
shall and may take and draw water fit for their said Works, 
out of any River, Spring, Pond, Brook, Well, Pump or Conduit, 
without any let or molestation of any person or persons whatso- 
ever, And forasmuch as Abuses have been formerly done to the 
country, by discharging for money or rewards, carts and carriages 
prest for the Publique serviee, and by forbearing to dig in such 
places, and to work such earth as is fit to make Saltpetre; Be it 
therefore Enacted and Ordained by the Authority aforesaid, That 
if any person imploved as aforesaid, or imploved in or about the 
impressing of Carts or Carriages, do or shall, from and after the 
birst of March, One thousand six hundred fifty-two, take any 
Money or Reward, directly or indirectly, to free or discharge 
any Cart or Carriages, he or they shall forfeit and pay Forty 
shillings for every such Offence, whereof one moyety shall be 
distributed to the Poor of the Parish where the Offence was com- 
mitted, and the other moyety to him that shall prosecute for the 
same, besides his reasonable costs and charges expended in such 
Suit; and if any person or persons authorized as aforesaid, their 
Factors, Agents, Servants or Workmen, shall take or receive 
any Moneys, Reward or Gift directly or indirectly, to forbear to 
dig in such places, and to work Salt-petre in any Floor or Place, 
in which they are authorized to work by this Act, That then such 
Offender shall forfeit and pay Five pounds for every such Offence, 
the one moyety to the Poor of the Parish where the Offence was 
committed, the other moyety to the person or persons who shall 
sue for the same, by any Bill, Plaint or Information, besides his 
reasonable Costs and Charges in the prosecution of such Suit; 

which Suits shall or may be prosecuted before the Justices of the 
Peace at their General Sessions of the Peace, and the sums there 
adjudged shall be levied by their Warrant, by distress or sale of 
the Offenders Goods, rendring to the Owner the overplus: And 
if the person or persons so offending shall not be able to make 
satisfaction, That then he or they shall be committed to Prison, 
_there to remain for six Moneths, without Bail or Mainprize. And

For the administration of Justice in the cases of Probates of 
Wills, and granting of Administrations in the late Provinces of 
Canterbury and York, Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, 
and the authority thereof, That Sir Anthony Ashley-Cooper 
Baronet, Sir Henry Blount, Matthew Hales, William Steel, John 
Sadler, Charls-George Cock, Thomas Manby, Thomas Blount, 
Josias Berners, John Desborow, Samuel Moyer, ‘Matthew Thomlin- 
son, John Fountain, John Fowk, William Packer, Esqs; 
Hugh Peters, Sir William Roberts, John Mansel, John oan 
John Sparrow junior, Esqs; or any five or more of them, shall be, 
and are hereby constituted and appointed Judges for the Probate 
of Wills, and granting of Administrations in all and every the 
Counties and Cities of England and Wales ; and shall and may use, 
exercise and put in execution, all such further Powers and Autho- 
rities touching the Probate of Wills and granting of Adminis- 
strations, with the Incidencies and Dependancies thereupon in 


. the late Provinces of Canterbury and York, that Sir Nathaniel Brent 


lawfully did or might have done in the late Province of Canterbury : 
And shall-and may, if they see cause, divide themselves into several 
places for the executing of the power given them by this Act, 
so as there be five of them present there ; and that they, or any five 
or more of them, shall and may issue out Commissions, Proces and 
Proceed, to hear, sentence and decree all matters touching Wills, 
Administrations and Inventories ; and also the Incidencies, Emer- 
gencies and Dependancies thereupon in all places in England and 
Wales, as the said Sir Nathaniel Brent lawfully might have done 
in the late Province of Canterbury : And that they do and execute 
all other things necessary and incident to the execution of the 
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premises ; and that they or any five or more of them, shall and 
may hear, sentence and decree all matters and things touching 
Wills, Administrations and Inventories, that were depending 
before the said Sir Nathaniel Brent the day of his decease, Saving 
unto every person and persons, Body Politique and Corporate, all 
such Right, Title and Interest, that they or any of them have 
for the execution of any of the Authorities concerning the premises, 
given by this Act.

at War. 
[27 July, 1653. ] 


For the more effectual and speedy bringing in, and orderly 
issuing forth and disposing of the Moneys payable upon the Six 
Moneths Assessment, of One hundred and twenty thousand 

unds a Moneth, continued from the Four and twentieth day of 

une 1653 to the Five and twentieth day of December following, 
by a Declaration and Order of his Excellency the Lord General 
Cromwel, with the Advice of his Councel of Officers, 
Entituled, A Declaration and Order of his Excellency the 
Lord General Cromwel, and his Councel of Officers, for the 
continuance of the Assessment for six Moneths, from the 24th of 
June, 1653, to the 25th of December following, at the rate of One 
hundred and twenty thousand pouuds by the Moneth, towards 
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the maintenance of the Armies and Navies of this Common- 
wealth: And of all and every other sum and sums of Money, set 
apart and appointed by any Order, Ordinance or Act of the late 
Parliament, for the use and payment of the Forces of this Com- 
monwealth, in England, Ireland and Scotland, or that shall be 
set apart and appointed for their use, before the Five and twen- 
tieth day of December aforesaid; Be it Enacted by this Vipera

the use of the Army: and to cause the full and speedy assessing 

collecting and bringing in of all the aforesaid moneys, either by 
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making Dispatches, giving Directions, Rules or Instructions, 
appointing of Forces, or otherwise to cause obedience thereunto. 

And be it further Enacted, and it it hereby Kmacted by. the 
Authority aforesaid, That the said Committee, or any five of 
them, shall and are hereby Impowred and Authorized, to nomin- 
ate, appoint and imploy in the execution of the Trust hereby 
committed unto them, such Clerks, Agents, Messengers, or Ser- 
vants, and to make and give unto them such Salaries, Allowances 
and Satisfactions as they shall think fit. 

And be it further Enacted, and it is hereby Enacted by the 
Authority aforesaid, That the said Committee for the Army, or 
any tive of them, shall have Power, and are hereby Authorized 
to use their endeavors for the borrowing of such Money, as they 
_ shall finde necessary for the supply of the said Forces, not exceed- 
ing the sum of Two hundred thousand pounds, and to give power 
by their Warrant to the Treasurers at War, to repay the same 
with Interest (after the rate of six pounds for every Hundred 
pounds by the year, for so long time as the same shal be forborn 
and unpaid) out of any such moneys as either are or shall be 
appointed for the use of the said Forces. 

And be it Enacted, and it is hereby Mnacted by the Authority 
aforesaid, That the said Committee for the Army, or any five of 
them, shall be, and are hereby authorized from time to time, to 
order, direct, appoint and send such sum and sums of money 
into Ireland and Scotland, for the use and payment of the Forces 
in either of the said places, out of the said six Moneths Assess- 
ments, of One hundred and twenty thousand pounds by the 
Moneth: or out of any other Sums that have been or shall be 
appointed for the use of the Army, as they shall from time to time 
finde necessary to be allowed and sent to any of the said Forces ; 
and to Imprest and take up all such Carriages by Land, and such 
ships or Vesscla not being in Pay or Service of the Common- 
wealth, as they shall finde necessary for the safe Carriage or 
Transporting of any such Treasure, as shall be by them appointed

thousand pounds by the Moneth; or as have been appointed to 
be received, and are or shall be received for the use of the Army, 
by the Treasurers at War hereafter in this Act named; or by 
any other person: or persons formerly appointed and constituted 
to be Treasurers at War, by virtue of any Act, Order or Ordinance 
of the late Parliament, for the use and payment of the Forces 
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established or appointed by the late Parliament, or the Authority 
or Direction thereof, or by the Councel of State, or that shall be 
appointed by this present Parliament, or the authority or direction 
thereof; and for the payment and satisfaction of such provisions 
of Clothes or Victuals, as shall be by Order of Parliament, or by 
the Council of State from time to time contracted for, and bought 
for the use of the said Forces; and for the payment and satis- 
faction for such Drugs and Medicaments or other Necessaries for 
any sick or wounded Soldiers (whilest they continue in the 
Army) as the said Committee for the Army, or such number of 
them as aforesaid shall finde necessary to be by them bought and 
provided, for the use of all or any part of the aforesaid Forces, 
And for all other the incident charges of the Army, and other the 
purposes in this Act before expressed. 

Provided, That the daily pay by such Warrants allowed to the 
respective Ofticers and Soldiers in England and Scotland, shall 
not exceed the Allowance made by the late Parliament, in the 
Kistablishment passed by them, commencing the Twentieth of 
October, 1651. And that the Monethly charge of the said Forces, 
shall not exceed the monethly sum appointed by the late Parlia- 
ment, in their Order of the First of January, 1682. 

Provided also, That no part of the One hundred and fifty thou- 
sand pounds, by Order of the late Parliament of the Seventh of 
April, 1652. set apart for the satisfaction of the Arrears due to 
the Army for Service in Scotland, shall be disposed or appointed 
to any other use, then for the satisfaction of the said Arrears, 
until such Arrears are satisfied, save onely, That in case it shall 
appear upon the clear stating and perfecting of the said Arrear, 
and computing the sums thereupon due and unsatisfied, that any 
part of the said One hundred and fifty thousand pounds can be 
spared for any other use; That then the said Committee for the 
Army, shall and may by their Warrants issue forth and dispose 
of the overplus money, which shall so remain over and above what 
shall be requisite for the satisfaction of the said Arrear, to any 
the uses and purposes before in this Act expressed. 

Provided also, That the sum of Forty thousand pounds a 
moneth, shall out of cach of the said Six moneths Assessment of 
One hundred and twenty thousand pounds, be set apart and 
appointed for the use of the Navy: and shall (together with all 
other sums remaining unpaid, of the moneys formerly appointed 
for the use of the Navy, out of the last Six moneths Assessment 
of One hundred and twenty thousand pounds a moneth, ending 
the 24th of June, 1653.) be by Warrant of the said Committee 
for the Army, paid to the Treasurers of the Navy for that use. 

Provided also, That the said Committee for the Army, or any 
tive of them, shall and may, and are hereby authorized by their 
Warrants, to issue forth and dispose of all or any part of the 
Assessments for the Army, appointed by any Act, Order or 
Ordinance of the late Parliament, before the 25th of December, 
1651. which were in arrear, and not paid in to the Treasurers at 
War the seventh of April, 1652. and have since that time been 
paid, or shall hereafter be paid unto the former Treasurers at 
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War, or unto any other persons that are or shall be appointed to 
receive the same, for the satisfaction and payment of such Free- 
quarter and Provisions, as were taken by any the Forces that in 
the year 1651. marched out of Scotland into Kugland, upon the 
Armies advance trom Scotland to the late Siege at Worcester, or 
by any other Forces at the Siege of Worcester, in the time of 
their march, or during their continuance in Worcester-shire by 
reason of the aforesaid Siege. 

And be it further Enacted, and it is hereby Enacted by the 
Authority aforesaid, That the said Committee for the Army shall 
in every Warrant granted by them, express for what purpose the 
money contained in the same is to be issued: And the Treasurers 
at War hereafter in this Act named, and all other former Trea- 
surers at War, are hereby enjoyned and required to observe such 
Warrants or Orders, as they shall receive from the Committee 
for the Army, or any tive of them, for the purposes aforesaid ; 
which Warrant or Warrants, together with the Receipt there- 
upon, under the hand of the person or persons to whom any sum 
shall be directed to be paid, or his or their Assignee or Assignees, 
shall be to all and every the said Treasurers at War a sutticient 
Discharge. 

And be it Knacted, and it is hereby Enacted by the Authority 
aforesaid, That John Blackwel the younger Esq; and Richard 
Dean sq; shall be and are hereby appointed to be Treasurers 
at War, for the receiving, paving and issuing forth of the said 
Six moneths Assessment of One hundred and twenty thousand 
pounds a moneth; and of the One hundred thousand pounds by 
Order of the late Parliament, of the first of January, 1652. ap- 
pointed to be paid out of the moneys arising upon the sale of and 
Composition for Delinquents Kstates, for the use of the Army: 
And of all other moneys that before the expiration of the said 
six moneths Assessment shall be appointed for the use and pay- 
ment of the Forces aforesaid, and charges incident thereunto: 
And also for the recefving, paying amd issuing forth of all other 
monies, that by any Act or Order of the late Parliament have

An Act for Constituting Commissioners for ordering and man- 
aving the Affairs of the Admiralty and Navy. 
[28 July, 1653.] | 


For the better ordering and managing of the Affairs of the 
Admiralty and Navy of this Commonwealth, Be it Enacted by 
this present Parliament, and by the authority of the same, That 
Robert Blake Esq; John Carew Ksq; Richard Salway .Esq ; 
George Monk Ksq; Major General John Desborough, John 
Langley, Dennys Hollister, and William Burton, Esqs; Colonel 
Nathanael Rich, Lieutenant Colonel Salmon and Lieutenant 
Colonel Thomas Kelsey, or any three or more of them, whereof 
two of the Members of Parliament herein before named to be 
always present, Shall be and are hereby constituted and appointed 
Commissioners, for the ordering, managing, directing and carry- 
ing on of the Affairs of the Admiralty and Navy of this Common- 
wealth, and shall have and hereby have committed unto them, 
the full care of, and inspection into, and directive power of all 
things that concern, or are necessary, to the providing and 
furnishing the Ships or other vessels belonging to the Common- 
wealth for service, and supplying them from time totime. And 
the said Commissioners or any one or more of them as aforesaid, 
are hereby authorized and impowred to administer an Oath, if 
they shall see cause, to any person or persons, for the examination 
of any matter in relation to the business of the Navy. And the 
said Commissioners or any three or more of them as aforesaid, 
are authorized to make such Orders, and issue such Warrants, 
for the repairing and preserving the Ships and Vessels of the 
Common-wealth, and for the furnishing of them with Stores and 
Ammunition; and for the Arming, victualling, manning and 
setting them forth with all things belonging to them and every 
of them, as they shall judge fit, and for the service of the Common- 
wealth, according to such Orders and Directions as they from 
time to time shall receive from the Parliament or Councel of 
State; and for the sale and disposal of old and unserviceable 
Ships and Vessels belonging to this Common-wealth, the profit 
thereof to be to the use of the State: And also for the new 
huilding, preparing, fitting, furnishing arming, victualling, 
manning and setting forth sueh Ships and Fleets, as they shall 
receive Directions for, either from the Parliament, or from the 
Councel of State appointed by authority of Parliament. And 
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the said Commissioners or any three or more of them as aforesaid, 
are hereby authorized and required from time to time, as the 
service of the Common-wealth shall require, and as they shall re- 
ceive Orders from the Parliament or Councel of State, to prepare a 
List of the Names of such Captains of Ships, as they shall judge 
fit and able for that service, and also what Salaries and Wages they 
shall conceive just and fit to be given by the Parliament, unto 
All Captains and Masters, and other ofticers of any Ship, Frigate or 
Vessel belonging to this Common wealth; and also to such 
Mariners, Workmen, and to all officers and persons who are or 
shall be imployed in the service of the Navy; The said Lists of 
the Names of Captains of Ships, and of Salaries and Wages to be 
presented by the said Commissioners in writing, unto the Parlia- 
ment for their approbation, or unto the Councel of State: And 
the said Commissioners or any three or more of them as aforesaid, 
are hereby authorized and impowred, from time to time, to re- 
move, displace and discharge from their Offices and Imployments 
belonging to the Navy, or to any Ship or Vessel of this Common- 
wealth, any Ofticers under the degree of Captains of Shids, and any 
Mariners, Workmen or other persons im slaved or to be imployed 
in the service of the Navy, or of any Ship or Vessel of this Com- 
mon-wealth, and to place such other able and fit persons in the 
said services and imployments, in the rooms and places of the 
persons who shall be so discharged or removed, as by the said 
Commissioners or any three or more of them as aforesaid shall be 
judged and thought fit, and for the advantage and service of the 
Common-wealth. 

Provided, that nothing in this Act shall impeach or alter the 
power given unto the Generals at Sea, for the removing or dis- 
placing of any Officer or Mariner at Sea, and placing others in 
their rooms in case of exigency. 

- Provided also, That nothing in this Act shall any way impeach 
or alter the power and authority to be Given by the Parhament 
unto the Judges of the Admiralty, in all Marine Causes, and 
Causes within the Jurisdiction of the Admiralty, which shall 
or may happen: And the said Commissioners or any three or 
more of them as aforesaid, are hereby authorized and required, 
by themselves or any other. such fit persons whom they shall for 
that purpose make choice of and appoint, with all convenient speed 
to take or cause to be taken, a true and perfect Survey and ac- 
compt of all the Ships, Frigots, Pinnaces and Vessels, of or 
belonging to the Navy; and of all the Ammunition, Tackle, 
Furniture, Cordage, Timber and Stores belonging to them or any 
of them; or in the Docks, Yards, Storehouses or other places 
belonging to the Common-wealth of all sorts; and also of all 
(Courses now held in the managing, ordering or Governing of the 
Navy; and to deliver the same so made and taken in writing, 
unto the Parliament, or such as they shall appoint to receive the 
same; and-therein likewise to propound such ways and means 
for the establishing of such Orders and Instructions for regulat- 
ing the same, as shall be found agreeable to the service of the 
Common-wealth.; and may increase the Power and Forces thereof

by Sea; and to remove such Corruptions and Abuses as may pre- 
judice the same, and especially may reduce the Mariners and 
Seamen, and Sea-services, to good order and obedience; That 
thereupon such speedy & effectual course may be taken by the 
Parliament or Councel of State, for the supplying of all defects, 
and reforming of all abuses, as shall be necessary and behooffull 
to make and continue the Navy serviceable and powerful (by the 
blessing of God) for the safety and honor of this Common-wealth :

Be it Enacted by this present Parliament, and the Authority 
thereof, That Sir William Roberts. Kt. William Sidenham, 

Arthur Squib, Kdward Cresset, Esqs; Colonel William Gough, 

and Major Hezekiah Hains, or any three of them, whereof one of 

the Members of Parliament before named to be one, be authorized

speed, into one Chanel, and managed with least charge and best 
advantage to the Commonwealth, and particularly, how unneces- 
sary Officers and Salaries may be taken off and discharged: And 
to consider of all wavs and means for the better improvement 
of the Revenue of the Commonwealth; and particularly, to 
consider how all debts charged by way of Security or otherwise, 
upon the Hxeize, Compositions, Sequestrations, or any other 
Receipts of the Commonwealth may be discharged, to the end 
the same may be applved to the Publique use only. And that 
as soon as the persons abovenamed shall have informed themselves 
of all or any the premises, or shall have considered of any other 
particulars that may conduce to the better execution of the 
directions aforesaid, That they do give an accompt thereof to the 

Parliament, or such as shall be appointed to receive the same: 

And all Officers and persons whatsoever, that are or shall be 
any ways imployed or concerned in the receiving, issuing or 
managing of any the Revenue or Treasure of the Commonwealth, 
are hereby enjoyned and required to observe the Orders of the 
said persons beforenamed, and to give their best avd and assis- 
tance for the due execution of the premises.

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That

made or cured, at the Excize Office in or for the county of Glou- 
cester, or other respective county in England: And shall not sell 
or deliver, convey, remove romage, or in any kinde whatsoever 
dispose of the said Tobacco, or of any part or parcel thereof, 
without first receiving a Ticket from the said Commissioners of 
Excise, their Sub-commissioners, Officers or Deputies upon pain 
of Forfeiture of double the value of all such Tobacco so sold, 
delivered, conveyed, removed or disposed of as aforesaid. And 
if any person or persons shall presume to buy or receive any part 
or parcel of the said Tobacco before such Entry made, or without 
any such Ticket received as aforesaid, Then the said Buyer or 
Receiver shall Forfeit the double value of the said Tobacco so 
bought or received; The said several penalties and Forfeitures 
to be levied upon the said Maker, Curer, Seller and Disposer ; 
and also upon the said Buyer and Receiver of the said Tobacco, 
by the said Commissioners of Excize, their Sub-commiasioners, 
Officers or Deputies respectively, by distress and sale of the 
Goods and Chattels of such Offender and Offenders: And in 
default thereof, every such Offender and Offenders to be Im-

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An Explanatory Additional Act for the Sale of the remaining 
Fee-farm Rents, and the finishing of that whole affair. 
| [8 September, 1653.] 


Whereas by several Acts of Parhament (viz.) One of the Eleventh 
of March, One thousand six hundred forty nine, Entituled, An 
Act for selling the Fee-farm Rents belonging to the Commonwealth 
of England, formerly payable to the Crown of England, Dutchy 
of Lancaster and Dutchy of Cornwal, And the other of the Thir- 
teenth of August, One thousand six hundred and fifty, Entituled, 
An Act for the further Explanation of the former Act: All the

Valuations, of any of the said Lands and premises 5 and for the more 
full discoveries of the same, to examine upon Oath all persons, 
other then such as have Interest in, or Title to the Lands in question, 
whom they presume can inform them in the premises.

into the Province of Connaught, and the County of Clare, or one of 
them, there to inhabit and abide; and shall have set forth unto 
them and every of them respectively, such proportions of Land, 
and for such Estates or Terms, and under such Conditions, Reserva- 
tions and Covenants, as shall be answerable in value unto so much 
of his and their Estates, as by such Articles or Qualification respec- 
tively he or they were to enjoy, in such place and maner as you or 
such as shall be authorized by you shall appoint and direct. And 
that whatsoever person or persons aforesaid, shall after the said 
First day of May, One thousand six hundred fifty and four, be found

One thousand six hundred forty and one, have, or shall kill or slay, 
or otherwise destroy any person or persons in treland, which at 
the time of their being so killed, slun or destroved, were not pub- 
hquely entertamed and miadntuned tn Arms, as Officers or private 
Soldiers, for and on the behalf of the Mnylish against the Lrish : 
and alland every person and persons, both principal and accessaries, 
who since the hirst day of October, One thousand six hundred forty 
and one, have killed, slain, or otherwise destroved any person or 
persons entertained or maintained as Officers or private Soldiers, 
for and on the behalf of the Enyhsh agamst the lrish ; the said 
persons 30 Killing, shiwing, or otherwise destroying, not being then 
publiquely entertained and maimtamed in’ Arms as Officers or 
private Soldiers under the command and pay of the Trish apainst 
the Fnylish) and shall be no more molested for the same. 

Provided, That none of the persons aforesaid shaky be admitted 
to live in, or enter into any Port, Town or Garison within the said 
Province of Connaught or County of Clare (without heense from 
you or any one of you, er such person or persons as you shall autho- 
rize thereunto) nor shall have or keep any Arms used in War, or 
Ammunition ; but that all and every person and persons offending 
in either of the premises, shall be tryed by Martial Law, and being 
convieted, shall suffer death. 

Provided also, That this shall not extend to the pardoning, 
tolerating or admitting any Popish Priest, Jesuit: or other person 
in Orders by authority frum the See of Rome. 

Provided also, That. this shall not extend to the removal of any 
person who did not adhere unto, or jovn with the Rebels before the 
Fifteenth day of September, One thousand six hundred forty three, 
and who did at that time and ever since profess the Protestant 
Religion ; nor to any Woman who before the Second dav of Decem- 
ber, One thousand six hundred and fifty, was married to any 
English Protestant; provided that) sueh woman do renounce 
Popery, and profess the Protestant Religion; nor to any Male 
childe or Children under the age of Fourteen years, and Feniales 
underthe age of Twelve vears, whom any of the English have: already, 
or shall be willing her eafter to entertain as servants, and to instruet 
and train up in the true Protestant Relyion ; which said persons 
and children shali be suffered to live in any of the places alotted 
for the habitation of the Inylish. 

And you are further to declare, That in case any person or persons 
of the Enghsh Nation, or any other person or persons professing the 
Protestant Religion, and hath, during the late Wars in Ireiand, 
constantly adhered to the Nnghlsh against the Rebels, who hath or- 
have Land within the said Province of Connaught, or County of 
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Clare, and hath not forfeited the same by Rebellion or Delinquency, 
shall desire to exchange the same or any part thereof, or remove 
themselves into such Counties or Provinces as are inhabited by the 
English ; that just surveys shall be taken of the lands and estate of 
such person and persons, and so much or the value thereof shall be 
set out unto them in heu thereof, out of the forfeited Lands in some 
other Province or County, as shall be thought fit. 

2. You are hereby Authorized and Impowered to nominate

Be it Enacted by this present Parliainent, and it is Hnacted, 
That all persons whatsvever, that since the live and twentieth of 
March, One thousand six hundred thirty and eight, have taken 
or received for the use of the Communwealth, Money, Plate, 
Horses, Arms, or anything else, upon any Receipt or Bill Given 
for the Publique Faith, thereby to charge the Commonwealth 
as Debter on the Publique Faith, or by vertue or pretence of 
any Order, Ordinance or Act of Parliament, or otherwise (except

persons, was Voted down) occasioned by the not setling ofa way

tion of their respective Estates; Which Bills were to be Signed 
as aforesaid, before the said Custodies passed the Great Seal. 

For remedy of which Grievances, and for prevention ‘of all 
others in that kinde for the future, Be it Enacted, and it is 
hereby Enacted by Authority of Parliament, That the said Bills 
for the passing of the Custodies of the persons aforesaid, under 
the Great Seal, shall be first Signed by the Councel of State for 
the time being: And the said Jills being so Signed, shall be 
sufficient Warrant to the Committee or Commissioners for the

Be it Enacted by the Authority of this present Parliament, 
That such person or personas, who shall at any time from and 
after the ‘wo and twentieth day of Uctober, Une thousand six 
hundred fifty and three, discover to any Justice of Peace, or any 
other Ufticer of Justice, any person that hath committed or shall 
commit any Robbery on the High-way, or Burglary, or that 
hath or shall Feloniously break open any dwelling house or 
Feloniously enter into any such house, or there use any violence 
upon any person, or steal any money or Goods, and shall Appre-

[21 November, 1653. ] 
For the preservation of the Common Peace, and for the better 
preventing of the Miseries of a new and bloody War, endeavoured 
to be stirred up by wicked practices and correspondencies of the 
“nemies of this Commonwealth (notwithstanding the manifold 
Witness which the righteous Lord our God hath born against 
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them and their cursed Designs;) And to the end an effectual 
course may be setled for the timely punishing of any Actors or 
Contrivers in such pernicious ways, whereby others may hear and 
fear, and do no more so; Be it Kuacted by this present Parhia- 
ment, and by the Authority of the same, That John Lisle one 
of the Lords Commissioners for the Great Seal of England, John 
Bradshaw Serjeant at Law, Charls George Cock Esq; Matthew 
Sheppard Esq; Wilham Underwood Alderman of London, John 
Hayes ksq; George Langham Esq; Maurice Thompson Basq ; 
Richard Shute Esq; Mark Hildesley Esq; ‘Thomas Allsin Alder- 
man of London, Daniel Taylor, ksq; Edmond Waring Esq ; 
John Blackwel the yonger Esq; Nicholas Juxon Esq; Roger 
Frith Esq; Nathamel Whetham Esq; Edward Cresset Lisq ; 
Ralph Harrison Esq; Benjamin Valentine sq; William Web 
Esq; Owen Row Esy; Thomas Andrews Alderman of London, 
John Hardwick Esq; Richard Arnold Ksq; Sir John Thorow- 
good of Kensington Kuight, Abraham Babington Ksq; Richard 
Moor Esq; Edward Whaley Iisq; William Goff Ksq ; John Okey 
Esq; Thomas Juxon Esq; Mark Coe Esq, or any thirteen or 
more of them, shall be Commissioners, and shall have full power 
and authority, and are hereby authorized and required to hear 
and determine all such Matters, Crimes and Offences as are 
given them in charge by this present Act; and to proceed to the 
Trval, Condemnation and Execution of the Offender and 
Offenders, and to inflict upon him, her or them, such punish- 
ment, either by Death, Fine, Imprisonment, or other corporal 
punishment, as the said Conimissioners or the major part of them 
then present shall judge to appertain to Justice, according to the 
nature of the Offence. And first the said Commissioners shall 
have power to proceed against any person or persons for the 
several Offences mentioned in one Act of the late Parliament, 
ordered to be printed the Thirtieth day of January, One 
thousand six hundred forty and eight, Entituled, An Act pro- 
hibiting the Proclaiming of any person to be King of hints 
or Lreland, or the Dominions thereof. Secondly, The said 
Commissioners shall have power to proceed against any person 
or persons for the several Offences mentioned in two Acts of the 
said late Parliament, each of them Entituled, An Act declaring 
what Offences shall be adjudged Treason; the one ordered to be 
Nes the Fourteenth day of May, One Thousand six hundred 
orty and nine; andtheotherordered tobe printed the Seventeenth 
dav of July, in the said vear One thousand six hundred forty and 
nine. Thirdly, The said Commissioners shall have power to 
proceed against any person or persons for the several Offences 
mentioned in one other Act of the late Parliament, ordered to 
be printed the Two and twentieth day of January, One thousand 
six hundred and fifty, Entituled, An Act for a Seal of the Parlia- 
ment of the Commonwealth of Kngland. Fourthly, The said 
Commissioners shall have power to proceed against any person 
or persons that have, or shall Plot, Contrive, or Endeavor the 
Betraying, Surrendring, or Yielding up any Cities, Towns, 
Forts, Magazines, Ships, Vessels or Forces by Sea or Land, 
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belonging to this Commonwealth; which said Offences shall be 
punished with Death. | 

And it is hereby Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
said Commissioners, or any thirteen or more of them, shall be 
and are hereby authorized and constituted an High Court of 
Justice, to meet and sit at such convenient time and place from 
time to time, as by the said Commissioners or the major part of 
thirteen or more of them, ‘under their Hands and Seals, shall be 
appointed and notificd by publique Proclamation in the Great 
Hall or Palace-Yard at Westminster, and to adjourn from time 
to time and place to place, as the said High Court or the major 
part thereof meeting shall hold fit; and to take order for the 
charging of Oftenders, with all or any of the Crimes, matters and 
things contained and impowred by this present Act, and for the 
receiving their personal answer thereunto; and for the examina- 
tion of Witnesses upon Oath (which the Court hath hereby 
authority to administer) or otherwise, and taking any other 
Kividence concerning the same: And thereupon, or in default of 
such answer, to proceed to final Sentence, according to Justice 
and the Merit of the Cause, and such final Sentence to execute or 
cause to be executed speedily and impartially: And the said 
Commissioners, or any thirteen or more of them, shall have 
power and authority to appoint all Officers needful for the put- 
ting in execution the matter and things in this Act contained. 

And it is hereby further Enacted, That all Majors, Sheriffs, 
Justices of the Peace, Constables, Bayliffs and other Officers ; 
and all Officers and Soldiers of the Army, and other the Good 
people of this Commonwealth, shall be ayding and assisting to 
the said Commissioners in any of the premises. 

And be it further Enacted, That every of the Commissioners 
beforenamed, before he shall do or execute the Office of a Com- 
missioner by vertue of this present Act, shall take the Oath 
ensuing; Viz. | 

You shall swear, That you shall well and truly, according to 
the best of your skill and knowledge, execute the several Powers 
given unto you by this present Act. 

And the Lords Commissioners for the Great Seal of England, 
or any one of them, are hereby authorized to administer the said 
Oath accordingly. | 

Provided, That this Act nor any thing therein contained, shal] 
extend to the diminishing or lessening any power or authority 
formerly given to the Lord General or his Councel of War, or to 
the Generals at Sea by authority of Parliament, for the execution 
of Martial Law. 

Provided also, That this Act, and the authority hereby given, 
shall indure and have continuance to the First day of August, 
One thousand six hundred fifty and four, and no longer. 
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An Act for the Deaffor*station, Sale and [Improvement of the 
Forests and of ‘The Ilonois, Manors, Lands, Tenements and 
Hereditaments within the usual Limits and Perambulations 
of the same. = Heretofore belonging to the late King, 
Queen and Prince. 
[22 November, 1653.] 
The Parliament of the Commonwealth of England, considering 
it to be their Duty to Assert and Maintain the Honor, Liberty 
and Safety of this Nation against all attempts whatsoever from 
abroad or at home; and considering likewise, that such Under- 
takings do unavoydably draw ‘with them great Expence of 
Treasure; and being equally sensible, with the good people of 
this Commonwealth, of the Pressures, and KMxhaustings they 
have layen under, during the time of their conflict for their just 
Rights and Liberties; and desiring by all means to give what 
ease possible the necessity of Affairs will permit, which in this 
conjuncture are in that condition, That they do require the 
supply of very great Sums of Money to carry them on, the 
which can be raised by no way with more Advantage to the 
Publique, then by the Deafforestation, Sale and Improvement 
of the Forest Lands; Do therefore Enact and Ordain, And be it 
hereby Enacted and Ordained by this present Parliament, and 
the Authority thereof, That all Forests, and all Honors, Manors, 
Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, within the ordinary and 
usual Precincts, Limits and Perambulations of the same (as the 
said Perambulations are limited by an Act of Parliament made 
in the Seventeenth Year of the late King Charls) heretofore 
belonging to the late Ning Charls deceased, in the Right of the 
Crown, or Dutchy of Lancaster, or unto Henrietta Maria the 
Relict of the said King; or unto Charls Stuart their eldest Son, 
either as Prince of Wales, Duke of Cornwal, Karl of Chester, or 
otherwise belonging to them or any of them; and which were 
in the actual Jeisin of them, or of their or any of their Tenants, 
Agents, Servants, Trustees, Othcers and Ministers, in their mght 
or for their use, or in trust for them or any of them, on the Five 
and twentieth day of March, One thousand six hundred thirty 
and five; And alk Royalties, Priviledges, Franchises, Im- 
munities, Rights, Powers and Jurisdictions whatsoever, to the 
premises belonging or appertaining, or heretofore lawfully used, 
occupied or enjoyed with or in the same, as fully and amply to 
all intents and purposes, as the same were so uscd, occupied and ¢n- 
joyed by the said late King, Queen, or their said eldest Son, or by 
any of them, or by any other person or persons lawfully claiming 
from, by or under them or any of them, Shall be, and are hereby 
vested in the real and actual Possession and Seisin of Kdward 
Cresset, William Web, Josias Berners, John Parker, Henry Pit, 
Robert Aldworth and Francis Mussenden, Esquires; and for the 
use and purposes herein expressed, To have and to hold the 
premises to them and their Heirs and Assigns, under the Trust 
in this Act declared, and to be holden of the Manor of East 
Greenwich, in free and common Sqccage, by Fealty for all ser- 
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vices: Saving always notwithstanding, to all and every person 
and persons, Bodies politique and corporate, their Heirs, Suc- 
cessors, Executors and Administrators (other then the late King, 
Queen, and their said Son, their or any of their Heirs, Executors 
and Successors, and all claiming from, by or under them or any 
of them, to their use, or in trust for them the said King, Queen 
and Prince, concerning onely such trust or use for them or any 
of them, and so much of the state of the premises as is lyable to 
such use and trust) All Right, Title, Interest, Rights in Law and 
Equity, Annuities, Commodities, feces and other Profits, which 
they or any of them now have, and ought to have enjoyed, or had 
right or title unto, before the Five and twentieth day of March, 
One thousand six hundred forty and one, other then by vertue 
or in right of the Custody of the said Forests or any of them, or 
any ofhce belonging to any of the said Forests; the exercise 
whereof is now ceased, or which by vertue of this Act, or any 
thing therein contained, shall cease to be of further use. | 

And it is hereby further Enacted, That the said Trustees, their 
Heirs and Assigns, shall have, hold and enjoy the premises, free 
and discharged from the payment of and from all maner of Tithes, 
in as large and ample maner, as the said King, Queen, and their 
eldest Son, or either of them respectively held, or ought to have 
- held the same on the said Five and twentieth day of March, One 
thousand six hundred forty and one. 

And forasmuch as the Inclosing and Improving of the said 
Forests will tend very much to common good and publique advan- 
tage; And to the end that all persons who have a lawful Right 
in any part of the premises, may have competent satisfaction for 
their respective Interests; and that such poor (Living or Bordering 
upon the said Forests) as are not able by work or otherwise, to 
maintain themselves and Families, may be in a good measure 
provided for; Be it therefore further Enacted and Ordained by 
the Authority aforesaid, That where any person or persons, or 
the Inhabitants of any City, Town, Hamlet or Village, do law- 
fully claim any Common of Pasture, Estovers, Pannage, Tur- 
bury, or other Profits, Rights and Advantages, Aprendre in or 
upon the premises or any part thercof, and shall by themselves 
or by some other on their behalfs, put in and prosecute their 
said Claims, according to such Summons and Directions, as shall 
be hereafter given and published by the said Trustees or any 
four or more of them; That then and in all such cases, it shall 
and may be lawful for the said Trustees, or four or more of them, 
to hear, examine upon Oath (which in all things relating to the 
due execution of this Act, or any part thereof committed to their 
Trust, they are hereby authorized to administer) and determire 
all such Interests so claimed: And to alow to all persons, Town- 
ships or Corporations, their just and lawful Rights, Priviledges 
and Advantages, by setting forth to them or any of them, such 
a proportion of the premises, as they the said Trustees or four or 
more of them shall in equity judge to be answerable to the 
respective Rights and Interpsts clearly made forth and proved 
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to them; so as all Timber Trees, and other Trees standing or 
being upon any part of the premises so set forth (over and above 
euch as shall be alowed by the said Trustees as a part of the 
said Interests) shall be valued by direction of the said Trustees, 
and sold for the benefit of the Commonwealth as the rest of the 
premises by this Act are appointed to be sold. 

And if any person or persons, Body Politique or Corporate, or 
the Inhabitants of anv Township or Village, shall neglect to make 
their said Claims, by the space of Thirty days to be accompted 
from such time as publique Summons shall be Given by the said 
Trustees, according to their Instructions hereafter mentioned ; 
then and from thenceforth every such person or persons, their 
Heirs and Assigns, shall be for ever debarred from laving any 
claim, or receiving any Priviledge or Advantage out of that pro- 
portion of the premises, which (after Alowances made to all 
persons claiming within the said time) shall be set forth by Order 
of the said Trustees or four or more of them, to be disposed of to 
the benefit of the Commonwealth. Nevertheless, such person or 
persons, not claiming before the Trustees as aforesaid, shall and 
may demand, prosecute and receive their respective Rights, 
Interests and Shares, which shall lawfully be due to them ; either 
out of such proportion as the said Trustees shall order to he set 
forth for all such Rights and Priviledges in general, in lieu of 
the Claims made to the whole Forest wherein such person or 
persons claim a priviledge: or out of such a proportion as shall 
he so set forth, for the Rights, Priviledges and Advantages of that 
particular Corporation, Township or Village with whom such 
person or persons ought to have claimed. 

And be it also hereby Enacted and Ordained, That the aaid 
Trustees or anv four or more of them, shall be, and are hereby 
authorized (out of such proportion or proportions as they shall 
alow to any person or persons, for or in respect of any such 
Interest claimed within time as aforesaid) to appoint and set 
forth such a competent number of Acres, to be severally Inclosed 
from the rest of the Ground (so alowed by the said Trustees) for 
the use of the poor of that Town, Village or Division where such 
alowance or alowances shall be made, as shall appear to them the 
said Trustees or four or more of them, to be equivalent to the 
quantity of Ground so alowed, compared with the quality of the 
poor in or near the same residing; which Ground shall be called, 
The Poors Ground: and shall he disposed of by the Justices of 
the Peace, at the General Sessions for the County where such 
Ground shall lie, to the use and advantage of such Poor orely. 

And it is further Enacted and Ordained, That every euch pro- 
portion or proportions of any part of the premises set forth by the 
said Trustees or four or more of them, in lieu of the respective 
Interests claimed within time as aforesaid, shall and may be 
hedged. ditched. fenced, improved and enjoved (for ever free 
from all Forest Lawe) to the sole and proper use of the persons to 
whom the same shall be adindged and alowed: And the Common- 
wealth, and all persons claiming by, from or under the same, 
shal be for ever debarred from making any claim to, or receiving 
anv benefit from any such part, parcel or parcels, proportion or

proportions of Ground whatsoever: And the remaining part of 
the said lorests, shall by order of the said Trustees or Four or 
more of them, be forthwith exposed to sale according to the 
contents of this Act; and shall or may be fenced, hedged, 
ditched, improved and enjoyed (for ever free from all Forest 
Laws, and from all Common of Pasture, Estovers, Pannage, Tur- 
bary, or other Profits, Rights and Advantages, heretofore taken 
or alowed thereon) by every several and respective Purchaser 
thereof, or any part thereof, to his or their best advantage respec- 
tively; And all other persons shal] be from thenceforth for ever 
debarred from making any further Claim and Demand, to any 
part or parcel thereof. 

Provided nevertheless, That in case any proportion or pro- 
portions of Ground set forth by the said Trustees or four or more 
of them, in lieu of all Claims for Common of Pasture, Estovers, 
Pannage, Turbary, or other Profits, Rights & Advantages as 
aforesaid, shall not be fenced, divided and made several by the 
party or parties to whom the same shall be so alowed, or by some 
others, according to the direction and agreement of them, or 
the major part of them concerned therein, within two years from 
the time that the said Trustees or four or more of them shall 
signifie to any person or persons, their deputed Attorney or 
Attorneys, what proportion they the said Trustees will alow in 
lieu of the Claims aforesaid; That then it shalt and may be 
lawful for the said Trustees, or the Surveyors of them, to appoint 
a fourth part of such Grounds as shall be then uninclosed and 
u ndivided, or continued in common, (the Poors Ground excepted) 
to be distinctly surveyed, returned and sold to the Benefit and 
Advantage of the Commonwealth, as is directed in the Sale of 
the rest of the premises by this Act appointed to be sold, Any 
Clause in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Provided moreover, That all such pieces or parcels of Ground, 
Messuages, Lodges, Lands and Tenements, with their and every 
of their Appurtenances, as within the several Perambulations of 
any of the said Forests have been, or are held by vertue of 
Letters patents from the late King, Queen or Prince, or any of 
their Predecessors, for a Term of years or lives under an annual 
Rent reserved thereupon; or have been inclosed from any part 
of the said Forests for the space of Five years next before the 
said Five and twentieth day of March, One thousand six hundred 
forty and one, (though the Fences thereof have been since that 
time thrown down) shall not be accompted as part or parcel 
of the Lands and premises to be divided and set forth as afore- 
said; but shall be sold as in possession of the Commonwealth, or 
as a Reversion after such lawful Estate or Estates as shal] appear 
to he in being upon any of them respectively, Any Clause or 
Proviso in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Provided further, That all persons whatsoever claiming an 
Fistate or Interest in any part of the premises, by vertue of 
Letters patents from the late King, Queen or Prince, or any of 
them, or the predecessors of them or of any of them, for which 
any annual Rent or Rents is or ought to be answered, shal] make 
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their claims to the respective Surveyors of such part of the 

remises, when the said Surveyors shall be upon the place, or 
ae they shall deliver in the survey or surveys, wherein such 
part of the premises shall be comprehended, that so the said 
Survevors may take care to insert their claims, and alow their 
respective Estates Cf they shall be satistied of the justness 
thereof) according to the intent of this present Act; And if 
such person or persons claiming as aforesaid, shall neglect to 
make their said claims to the said Surveyors, or shall not have 
their respective Estates alowed by the said surveyors upon the 
survey or surveys thereof; then the said person or persons shall 
enter and proseeute their said claims, and get alowance thereof 
from the said Trustees or four or more of them, within Thirty 
days from the return of such survey or surveys, wherein the 
Premises unto which they claim shall be returned, or else shall 
forfeit his or their respective Estates to the use of the Common- 
Wealth, and be from thenceforth for ever debarred from making 
anv claim to the same. 

’rovided moreover, That every person or persons which hold, 
or ought to hold any part or parcel of the premises in Neveralty, 
by vertue of any Letters patents made to him or them for any 
Term Pentre d in right whereof he or they have or ought to 
have a lawful Interest unto Common of pasture, in or upon any 
part of the premises, shall have liberty, and are hereby enjovned 
to make their claims to the said Common of pasture, [stovers, 
Pannage, Turbary and other Profits, Rights and Advantages as 
afore said, (distinct from their respective claims to the premises, 
s0 held or ought to be holden by them in severalty) and shall 
have alowance thereof from the said Trustees or any four or 
more of them accordingly: And the proportion or proportions 
so alowed to them, shall and may after such Alowance, be fenced, 
inclosed and enjoyed by them during the respective terms for 
which thev hold the premises, whereunto the said Interest of 
common of pasture, Esser Pannage, Turbary and other 
Profits, Rights and Advantages as aforesaid shall be alowed as 
aforesaid: And the said alowed proportion or proportions shall 
also be surveyed and returned with the rest. of the premises under 
grant as aforesaid, and shall be sold as a Reversion after such 
term or terms as shall be found to be unexpired therein. 

And he it also hereby Enacted and Ordained, That in all cases 
where any Estate of Inheritance (lying within the limits and 
bounds of any the said Forests shall upon the claiming and 
prosecution of the said claim, be found to be the proper Sov] of 
the person or persons so claiming, The said Trustees or any four 
or more of them shall have power, and are hereby authorized and 
enabled to treat with such person or persons, and to compound 
with him or them, their Attorney or Attorneys, at such rate or 
rates as the said Trustees shall think fit for the Deafforestation 
of the said premises; and the composition or agreement of the 
said Trustees, certified under the hands and seals of any four or 
more of them, together with the Receipt of the Treasurers, for 
so much Money as shall be specified in the said agreement, shall 
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be sufficient to discharge the premises so compounded for, from 
being liable to any Forests Laws from thenceforth and for ever. 

And forasmuch as there is absolute necessity of preserving a 
competent eae of Timber, Fitting for the use of the Navy 
belonging to this Commonwealth, Be it Enacted and Ordained 
by the Authority aforesaid, That the said Trustees or any four 
or more of them, shall give in charge to the respective Surveyors 
of the premises, to take especial notice of all thriving Timber of 
Oak or Elm, as shal] be found growing upon any part of the 
premises to be surveyed by them, and tocertifie distinctly in each 
survey of the premises, where any such Timber shall grow, the 
number of sack Trees respectively, and how many loads of clean 
Timber there is in the said Trees, and of what value the Lop and 
Top and Bark of such Trees are, and how far the place where 
the said Trees do grow, is from the nearest part of any navigable 
River, and also what price by the load such timber is then worth 
upon the place. Upon consideration of all which, the said 
Trustees or any four or more of them, shall and may in their 
respective) Sales of any part of the premises, wherein such 
Timber shall be certified, order and appoint how many Loads of 
Good and serviceable Timber the Purchaser or Purchasers of 
the respective premises, or some others on his or their behalf, 
shall deliver at such time and place as the Councel of State for 
the time being shall hereafter direct and appoint, and shall make 
abatement thereof in a valuable proportion out of the premises 
to be purchased accordingly: Which being consented to by the 
said Purchaser or Purchasers, signified by his or their Signing 
the said Contract, the said Trustees shall take care to charge the 
Lands so purchased, by a distinct Instrument from the Convey- 
ance of the premises, Sealed at the same time, or otherwise 
accordingly. 

And for that great Spoils, Wastes and Incroachments, have of 
late time been made upon a great part of the premises compre- 
hended in this Act, to the Commonwealths excessive Damage ; 
Be it further Enacted, Ordained and Declared by the Authority 
aforesaid, That the said Trustees or any four or more of them, 
shall have full power and authority, and are hereby authorized, 
impowred and enjoyned, to make enquiry into all Spoils, 
Wastes, Purprestures, Assarts, and other Incroachments made 
within any of the said Forests since the said Five and twentieth 
day of March, One thousand six hundred forty one, committed 
and done, either by the connivance or license of the respective 
Officers in chief Authority within any of the said Forests, or by 
the unfaithfulness or manifest neglect of any person or persons 
imploved under such chief Officer or Officers or any of them: 
or by any other person or persons not concerned in any such 
Trust, upon any part of the premises hereby appointed to be 
sold, by any Unlawful and Unwarrantable way or means what- 
soever: And where the persons who shall be proved to have 
made, suffered: or committed any such wastes, Spoils or In- 
croachments, shal] not be found to have a lawful Interest to any 
part of the premises; or where the proportions to he alowed to 
such person or persons respectively by the Trustees for any such 
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Interest, shall not countervail the damage made, suffered or done 
by them or any of them; The Trustees or any four or more of 
them, are hereby required to seize the respective proportions so 
to be alowed to them or any of them, and dispose of the same 
by sale to the use of the Commonweaith, in such manner as they 
are directed in the sale of the rest of the premises, which shall 
be set out for the Commonwealth solely: And to make report of 
such damages, where no Interest in the premises shall be due 
to the parties who have made, suffered or committed the same ; 
and of the overphus of such damages (where they have seized 
any such proportion) to the Parliament, within three Moneths 
from the time the same shall be fully and clearly proved before 
them. 

And be it further Enacted and Ordained, That the = said 
Trustees shall have power and authority to make, nominate and 
appoint from time to time, by writing under the Hands and 
Seals of any four or more of them, fit and able persons, such as 
they shall think meet, to Survey the premises in any County or 
Counties of England or Wales; who are hereby enabled and 
authorized (if need be) to keep Courts of Survey, for the better 
discovery of the premises and the value thereof, and other things 
concerning the same: And who are hereby also authorized and 
enabled to enter in and upon the premises or any part thereof ; 
and of the same, or of so much thereof as shall be given them in 
charge from the said Trustees or any four or more of them, to 
make exact and perfect Surveys, according to their best skill 
and knowledge. 

And all Survevs made and signed by them or any two of them, 
and returned by them in such maner as is hereafter directed, 
shall be good and authentique to be further proceeded upon, 
according to the intent of this Act: And the said Surveyors or 
any two or more of them, are hereby Impowred to administer an 
Oath to any person or persons, for the better discovery of the 
Commonwealths Interest in and to the premises or any part 
thereof; and shall all and every of them, well and truly observe 
and keep the Instructions hereafter) mentioned, Entituled, 
Instructions for the Surveyors ; and shall also observe and pursue 
all such other Instructions and Directions, as they shall from 
time to time receive from the said Trustees or any four or more 
of them: And all Sheriffs, Majors, Bayliffs, Justices of the 
Peace, and other persons, both Military and Civil, are hereby 
required to be ayding and assisting to the said Surveyors or 
any of them, in the due execution of this Act. 

“And it is further Enacted, That the said Trustees or anv four 
or more of them, are hereby authorized and required to administer 
to all and every the said Survevors (who are enjoyned to take 
the same) an Oath in these words; viz. 

I A. B. do swear, That I will, by the help of God, faithfully and 
truly, according to my best skill and knowledge, execute the 
place of Survevor according to the purport of the Act, Entituled, 
An Act for the Deafforestation, Sale and Improvement of the 
Forests: And of the Honors, Manors. Lands, Tenements and 
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Hereditaments, within the usual Limits and Perambulations of the 
same, heretofore belonging to the late King, Queen and Prince; 
And shall use my best endeavor and skill to discover the Estate 
herein mentioned, and every part thereof which shall be given 
me in charge, and to finde out the true values and improvements . 
thereof, and thereof shall make true Surveys according to my 
best skill and cunning; and the same from time to time shall 
deliver or cause to be delivered in writing, close Sealed up, unto 
the Register for the time being in that behalf appointed ; and also 
a true Copy or Duplicate thereof, close Sealed up, unto the said 
Trustees or any two or more of them; and this I shall justly and 
faithfully execute, without any Gift or Reward, or hope of 
Reward, directly or indirectly, from any person or persons what- 
soever (Except such Alowances as the said Trustees or four or 
more of them shall think fit to make unto me, for my pains and 
charges in the executing of the said Place and Office.) 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE SURVEYOBS. 


I. 


The said Surveyors shall not fail to give notice in writing to all 
Owners or immediate Tenants, of any part of the premises; or 
in his or their absence, to his or their Under-tenant or Under- 
tenants, the Occupier or Occupiers of the premises to be surveyed 
by them, of the time (so near as they can Guess) when they 
intend to return the survey or surveys, wherein the premises held 
by such owners or immediate tenants shall be certified, and to 
signifie therein at what place or places they the said Surveyors 
may be found within that time, that so all persons concerned may 
repair to them accordingly. 


II. 


The said Surveyors shail endeavor to make their respective 
surveys as perfect as may be, for the better proceeding there- 
upon; yet shall not make an absolute alowance of any Estate 
or Estates in any part of the premises contained in this Act, 
ee by Letters patents for Lives or Years under an annual 

ent) to any person or persons whatsoever, unless the original 
Grant by which such person or persons do claim, be produced 
to them, and that they be fully and clearly satisfied therein : 
But in all other cases or dissatisfactions, they shall (in the 
respective surveys returned by them) certifie the claim or claims 
ane before them, and leave the determination thereof to the 
person or persons appointed by this Act to that purpose. 


III. 


The said Surveyors shall in their respective survevs of any part 
of the premises unfenced, which aiready is, or upon division here- 
after shall be in the present possession of the Commonwealth, 
ascertain how much of the outmost fence of every division shall 
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be made at the charge of the purchaser or purchasers of that 
division, and how much thereof shall be made at the charge of 
such person or persons as shall purchase any other of the divisions 
adjoyning thereto, and shall in their valuation have respect to 
the said charge accordingly, that thereby all occasion of Difference 
among purchasers, in fencing any part of the premises, may be 


avoided. 


IV. 


The said Surveyors shall carefully observe, keep and put in 
execution, all such further Directions and Instructions as they 
shall from time to time receive from the ‘frustees named in this 
Act, or any fuur or more of them, relating to the performance 
of the Trust by this Act in the said Trustees fpaaed 

And the said Trustees or four or mure of them, are hereby 
authorized from time to time to call to accompt any Surveyor or 
Surveyors, or other Otticer or Otticera by them named and 
appointed, and if they shall finde them or any of them deticient, 
negligent or unfaithful in pursuance of the Duty or Trust in 
them reposed, by unnecessary delay or otherwise, then they shall 
or may remove them or any of them which they shall finde so 
deficient, negligent or unfaithful, and nominate and appoint 
others in their stead; And if it shall appear to the said Trustees 
or any four or more of them, by good and sutticient proof, that 
any Surveyor or other Ottcer, at any time imployed by them or 
any four or more of them, in any businessrelating to the execution 
of this Act,or of anything therein contained, shall wittingly and 
willingly act unfaithfully, to the prejudice of the Commonwealth, 
then every such Surveyor or Ofticer shall not onely lose all such 
Moneys as shall then be due to him or them for his or their 
former service ae the said Trustees are hereby required to 
defalk), but shall make good such further Damage as shall accrue 
to the Commonwealth by reason of any such unfaithful dealing, 
out of his or their own proper Estate or Estates. 

And it is further Enacted, That the said Trustees or any four 
or more them, arc hereby authorized to take unto them such 
Councel learned or others, to advise upon the premises; and to 
appoint such Stewards of Manors, and other Ottcers for or con- 
cerning the premises, as they or four or more of them shall think 
necessary; and to give Fees, and make such Allowances to them 
or any of them, and for all incident charges belonging to the 
lisposition and Sale of the premises, as they shall hold fit and 
necessary; and to make Warrants to the ‘Treasurers hereafter 
named for payment of the same, who are hereby required to pay 
the same accordingly: And further, to give such Directions and 
Instructions to the Surveyors and all other Officers herein im- 
ploved, as shall be necessary, for the more speedy and better 
carrying on of thia service: And the said Trustees or any four 
or more of them, are hereby Impowred to authorize any person 
oF persons, under their hands and seals, to search in any Office 
of Record within this Commonwealth, amongst the Records there 
remaining, for all such matters and things as may concern the 
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clearing of any doubt that shall arise about the premises or any 
part thereof; which person or persons so authorized, shall and 
may have liberty to take Notes or Copies of all such Records as 
he shall judge necessary, without paying any Fees for the same: 
And all Ofticers belonging to any such Court of Record, are 
hereby enjoyned to take notice hereof, and to assist, permit and 
suffer the same accordingly. 

And for the better encouragement and security of such person 
or persons as shall be purchasers of the said premises or any part 
thereof, Be it Enacted and Ordained by the Authority aforesaid, 
‘That the said Edward Cresset, and other the persons before named 
as Trustees, the Survivor and Survivors of them, and the Ieirs 
of the Survivor of them shall stand and be seized of all and 
singular the said premises by this Act appointed to be sold, vested 
and setled in them and their Heirs, until the Estate and Convey- 
ance thereof shall be made unto any person or persons, Body 
politique or corporate, as shal] be purchaser or purchasers thercof, 
or of any part thereof; And shall take all the Rents, Revenues, 
Issues and Profrts arising upon, or issuing out of the premises o1 
any part of them, that shall at any time hereafter become due 
and payable, until Sale shall be made of the same, to the uses, 
intents and purposes herein declared. 

And it is further Enacted, That the said Edward Cresset, 
William Web, Josiag Berners, John Parker, Henry Pit, Robert 
Aldworth and Francis Mussenden, or any four or more of them, 
shall have Power and Authority, and are hereby Impowred and 
Authorized to treat, contract and agree with any person or 
persons, Body politique or corporate, for the sale of the premises 
(herein or hereby appointed to be sold) or any part thereof, upon 
such particular or particulars as shall be delivered in unto them 
under the hand of the Register, hereafter by this Act nominated 
and appointed, or his Deputy respectively. 

And it is further Enacted, That the said Trustees named in this 
Act, shall take the Oath hereafter expressed, before the Speaker 
of the Parliament for the time being; viz. 

I A. B. do swear, That I will, according to my best skill and 
knowledge, faithfully discharge the trust commited unto me, 
in relation to an Act of Parliament, Entituled, An Act for the 
Deafforestation, Sale and Improvement of the Forests ; and of the 
Honors, Manors, Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments within 
the usual Limits and Perambulations of the same; heretofore 
belonging to the late King, Queen and Prince: And that I will not 
for Favor or Affection, Reward or Gift, or hope of Reward or 
Gift, break the same. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That the 
said Trustees or any four or more of them, shall have power and 
authority, and are hereby impowred, authorized and required to 
convey the premises or any part thereof, by Bargain and Sale 
inrelled according to the Statute, or otherwise by Good and sufti- 
cient conveyance and assurance in tho Law to any person or per- 
sons whatsoever, according to such contract or contracts as shall 
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be made by the said Trustees or any four or more of them; And 
that all Bargains of Sale, Conveyances and Assurances made of 
any Mstate or Estates, according unto such contracts as shall be 
agreed upon between the Purchaser or purchasers, and the said 
Trustees befurenamed, or any four or more of them, shall be good 
and effectual in Law to all intents and purposes; And every 
Purchacr or Purchasers of the premises or any part thereof, his 
or their Heirs and Assigns, shall have, hold and enjoy the premises 
that shall be by him or them purchased, discharged of all ‘Trusts 
and Accompts whereunto the said Trustees are or may be liable 
by vertue of this present Act; And of all Suits and Questions 
that may arise or be moved by reason of any under-valuation of 
uny part of the premises, in any survey or surveys thereof; and of 
all other Claims and Demands whatsoever, and of all Incum- 
brauces made by the sad Trustees, or by any claiming under 
them or any of them; And that the said premises shall not be 
hable unto, but stand and shall be free and discharged of and 
from all and all maner of Statutes, Judgements, Recounizances, 
Dowers, Jovntures, and other Acts and Jncumbrances whatsoever, 
aivl, made, done or suffered, or to be had, made, done or suffered 
by, from or under the said Trustees; other then such Conveyances 
and Assurances as shall be by them had, made, done or suffered 
in performance and pursuance of the Sales and Contracts respec- 
tively made, according to the intent of this present Act. 


And if any Action shall be brought against the said Trustees, 
or any other Ofticer or Othcers appointed by this Act, for any Act 
done by them or any of them in execution of this Act, or any the 
Instructions unto which this Act doth relate, or against any Pur- 
chaser or Purchasers of any the premises hereby appointed to be 
sold, his or their Heirs or Assigns; Then he or they are nereby 
enabled to plead the General Issue, and to give this Act in 
Kvidence; and if a Judgement pass for them or any if them, they 
shall recover double Costs. 

And it is further Enacted, That if any Purchaser or Purchasers 
of the premises herein appointed to be sold, or any part thereof, 
his cr their Heirs or Assigns shall hereafter be evicted out of all 
or any part of the premises so purchased by him or them; That 
in such case the said Purchaser or Purchasers, their Heirs or 
Assigns so evicted, shall have full and due satisfaction, recom- 
pence and:alowance made to him or them for the moneys paid, 
advanced, alowed and defalked for the sad Purchase, according 
to the Directions in this Act contained: And that if any Pur- 
chaser or Purchasers shall make it appear to the said Trustees or 
any four or more of them, by Record or proof upon Oath of two 
sufficient Witnesses at the least (which the said Trustees or any 
four of them are hereby authorized to administer, and likewise to 
send for parties, Writings and Witnesses touching the ees ae 
That the premises contracted for or conveyed, are subject and 
lyable unto any Estate, Charge or Incumbrance not mentioned 
in the survey of the premises (which Estate, Charge or Incum- 
brance hath been clatmed within the time appointed by this Act 
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for making such Claims, in such maner as is therein directed) or 
that the premises purchased by him or them were not the Manors, 
Lands, ‘Tenements or Hereditaments, or parcel of the premises 
appointed by this Act to be sold and conveyed; That then the 
said ‘lrustees or any four or more of them, are hereby authorized 
to hear, examine and determine the same: And to allow unto 
such Purchaser or Purchasers, by way of Reprize, so much as the 
said Estate, Charge or Incumbrance proved as aforesaid shall 
appear to be; and shall issue out their Warrant or Warrants to 
the Treasurers appointed by this Act, to defalk and alow the 
same unto such Purchaser or Purchasers accordingly: And where 
the said Trustees or any four or more of them, shall be satistied 
as aforesaid, That the premises contracted for were not part or 
parcel of the Forests or Lands appointed by this Act to be sold; 
Tne said Trustees shall and may, and are hereby authorized to 
discharge such purchaser or purchasers of his or their Contract 
respectively. And in case (where any purchaser or purchasers 
hath paid in the first moyety of his or their Purchase-money, or 
hath perfected his or their Conveyance) it shall appear to the 
said ‘Trustees or any four or more of them, that the premises so 
purchased by him or them are no parcel of the Lands by this Act 
appointed to be sold; That then the said Trustees shall give 
Warrant to the Treasurers to deliver to such Purchaser or Pur- 
chasers (in case there be sufficient of the premises unsold to 
satisfie him or them) new Bills or Receipts, proportionable to 
such other Bills or Receipts as he or they have discharged or 
defalked upon any such Purchase so made by him or them; and 
shall admit such purchaser or purchasers to treat and contract with 
them the said Trustees, or four or more of them, for any part of 
the Lands and premises hereby appointed to be sold, and then 
uncontracted for, as shall amount to the value of his or their 
former purchase, according to the same Rates the said former 
purchase was made and rated to him or them: But in case there 
shall not be sufficient of the premises unsold to satisfie such 
Purchaser or Purchasers, Then the said Trustees shall issue out 
their Warrant to the Treasurers appointed by this Act, to repay

And it is also hereby Declared, That if any doubt or difference 
shall arise among the Officers or other persons imployed in or 
about the premises; The said Trustees or any four or more of 
them, upon information thereof, shall call before them such 
person or persons, and shall hear, examine, settle and determine 
the same; and such determination as they shall make, shall be 
the Rule by which such person or persons shall proceed therein : 
And in all cases where the said Trustees shall not be fully satis- 
fied concerning the powers granted to them by this Act, or shall 
have any new matter brought before them relating to auty part

four or more of them, shall from time to time address themselves 
to the Parliament, for their determination therein. 

And be it Enacted and Ordained, That the aforesaid Trustees 
or any four or more of them, shall duly perform, keep and put 
in execution all and every the Instructions hereafter mentioned, 
Entituled, Instructions for the Trustees: And shall also observe 
and pursue such further Instructions and Directions as they 
or any four or more of them shall from time to time receive 
from the Parliament, or such as shall be by them authorized 
thereunto. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE TRUSTEES; VIZ. 
I. 


The said Trustees or any four or more of them, ehall within 
Thirty days after the passing of this Act, send forth a Summons 
for all persons who pretend to any Interest in the Forests of 
Windsor and Waltham, to put in their Claims, either by them- 
selves or by some others on their behalf, to the said Trustees at 
their usual place of sitting, within Thirty davs after publication 
of the said Summons; which Summons shall be openly published 
in every chief Town or Market Town within the said Forests, 
and in every chief or Market Town within three Miles of the 
utmost perambulations thereof, and all in one week, between 
the hours nine in the morning, and five in the afternoon. 


IT. 


The said Trustees shall proceed to do the like with all con- 
venient speed, in all other the Forests comprehended in this Act, 
taking care that Appearances and Hearings may be upon several 
days ; and that all persons attending may be dispatched in course, 
with the soonest and best conveniency. 


IT. 


The said Trustees shall appoint in what maner all Claims con- 
cerning any Right or Rights to any part of the premises, shall 
be made and prosecuted: And shall send such a Direction printed 
or in writing (for the benetit of all persons concerned) to the 
chief Officer of that Town or place where the Summons beforesaid 
shall be published; wherein they shall give Liberty to any 
pe or persons, or to the major part of any Corporation, Town, 

amlet or Village, to make or appoint under their Hands and 
Seals, one or more lawful Deputy or Deputies, Attorney or 
Attorneys, to enter and prosecute their said claims accordingly. 


IV. 


The said Trustees shal] forthwith upon the passing of this 
present Act, take care that no further waste or spoil be made of 
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any the Timber, Woods, Trees, Lodges, Buildings, or any other 
things belonging to the Commonwealth, within any of the said 
Forests, or within the Limits, Bounds and Perambulations of any 
of them. 


V. 


The said Trustees shall (before the inclosing of the said Forests 
or any of them) provide, That convenient and fitting High-ways 
be set forth, to lead as well through any the Proportions alowed 
by the said Trustees to any person or persons whatsoever, as 
through any the Proportions and Divisions wherein the Common- 
wealth shall have an Interest onely. 


VI. 


The said Trustees shall appoint one or more of their Officers 
to demand, require and receive all Records, Charters, Deeds, 
Books, Accompts, Rolls, Writings and Evidences that concern the 
premises or any part thereof, to the end that they may be put in 
such safe place as th> said Trustees or four or more of them shall 
order and direct; And all persons in whose custody the said 
Records, Charters, Deeds, Books, Accompts, Rolls, Writings and 
Evidences now are or shall be remaining, are hereby required 
to deliver all and every of them accordingly. 


VII. 


The said Trustees shall forthwith, upon the receipt of the 
Duplicate of all or any the Surveys returned to them by the 
respective Surveyors of the premises or any part thereof, transmit 
the same to the Surveyor-General, to be by him or his Deputy 
examined and signed, and after such examination and remitting 
of the same, shall commit them to safe keeping for their use 
onely; and shall forbid all Officers of theirs to make any Copies 
of the said Surveys or any part of them, without special direction 
therein given from themselves or any four or more of them. 


VIII. 


The said Trustees shall not sell any part of the premises by this 
Act appointed to be sold, which shall be in present possession of 
the Commonwealth, under Fourteen years purchase, nor any 
part thereof which shall be a Reversion after seven years, under 
Seven and a half years purchase; after fourteen years, under 
Four and a half years purchase; after one and twenty years, 
under Three years purchase; nor any part thereof which shall be 
a Reversion after one Life, under Seven years purchase; after 
two Lives, under Four years purchase, after three Lives under 
Two and a half years purchase, and so proportionably for 
a greater or lesser term: And all such things as shall be valued 
by the Surveyors in a Gross sum, they shall sell to the best 
Advantage of the Commonwealth; but not under such a value 
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or values respectively, unless in the case of Abatements for 
Timber, to be imployed for the use of the Navy, as is before in 
this Act directed. 


IX. 


The said Trustees shall not sell any part of the premises, which 
shall be certified by the respective Surveyors thereof, to be under 
Grant fur any term of Lives or Years then unexpired, under a 
Rent reserved thereupon, to any other then the immediate Tenant 
or Tenants to the respective premises, until Thirty days after 
the return of the Survey or Surveys, wherein such an Estate or 
Estates is certified. 


X. 


The said Trustees shall not pass or seal a Convevance of any 
part of the premises to any person or persons whatsoever, before 
such time as the whole Purchase-Money due for the same be 
fully paid and satistied; but they the said Trustees shall or may, 
upon the payment of the first moyety of any purchase (if the 
Purchaser desire the same) appoint some person or persons to 
manage the premises so sold, he or they so appointed being 
accomptable for the Issues and Profits of the said premises, to 
the benefit of the Commonwealth, in case the second moyety of 
the said Purchase be not paid and satisfied in sueh maner and 
by such time, as upon the contract thereof is agreed.

The said Trustees shall (before they do expose any part of the 
premises to sale) cause to be set up in some open and publique 
il within the house where they shall usually sit, a paper of 

nstructions or Directions to every purchaser of any part of the 
premises (with the respective Fees to be paid by them) for their 
more methodical proceedings through the several Oftices, neces- 
sary for them to pass in the compleating of their Purchases, or 
any of them respectively. 

And for the more regular proceeding in the Sales appointed 
by this Act, Be it Enacted and Ordained by the Authority afore- 
said, ‘Phat Ralph Hall Gent. shall be Register, Surveyor-General, 
and Keeper of all Original Surveys of the premises or any part 
thereof; And shall by himself or his sufficient Deputy, examine 
all such Survevs returned to him by the respective Surveyors of 
any part of the premises, together with the Duplicate of each 
Survey transmitted to him from the Trustees; and upon exam- 
ination of them or any of them, shall and may make such Notes 
or Memorandums in the Margents of the said Surveys and 
Duplicates respectively, tending to the clearing of any clause or 
matter dubiously or imperfectly certified therein, as he shall 
finde cause to do; and after such Examination, shall sign the 
said Surveys and Duplicates, and shall within Four davs after the

And the said Register, and Surveyor-General or his Deputy, is 
hereby Impowred at any time after the return of the Duplicate 
of any Survey signed as aforesaid (upon Order from the Trustees 
granted at the desire of any person or persons, to treat for 
any part of the premises signified to him under the hand of the 
Clerk of the Contracts, which shalbe chosen by the said Trustees 
or any four or more of them) to make out a Particular or Par- 
ticulars of the premises so desired; which Particular or Par- 
ticulars he the said Register or his Deputy shall examine by the 
Original Survey in his custody ; and.if he finde the same to agree 
therewith, he shall sign the said Particular or Particulars, and 
bring them before the said Trustees or any four or more of them, 
at the time appointed by the said Trustees order, to be proceeded 
upon accordingly: And after every contract or contracts made 
upon any such Particular or Particulars, the said Clerk of tho 
Contracts (having examined the same, with any two or more of 
the said Trustees) shall draw up an Order of Contract thereupon ;

surveys, and the times of their respective returns.

Hie or his Deputy shall weekly make Certificates to the

The said Officer or his Deputy, shall particularly sign all

any Survey whatsoever, other then as by this Act is appointed.

The said Register or his Deputy shall take care, that in making 
forth a Particular or Particulars from any Survey of the 
premises or any part thereof, there be not left out any material or 
valuable circumstance returned in the said Survey, relating to 
the premises so to be made forth; And shall also take like care, 
that nothing be inserted into any particular or particulars, upon 
which a Conveyance is to be grounded, but may be sufficiently 
warranted from the Original Survey, out of which such Par- 
ticular is or ought to be made forth. 
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VII. 


The said Register or Surveyor-General, and his Deputy re- 
spectively, shall (before they execute the said respective Offices) 
take before any three or more of the said Trustees, the Oath here- 
after following, viz. 


You shall well and truly execute the Office and place of 
Register and Surveyor-General, for the Sale and Improvement 
of the Forests, and of the Honors, Manors, Lands, Tenements 
and Hereditaments within the usual Limits and Perambulations 
of the same, according to the Act of Parliament and Instructions 
in that behalf made; and not for fear, favor, malice or reward, 
or hope of reward, violate the Trusts in you reposed. |

And the said Register or Surveyor-General, shall have and 
receive the yearly Salary of One hundred pounds, payable out of 
the Treasury, by Warrant from the Trustees or any four or more 
of them (which they are-hereby required to give him) upon the 
Tour and twentieth day of June, and the Five and twentieth day 
of December, by equal portions; and the Treasurers are hereby 
authorized to pay the same accordingly; And further, the said 
Register, Surveyor-General, and Keeper of all Original Surveys 
of the premises or any part thereof, shall and may take such 
reasonable Fees for Copying of Surveys, making and rating of 
particulars and other things, as shall be agreed upon and alowed 
to him by the Trustees or four or more of them; and a Table of 
such particular Tees, signed by them or any four or more of 
them, shall be set up in the said Registers Office (with a like 
Table of alowed Fees in every Office relating to the disposal of 
any part of the premises) to the publique view of all persons 
concerned therein. 

And whereas, for the present use of the Navy of this Common- 
wealth, it is thought fit to raise a considerable sum of Money ; 
Be it therefore Enacted, and it is hereby Enacted, That the Sum 
of Four hundred thousand pounds shall be borrowed upon the 
eee of the said Lands and premises hereby appointed to be 
sold. 

And for the Encouragement of such as shall advance any sum 
or sums of Money for and towards the same, and to the intent 
they may have notice thereof; it is Declared, That every 
person or persons, Bodies Politique or Corporate, who have 
advanced any Moneys, Plate, Arms, Horses, with their Furni- 
ture and Arms, upon the publique Faith; or shall have any law- 
ful Bills or Receipts for such Moneys, Plate, Arms, Horses, with 
their Furniture and Arms, assigned to him or them from the 
first Advancers of such Moneys, Plate, Arms, Horses, with their 
Furniture and Arms, or the Executors; Administrators or 
Assigns of them or any of them, which Bills or Receipts have not 
been formerly satisfied; That all and every such person or 
persons, Bodies Politique or Corporate, for every sum or sums 
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of Money he or they shall further lend upon this Act, may and 
shall be secured the Moneys formerly owing as aforesaid, together 
with their interests, after the rate of ight pounds upon every 
Hundred pounds by the year, for such time as they might law- 
fully receive the same, and of six pounds upon the Hundred by 
the year ever since: And all such other sum or sums of money, 
which he or they shall advance towards the raising of the Four 
hundred thousand pounds aforesaid, by way of doubling the 
aforesaid Publique Faith and the Juterest thereof, shall be 
secured unto him or them as is hereafter appointed: As for 
hxample If there be owing to any person or persons, Body 
politique or corporate, the Executors, Administrators, Successors 
or Assigns of them or any of them, One hundred pounds 
Principal-money (for which he or they are to have Interest) 
which, together with the Interest due thereupon for Five years, 
will make One hundred and forty pounds, he or they advancing 
One hundred and forty pounds more, may and shall be secured 
Two hundred and eighty pounds as aforesaid, and so proportion- 
ably for a Greater or lesser sui. 

And for the more casie and commodious carrying on of the 
work, The said ‘Trustees are required to publish the set) times 
that they will sit, to receive and alow all such Publique-laith 
Bills or Receipts, as by this Act are appointed to be doubled 
upon: And all such Bills or Receipts so alowed by them or any 
four or more of them, and Entred in their Book, they shall from 
time to time transfer to the Register-Accomptant hereafter 
named, who shall forthwith take care for the exact casting up 
of the Interest due upon thesaid Bills or Recetptsor any of them ; 
and shall adjust the total sum of Principal and Interest together, 
due to every particular person or persons, Body Politique or 
oes that he or they may proceed to Cover the same ac- 
cordingly. 

And be it Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That William 
Benson shall be and is hereby constituted Register-Accomptant 
for the said Service, and shall perform and keep all and every 
the Instructions here following, viz. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE REGISTER-ACCOMPTANT. 


I. 


The said Register-Accomptant shall attend and assist the said 
Trustees, at such times as they shall sit for alowance of Bills or 
Receipts as aforesaid, That so upon question of the truth or 
validity of any Bill or Receipt there tendred, he may give order 
to search among the Bills or Receipts at any time heretofore 
doubled, whether the sum therein specified hath not been peer! 
alowed and satisfied ; and may also, by comparing of Hands wit 
former Bills or otherwise, help towards the discovery of any 
False Bills or Receipts that may be brought in to be alowed as 
aforesaid. 
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II. 


The said Register-Accomptant shall, upon the adjusting of any 
total Sum as aforesaid, enter the same into a Book to be kept 
by the Treasurers, and shall duly examine each Sum entred 
therein with his own Book, and shall also sign every Leaf of the 
said Treasurers Book with his own hand. 


IIT. 


He shall safely keep to the use of the Commonwealth, all such 
Bills or Receipts as shall be satisfied by doubling thereon, and 
shall not deliver back to any person or persons whatsoever, any 
Bill or Receipt transferred to him by the said Trustees, upon 
which the Quick-money hath not been paid, without special 
Order from the said Trustees or any four or more of them. 


IV. 


He shall keep a Ledger-Book, wherein he shall carefully dis- 
charge the Original Creditors respective Debts, as the new Bills 
or Receipts respectively given them by the Treasurers appointed 
by this Act or one of them, shall be defalked or. assigned; and 
also one other Ledger-Book, wherein he shall take like care to 
discharge all Assignments, as they shall be from time to time 
defalked and satisfied. 


V. 


He shail upon Certificate from the Register in this Act named 
or his Deputy, Avouch the first and second moyety, or the whole 
of any Purchase-money payable for the premises so certified, by 
taking in from the Purchaser or Purchasers thereof, such Re- 
ceipt or Receipts as have been Given by the Treasurers or one of 
them, for any Moneys doubled upon this Act, or for the remain 
of any such Receipt where the original hath been taken in by any 
the said Treasurers, and shall apply the said Receipts and alow 
the Interest thereon due, together with the ready Moneys paid 
upon each Contract; and all such Reprizes or Defalcations as 
shall be made by the said Trustees or any Four or more of them, 
relating to the premises, to be vouched by him, towards the pay- 
ment and satisfaction of all such Purchases accordingly; and 
shall sign every such. first or second moyety or whole Purchase, 
and deliver the fair Vouch-Book so signed by him to the 
Treasurers, and keep a Copy thereof for his own use, to discharge 
each satisfied Debt in his Ledgers as aforesaid. 


VI. 


He shall take in, Examine and Audit, all such Bills or Ac- 
compts relating to the charge of the work of this Act, as shal] 
from time to time be transferred to him from the said Trustees 
or any Four or more of them; and shall state, sign, keep a brief 
Entry of, and return every such respective Accompt, according 
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to Order therein signified to him, under the hand of the Secretary 
to the said Trustees. 


And it is also Enacted and Ordained, That Charls Doyly and 
Matthew Sheppeard, Esqs; or one of them, shall be and are 
hereby authorized and appointed Treasurers, for the receiving 
and paying of all Moneys appointed to be paid or received by 
this Act; and shall observe the Directions of this Act relating 
to the discharge of their place, together with all and every the 
particulars contained in these Instructions following; viz. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE TREASURERS. 


[. 


The said Treasurers or one of them, shall (upon the payment of 
so much Money, by such a person or persons as shall have his or 
their Publique-Faith Bills adjusted by the Reyister-Accomptant 
aforesaid) give unto every such person or persons, a new Receipt 
or Receipts, for double so much Money as he or they shall so 
pay, with Interest for the whole Sum, atter the rate of Six 
pounds for each Hundred pounds by the vear, from the Date of 
the said Receipt or Receipts. 


I. 


The said Treasurers or one of them, shall upon the alowance 
of any Receipt or Receipts by the Register-Accomptant in the 
Vouch-Book, for or towards satisfaction of any Purchase made 
of any part of the premises, take in the said Receipt or Receipts, 
and shall also take from the party or parties who shall defalk the 
same, a discharge for so much Principal and Interest as he or 
thev shall so defalk; and if the Receipt or Receipts tendred by 
him or them, shall amount to more then the Sum payable for his 
or their first or second moyety or whole Purchase-money the 
said Treasurers or one of them (taking in the old Receipt) shall 
give to him or them a new Receipt, for so much Money as shall 
be over and above the Sum so payable by him or them, with 
Interest proportionably. 


III. 


The said Treasurers or one of them, shall give unto every per- 
son or persons who shal] satisfie or discharge the first or second 
moyety, or whole Purchase-money payable for any part of the 
premises, in such maner as the same ought to be paid, according 
to the Certificate of the Register or his Deputy made to the said 
Treasurers, and agreeable to the Accompt thereof vouched by the 
Register-Accomptant, an Acquittance or Discharge, to be by 
him or them produced to the Trustees before the sealing of his 
or their respective Conveyances. 
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IV. 


‘The said Treasurers shall not pay any part of the Four hundred 
thousand pounds aforesaid, borrowed or advanced upon this Act 
(otherwise then is by this Act directed) without special Order 
from the Parliament, or from Authority derived from them. — 
And the said Treasurers and Register-Accomptant respec- 
tively shall before any Four or more of their Trustees, take the 
Oath (mutatis mutandis) in this Act appointed to be taken by the 
Register and Surveyor-General and his Deputy: And the said 
Treasurers shall have alowed unto them for their Clerks and 
Tellers extraordinary, in the receiving and paying out of the 
Four hundred thousand pounds aforesaid, the sum _ of 
One hundred pounds: And the said Register-Accomptant 
shall have alowed unto him for his Accomptants extraordinary, 
in adjusting the Principal and Interest of such Publique-Faith 
Bills as shall be brought in according to this Act, Fifty pounds. 

And it is hereby Enacted, That all persons who shall have 
their Publique-Faith Bills or Receipts alowed by the Trustees, 
and transferred to the Register-Accomptant, and by him ad- 
justed in the Treasurers book, shall pay in their quick money or 
doubling money to the said Treasurers, within twenty days from 
the time their total Sum shall be entred in the Treasurers book 
as aforesaid, or else shall forfeit his or their Publique-Faith 
Debt so alowel and Entred; unless after the advancing of the 
whole Four hundred thousand pounds intended to be borrowed 
upon this Act, the Trustees or any four or more of them shall be 
fully satisfied in the cause of such default; which then, and not 
till then they are hereby authorized to determine. 

Provided always, That if any person or persons shall double any 
sum of Money upon false and forged Certificates of Publique- 
Faith, or any other fraudulent way or means, and thereof shal] 
be convicted before the Trustees or any four or more of them, 
either by confession or due proof upon Oath, within Two years 
after such doubling, Every such person so offending, shall forfeit 
treble the said Sum; the one moiety thereof to the use of the 
Commonwealth, and the other moiety to the person or persons 
as shall discover the same, and shall be committed to prison ; 
and upon Certificate of four or more of the said Trustees, to the 
Commissioners for Sequestrations, his Estate shall be sequestred 
by the said Commissioners, as in the case of non-performance of 
Contracts is hereafter mentioned, until] full payment of the sum 
so forteited. | | 
_ And it is also Inacted, and hereby declared by the authority 
aforesaid, That all and everv person and persons, Bodies 
Politique or Corporate, their Heirs, FExecutors. Administrators 
and Successors, which shall become Original Creditors by this 
Act; and who shall have any receipt or receipts given unto 
them or any of them, under the hands of the Treasurers aforesaid 
er any of them, for any sum or sums chargeable by this Act, 
shal have hberty and power to defalk the said sum or sums or 
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any part thereof, upon any purchase to be hereafter made by him 
or them, or any of them, tor any part of the premises by this 
Act appointed to be sold; And shall also have liberty from time 
to time, to assign all or any such Bills or Receipts, together with 
the Moneys and Interest due thereon, to any person or persons 
whatsoever, and the last Assign or Assigns for the time being, 
of any such sum or sums of Money due, or of any such Bill or 
Receipt for the same as aforesaid, and every of them, his or 
their, and every of their Heirs, Hxccutors, Administrators and 
Successors, shall have like hberty, benefit and advantage, to all 
intents and oe as by vertue of this Act shall of right 
belong to all or any the Original Creditors aforesaid: And 
all Monevs doubled upon the security of this Aet, are hereby 
made assignable and defalkable accordingly. 

Provided, That all and every Assignment or Assignments mado 
of any Idills or Receipts, and of the Monevs and Interest there- 
upon due, shall be Entred with the Register-Accomptant 
appointed by this Act, within ten days after such Assignment or 
Assignments shall be made, who is hereby required to make and 
keep a brief Entry thereof, for the more exact knowledge upon 
all occasions, of the whole debt justly responsible by this Act, 
and the better security of every person or persons who shall at 
any time be Creditor or Creditors to the premises therein con- 
tained, or in default of such Entry, shall be void and of none 
effect. 

And be it further Enacted and Ordained by the Authority 
foresaid, That all and every person or persons, Body Politique, 
or Corporate, who shall contract with the Trustees aforesaid, 
or any four or more of them, for any part of the premises 
appointed by this Act to be sold, shall pay in or defalk, or cause 
to be paid in or detalked to the said Treasurers, the first moyety 
of his or their Purchase-money, within eight weeks, to be 
accompted from the time of every such Contract; and shall also 
(for the compleating of every such Contract) in like manner dis- 
charge the sccond moyety of his or their Purchase-money within 
six Moneths, to be accompted from the last day of the eight weeks 
aforesaid. 

Provided nevertheless, That if anv Purchaser or Purchasers, 
his or their Assign or Assigns, shall pay in or defalk in maner 
aforesaid, the first movety, or the whole of bis or their Purchase- 
money due upon any Contract or Contracts made by him or them, 
at anv time before the expiration of the said alowed Terms 
respectively; Then the Rogister-Accomptant appointed by this 
Act, shall make defalkation of six pounds by the vear upon every 
hundred pounds rateably, that shall be so paid in or defalked, 
for so much time as shall be then to come and not expired, 
either of the foresaid eight weeks, or Six Moneths respectively ; 
and the said Treasurers or one of them, are herehy required to 
alow the same accordingly. 

And whereas the sum of Two hundred seventy six thousand 
one hundred forty six pounds, hath been by this present Parlia- 
ment alowed as a Publique-Faith Debt. unto Sir John Jacob, 
Sir Job Harby, Sir Nicholas Crisp, Sir John Harrison, Knights ; 
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and others of the late Farmers of the Customs, upon the condition 
of advancing the like sum to the use of the Commonwealth, in 
maner hereafter mentioned; Be it therefore Enacted and 
Ordained by the Authority aforesaid, That if the sum of One 
hundred thousand pounds, part of the Two hundred seventy six 
thousand one hundred forty six pounds so to be advanced, shall 
be paid unto the Treasurers appointed by this Act, or one of 
them, by the said Sir John Jacob and other the late Farmers 
aforesaid (or by any other person or persons authorized and 
appointed under the Hands of any two or more of them) at or 
before the First day of January next following; then (upon the 
compleating of such payment) there shall be alowed the like 
sum of One hundred thousand pounds more as a Debt due upon 
the Publique-Faith of this Nation: And the said Treasurers are 
hereby authorized and required (when the said first One hundred 
thousand pounds shall be fully paid) to give unto the person or 
persons respectively so authorized and appointed to pay the same 
or any part thereof, a Bill or Receipt, Bills or Receipts for 
double the Sum of Money which he or they shall respectively 
pay in as a part of the One hundred thousand pounds aforesaid, 
with future Interest, after the rate of Six pounds upon every 
hundred pounds for the total Sum doubled as aforesaid: And to 
every person or persons, who shall in like maner pay in the 
whole Sum of One hundred thousand pounds more or any part 
thereof (parcel of the Two hundred seventy six thousand one 
hundred forty 61x pounds aforesaid) at or before the First day of 
February next ensuing, the said Treasurers or one of them, shall 
give like Bills or Receipts for a double Sum and future Interest 
thereon respectively, as the said second One hundred thousand 
pounds or any part thereof shall be paid in to them: And in case 
the said second One hundred thousand pounds shall be fully 
advanced and paid in, then if the remaining part of the said 
‘Two hundred seventy six thousand one hundred forty six pounds 
(being Seventy six thousand one hundred forty six pounds) or 
anv part thereof, shall be advanced and paid in maner afore- 
said, at or before the First day of May next coming, which shall 
be in the vear of our Lord, One thousand six hundred fifty four ; 
Then the said Treasurers or one of them, shall also give to every 
respective person or persons authorized and appointed to pay the 
same or any part thereof as aforesaid, like doubled Bills or 
Receipts, according as he or they shall pay in his or their Moneys 
respectively. 

And it is hereby Declared, That the said first One hundred 
thousand pounds, and so much of the second One hundred 
thousand pounds as shall be advanced and paid in maner and 
form aforesaid, shall he reckoned and accounted as part of the 
Sum of Four hundred thousand pounds to be secured by this 
Act: And_in case the said second One hundred thousand pounds 
shall be fully advanced, then so much of the said Seventy six 
thousand one hundred forty six pounds as shall be paid within 
the time before appointed, shall also be reckoned and accounted 
as part of the said Four hundred thousand pounds to be secured 
by this Act. And all Bills or Receipts given by the said 
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Treasurers or one of them, for all or any part of the said ‘Two 
hundred seventy six thousand one hundred forty six pounds, 
with the Moneys and Interest in all or any of them menuoned, 
are hereby fade assignable, applicable, aE defalkable upon any 
purchase to be made for any part of the premises saleable by 
this Act, to all intents and purposes, as other such Bills or 
Receipts given by the direction of this Act are herein Ordained 
and Declared. 

Provided, and it is hereby Declared, That if any of the said 
Farmers, his or their Executors or Administrators, shall refuse 
or fail to pay in his or their proportion of the Moneys hereby 
to be doubled by the times aforesaid, then the rest of the said 
Farmers and their Assigns, who shall pav in the proportion of 
such persons failing or any part thereof, shall have the benetit 
which the said person or persons should have had, and the person 
and persons so failing shall be barred thereof. 

And forasmuch as many persons who have the said Farmers 
Securities for divers Sums of Money being dead, their Executors 
and Administrators cannot adventure to double the said debts 
out of the Estates of the parties decease ‘d, without some danger 
to their own Estates; It is hereby Doc lared, That any such 
Executor or Administrator who shall double any such Debt, 
either out of the Estate of the party or parties deceased, or the 
proper Estate of such Executor or Administrator, shall not be 
accounted a waster of the Estate of the persons so deceased; but 
the Lands to be purchased with the said Moneys, shall be ac- 
counted Assets in Law and Equity to all Creditors and Legatees, 
and shall be liable to satistie their debts and demands; and also 
the Executor and Administrator who shall advance any money 
for the doubling of such Debt or Debts out of his own Estate, 
shall be reimbursed with Damages out of the Lands so to be pur- 
chased. 

And considering that the Improvement of the premises saleable 
and deafforestable by this Act, hath such a general tendency to 
the publique Welfare of this Nation, as that all persons forward- 
ing and advancing the same may justly expect all due encourage- 
ment therein; It is further Enacted and Declared by the 
Authority aforesaid, That all and every part of the premises 
which at the time of the passing of this ‘Act did lie as Waste or 
was used in Common, (upon which no Tares or Assessments have 
been heretofore levied) shall not be liable to any Publique Tax 
or Assessment for the space of Three years, to be accounted from 
the time that each part or parcel thereof shall be alowed by the 
said Trustees or any Four or more of them in lieu of any Interest 
claimed; and from the time that any parcel of the premises shall 
be sold to any person or persons whatsoever respectively, not- 
withstanding any advantage that shall arise by improvement 
thereof within the time aforesaid; nor shall (after the said time) 
he subject to any Greater proportion in all Assessments what- 
soever, then shall be generally laid upon all real Estates within 
this Nation, 
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And the Parliament doth hereby further Declare, That every 
Purchaser or Purchasers of any part of the premises, as also ail 
other persons who shall have any proportion or proportions 
shall have and receive from time to time all lawful favor and 
assistance in anything or things (by his or their future address 
or addresses desired) tending to the watering, planting, peopling, 
manuring, bettering, and full improving of the premises or any 
part thereof, upon all occasions, 

And that the Commonwealth may not be damnified, Sales may 
not be retarded, and the Contracts made by vertue of this Act 
may accordingly be perfected, Be it further Ordained by the 
Authority aforesaid, That every person or persons who 
shall contract for any part of the premises by this Act 
appointed to be sold, and shall not pay in or defalk the Moneys 
payable for the same, in such maner and within such time, as by 
this Act is directed (unless he or they have license under the 
hands of the said Trustees or any four or more of them, for a 
longer term, which (upon depositing of the value of one third 
part of the total of his or their Contract-money to the said 
Treasurers or one of them, either in money or receipts Given by 
direction of this Act) they the said Trustees are hereby Impowred 
to give, shall forfeit to the use of the Commonwealth the full 
third part of the Money which his or their Contract shall amount 
unto ; which third part so forfeited, the Treasurers or one of 
them, upon notice Given them from the sajd Trustees, signified 
hy the Clerk of the Contracts, shall defalk out of such Bills or 
Reccipts for Money pavable by this Act, as were originally due, 
or at any time after assigned to any such person or persons 
at the time of the making of any such Contract or 
Contracts respectively, and all assignments of any 
such Bills or Receipts, made by any such person or persons after 
a Contract made by him or them, thereby to evade such For- 
feiture, shall and are hereby Declared to be utterly void and of 
none effect, Any thing in this Act to the contrary thereof 
notwithstanding. Provided, That where any person or persons 
(pon depositing one third part of the value of their purchase as 
aforesaid) shall obtain license from the said Trustees or any four 
vr more of them, for a longer term, and shall not perform the 
conditions in ihe said License mentioned, he or they so failing 
Shall forfeit to the use of the Commonwealth the third part of 
his Purchase-money so deposited; and the Treasurers are hereby 
’ppointed to defalk the same accordingly. 

And for the better levying and receiving of all Forfeitures in- 
curred by this Act, Be it Enacted and Ordained, That where the 
said Treasurers or one of them, shall not finde the person or 
persons contracting and making default as aforesaid, to be at 
the time of such Contract, or at any time before the said default 
made Creditors for any monevs answerable by this Act they Bi 
one of them shall forthwith return Certificate thereof to the 
suid) Trustees: And the said Trustees or any four or more of 
them are thereupon herehy required and enjovned téomistes 
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certificate under their hands of the sum or sums of Money for- 
feited as aforesaid, unto the Commissioners for Sequestrations 
sitting at Haberdashers Hall, who are hereby authorized aud 
required, upon the receipt of such Certiticate from the said 
Trustees, to seize and sequester the real and personal Tstate of 
every such person or persons, Where ever the same or any part 
thereof shall le and be, and the same to detain in their custody 
without sale or disposal thereof, for the space of Ten days: And 
if the said person or persons so aie do pay or cause to be 
paid to the said Treasurers or one of them, his or their Forfeiture 
within the said Ten davs, That then upon certificate thereof from 
the said Treasurers or any of them, to the said Commissioners, 
the said Commissioners shall discharge the said Sequestration of 
the said real and personal Estate of such person or persons; But 
in default of such pavment to the said Treasurers or one of them, 
within the said Ten days, the said Commissioners are hereby 
authorized and required to levy and raise such sum or sums 
of Money so certified to them as aforesaid, by sale of the goods, 
and receipt of the Rents, Issues and Protits of the Lands of such 
person or persons, and after the said sum so raised, the Lands 
and residue of the said Goods shall be restored and discharged 
from the said Sequestration: And all and every the said For- 
feitures so raised by the respective Commissioners, shall be paid 
in by them to the said Treasurers or one of them, to be disposed 
of as other the Moneys to be raised by the Sale of the premises. 

And it is hereby also Declared, That after such Forfeiture 
incurred as aforesaid, it shall and may be lawful for the said 
Trustees or anv four or more of them, to contract for, and sell 
all or anv the said Lands and Premises (so contracted for and not 
prosecuted) to any other person or persons, as if no other Contract 
thereof had heen formerly made. 


And it is also hereby Enacted and Ordained by the Authority 
aforesaid, That all and every Body politique and corporate, shall 
have power and authority, and are hereby enabled to take and 
purchase to themselves and successors for ever, any of the said 
Manors, Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, without issuing 
forth any License or Licenses of Alienation or Mortmain, Any 
Law, Statute or Charter to the contrary in any wise notwith- 
standing. 


And be it Enacted by the authority aforesaid, That the said 
Trustees for their pains and Service in the premises, shall have 
alowed unto every of them the vearly Salary of Three hundred 
pounds; and the said Treasurers shall be alowed unto each of 
them, the vearly Salarv of Two hundred pounds: And that the 
said Register-Accomptant shal] have and receive for himself, the 
vearly salary of One hundred and fifty pounds: All and every 
which said Salaries shall be paid or defalked by the said 
Treasurers on the Four and twentieth dav of June, and the Four 
and twentieth of December vearly. by equal Portions, upon 
Warrant from the said Trustees or anv four or more of them, 
the first pavment to be made on the Four and twentieth day of 
June, One thousand six hundred fifty four. 
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And it is further Enacted and Ordained, That none of the 
said Trustees, nor any other Officer or Officers appointed by this 
Act, nor any other person or persons whatsoever, which shall 
be imployed by them or any of them in relation to the putting in 
execution of any thing or things contained in this Act, either at 
home or abroad; nor any other person or persons whatsoever, 
to the use or uses of such Officer or Officers, person or persons

And be it further Enacted, and it is further Enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the said Trustees named in this Act 
for conveying the premises, and the respective Purchasers of all 
or any of the premises herein appointed to be sold, their and 
everv of their respective Heirs, Agents and Assigns, shall have, 
hold, use and enjoy the like Benefits, Priviledges, Rights, Usages 
and Customs; and may likewise take all advantages, benefits of 
Conditions broken, Forfeitures, or non-performance of Covenants, 
Entries or Accompts, as the said late King, Queen and Prince 
might have done, or ought to have had or enjoyed. 

And that the said Trustees may be the better enabled to dis- 
charge the great trust by this Act committed to them, in causing 
all Officers imployed hy them, to be diligent in the respective 
places to which they shal be designed; It is further Enacted and 
Ordained by the authority of this present Parliament, That out 
of all such sums of money as shall be advanced and brought in 
towards the raising of the said sum of Four hundred thousand 
pounds secured by this Act, The Treasurers herein named or one 
of them, shall from time to time (as any part of the said sum

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Forests by this Act appointed to be sold: which have (before the 
passing of this Act) been conveyed vy the Trustees or any five or 
more of them, named and appointed in an Act, Entituled, An 
Act of the Commons in Parliament assembled, For the sale of 
the Honors, Manors and Lands heretofore belonging to the late 
King, Queen or Prince; or which upon any Contract made with 
the Contractors in the said Act named, or any five or more of 
them, the First moyety or whole of any such Contract hath been 
paid and satistied, Any clause in this Act to the contrary thereof 
in any Wise notwithstanding. 

Provided also, That this Act nor any thing therein contained, 
shall extend to grant unto the foresaid Trustees, any Right or 
Interest in or to the Forest of Needwood, otherwise called The 
Chase of Needwood, in the Counties of Derby and Stafford; nor 
to the Forest of Kingswood, otherwise called Kingswood Chase, 
in the County of Glocester; nor unto the Forest of Ashdown, 
with the Inclosure or Park there, commonly called Lancaster 
great Park, in the County of Sussex: nor unto the Forest of 
Sheerwood, in the Counties of Nottingham and Derby or one of 
them; nor to anv Honors, Manors, Lands, Tenements, or Heredi-

Be it Enacted by this present Parhament, and it 1s hereby Enacted, 
That General Robert Blake, General George Monck, General John 
Disbrow, General Wilham Pen, Colonel Phihp Jones, Colonel John 
Clerk, John Stone Esq ; Edward Worseman sq ; Major William 
Burton, Vincent Gookin Esq; Lieutenant Colonel Thomas 
Kelsey, or any three or more of them, shall be, and hereby are 
constituted and appointed Comtissioners for ordering, managing, 
directing and carrying on the Affairs of the Admiralty and Navy 
of this Commonwealth, and shall have, and hereby have, com- 
mitted unto them, All and every the Powers specified in an Act of 
this present Parliament, Entituled, A nm Act for constituting 
Commissioners for ordering and managing the Affairs of the 
Admiralty and Navy; and shall and may proceed therein, an 
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execute the same, according to the several Rules and Limitations 
expressed in the said Act; And this Act is to continue for the space 
of Six Moneths and no longer, from the Third day of December, 
One thousand six hundred tifty and three.

That all Writs, Process, Commisions, Patents, Grants, and 
other Things, which now run in the Name and Style of The 
Keepers of the Liberty of England by Authority of Parliament, 
shall run in the Name and Style of the Lord Protector, from 
whom, for the future, shall be derived all) Magistracy and 
Honours in these three Nations ; and have the Power of Pardons 
(except in case of Murders and Treason) and Benetit of all 
Forfeitures for the public Use; and shall govern the said Coun- 
tries and Dominions in all Things by the Advice of the Council, 
and according to these Presents and the Laws. 


LTV. That the Lord Proctector, the Parliament sitting, shall 
dispose and order the Militia and Forces, both by Sea and Land,

Seal had issued and been awarded according to the Tenor above- 
said: That if the Sheriff, or other Persons authorized, shall 
nevlect his or their Duty herein, that all and every such Sheriff 
and Person authorized as aforesaid, so neglecting his or their 
Duty, shall, for every such Offence, be guilty of High Treason, 
and shall suffer the Pains and Penalties thereof. 


XXI. That the Clerk, called the Clerk of the Commonwealth in 
Chancery for the Time being, and all others, who shall after- 
wards execute that Ottce, to whom the Returns shall be made, 
shall for the next Parhament, and the two succeeding Triennial 
Parliaments, the next Day after such Return, certify the Names 
ot the several Persons so returned, and of the Places for which he 
and they were chosen respectively, unto the Council; who shall 
peruse the said Returns, and examine whether the Persons so 
elected and returned be such as is agreeable to the Qualifications, 
and not disabled to be clected: And that every Person and Per- 
sons being so duly elected, and being approved of by the major 
. Part of ihe Council to be Persons not disabled, but qualified as 

aforesaid, shall be esteemed a Member of Parliament, and be 
admitted to sit in Parliament, and not otherwise. 


XXII. That the Persons so chosen and assembled in Manner 
aforesaid, or any sixty of them, shall be, and be deemed the 
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Parliament of England, Scotland, and Ireland; and the Supreme 
Levislative Power to be and reside in the Lord Protector and 
such Parliament, in Manner herein expressed. 


AXIITD. That the Lord Protector, with the Advice of the 
major Part of the Council, shall at anv other Time than is betore 
expressed, when the Necessities of the State shall require it, sum- 
mon Parhaments in Manner before expressed which shall not be 
adjourned, prorogued, or dissolved without their own Consent, 
during the first three Months of their Sitting. And in case of 
future War with any foreign State, a Parliament shall be 
forthwith summoned for their advice concerning the same. 


AXIV. That all Bills ayreed unto by the Parhament, shall be 
presented to the Lord Protector for his Consent; and in case he 
shall not give his Consent thereto, within twenty Days after 
they shall be presented to him, or give Satisfaction to the 
Parhament within the Time limited, that then, upon Declaration 
of the Parliament that the Lord Protector hath not consented 
nor given Satisfaction, such Bills shall pass into and become 
Laws, although he shall not give his Consent thereunto; provided 
such Bills contain nothing in them contrary to the Matters con- 
tained in these Presents. 


XXV. That Henry Lawrence, Esq., &c. [whose Names are 
hefore-mention’d at p. 247.] or anv seven of them, shall be a 
Council for the Purposes expressed in this writing ; and upon the 
Death or other Removal of any of them, the Parliament. shall 
nominate six Persons of Ability, Integrity, and fearing God, for 
every one that is dead or removed; out of which the major 
Part of the Council shall elect two, and present them to the Lord 
Protector, of which he = shal) elect one: And in ease the 
Pariiament shall not nominate within twenty Days after Notice 
given unto them thereof, the major Part of the Council shall 
nominate three as aforesaid to the Lord Protector, who out of 
them shall supply the Vacancy: And untill this Choice be made, 
the remaining Part of the Council shall execute as 
fully in all Things, as if their Number. were — full.

. XXVII. That a constant yearly Revenue shall be raised, settled, 
and established for maintaining of 10,000 Horse and Dragoons, 
and 20,000 Foot, in England Scotland,and Ireland, for the Defence 
and Security thereof, and also fer a convenient number of Ships 
for guarding of the Seas; besides 200,000. per Ann. for 
defraying the other necessar Charges of Administration of 
Justice, and other expences of the Government ; which Revenue 
shall be raised by the Customs, and such other Ways and Means 
as shall be agreed upon by the Lord Protector and the Council, 
and shall not be taken ok or diminished, nor the Way eed 
upon for raising the same altered, but by the Consent of the Lord 
Protector and the Parliament.

XXX. That the raising of Money for defraying the Charge of

XXXII. That the Otice ot Lord Protector over these Nations 
shall be elective and not hereditary; and upon the Death of the 
Lord Protector, another fit Person shall be forthwith eleeted to 
succeed him in the Government ; which Election shall be by the 
Council, who, immediately upon the Death of the Lord Protector, 
shall assemble in the Chamber where they usually sit in Council ;

XXXIV. That the Chancellor, Keeper, or Commissioners of the 
Great Seal, the Treasurer, Admiral, Chief Governors of Ireland 
and Scotland, and the Chief Justices ot both the Benches, shall 
be chosen by the Approbation of Parlament : and, in the Intervals 
of Parliament, by the Approbation of the major Part of the Council, 
to be afterwards approved by the Parliament. 


XXXV. That the Christian Religion, as contained in the Scrip- 
tures, be held forth and recommended as the public profession 


of these Nations; and that, as soon as may be, a Provision, less 
subject to Scruple and Contention, and more certain than the 
present, be made for the Encouragement and Maintenance of able 
and painful Teachers, for instructing the People, and_ for 
Discovery and Confutation of Error, heey a, whatever is 
contrary to sound Doctrine: And that untill such Provision be 
made, the present Maintenance shall not be taken away nor 


impeached. . 
XXXVI. That tothe public Profession held forth none shall be 


compelled by Penalties or otherwise: but that Endeavours be 


used to win them by sound Doctrine, and the Example of a 
good Conversation. 
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XXXVII. That such as profess Faith in God by Jesus Christ, 
(though differing in Judgment from the Doctrine, Worship. or 
Discipline publickly held forth) shall not be restrained from, but 
shall be protected in, the Profession of the Faith, and Exercise 
of their Religion; so as they abuse not this Liberty to the Civil 
Injury of others, and to the actual Disturbance of the Public 
Peace on their Parts: Provided this Liberty be not extended to 
Popery nor Prelacy, nor to such as, under the Profession of Christ, 
hold forth and practise Licentiousness. 


XXXVIIL That all Laws, Statutes, and Ordinances, and 
Clauses in any Law, Statute, or Ordinance to the contrary of 
the aforesaid Liberty, shall be esteemed as null and void. 


XX XIX. That the Acts and Ordinances of Parliament, made 
for the Sale or other Disposition of the Lands, Rents, and 
Hereditaments of the late Kin , Queen, and Prince, or Archbishops 
and Bishops, &c., Deans and Chapters, the Lands of Delinquents 
and Forest Lands, or any of them, or of any other Lands, 
Tenements, Rents, and Hereditaments belonging to the Common- 
wealth, shall nowise be impeached or made invalid, but shall 
remain good and firm; and that the Securities given by Act and 
Ordinance of Parliament for any Sum or Sums of Money, by any 
of the said Lands, the Excise, or by any other public Revenue;

XLI. That every successive Lord Protector over these Nations

Whereas by an Ordinance Entituled, An Ordinance De- 
claring that the Offences therein mentioned, and no other, shall 
be adjudged High Treason within the Commonwealth of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland, it is, amongst other things, 
Ordained and Established, That no Matter, Fact, Crime or 
Offence whatsoever, other then such as are therein mentioned 
and expressed, should be deemed, taken, or adjudged to be 
High TeAson And whereas some doubts and question may 
arise, whether that Clause in the said Ordinance doth not

the said Act, is now under a Ae eCaton: which will necessarily 
require som longer time to perfect the same: Bee it Ordained 
by His Highness the Lord Protector, by and with the consent of 
his Council, That the said severall and respective Judges 
mentioned in the said Act, or any of them, shall not proceed to 
the sale or disposition of any of the estates real or personal, of 
any of the said prisoners, or of any other person or persons what- 
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soever, mentioned or intended inoor by the said) Act, nor shall 
otherwise intermeddle in the execution of the sad Act. or of any 
the powers or authorities wiven by the same until the fifteenth 
day of May next comimyg; And bee it further Ordeined, that. all 
Acts and things to bee don by the said several and respective 
Judges, or any of them, by vertue, color, or pretence of the said 
Act from henceforth and before the said) tifteenth day of May 
aforesaid (saving onely ino such cases, and necording to such 
limitations, as by the said Ordinance they had power to do, 
before the sud twentieth day of April) shall he ui aro hereby 
declared to bee utterly null and void.

suaves, Tenements, Gleab-lands, Pastures, Meadows, Marshes, 
belonging to any Rectory impropriate, and Fee-farm Rents 
issuing ont of Manors of Rectories impropriate, joyntly or 
severally charged therewith, late belonging or ap yertaning® to 
any Rectory impropriate, Parsonage, Chieeh Chappel or Donative, 
late apperaining or belonging to any Archbishop, Bishop, Dean, 
Dean and Chapter, Prebend or other person or persons or Bodies 
Politique mentioned in one Ordinance ot the Ninth of December, 
One thousand six hundred forty and six. Entituled, 4a Ordinance 
of this present Parliament for Abolishing of Archbishops and

Commodities or wares shall at any time from and after the tirst 
daie of May then next, be drawn upon any such Highwaies, Roads 
or Streets, with above five horses or mares, or six oxen and one 
horse or mare, In any one cart or waggon, That then it shall be 
lawful to or for any Constable or Sarveyor of Hieh-waies, or 
other Inhabitant in any Parish where such loaden Waggon, Cart 
or Carnage shall pass and be drawn as aforesaid, to distrain and 
seize all such supernumerary horses, mares or oxen as he shall 
find in any such waggon, cart or earriave over and above the 
number of tive horses or mares, and six oxen and one horse or 
mare respectively, and the same supernumerary horses, oxen 
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and mares respectively to detain and keep until such owner or 
driver have paid and answered into the hands of the Surveyors 
of High-waies within the Parish where such Distress and Seizure 
shall Be made, or one of them, the summe of twenty shillings for 
every such supernumerary horse, mare or ox; Be it now Ordained 
by Mis Highness the Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of 
England, Scotland and Ireland, &c. by and with the Consent of

His Highness the Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of 
England, Scotland and Ireland, and the Dominions thereunto 
belonging, taking into consideration how much the Honor and 
Satety of this Commonwealth is concerned in the speedy setling 
of Ireland; For the further Encouragement of the Adventurers 
for Lands in Ireland, and of the Soldiery of the Army, and late 
reduced Forces there in their Plantations; and for the better case 
of all the Proprietors ot Lands, and all other the Inhabitants of

It is therefore Onlained declared and agreed by His Highness 
the Lord Protector, with the consent of the Council, That the

An Ordinance for aeeea He to the English Protestants of the 
Province of Munster in Ireland. 
[27 June. 1654.) 


Whereas many English and Brittish Protestants in the Province pefection ot 
of Munster in Ireland upon the defection of the Lords Ormond Ormond and 
and Inchiquin, were seduced and drawn by the power and policy eam. 
of the said Lords to follow them in their treacherous revolt, 
whereof divers being sensible of their offence, and retaining still 
a good affection to the interest of the Commonwealth of 
England, did give a real and eminent testimony thereof in their 
voluntary rendition of the Towns of Cork, Youghal, Kinsale, 
Bandon, and divers Forts, Castles and other Garrisons adjacent, 
and that at a time when the Army under the Command of 
His Highness the Lord Protector, then Lord Lieutenant ot 
Ireland, being at a great distance from them, and the Winter 
season rendred the access thereof unto them improbable; By 
means of which rendition divers places of great strength were 
gained without expence of blood and treasure, and the neces- 
sities of the Army a Uae by that plentiful Countrey, where 
many sick and wounded Souldiers were tenderly cherished and 
anes for by the said Brittish and English Protestants; And 

ivers others of the said Brittish and English Protestants did 
before the first of December, One thousand six hundred forty 
and nine submit themselves, and have ever since not onely lived 
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peaceably under the. Protection of, and obedience to the Com- 
monwealth, but have by their large contributions to the supply 
of the Army there, evidenced their sense of duty and good 
affection to the same; and the inferior sort of them, who 
continued under the command of the said Earl of Ormond and 
Lord Inchiquin until necessity inforced them to a submission, 
have since their said submission done faithful service to this 
Commonwealth against the Rebels there; His Highness the 
Lord Protector taking into consideration une concessions ted 
by His Highness to invite the Return of the said Revolters to 
the obedience of the Parliament of the Commonwealth of 
England, and being desirous that the same may be duly per- 
formed, and that all such as were mis-led into that defection by 
Inisrepresentations from their Commanders, or by their power 
over them were kept from a more early submission, might in 
dead of their service and faithfulness since, taste of some grace 
and favor; and to the end their persons may be secure, their 
mindes composed, and they may be encouraged to persist in 
their tidelity and obedience, and themselves, their wives and 
children be enabled to live, and be useful to the Commonwealth ; 
Be it Ordained by His Highness by and with the advice and 
consent of His Council, That all persons Brittish and Protestants 
of or in the Province of Munster in the Realm of Ireland, shall 
be, and are hereby freed, acquitted and discharged of, and from 
all Questions, Suit, Plea, Demand, Forfeitures, Pains, Penalties, 
Mulcts Corporal or Pecuniary, Restraints, Imprisonment or 
Imprisonments, Punishment or Punishments, Trouble or Moles- 
tation whatsoever (other then is hereafter in this Ordinance 
expressed) for any matter or thing by them or any of them 
committed or done by Sea or Land against the Parliament or 
their Forces in the late War, or any of the former Wars; and

An Ordinance prohibiting Horse-Races for Six Moneths. 
[4 July, 1654.) 


Whoreas it hath pleased the Lord to discover and bring to 
hight divers Mischievous Plots and Designs which have been 
lately contrived by the Enemies of the peace and welfare of this 
Commonwealth, who are ready to lay Pola of all opportunities 
for instilling such their purposes into ye minds of others who 
are peaceably attected, and to take advantave of publique 
meetings, and concorse of people at Horse-races, and ilies 
sports, to carry on such their pernicious desivns, to the 
Ditties of the Publique Peace, and indangering new 
troubles. 

For prevention thereof, it is thought fit at this time to Ordain, porse-races 
and be it Ordained by His Highness the Lord Protector by and and race- 
with the Consent of His Council, That from and after the sixth meetings 
day of July, one thousand, six hundred fifty and four, for and forbidden 
during the space of six Moneths from thence next ensuing, is em 
there shall be no Horse-races, nur meetings of any persons g July, 1654. 
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whatsoever upon pretence or colour of any such horse-races in 
any place within England or Wales. And that all and every 
person and persons who shall, from and after the said sixth day 
of July for and during the time aforesaid, appoint any Horse- 
race, or shall assemble and meet together, upon or by colour of 
any appointment of an Horse-race, or aiall be present at any 
such Horse-race shall forfeit and lose all and every the Horse 
and Horses which they shall bring with them, or: send. unto 
such place or meeting. And all Mayors, Sheriffs, Justices of: the 
Peace, Constables, and all other Ministers of Justice, calling to 
their Assistance, if they shall find cause, any officers and 
souldiers of the Army, quartered or lying in or near such place, 
be, and they are hereby authorized and required, upon notice 
of any such Horse-race or appointment for the same, to repair 
unto such place and places, and to seize or cause to be seized 
all and every horse and horses, which shall come or be sent unto 
such place and places for the purpose aforesaid, or under colour 
thercof, and to apprehend or cause to be apprehended all and 
every person an ro who shall be present at, assemble, or 
meet together under pretence of any Horse-race, and bring or 
cause them to be brought before the Council to be further 

roceeded against for their Contempt of this Ordinance as shall 
be agreeable to Justice.

1653. Jore belonging to the late King, Queen and Prince, it was Enacted. 
That for the raising of a present supply of moneys, required for

God) upon the Security and Preservation of the person of His 
Highness; and for that it hath manifestly appeared, that divers 
wicked Plots and means have been of late devised and laid, as well 
in Foreign parts beyond the Seas, as also within this Nation, to the 
great endangering His Highness Person, and the embroyling this 
Commonwealth in new and intestine Wars and Seditions, to the 
utter Ruine and Subversion thereof, if the same had taken effect ; 
Therefore, and for the preventing of such great Perils and Mischiefs 
as may hereafter ensue, by the like detestable Conspiracies and Prac- 
tises, The Parliament, out of a deep Sense and Consideration thereof, 
do desire that 1t may be Enacted and Ordained, And be it Finacted 
and Ordained by His Highness the Lord Protector and the Parlia- 
ment, and the Authority thereof, That if any person or persons 
shall from and after the Tenth day of October, in the year of our 
Lord, One thousand six hundred fifty and six, Attempt, Compass

any of the said Geldings, Arms or other Ammunition last mentioned, cae 
for such time as shall be therein limited and appointed: And that other Amma 
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it shall not be lawfull for any person or persons to carry out all 
or any of the aforesaid Geldings, Arms and Ammunition, contrary 
to the tenor of the said Proclamation, upon such pains and Forfeit- 
ures, as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Nation in force, before 
the making of this Act, are and have been Provided and Ordained 
in that behalf, this Act, or any thing therein contained to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


To His Highness the Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland; and the Dominions thereto 
belonging ; The humble Petition and Advice of the Knights 
Citizens and Burgesses now assembled in the Parliament, 
of this Commonwealth. 

[25 May, 1657.] 


We the Knights, Citizens, and Burgesses in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, taking into our most serious consideration the 
present State of the three Nations, joyned and united under 
your Highness Protection, cannot but in the first place with all 
thankfulness acknowledge the wonderfull mercy of Almighty 
God, in delivering us from that Tyranny and Bondage, both in 
our Spiritual and Civil Concernments, which the late King and 
his Party designed to bring us under, and pursued the effectin 
thereof by a long and bloody war; And also that it hath nee 
the same gracious God to preserve your person in many battels, 
to make you an Instrument for preserving our Peace, though 
environed with Enemies abroad, ed filled with turbulent, restless, 
and unguiet Spirits in our own Bowels, that as in the treadin 
down the common Enemy, and restoring us to Peace an 
Tranquillity, the Lord hath used you so eminently, and the 
worthy Officers and Souldiers of the Army (whose faithfulness 
to the Common Cause, we and all good men shall ever 
acknowledge, and put a just value upon) So also that he will use 

ou and them in the setling and securing our Liberties as we are 

en and Christians, to us and our Posterity after us, which are 
those great and glorious ends which the good people of these 
Nations have so freely, with the ne | of their Lives and 
Estates, so long and earnestly contended for: We consider 
likewise the continual danger which your Life is in, from 
the bloody Practises both of the malignant and discontented 
Party (one whereof through the goodness of God, you have been 
lately delivered from) it being a received Principle amongst them, 
that no Order being setled in your Life time for the succession 
in the Government, nothing is wanting to bring us into blood 
and confusion, and them to their desired ends, but the destruc- 
_ tion of your Person; And in case things should thus remain at 
your Death, we are not able to express what Calamities would in 
all humane probability ensue thereupon, which we trust your 
Highness (as well as we) do hold your self obliged to provide 
against, and not to leave a people, whose common Peace and 
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Interest you are intrusted with, in such a condition as may 
hazard both, especially in this Conjuncture, when thore seems to 
be an opportunity of coming to a settlement upon just and legal 
Foundauions: Upen these considerations, we have judged it a 
duty incumbent upon us, to present and declare these our most 
just and necessary desires to your Highness, 


1. That your Highness will be pleased by and under the Name 
and Stile of Lord Protector of the Commonwealth of England, 
Scotland and [reland, and the Dominions and ‘lerritories there- 
unto belonging, to hold and exercise the Ottice of chief Magistrate 
of these Nations, and to Govern according to this Petition and 
Advice in all things therein contained, and in all other things 
according to the Laws of these Nations, and not otherwise : That 
Your Highness will be pleased during Your life time, to appoint 
and Declare the Person who shall, immediately atter Your Heath, 
Succeed You in the Government of these Nations. 


2. That Your Highness will for the future be pleased to call 
rliaments consisting of Two Houses (in such manner as shal 
Es more particularly afterwards agreed and declared in this Peti- 
tion and Advice) once in three years at furthest, or oftner, as the 
Attuirs of the Nation shall require, that being vour great Council, 
and in whose affection and ie. Your self and this People will 


be most safe and happy. 


3. That the ancient and undoubted Liberties and Priviledyes 
of Parliament (which are the birth-right and inheritance of the 
people, and wherein every man is interessed,) be preserved and 
maintained ; and that you will not bresk or interrupt the same, 
nor sutfer them to be broken or interrupted; and particularly, that 
those persons who aro levally chosen by a free Election of the 
peo le to serve in Parliament, aay not be excluded from sitting 
in Parliament to do their duties, but by judgement and consent 
of that House whereof they are Members. 


4. That those who have advised, assisted or abetted the Rebel- 
lion of Ireland, and those who do or shall profess the Popish 
Religion, be disabled and made uncapable for ever to be elected 
or to give any Vote in the election of any Member tosit or serve 
in Parliament ; and that all and every person and persons who 
have aided, abetted, advised or assisted in any war against the 
Parliament, since the First day of Jan. 1641 (unless he or they have 
since borne Arms for the Parliament or Your Highness, or other- 
wise given signal testimony of his or their good affection to the 
Commonwealth, and continued faithfull to the same) and all such 
as have been actually engaged in any Plot, Conspiracy, or Design 
against the Person of Your Highness, or in any aes rrection 
or Rebellion in England or Wales since the 16. day of December 
1653. shall be for ever disabled and made uncapable to be elected, 
or give any Vote in the Election of anv Member to sit or serve in 
Parliament. That for Scotland none be capable to elect, orto be 
elected to sit orserve in Parliament, who have been in Arms 
against the Parliament of England, or against the Parliament in 
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Scotland before the 1 day of April, 1648. (except such as have 
since born Arms in the service of the Parliament of Englend or 
Your Highness, or given other signal testimony of their good 
affection) nor any that since the 1. day of April, 1648. have 
been in Arms, or otherwise aided, eat advised or assisted in 
any war against the Parl. of England or Your Highness, except 
such as since the 1. day of March, 1651. (Old style) have lived 
peaceably and thereby given testimony of their good affection to 
the Parliament and Your Highness. 

Provided, That nothing in this Article contained, shall extend 
to put any incapacity upon any English or Scotch Protestants in 
Toland either to elect or to be elected to serve in Parliament who 
before the 1. day of March, 1649. have born Arms for the Parlia- 
ment or Your Highness or otherwise given signal testimony of 
their good affection to this Commonwealth, and continued faith- 
full to the same ; That all Votes and Elections, given or made 
contrary, or not according to the qualifications aforesaid, shall be 
void and of none ettect ; and that if any persons or persons so un- 
capable as aforesaid, shall give his or their Vote for election of 
Members to serve in Parliament ; all and every such person and 
persons so electing, shall lose and forfeit one years value of his 
and their respective real Estates, and one full third third part of 
his and their respective personal Estates, The one Moyety thereof 
to your Highness, and the other Moyety to him or them who 
shall sue for the same in any Court. of Record, by Action of Debt, 
Bill, Plaint or Information, wherein no Essoign, Wager of Law, or 
Protection, shall be allowed, And that the persons who shall be 
elected to serve in Parliament, be such, and no other then such, 
as are persons of known Integrity, fearing God, and of good con- 
versation, and being of the age of Twenty one years, and not such 
as are disabled by the Act ot thie 17th Year af the late King, En- 
tituled, An Act for disabling all persons in holy Orders, to exercise 
any temporal Jurisdiction or Authority, nor such as are publique 
Ministers, or Publique Preachers of the Gospel. Nor suchas are 

ilty of any of the offences mentioned in an Act of Parliament 
aed date the 9th of August, 1650, Entituled, An Act against 
several Atheistical, Blasphemous, and Execrable opinions deroga- 
tory to the honour of God, and destructive to humane society ; 
No common Scoffer nor Reviler of Religion, or of any person or 
persons for possessing thereof; no person that hath married or 
shall marry a wife of the Popish Religion, or hath trained or 
shall train up his child or children, or any other child or children 
under his tuition or government, in the Popish Religion, or that 
shall permit or sufter such child or children to be trained up in 
the said Religion or that hath given or shall give his consent 
that hisson or daughter shall marry any of that Religion ; no 
person that shall deny the Scriptures to be the word of God, or 
the Sacraments, Prayer, Magistracy and Ministery to be the Or- 
dinances of God, no common prophaner of the Lords day, no 
prophane Swearer or Cursers, no Drunkard or common haunter 
of taverns or Alehouses. 

And that these qualifications may be observed, and yet the 


a 
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Priviledge of Parliament maintained, We desire that it may be 
by Your Highness consent Ordained, That Forty one Commission- 
ers be appointed by Act of Parliament, who, or any tifteen or 
more of them, shall ‘ee authorized to Examine and Try whether the 
Members to be elected for the House of Commons in future 
Parliaments be capable to sit, according to the Qualitications 
mentioned in this Petition and advice ; And in case they finde 
them not qualitied accordingly, then to suspend them from sit- 
ting until the House of Commons shall upon yearing of their 
particular cases admit them to sit ; which Commissioners are 
to stand so authorized for that end, until the [Louse of Commons 
in any future Parliament shall Nominate the like Number of other 
Commissioners in their places; And those other Commissioners so 
to be nominated in any future Parliament, to have the same Powers 
and authorities: That the said Commissioners shall certitie in 
Wniting to the House of Commons, on the first day of their meeting 
the Causes and Grounds of their Suspensions of any persons 
so to beelected as aforesaid : That the Accusation anal 2 upon 
the Oath of the Informer, or of some other person, That a Copy 
of the Accusation shall be left by the party accusing, In Writing 
under his Hand, with the party accused, or, in his absence, at his 
House, in the County, City, or oan for which he shall be chosen, 
if hehave any such Houso, or if not, with the Sheritt of the 
County, if he ie chosen for a County, or with the Chief Magistrate 
of the City or Borough for which he is chosen : And that the 
number of persons to be Elected and chosen to sit and serve in 
Parliament, for England, Scotland, and Ireland, and the distribu- 
tion of the persons so choson within the Counties, Cities and 
Boroughs of them respectively, may be according to such proposi- 
tions as shall be agrecd upon and declared in this present Parlia- 
ment. 

5. That Your Highness will consent, Fhat none be callod to 
sit and Vote in the other House, but such as are not disabled, 
but qualified according to the qualifications mentioned in the 
former Article, being such as shall be nominated by Your High- 
ness, and approved by this House, and that they exceed not 
Seventy in number, nor be under the number of Fourty (where- 
of the Quorum to be one and twenty) who shall not give any 
Vote by Proxies: And that as any of them do dye, or be Legally 
removed, no new ones be admitted to sit and Votein their rooms, 
but by consent of the House itself. That the other House do 
not proceed in any Civil Causes, except in Writs of Errour, in Cases 
adjourned from Inferiour Courts into the Parliament for difficulty, 
in Cases of Petitions against proceedings in Courts of Equity, and 
in Cases of the Priviledges of their own House: That they do 
not proceed in en Criminal Causes whatsoever, against any 
person criminally, but upon an Impeachment of the Commons 
assembled in Parliament, and by their consent: That they do not 
proceed in any Cause. either Civil or Criminal, but according to 
the known Lawes of the Land, and the due course and custome 
of Parliament ; That no final Determinations or Judgements be 
by any Members of that House, in any Cause there depending 
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either Civil, Criminal or Mixt, as Commissioners or Delegates, to 
be nominated by that House; But all such final determinations 
and Judgements to be by the House itself, any Law or Usage to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


6. That in all other particulars which concern the calling and 
holding of Parliaments, Your Highness will be pleased, That the 
Lawes and Statutes of the Land be observed and kept; And 
that no Lawes be altered, suspended, abrogated or repealed, or 
new Law made, but by Act of Parliament. 


7. And to the end there may be a constant Revenue for 
Support of the Government, and for the Safety and Defence 
of these Nations by Sea and Land; We Declare Our willing 
ness to Settle forthwith a Yearly Revenue of Thirteen hundred 
thousand Pounds, whereof Ten aaa thousand Pounds for 
the Navy and Army, and Three hundred thousand pounds for 
the Support of the Government, and no part thereof to be 
raised by a Land Tax; And this not to be altered without the 
consent of the Three Estates in Parliament: And to grant such 
other titel eis Supplies, according as the Commons assembled 
in Parliament shall from time to time adjudge the necessities of 
these Nations to require ; And do pray Vour Hishacs. that it be 
Enacted and Declared, that no Charge be laid, nor no person be 
compelled to contribute to any Gift, Loan, Benevolence, Tax, 
Tallage, Aid or any other like charge without common consent 
by Act of Perliament which is a freedome the people of these 
N: ations ought by the Laws to inherit. 


8. That none may be admitted to the Privy Council of 
Your Highness or Successors, but such as are of known Piety, 
and undoubted affection to the Rights of these Nations, and a 
just Christian Liberty in matters of Religion, nor without consent 
of the Council to be afterwards approved by both Houses of Par- 
liament, and shall not afterwards be removed, but by consent of 
Parliament, but may in the Intervals of Parliament be suspended 
from the Exercise of his place by- your Highness, by your Suc- 
cessors and the Council, for just cause ; and that the number of 
the Council shall not be above One and twenty, whereof the 
Quorum to be Seven, and not under: As also that after your 
Highness Death, the Commander in Chief under Your Successors, 
of such Army or Armies as shall be necessary to be kept in 
England, Scotland, or Ireland, as also all such Field-Officers at 
Land, or Generals at Sea, which after that time shall be newly 
made and constituted by Your Successours, be by consent of the 
Council, and not otherwise : 

And that the standing Forces of his Commonwealth shall be 
disposed of by the Chie geet by consent of both Houses 
of Parliament, sitting the Parliament: and in the Intervals of” 
Parliament, by the Chief Maxistrate, by the Advice of the Council; 
And also that Your Highness and Successours will be pleased to 
exercise Your Government over these Nations by the Advice of 
Your Council. 
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9, And that the Chancellour, Keeper, or Commissioners 
of the Great Seal of England, the Treasurer or Commissioners 
of tho Treasury therr, the Admiral, the Chief Governour of 
Ireland, the Chancellor, Keeper, or Commissioners of the Great 
Seal of Ireland, the Chief Justices of both the Benches, and 
the Chief Baron in) Envland and Treland, the Commander in 
Chief of the Forces in Scotland, and such Ofticers of State there, 
as by Act of Parhament in Scotland, are to be approved by Par- 
liament, and the Judves in Scotland hereafter to be made, shall 
be approved of by both Houses of Parliament. 


10. And whereas Your Hiyhness out of your zeal to the 
lory of God, and the propagation of the Gospel of the Lord 
i Christ, hath been lead to encourage a Godly Ministry 
in these Nations, we earnestly desire, that such as do openly 
revile them or their Assembhes, or disturb them in the Worship 
or Service of God, to the dishonour of God, seandal of good men, 
or breach of the Peace, may be punished aceording to Law and 
where the Lawes are defectivo, that Your Highness will give 
consent to such Lawes as shall be made in that behalf. 


11. That the  trne Protestant Christian Religion, 
as it is contained in the Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testament, and no other, be held forth and asserted 
for the publique profession of these Nations: And that 
a Confession of Faith, to be agreed by Your Highness and the 
Parliament, according to the Rule and Warrant of the Scerip- 
tures, bo asserted, held forth, and reeommmended to the people 
of these Nations, That none may be suffered or permitted, 
by opprobrious Words or Writing, Maliciously or Contemptuously 
to Ievile or Reproach the Confession of Faith to be avreed 
upon as aforesaid: And such who profess Faith in God the 
Father, and in Jesus Christ his Eternal Son, the true 
God, and in the Holy Spirit, God co-equal with the Father 
and the Son, one God blessed for ever, and do acknow- 
ledge the Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testament, 
to be the Revealed Will and Word of (God, and shall in 
other things ditler in’ DPoctrine, Worship. or Discipline, 
from the Publique Profession held forth = Badesvours shall 
be used to Convince them by sound Doctrine, and the example 
of a good Conversation: But that they may not be compelled 
thereto by Penalties, nor restrained from their Profession, 
but protected from all Injury and Molestation in the Pro- 
fession of the Faith,and Exercise of their Religion, whilest 
they abuse not this Liberty to the Civil Injury of others, 
or the Disturbance of the Publique Peace; So that this 
Liberty be not extended to Popory or Prelacy, or tothe Coun- 
‘tenancing such, who publish horrid Blasphemies, or practice 
or hold forth Licentiousness or Prophaneness under the 
Profession of Christ ; And that those Ministers or Pub- 
lique Preachers, who shall agree with the publique Profession 
atoresaid in matters of Faith, although in their Judgement 
and Practice they differ in matters of Worship and iscip- 
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line shall not onely have protection in the way of their 
Churches and Worship pepeee but be esteemed fit 
and capable, notwithstanding such difference (being otherwise 
duly Qualified and duly Approved) of any Trust, Promotion 
or {mployment whatsvever in these Nations, that any Min- 
isters who agree in Doctrine, Worship and Discipline with 
the Publique Profession aforesaid are capable of ; And all 
others who agree with the publique Profession in matters of 
Faith, although they differ in matters of Worship and Dis- 
cipline as aforesaid, shall not onely have Protection as afore- 
said, but be esteemed fit and capable (notwithstanding such 
difference, being otherwise duly Qualified) of any Civil Trust, 
Imployment or Promotion in these Nations : But for such 
ersons who agree not in matters of Faith with the pub- 
F ue Profession aforesaid, they shall not be capable of re- 
celving the publick maintenance appointed for the ministery. 

Provided, That this Clause shall not be construed to 
extend to such Ministers or publique Preachers, or Pastors 
of Congregations : But that they be disenabled, and that 
they are hereby disenabled to hold ny Civil Imployment 
which those in Orders were or are Disenabled to hold, 
by an Act, Entituled, An Act for Disenabling all persons 
in Holy Orders, to exercise any Temporal Jurisdiction or 
Authority. And that Your Highness will give Your 
Consent, That all Laws, Statutes, Ordinances and Clauses 
in any Law, Statute and Ordinance, so far as they are 
contrary to the aforesaid Liberty, be Repealed. 


12. That all Acts and Ordinances of Parliament made 
for the abolishing of Archbishops and Bishops, and for the 
abolishing of Deans, Deans and Chapters, Canons, Pre- 
bends, and other Ofhces, and Titles, of, or belonging to 
any Cathedral, or Colegiate Church or Chappel, and for 
the sale or other disposition of the Lands, Rents and 
Hereditaments, unto any or either of them belonging, or 
for the sale or other disposition of the Lands, Rents, and Here- 
ditaments of the Late King, Queen, or Prince; or of the Lands of 
Delinquents, Fee-farm, or other Rents, Forest-Lands, or any of 
them ; Or any other Lands, Tenements, Rents, or Hereditaments, 
lately belonging to the Commonwealth, shall no way be 
impeached, but that ine do remain good and firm ; And 
that the security given by Act and Ordinance of Parliament, 
for any sum or sums of monies, by any of the said Lands, 
the Excise, or by any other Publique Revenue ; and also 
the Securities given by the Publique Faith of the Nation, 
and the engagement of the Publique Faith for satisfaction 
of Debts, may remain firm and good, and not be made 
void by any pretence whatsoever. 

18. That all and every person and persons, who have Aided, 
Abetted, Advised, or Assisted in any War against the Par- 
liament, since the first day of January, 1641 (unless he or they 
have since born Arms for the Parliament, or your Highness, or 
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otherwise given sivnal testimony of his or their good affection 
to the Commonwealth, and continued faithfull to the same) and 
all such as have been actually engaged in any Plot, Conspiracy 
or Desiyn, against the person of your Highness, or in any eae. 
rection or Rebellion, in England or Wales, or avainst the Parhia- 
ment in Scotland, since the sixteenth of December, 1653, And 
for Scotland, that all and every person or persons, who have been 
in Armes against the Parhament of England, or against the 
Parliament in Scotland, before the first day of April, 1648; 
(except suchas have since born Armes in the service ofthe Par- 
liament of England, or your Hiyhness, or given other signal 
testimony of their good affection) and) every person or persons, 
that since the said tirst dav of April, 1648, have been in Armes, or 
otherwise aided, abetted, advised, or assisted in any War against 
the Parliament of England, or your Highness (except such 
persons who having been in Armes, or otherwise aided, abetted, 
advised, or assisted in any War against the Parhament. of 
England, or vour Highness, since the first day of April, 1648, and 
were not in Arms avainst the Parliament of Enyland, or avainst 
the Parliament of Scotland, before the first day of April, 1648, 
and have since the first dav of Marceh, 1651 (Old style) lived 
peaceably, and thereby given testimony of their good affection 
tothe Parhament, and your Highness), be made uneapable for 
ever, of holding or enjoving of any Othee or Place Se Paola 
Trust, in these three Nations, or any of them. 


Provided, that nothing in this Article contained, shall extend 
to put any ineapacity in this Article mentioned, upon any 
English or Scotch Protestants in [reland, who, before tho first 
day of March, 1649, have born Arms for the Parliament, or 
your Highness, or otherwiso given signal testimony of their 
good affection to this Commonwealth, and continued faithful 
to the same. 


14. And that vour Hiyhness wil] be pleased to consent, that 
nothing in this Petition and Advice contained, nor your High- 
ness assent thereto, shall be construed to extend to the dissolv- 
ing of this present Parliament, but that the same shall continue 
and remain, untill such time as your Highness shall think fit to 
dissolve the same. 


16. And that nothing contained in this Petition and Advice, 
nor vour Highness consent thereunto, shall be construed to 
extend to the repealing or making void of any Act or Ordinance, 
which is not contrary hereunto, or to the matters herein 
contained, but that the said Acts and Ordinances not contrary 
hereunto, shall continue and remain in force, in such manner 
as if this present Petition and Advice had not at all been had 
or made, or your Highness consent thereunto given. 


17. And that all Writs issued out of the Chancery, and all 
Writs and Patents of the Justices of the one Bench, and of the 
other, Barons of the Exchequer, Commissions of Oyer and 
Terminer, Goal-delivery and Justices of the Peace, And all 
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other Commissions, Patents, and Grants, made and _ passed 
under the Great Seal of England, Scotland or Ireland, shall 
stand good and effectual in the Law, notwithstanding this 
Petition and Advice, or your Highness assent thereunto, or any 
Law, Statute, or Custom to the contrary; And that all Writs, 
and all Commissions, Indictments, Informations, Process, 
Actions, Suits, Bills or Plaints, taken out, or now depending in 
any Court of Record at Westminster, or any other Court of 
Record, in England, Scotland, or Ireland, or in the Town of 
Berwick upon Tweed; And all Process, Pleas, Demurrers, Con- 
tinuances, and Proceedings, in every such Writs, Indictments, 
Informations, Actions, Suits, Bills, and Plaints, shall be return- 
able, stand good and effectual, and be prosecuted and sued 
forth, in such manner and form, and in the same state, con- 
dition and order, the Style and Teste of Proceedings, after 
passing of these presents, bam made conformable thereunto, 
this present Petition and Advice, or your Highness assent 
thereunto, or any Law, Custome or usage to the contrary 
thereof in any wise notwithstanding: And that any variance 
that shall be occasioned by reason thereof, touching any the 
said Writs, Process, or proceedings in the Name, Style, Teste, or 
otherwise, shall not be in any wise material as concerning any 
default or errour to be alledged or objected thereunto. 


18. And that your Highness and your Successors will be 
pleased to take an Oath, in such form as shall be agreed upon by 
our Highness and this present Parliament, to govern these 
Nations according to the Law. 
And incase your Highness shall not be satisfied, to give 
our consent to all the matters and things in this humble 
Petition and Advice, that then nothing inthe same be deemed 
of Force, to oblige the people of these Nations in any particulars 
therein contained. 

And these our desires being granted by your Highness, we shall 
hope (through the rich mercy and goodness of God) that it will 
prove some remedy to those dangers, distractions and distempers

have usually at their wills and pleasures seized and taken the Carts, 
Waggons, Carriages and Horses of the People, for removal of the 
Kings Houshvld, and for other uses; And also the Hav, Straw,

Be it therefore Enacted and Ordained, and it is hereby Enacted and 
Ordained by his Highness the Lord Proteetor, and the Parliament 
of the Commonwealth of Haugland, Scotland, and Ireland, That 
from henceforth all such Commissions, Warrants and Compositions 
for Purveyance shall be void: And if any Purvevor, Victualler, Commissions 
Buyer, Taker or Cater, or any other person whatsvever, shall here- Toe 
after take any Carts, Waygons, Carriages, Barges, Boats, Horses, sre fi 
Hay, Straw, Oats, Corn, Cattel, Victual, Flesh, Fish, Wood, Timber, Purveyance 
or any other Goods or Chattels whatsoever, from any of the People SHaNEDeRONt: 
of this Commonwealth, by vertue, colour or pretence of any Law, 
Statute, or pretended Custome for Purveyance, or Pre-emption, 
or Composition for Purveyance or Pre-emption whatsoever, all such 
sizing, taking or buying shall be Felony, and is hereby adjudged 
and declared to be Felony ; And the person and persons so offending Felony. 
shall be adjudged guilty of Felony, and be tryed and suffer as Felons, 
according to the course of the Common Law. And all Statutes, 
Laws, Customes or Usayes touching Purveyance or Pre-emption, 
or Compositions for Purveyance of Pre-emption, are hereby repealed Repeal. 
and declared to be utterly void to all intents and purposes.

Be it Enacted by his Highness the Lord Protector and this present price of 
Parliament, and by the authority of the same, That for one year, a penielt 
to be accompted from the fifteenth day of August, One thousand '!"° 
six hundred fifty seven, No Canary Wines, Muscadels, or Alligants, 
or other Spanish Wines, shall be sold by Retail, at anv Rate, Propor- 
tion, or Price, exceeding Eighteen pence the Quart. And that no Gascoigne 
Gascoigne or other French Wines whatsoever, shall be sold by ot French 
Retail, at any Rate, Proportion, or Price, exceeding Seven pence the ‘ines. 
Quart. And that no Rhenish Wines whatsoever shall be sold by 
Retail, at any Rate, Proportion or Price, exceeding Twelve pence 
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the Quart. And according to these Rates, Proportions and Prices, 
for greater or lesser quantities, by Retail, all and every the aforesaid 
Wines shall and may be sold and at no other Rate, Proportion, or 
Price, exceeding the same respectively, upon pain and penalty that 
every person within England, Scotland, and Ireland, who shall 
utter or sell any of the said Wines by Retail ; that is to say, by the 
Pint, Quart, Pottle, or Gallon, or by any other greater or lesser 
Retail-measure, at any Rate, Proportion, or Price, exceeding the 
Rates, Proportions and Prices hereby respectively Limited and 
Appointed, do and shall for every such Pint, Quart, Pottle, Gallon, 
or other greater or lesser Retail-measure so sold, forfeit the sum of 
five Pounds; All which aforementioned forfeitures shall and may 
be recovered by Original Writ of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Information ; 
Tn which Suit or Suits no Wager of Law shall be admitted, nor any 
Protection or Essoign allowed. The one third part of all such 
Forfeitures shall be to the use of his Highness the Lord Protector 
and his Suecessours, and the other two third parts to the use of such 
person and persons as shall sue and prosecute for the same.

Whereas the number of wandring, idle, loose, dissolute. and 
disorderly persons is (of late) much increased, by reason of some 
Defects in the Laws and Statutes heretofore made and provided 
for the punishment of Rogues, Vagabonds, and Sturdy Beggers 
(they being seldome taken begging) by means whereof divers Rob- 
beries, Burglaries, Thefts, Insurrections and other Misdemeanors 
have been occasioned ; for the prevention whereof, Be it Enacted 
by his Highness the Lord Protector and this present Parlhament, 
and the author ity thereof, that all and every idle, loose and dissolute 
person and persons, which from and after the first day of July, 
One thousand six hundred fifty seven, shall be found and taken 
within the Commonwealth of England, vagrant and wandring 
from his or their usual place of hving or abode, and shall not have 
such good and sufhcient cause or business for such his or their 
travelling or wandring, as the Justices or Justice of Peace, Mayors, 
or other Chief Officer or Officers of the respective Counties or Cor- 
porations, before whom such person or persons shall be brought, 
shall approve of ; That then every such idle, loose, and dissolute 
person and persons, so taken vagrant and wandring as aforesaid, 
shall be adjudged, and are hereby adjudged and declared to be 
Rogues, Vagabonds, and Sturdy Beggers, within the Statute made 
In the Nine and thirtieth year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth 
Cap. 4. For the Suppressing of Rogues, Vagabonds and Sturdy 
Beegers, and shall be proceeded against and punished as Rogues, 
Vagabonds and Sturdy Beggers aithin the said Statute, although 
they shall not be taken begging, any Law, Statute or Usage to the 
contrary thereof in any wise notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted by the authority aforesaid, That if

Whereas by a Commission under the Great Seal of England, and 
Instructions thereunto annexed, ntituled, A Commission and 
Instructions to Charls Fleetwood Esquire, [xeutenant General of the 
Army in Ireland, Edmund Ludlow Esquire, [xeutenant-General of 
the Horse, Mules Corbet Esq ; and John Jones Esquire, Impowering 
them to cause all the Lands therein mentioned to be forfetted to the 
Commonwealth, to be forthwith surveyed, in order to the satssfying of 
Adventurers for Ireland, and Arrears of Officers and Soldters 
and for the Setling and Planting of Ireland with security to the 
Inhabitants, and such as shall plant the same, the said Com- 
missioners therein named, are thereby Authorized to cause the 
said forfeited Lands to be surveyed accordingly: And whereas 
by further Instructions, Entituled, Further Instructions unto Charls 
Fleetwood Esquire, L[teutenant General of the Army tn Ireland,

An Act for setling the Postage of England, Scotland and Ireland. 
[9 June, 1657.) 


Whereas it hath been found by experience, That the Erecting 
and Setling of one General Post-Office, for the speedy Conveying, 
Carrying, and Re-carrying of Letters by Post, to, and from all 
Places within England, Scotland, and Ireland, and into several 
parts beyond the Seas, hath been, and is the best means, not onely 
to maintain a certain and constant Intercourse of Trade and Com- 
merce betwixt all the said Places, to the great benefit of the People 
of these Nations, but also to Convey the Publique Dispatches, and 
to discover and prevent many dangerous, and wicked Designs, 
which have been, and are daily contrived against the Peace and 
Welfare of this Commonwealth, the Intelligence whereof cannot 
well be Communicated, but by Letter of Escript. 

Be it Enacted by His Highness the Lord Protector and the Parlia- 
ment, And it is Enacted and Ordained by Authority thereof, That 
from henceforth there be one General Office, to be called, and known 
by the name of the Post-Office of England: And one Officer from 
time to time to be nominated and appointed by His Highness the 
Tord Protector, and his Successours, and to be constituted by 
Letters Patents under the Great Seal of England, under the Name 
and Stile of Postmaster General of England, and Comptroller of the 
Post-Office ; which said Officer, and his Deputies by him thereunto 
sufficiently Authorized, and no other, shall have the Receiving, 
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Taking up, Ordering, Sending forward, and Delivering of all Letters He shall have 
and Paequets, which shall from time to time come and go toand from the sending 
; ot all Letters 
all Parts and Places of England, Scotland and Ireland, where he & pacjuets. 
shall settle Posts, and from all the said Parts and Places of Mugland, 
Scotland and Ereland, unto any the Parts and Places bevond the Seas, 
(excepting such Letters as shall be sent by common known Carriers, Exception 
and by them Conveved along with their Carts, Waggons, and Pack- 
Horses, and Letters of Advice of Merchants, which shall be sent by 
Masters of any Ship. Barque, or other Vessel of Merehandize, or any 
of their Company or Passengers therein, immediately from: any 
Port-Town of England, Scotlind and Treland, by them to be Con- 
veved along with such Ship, Barque, or other Vessel to anv other 
Port-Town within any of the same, or into the Parts bevond the Seas, 
or from the Parts bevond the Seas to anv Port-Town of England, 
Scotland and Ireland, or Members thereof, and no further, And 
excepting a Letter or more sent by a Messenger on purpose for his 
or their own Affairs, who is, or are the Sender or Senders thereof, 
or by any Friend to any Place or Places within the said Nations of 
England, Scotland or Ireland.

Forasmuch as God hath appointed one day in Seven to be kept 
holy unto himself, and that in order thereunto man should abstain 
from the works of his ordinary calling, & hath intrusted the 
Magistrate amongst others, to take care thereof within his gates ; 
and whereas it is found by daily experience, that the first day of 
the week (being the Lords day, and since the resurrection of Christ 
to be acknowledged the Christian Sabbath) is frequently neglected 
and prophaned to the dishonor of Christ, and Profession of the 
Gospel ; therefore for the better Observation of the said Day, and 
preventing in some measure such Prophanation thereof for the 
future, Be it Enacted by His Highness the Lord Protector, and the 
Parliament of the Commonwealth of England, Scotland and [reland, 
and the Dominions thereunto belonging, That whatsoever person or 
persons within this Commonwealth shall be found guilty according

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by your Highness, Certain Doubts and Questions have arisen, 
concermmngy some particulars therein, Comprized, for explanation 
Whereof, Mav it: please your Highness to declare and consent. 
unto the Additions and Explanations hereafter mentioned, and 
may it be Declared with your Highness Consent ; 


In the fourth Article, 


That such person and persons as invaded England, under 
Duke Hamilton, in the vear One thousand six hundred fourty 
and eipht, Or Advised, Consented, Assisted, or voluntarily contri- 
buted unto that war; And were tor that cause debarred trom 
mublique Trust by the Parhament of Scotland, be uncapable to 
sleet, or be Elected, to sit and serve as Members of Darancae 
or in any other place of publique trust, relating unto the fourth 
and thirteenth Articles, in the Petition and Advice, excepting 
such as have since born Arms for your Highness, or the Parlia- 
ment, or have been admitted to sit and serve in the Parliament 
of this Commonwealth, and are of good lite and conversation, or 
such as shall hereatter be declared by your Highness, with the 
Advice of your Council, to have given some signal testimony of 
their good affection and continuance in the same. 

That the Proviso in the said fourth Article, be explained thus, 
viz. That such English and Scottish Protestants, who (since the 
defection of the Earl of Ormond and the Lord Inchiquin, and before 
the first day of March, 1649.) have born Arms for, and ever since 
continued faithfull to the Parliament, or your Highness, or have 
otherwise (before the said first day of March, 1649.) given signal 
testimony of their good affection to this Conunonwealth. and have 
ever sinee continued faithfull to the same, shall not be debarred 
or deemed uncapable of Electing, or being Elected to serve in 
Parhament.

Suburbs of the City of London, and the parts thereunto adjoyning, 
is found to be very mischievous and inconvenient, and a great 
Annoyance and Nusance to the Common-wealth : And whereas, 
notwithstanding divers Prohibitions heretofore had and made to 
the contrary, yet the said growing Evil is of late so much multiplyed 
and increasing that there is a necessity of taking some further and 
speedy Course for the redress thereof: And whereas by the Law 
the said Houses and Nusances ought to be abated, and the Builders,

An Act for the Attainder of the Rebels in Ireland. 
[26 June, 1657.] 


Whereas, by the Blessing of God upon the Forces of this Common- 
wealth, The Rebellion begun in Ireland, the three and twentieth 
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of October, 1641. Is, and is hereby Declared to be Appeased and 
Kinded, and to have been Appeased and Ended, and the Rebels 
subdued on the 26 of September, 1653. and whereas through the 
Bloody Cruelty of the said Rebels, in the Slaughter of many such 
as might have proved the Rebellion of divers of the said Rebels, the 
same is become very difficult to be proved against some particular 
persons ; And whereas many of the said Rebels are now dead, some 
in the fury of the Rebellion, and others since, by reasen whereof, 
no Conviction or Attainder can be had of them by the ordinary 
proceedings at Law; whereby his Highness the Lord Protector, 
the Adventurers for Lands in Ireland, and the Officers, and Soul- 
diers ; And others, for whose satisfactions, the Lands and Tene- 
ments of the said Rebels have been assigned and appointed (by 
authority of Parliament) may be Entituled, Setled, and Quieted 
in the Seizing and Possession thereof. 

And whereas by one Act of Parliament made in the seventeenth 
year of the late King Charls, and in the year of our Lord, One 
thousand six hundred fourty one, Entituled, An Act for the speedy 
and effectual Reducing of the Rebels in his Majesties Kingdome 
of Ireland, to their obedience to his Majesty and the Crown of 
England, It is Enacted and Provided, (amongst other things) that all 
such Right, Title, Interest, Use, and Possession, which the said 
Rebels, or any of them, on the said three and twentieth of October, 
One thousand six hundred fourty one, had, or afterwards should 
have, in, or to any Lands, or other Hereditaments, should be for- 
feited and lost to the Kings Majesty, and should be Deemed, Ad- 
Judged, Vested, and taken to be in the real and actual possession 
of the said King, his Heirs and Successours, without any office, or 
Inquisition thereof to be found; and whereas the said Rebellion 
was begun, and principally fomented by persons of the Popish 
Religion ; And whereas by the said Act, it is further Enacted, That 
every person, which after the first day of March, One thousand six 
hundred and fourty, should make, enter into, or take any Compact, 
Bond, Covenant, Oath, or Agreement, to introduce, or bring into 
the said Realm of Ireland, the authority of the See of Rome, in any 
case whatsoever, to maintain, or defend the same, should (by vertue 
of the said Act) forfeit. unto his said Majesty, his Heirs and Succes- 
sours, all his Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments. 

And whereas afterwards by an Act of Parliament, Entituled, An 12 August, 
Act for the setling of Ireland, It is Enacted, That all persons of the 1652 
Popish Religion, residing in Ireland at any time, from the first of 
October, One thousand six hundred fourty one, who had not 
manifested their constant good affections to the Interest of the 
Commonwealth of England, should forfeit, as in, and by the said 
Act is contained and expressed ; And in an Article or Qualification 
of the said Act, There is Provision made for all such of the Popish 
Religion, as have manifested their constant good affection to the 
Interest of the Commonwealth of England; And whereas, since 
the publication of the said Act in Ireland, and in pursuance thereof, 
there have been divers Proclamations or Declarations made, and 
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published by the authority there, whereby time, place, and persons 
have been assigned for the allowing of the benefit of the said Act, 
to such of the Popish Religion as should prove their said good 
affection, which some of them have done, and thereby have obtained 
the benetit of the said Qualifications, but others (conscious of their 
own guilt) have neglected the observance of the said Act, and 
Proclamations or Declarations, whereby they have rendred them- 
selves persons, justly to be concluded guilty of the said Rebellion ; 
Now to the intent and purpose, That his Highness the Lord Pro 
tector, the said Adventurers, and other persons aforesaid, may be 
Entituled, Setled, and Established in the said Lands, and Tene 
ments, according to the true intent and meaning of certain Acts 
and Ordinances of Parhament heretofore made in that behalf : 
Be it Enacted by his Highness the Lord Protector of the Common- 
wealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and the Dominions 
thereunto belonging, and by this present Parhament, and ‘the 
authority of the same, That all and every person and persons, who 
were living on the said three and twentieth day of October, One 
thousand six hundred fourty one, or at any time since, named, or 
excepted by name from pardon for Life and Estate, in and by the 
suid Act for the setling of Ireland, who have not compounded -for 
their Delinquency, upon and according to his Highness Ordinances 
of the first of August, and second of September, One thousand six 
hundred fifty four; And all and every other person and persons 
of the Popish Religion, who have not manifested their constant 
gevod affection, and the eonstant good affection of such Ancestors, 
from whom any [state hath descended to them, since the year one 
thousand six hundred fourty one, to the Interest of the Common- 
wealth of Hneland, and already proved the same, and obtained 
Judvement thereof before such persons as have been authorized 
to that purpose ; And all and every other person and persons who 
were living on the said three and twentieth of October, One thousand 
six hundred fourty one, or at any time since, whose F states, or any. 
part thereof have been given forth, Assigned, or Disposed to any 
person or persons by the late Commissioners of the Commonwealth 
in Ireland, or by the Lord Deputy and Council there, or by his High- 
ness the Lord Protectors Council for the Affairs of Ireland, or by 
any authority from, or under them, or either, or any of them ; 
And all, and every person or persons, who were living upon the said 
three and twentieth of October, One thousand six hundred fourty 
one, or any time since, who in, or by the return or answer of, or 
upon any Order, Direction or Warrant of the late Commissioners 
for the Affairs of Ireland, or of the Lord Deputy and Council in 
Ireland, or of any other by them, or any of them Deputed or Autho- 
rized thereunto, or who in or by the return or answer of or upon 
any Commission of Survey, or Inquiry, commonly called, The Civil 
Survey, or in, or by the return or answer of or upon any other 
Commission of Survey and Inquiry, Office, or Inquisition already 
made at any time since the said Rebellion, is, or are set down, 
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returned, or expressed to be of the Popish Religion, Recusants, 
Popish Recusants, Papists, Romane Catholiques, or a Recusant, 
Popish Recusant, Papist, or Romane Catholique, or to have for- 
feited his or their Estate or Estates, and all and every person and

An Act for the better suppressing of Theft upon the Borders of 
England and Scotland, and for discovery of High-way Men 
and other Felons. 


(26 June, 1657. ] 


Whereas the Inhabitants of both Nations that lve near to the 
Mountains, and in Dales, and Marish and other obscure places 
upon the Borders, having been long accustomed to Idleness and 
Theft, whilest the two Nations were under several Governments, 
and cannot be brought off from their old, evill and accustomed 
manner of living, by reason of the scituation of their Habitations 
and Dwellings near to the great Bogs and Mountaines, and Large 
Waste grounds between England and Scotland, having thereby 
such opportunity, not onely at home to hide themselves and their 
prey or Booties of stollen Goods, but also of conveyance over the 
said Bogs, Mountatnes and Large Wastes out of the Nation where 
they commit these Felonies, into the other Nation, where their 
persons and stollen Goods are oftentimes sheltered and received by 
persons of their own bad quality and Confederacy, these bordering 
people of both Nations thus serving each other by turns, so as it is 
very hard to bring these people to be responsible to Justice, or to 
get them apprehended upon Justices Warrants to be brought to 
Trval and Judgement, whereby they remain much encouraged 
and emboldened to continue in that their base and loose course of 
Living by Theft, to the great Infesting and Damage of the Bordering 
Counties of both Nations ; For Remedy whereof, Be it Enacted by 
His Highness the Lord Protector and this present Parliament, 
and it is hereby Enacted and Ordained, That as to all the Bordering 
Counties and parts of England and Scotland ; (viz.) The Counties

The Parliament having taken into Consideration the State of the 
Affairs of this Commonwealth, in reference to the great debts con- 
tracted, during the time of their interruption, and the great sums 
of money which are daily required for the defraying of the present 
and Growing Charge of the Forces thereof by Land and Sea; do 
find it necessary, that there be not only a speedy Payment of the 
Twelve Moneths Assessment, from the Four and Twentieth of this 
instant June, already imposed by pretence of Parhamentary Author- 
ity, but also a further Supply, which the Parliament is considering, 
how to raise by such ways and means, as may best answer the occa- 
sions of the Commonwealth, and be least burthensome to the People, 
And do therefore Enact, and be it Enacted by the Parliament, 
and by the Authority thereof, That the several Sums of Thirty five 
thousand pounds by the Moneth upon England, Six thousand 
pounds by the Moneth upon Scotland, and Nine thousand pounds 
by the Moneth upon Ireland, imposed as aforesaid to be paid for 
twelve Moneths, commencing the 24th day of June, One thousand

any five or more of them, to inflict a penalty, not exceeding five 
pounds, to be Levved by Distress and Sale of the Goods of such 
person and persons so refusing as aforesaid, Rendring the over- 
plus to the party distrained, necessary Charges for levying being 
first Deducted. And for the better discovery of the Ability of the 
persons to be Assessed and Charged, and of all Misdemeanors 
tending to the hinderance of the service, the said Commissioners, 
or any three or more of them, are hereby enabled to examine 
upon Oath such person and persons as they shall judge necessary 
and convenient. And for the better and more speedy execution 
of the premisses.

An Act for 
repeale of the severall clauses in the Statutes of primo Elizabeth, 
and tertio Jacobi, touching the Oathes of allegiance, obedience 
and Supremacy, and an act concerning Oathes to Mayors and 
other Officers shal be and are hereby declared to be in force in 
Ireland.

An Act of Indempnity and Free Pardon. 
[12 July, 1659.] 


It having pleased Almighty God, after a violent and illegal Inter- 
ruption, to restore the Parliament of this Commonwealth to its 
former Station, and with it to revive and re-establish the Govern- 
ment of these Nations in the way of a Free State, without a King, 
Single Person, or House of Peers. And whereas, during the said 
Interruption, and the various Changes and Alterations which 
followed, many things have been Attempted, Done, and Acted, 
inconsistent with the Interest of this Commonwealth and con- 
trary to Law, of which notwithstanding, the Parliament being 
desirous, by all good ways and means, and with all convenient 
speed, to remove all Jealousies, Doubts, Distrusts, and Fears, 
which may remain upon the hearts of many of the people of these 
Nations, in reference to such their by-past Actings; and that 
their Mindes, Persons, and Estates may be Composed, Quieted, 
Setled and Secured and all Disputes, Questions and Troubles 
thereupon arising, and all displeasure and evil will thereby occa- 
sioned, may be Annulled, Extinguished, and buried in perpetual 
Oblivion, so that the Government now again restored, may be 
chearfully complied with, Have Enacted and Ordained, and be it 
Enacted and Ordained by this present Parliament, and by the 
Authority of the same, That all and every Person and Persons, 
Bodies, Politique, and Corporate, of or within England, Scotland, 
and Ireland, or any of them, or the Dominions and Territories 
to them or any of them belonging, or appertaining, who have at 
any time since the nineteenth of April, in the year of our Lord, 
One thousand six hundred fifty three, and before the first of June, 
One thousand six hundred fifty-nine, Advised, Counselled, Acted 
or Done or Commanded, or appointed to be acted or done, or 
have consented to, permitted or suffered to be acted and done, 
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any matter or thing whatsoever, tending to or concerning any 

change or alteration of the Government of these Nations, from a 

Commonwealth or Free State, or tending to the abetting or coun- 

tenancing such change or alteration, or in pursuance of such 

change or alteration or by virtue or colour of any Authority 

derived mediately or immediately of or from any convention or 

assembly called or reputed a Parliament; or by virtue or colour 

of any Writ, Commission, Letters Patents, Instruction or Instruc- 

tions, of or from any person or persons, Tituled, Reputed or taken 

to be Lord Protector or Chief Magistrate of this Commonwealth, 

or Commander in Chief of the Forces or Arinies of this Common- 

wealth, or by any other Pretence, Warrant, Command or Com- 

mands whatsoever, from them or any of them, or their or either 

of their respective Councils, or any Member of such Council or 

Councils, or from any other person or persons whatsoever, Deriving 

Full pardon Authority from them or any of them; That all and every such

And also, Be it Isnacted by the Authority aforesaid, That this 
Act and Free-Pardon shall be as good and effectual in the Law, 
to every the Persons aforesaid, 1n, for, concerning and against all 
things before mentioned or intended, as the same pardon should 
have been, if all and every the Offences, Offenders, Crimes, Causes, 
Matters, Indictments, Impeachments, Informations, Actions, 
Suits, Quarrels, Judgments, Executions, Penalties, and all other 
things herein contained, or concerned, had been particularly, 
specially, and plainly named, rehearsed and specified, and also 
Acquitted, Pardoned and Discharged, by proper and express words 
and names in their kindes, natures, and qualities, by Words and 


terms thereunto requisite to have been put in and expressed in 
this present Act of Free-Pardon, 
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And furthermore, That the said Pardon by the General Words, And to be 
Clauses, and Sentences before rehearsed, shall be Reputed, Deemed, construed 
Adjudged, Expounded, Allowed, and taken in all manner of Courts Tee 
of Justice, and elsewhere, most beneficial and available to all and 
singular the persons before Meant, Mentioned, or Intended, and 
to every of them, without any Ambiguity, Question, or Delay 
whatsoever, to be Made, Pleaded, Objected, or Alledged, by 
the Attorney General of the Commonwealth, or by any person or 
persons, for, or on the behalf of the said Keepers of the Liberty of 
England, or on the behalf of the Parliament, or on the behalf of 
any other person or persons whatsoever. 


And be it further Enacted and Declared, That all Fines, Recoveries,

content did arise, the which by false Brethren in conjunction with 
Papists, old Enemies-in-Arms, and other seduced persons, was 
fomented, as the fittest means for the effecting their wicked and 
trayterous designe of bringing in Charls Stuart, whom they had 
proclaimed to be King of England, hoping thereby to advance them- 
selves, enslave the people of this Commonwealth, and to put again 
upon theirnecksand Consciences, the iron yokeof Tyrannie andsu per- 
stitious Worship, having already to that purpose raised a new 
War, whereby the Parliament hath been necessitated to raise 
many new Regiments and Troopes, as also to Equippe many more 
Ships of War for the defence of this Commonwealth against those 
Rebels and Traytors, and thereby are (although otherwise very 
unwilling) necessitated for the ends aforesaid, and that the taking 
off Free-quarter and other mischiefs and inconveniences may be 
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prevented to raise Moneys upon the People of this Commonwealth, 
as is hereby and here after set forth.

For the more effectual and speedy bringing in an orderly 
Management, disposing, and issuing forth of all Moneys that 
heretofore have been, are, or before the tenth Day of October 
next ensuing shall be appointed for the use and payment of the 
Armies Garrison and Land-Forces of this Common-Wealth and 
the incident Charges thereof. 

Be it Enacted by this Present Parhament, And it is hereby 
Enacted by the Authority thereof, Lhat Tho, Pury the elder 
Esq; Col. John Downes, Colonel Thomas Lister, Edmond 
West Esq; Richard Lucy Esq; and Anthony Samuel Esq; or any 
three of them, shall be, and are hereby appointed and authorized 
to be a Committee for the Army and Forces aforesaid, and shall

Sydenham, John Peck, Gerrard Barber, Luke Lloyd, Charles 
Goodman IJusquires, William Bold of Treyrddall, John Owen of 
Penrhose, Samuel Moore, Richard Hervert, William Okeley, Thomas 
Corbet, Thomas Harley Esquires, William Williams of Nanteage, 
sw Thomas Middleton Kt. and Thomas Middleton Esquire, Richard 
Price of Aberheshan Esquire, Robert Griffith Esqnire. 
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And the said Commissioners, or any five or more of them, in the Commis- 
severall Counties, Cities, Towns and Places respectively, for which sioners to 
they are hereby Nominated and Constituted Commissioners, shall pant ae 
have Power, and are hereby Authorized to assemble and meet in affected 
some convenient place, and then to call together all and every such persons. 
well-affected Person or Persons within their severall Countyes, 

Cities, Towns and Places respectively, for which they are appointed 
Commissioners, as are meet and fit to bear Arms, and them well and 
sufficiently from time to time to cause to be Armed, Arrayed, and 
Weaponed ; and to form into Companies, Troops and Regiments, 

and to Lead, Conduct and Imploy, or cause to be Led, Conducted, 

and Imployed, as well within the said severall Counties, Cities and 
Places, for which they are Commissioners respectively, as within, 

and into any other places of this Commonwealth, for suppressing 

of all Insurrections, Rebellions, and Invasions that may happen to 

be, according as they shall from time to time receive Directions from 

the Parliament or Council of State, by the Parliament appointed, 

or to be appointed. And that the said Commissioners, or any five Power to 
or more of them, shall have Power and Authority to present to the iY a 
Council of State for their approbation, the Names of such Person ne 
or Persons (having respect to the Qualifications hereafter mentioned) 

as thev shall think fit to be Colonels, Lieutenant Colonels, Majors, 
Captains, and other Commission-Officers of the said Persons so to 

be Armed, Arrayed and Weaponed ; which Persons, so presented 

and approved by the Council of State as aforesaid, shall have Com- 
missions signed by the Council of State, or any nine or more of them. 

And being so Commissionated, shall have Power to Trayne, Exercise, 

and put in Readinesse, and also to Lead and Conduct the Persons 

so to be Armed, Arrayed, and Weaponed by the Directions, and to 

the Intents and Purposes, aforesaid. 

And, for the providing of Horse and Arms, and Furniture there- 
unto belonging, for the Arming and Weaponing the Persons afore- 
said, and also for defraying and paying the necessary Charges and charge 
thereunto belonging. Be it further Enacted, That the said Com- Persons ac 
missioners, or any five or more of them, within the severall Countyes, eae a 
Cityes, and Places, for which they are Nominated Commissioners 
respectively ; hereby have full Power and Authority to charge any 
Person with Horse and Arms in the same County, Shire, City, 
Burrough, or Toun Corporate, where his, her or their Estates 
lyeth, having respect unto and not exceeding the Limitations and 
Proportions hereafter mentioned (that is to say), No person shall 
be charged with Horse and Arms, unless such Person or Persons 
have the yearly Revenue of five hundred pounds by the year, or 
have an Estate of six thousand pounds in Goods or Monevs, or 
other Estates Equivalent thereunto ; and so proportionably as the 
Commissioners in their Discretions shall see cause and think reason- 
able, And the said Commissioners are not to charge any Person with 
finding a Foot-souldier and Arms that hath nota yearly Revenue one 
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Goods or Moneys. And after the aforesaid Rate proportionably 
for a greater or lesser Revenue or Estate ; It shall be lawful to and 
for the said Commissioners, or anv five or more of them, to Impose 
the finding and providing of Horse and Arms as aforesaid, by 
jovning two, three, or more persons together in the charge, as to 
their Judgments shall appear most conducible to the service of the 
Commonwealth. 


Provided, That no person who hath not Fifteen pounds a year in 
Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, Lease-hold, or Copy-hold, or a 
personal Estate worth two hundred pounds shall be compellable to 
Contribute in finding Foot and Arms as aforesaid: And that no 
person who hath not One hundred pounds per annum in Lands, 
Tenements or Hereditaments, Lease-hold or Copy-hold, shall be 
compellable to Contribute in finding a Horse with Arms. And 
the said Commissioners, or any five or more of them, have power 
to hear and examine Complaints, and upon Oath, (which Oath they 
have hereby power to Administer) to give redresse as there shall 
be cause. 

And be it further Enacted, That the said Commissioners, or any 
Five or more of them, in their several Counties and places respec- 
tively, shall require and direct all persons so charged as aforesaid 
with Horse and Arms, to allow two shillings a day to the Troopers 
that serve with their Horse and Arms, for the Maintenance of the 
Man and Horse; and Twelve pence a day to the Foot Souldiers, 
for so many dayes as they shall be absent from their Dwellings and 
Callings by occasion of Muster or Exercise. And for furnishing 
Drums, Colours, Trophies, Ammunition, and other Emergencies, 
The said Commissioners, or any Five or more of them, (whereof 
none shall be a Commission-Officer) shall have power to lay fitting 
rate upon their respective Counties, not exceeding in the whole, 
the proportion of One Moneths Assessment in each County, after 
the rate of Thirty five Thousand pounds per Mensem charged for 
pay of the Army; which Moneys are to be Assessed, Collected, 
and paid according to such Directions as shall be given from time 
to time by the Parliament or Council of State, unto the Coilectors 
and Treasurers by the said Commissioners to be appointed under 
the Penalties and by the Wayes and Means in the Act. prescribed, 
for the 35,000 pounds per Mensem. And in case of sudden Exigence 
for resisting or suppressing of Invasions or Insurrections, whereby 
occasion will be to draw out such Souldiers into Actual Service, the 
persons so charged as aforesaid, shall provide each their Souldier 
respectively with pay in hand, not exceeding one Moneths pay, as 
shall be in that behalf directed by the said Commissioners, or any 
Five or more of them. For repaying of which said Moneys, And for 
satisfaction of the Commanders and Officers for their pay during 
such time, not exceeding one Moneth as aforesaid, as they shall 
be with their Souldiers in such said Actual Service, The Parliament 
doth hereby declare, That provision shall be made for the same, 
forth of the Publique Treasury ; and like course taken for pay and 
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encouragement both of Officers and Souldiers, if they shall be con- 
tinued upon longer Actuall Service, as is provided for the Forces 
of the Established Army. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners, or any five ry. Com- 
or more of them, may charge Carts, Waggons, Waines, and Horses, missioners 
for the carrying of Powder, Match, Bullet and other Materials, may charge 
allowing Sixpence a mile outward onely, to every such Cart, Waggon, CAIUS, OC. 
and Wayne so taken, upon the Marching of any Regiment, Com 
pany, or Troop, upon occasion of Invasion, and shall and may Im- 
prison Mutineers and Disordered Persons: And such as do not, 4 ot 
their Duties as Common Souldiers, at the Day of their Musters and of icanaat 
Traynings, shall, and may be by them punished for every such soldiers 
offence, five shillings or twenty days Imprisonment without Bay! neglecting 
or Mainprize: And when drawn out upon actual Service occa- nS 
sioned by any Insurrection, or Rebellion, or Invasion ; then to be 
subject during that time to the Rules, Orders, and Instructions, 
mentioned in the general Instructions for Regulating the Army 
under his Command by Authority of Parliament. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any person or persons, SO Those re- 
to be assessed or charged by the said Commissioners, shall refuse fusing to 
or neglect (by the time to be appointed by the said Commissioners) ibaa 
to provide and furnish such sufficient Horse, Horses, Arms and other ie ii 
Furniture, or to pay such sum or sums of Money towards the pro- fined and 
viding and furnishing, as aforesaid; That then it shall and may imprisoned. 
be lawfull to, and for the said Commissioners, or any five or more 
of them, to inflict a penalty upon such person and persons, not 
exceeding twenty pounds. And also by Warrant under their Hands 
and Seals to commit such person or persons (so refusing or neglect- 
ing) to Prison, there to remain without Bail or Main prize, till he 
or they shall conform thereunto, and pay such penalty so inflicted 
as aforesaid; or else by like warrant to Levy such sum or sums 
of Money, or the value of such Horse or Horses, Arms and Furniture, 
and such penalty inflicted by Distress and Sale of the Goods of the 
person or persons so neglecting or refusing, rendring the over-plus 
to the party so distrained (all necessary Charges in Levying thereof 
being first Deducted.) 

And, Be it further Enacted, That if any person or persons so to be penalties for 
Armed, Arrayed and Weaponed, shall Detain or Imbezel his Horse, detaining 
Arms or Furniture, wherewith he shall be intrusted, That it shall borse or not 
and may be lawfull to and for the said Commissioners, or any Five eee oe 
or more of them, to imprison such person and persons, till he or ; 
they have made satisfaction for the Horse, Arms, or other Furniture 
so by hirn Detained or Imbezelled. And also, That if any person 
so to be Armed, Horsed, or weaponed as aforesaid, shall not appear 
and serve Compleatly furnished with Horse, Arms, and other 
Furniture wherewith he is imtrusted, at the Beat of Drum, 

Sound of Trumpet, or other Summons, That then and so often 
it sha]l and may be lawful to and for the said Commissioners, or any 
Five of them if the Default be in the person or persons so intrusted. 
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to imprison such person or persons tor the space of Five dayes 
without Bay] or Main prize. Or to inflict the penalty, if a Horse- 
man, not exceeding Twenty shillings; and if a Footman, not ex- 
eeeding Ten shillings, to be paid down without delay or forbear- 
ance. And if anv person or persons so Assessed or Charged as 
aforesaid, shall refuse or neglect to deliver his Horse, Arms, or 
other Furniture, upon such Summons or other Notice as afore- 
said, That then ad so often it shall and may be lawful to and 
tor the said Commissioners, or any Five or more of them, to 
inflict a penalty not exceeding F Ive pounds, to be Levied by 
Distresse and Sale of the Goods of such person or persons so 
refusing as aforesaid, as rendring the overplus to the Party 
Distrained (necessary Charges for ie being first Deducted ;) 
and for the better discovery of the Ability of the persons so to be 
Assessed and Charged, and of all Misdemneanours tending to the 
hinderance of the Service aforesaid, the said Commissioners or 
any Three or more of them are hereby enabled to examine upon 
Oath such Person or Persons as they shall judge necessary and 
convenient. 

And for the better and more speedy execution of the Premises 
Be it further Enacted And the said Commissioners are hereby re- 
ys to appoint such, and so often, Meetings of themselves, as 
they shall think fit; and at such General Meetings to appoint One 
or more Treasurer or Treasurers, Check or Checks, for receiving 
and paying such Moneys as shall be Levyed by vertue hereot; of 
all which Receipts and Disbursements thereof, the said Treasurers 
and Receivers, Check and Checks, are every six Moneths to give 
their Accompts in Writing to the Parliament, if then Sitting ; and 
in the Intervals, to the Council of State, or whom they shall 
uppoint to receive the same. 

And be it further Enacted, That the said Commissioners, or 
any Five or more of them, shall and may Summon all and every 
Treasurer and Treasurers of any Committee or Commissioners for 
the Militia, within the Precincts aforesaid, or any person or persons, 
who by vertnue of any Authority of Parliament or otherwise, are 
possessed of any sum or sums of Money, Horses, Arms or Ammu- 
nition relating to the said Militia, and to require them forthwith 
to give in a true and just accompt upon Oath; which said Oath, 
the Commissioners, or any Five of them, have hereby power to 
administer; And to pay and deliver every such sum and sums 
of Mongy, Horses, Arms and Ammunition remaining in their hands 
as aforesaid, to such person or persons as tle said Commissioners 
appointed by this Act, or any five or more of them shall appoint ; 
and in case of non-payment, to Levy the same by Distresse and 
Sale as aforesaid, rendring the over-plus ; and for want of sufficient 
Distress, to imprison their persons untill they shall Conform there- 
unto. All which Moneys so Levied and received, are to be im- 
es for carrying on of the said service: And at such General 
Moetings, thesaid Commissioners are to dividethemselvesintosuch 
Proportions and Numbers as they shall judge convenient, and into 
such Precincts and Divisions as may most tend to the speedy and 
effectual advancement of the Service, | 
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And for the better securing the peace of the Commonwealth, 
Be it further Enacted and Ordained, And the said Commissioners, 
or any Five or more of them, are hereby enabled and authorized 
from time to time, by Warrant under their hands and seals, to 
imploy such well-affected person or persons as they shall think 
fit, of which the Constable or his Deputy for the time being, within 
his respective Precinct, to be one, in the Day-time to search for and Arms of 
Seizeall Arms in the Custody and Possession of any Popish Recusant, Popish avs 
or other person that hath been in Arms against the Parliament, a cated . 
or that have adhered to the Enemies thereof, or any other person, 
whom the Commissioners shall judge Dangerous to the Peace of this 
Commonwealth ; And with such Arms to Arm such well-affected 
persons as they shall think fit, or otherwise to secure such Arms 
for the use of the Commonwealth : To which purpose the persons so 
imployed, are hereby authorized and required to enter into the 
House or Lodging of any such person as aforesaid, and there to 
search for, seize, and take away such Arms as they find, and thereof 
from time to time to give accompt to the said Commissioners. 
And be it Enacted, That all High-Constables, and other Officers 
and Ministers within the said Counties, Cities, Parishes and places 
aforesaid, be and are hereby required to be ayding and assisting Assistance. 
to the said Commissioners, in execution of the premises; and that 
all and every person and persons who shall Act or Do anything 
in execution thereof, shall be saved harmlesse and Indempnitied 
by Authority of Parliament. 


And Be it further Enacted and Ordained, That where any 
person or persons shall be charged by vertue of this Act for settling 
the Militia in this Nation. to tind a Horse, Horses and Arms, in : eee 
such County, City or Place, where he or they do not reside or eee 
Inhabit, That then, and in all such Cases, the Commissioners for on persons 
the Militia shall send notice of every such charge, if such person 0t resident 
have any Land in his own occupation, to such person as he doth !% Place 
imploy as his servant in managing the same; and in case all his charged. 
Lands or other Estate, be demised and to Farm lett, then to such 
Tenant or Tenants who have the same in their occupation, who 
are hereby required forthwith with all convenient speed to convey 
the same to thei Master or Landlord respectively, and within 
such time as the Commissioners shall appoint, bring an Accompt 
of their Master or Landlords answer, to the Commissioners of 
the Militia ; and upon neglect or refusal of the Landlord to provide 
such Horse, Horses, and Arms, as is charged upon him within 
the time limited by the Commissioners aforesaid, That then the 
said Tenant or Tenants shall provide and do as the Landlord in 
that behalf ought to have done. And if the said Tenant or Tenants 
shall refuse or neglect to provide such Horse, Horses and Arnis, 
as are charged upon his or their Landlord, within the time limited 
by the Commissioners aforesaid, That then and upon every such 
Default, it shall and may be lawfull to and for the said Com- 
missioners or any Five of them, by Warrant under their Hands 
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and Seals, to Levy all such Penalties as are appointed by this Ac t 
by Distresse and Sale of the Offenders Goods. 

And it is hereby Ordained and Enacted, That it shall and may 
be lawful to and for the said Tenant or Tenants, to Defaulk out 
of such Rent as shall be next due to his or their Landlord, all such 
Money as the said Tenant or Tenants shall lay out or expend in 
providing such Horse, Horses and Arms, as are charged upon 
his or their Landlord, or shall pay or be levied upon him or them 
by Distresse for any Default in manner as aforesaid, Any Con- 
dition, Reservation, Covenant or Contract to the Contrary in any 
wise notwithstanding. And for so doing, the naid Tenant or Tenants 
shall be Indempnitied by Authority of Parliament, unlesse the 
Landlord or Landlords shall make it appear within one moneth 
after levying such penalties before the Commissioners of the Militia 
That the Default and penalty was occasioned by the wilfull neglect 
of the said Tenant or Tenants. 

Provided allwayes, And it is hereby Enacted and Ordained, 
where any person or persons shall be charged with Horse, Horses 
and Arms, and shall not be allowed by the Commissioners of the 
Militia, to put Riders upon them, or to have his Arms born by 
such person as he shall send in to the aforesaid Commissioners 
or any five of them, That then in that case the aforesaid Com- 
missioners, or any five or more of them, are to take care, that 
unlesse the Horses and Arms so sent in, be lost in Actual Service, 
all such Horses shall be re-delivered immediately after the service 
ended, unto the parties who were so charged, and sent in their 
Horses as aforesaid, and that their respective Arms shall be de- 
tained, and intrusted in the hands of such who were thought fit 
by the said Commissioners, to ride, and bear the same, to the end 
they may be in a readiness for future service, as well as those who 
by themselves and friends or servants do ride such Horses, or 
carry such Arms, who, when they shall be discharged by the said 
Commissioners, or any Five of them are hereby appointed to receive 
and keep their Horses and Arms in their own custody. 

Provided alwayes, That no person shall be permitted to ride 
a Horse, or carry Arms in this Service, who hath been in Arms 
against the Parhament, or voluntarily ayding or assisting therein ; 
and hath not since manifested his good affection to the Parlia- 
ment. Provided also, That no person shall be imployed withm 
this Commonwealth, as a Commission Officer of the Militia raised 
or intended to be raised, but such, or the sons of such, who have 
assisted and adhered to the Parliament in their Cause, unless 
such Sons have shewed their Disaffection or Opposition to the 
Parliaments Cause. 

Provided, That if any person or persons shall be Assessed to find 
Horse and Armsin the County or Place where his Chief Mansion- 
house is, for his whole Estate, that then upon a Certificate or Cer- 
tificates, that such Person or Persons is so assessed for his whole 
Estate in the said County or place, such person or persons shall be 
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discharged from any Assessment for the same in any other County 
or place where any other part of his Estate shall lye. 

Provided, That no Commissioner, nor Commissioned Officer, Commis- 
shall exercise any the Powers or Authorities herein mentioned, Soners and 
or anything doe in pursuance thereof, untill that he, in the presence eslaration: 
of five or more of the said Commissioners, shall first acknowledge 
in these words (to wit) 


I do acknowledge and declare, That the War undertaken by 
both Houses of Parliament in their Defence against the Forces 
raised in the name of the late King, was Just and Lawful: And 
that Magistracy and Ministry are the Ordinances of God. 


An Act for the Settling the Militia for the City of London, and 
Liberties thereof. 
[12 March 1659/60] 

The Parlament taking into Serious Consideration the present 
State and Condition of this Common-wealth, and parti¢ularly of 
the City of London, Do Enact and Ordain, And be it Enacted 
and Ordained by Authority of the same, That Thomas Aleyn 
Lord Mayor of the City of London, the Lord Mayor and Sheriftes 
of the said City for the time being, Thomas Atkin, Thomas Foot, 
John Fowke, Thomas Viner, Major General Alderman Richard 
Browne, William Thompson, John Robinson, Anthony Bateman, 
John Lawrence, Richard King, William Bolton and William 
Wale, Aldermen, Col. Lawrence Bromfield, Richard Ford, Major 
Thomas Chamberlyn, William Bateman Esquire, William 
Vincent, John J ofl Esquires, Major John Taylor, Wilham 
Antrobus Esquire, Thomes Steane, John Winne, Theophilus 
Biddulph Esquires, Captain Edward Storey, Deputy Abraham 
Johnson, John Saunders, Thomas Bludworth Esq ; Maximilian 
Beard Esq; Major Thomas Cox, Major William Karely, Major 
John Alsopp, Deputy Thomas Lenthall, Colonel! Thomas Gower, 
Peter Mills, Master Nicholas Penninge, Captain Edward Cleggat, 
Sir Thomas Soame, Isaac Pennington Esq; Samuel Vassal Ksq ; 
Major General Philip Skippon, Henry Ashurst, Christopher

Liberties thereof; and shall have Power,and are hereby Author. 
ized to Assemble and Call together all and Singular Person 
and Persons, within the said City of London, and Liberties there- 
oi, that are Meet and Convenient for the Wars, and cause them 
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to Train, Exercise and put in Readiness: And then (both Horse 
and Foot) after their Abilities and Faculties, well and sufficiently 
from time to time to cause to be Arrayed and Weaponed, and to 
take the Musters of them in Places’ most fit for that purpose ; 
And to Lead, Conduct, and Imploy the persons aforesaid, Arrayed 
and Weaponed, for the Suppression of all Rebellions, Insur- 
rections, and Invasions, that ma happen within the said Cit 
and liberties thereof, and to fight with, kill and slay suc 
Enemies and Rebels as they shall find in Arms against this 
Commonwealth, and todisarm all known Papists,and dangerous 
seditious persons, and all such as shall raise or endeavour to raise 
any Tumults or Insurrections, and toputthe Armsof all such persons 
into the hands of such well-afionted persons as they, or any nine or 
more of them, shall think fit to serve with the same under such 
Otticers to be appointed by the said Commissioners as is hereafter 
mentioned, or otherwise to securethe same for the use of the 
Commonwealth. 

And Be it further Enacted, That the said Officers may like- 
wise lead, conduct, and employ the persons aforesaid, Arrayed 
and Weaponed, as well within the said City, as within any ie 

arts of this Commonwealth, for the suppression of all Rebellions, 

nsurrections, and Invasions that any Hac pel, according as they 
shall from time totime receive Directions from the Parliament, 
or Council of State by Authority of Parliament. 

Provided, That no Citizen ot the City of London, or any of 
the Forces of the said City and Liberties thereof, shall be drawn 
forth, or compelled to go out of the said City or Liberties thereof 
for Military Service, without his or their free Consent. And 
that the said Commissioners, or any nine or more of them as 
aforesaid, shall have power, andare hereby authorized to Consti- 
tute, make and Commissionate Colonels, Captains, and other 
Officers both of Horse and Foot; and shall have Power to remove 
and displace Colonels, Captains and other Officers from time to 
time, as they, or any nine or more of them as aforesaid, see 
cause and think fit, And for furnishing Drums, Colours, Trophies, 
Ammunition, andother Emergencies, the said Commissioners, 
or any nine or more of them, aha and have hereby power to 
lay fitting and reasonable Rates upon the said City and Liberties 
thereof, not excecding in one whole year the proportion of two 
Moneths Assessment upon the said City and Liberties, after the 
rate of 35000 1 per Mensem, upon England charged for mainten- 
ance of the oy and Navies of this Commonwealth, which 
Moneys are to be Assessed, Collected and paid as the said 
Commissioners, or any nine or more of them, Hall from time to 
time direct and appoint, under the penalties, and by the wayes 
and means prescribed in the Act for the present six Moneths 
Assessment, from the 25th of December last. 

And Be it further Enacted, that if anv Souldier of the Militia - 
Forces of the said City shall at any time hereafter refuse or nev- 
lect to appear to his colours, upon Summons given by sound 
of Trumpet, beat of Drum, or otherwise by Order from the said 
Commissioners of the Militia, or shall depart -from his Colours 
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without leave of his Captain or other Chief Officer, it shall be law- 
full for the said Commissioners, or any nine of them, to Impose a 
enalty upon every defaulter as they shall seefit,not exceeding xxs. 
or a Horseman, and x s. for a Footman for every offence, to be 
levied by such person and persons as the said Commissioners, or 
any nine or more of them, shall appoint, by distresse and sale of 
the Goods of such persons making default as aforesaid: Thesaid 
Penalties to be Imployed tor carrying on of the said Service. 

And, Be it further Enacted, That the said Commissioners, or 
any nine, or more of them, shall, and may summon all and 
every Treasurer and Treasurers of any former Committee, or 
Commissioners for the Militia, within the City and Liberties 
aforesaid, or any other person or persons, who, by vertue of any 
Authority of Parliament, or otherwise, are possest of any sum or 
sums of Money, or Arms, in relation to the said Militia; and 
also the late Otticers of the Militia-Forces of the said City, who 
received Drums and Trophyes for that service, and to require 
them, and every of them, forthwith to pay such sum and sums 
of Money, and deliver such Arms, Drums, and Trophyes, remain- 
ing in their hands as aforesaid, to such person and persons as the 
said Commissioners, appointed by this Act, or any nine or more 
of them, shall appoint to be imployed for carrying out of the 
said Service. And in Case of non-payment and delivery of such 
money, Arms, Drums, and Trophyes, by Imprisonment of the 
person, or by distresse and sale of his goods, rendring the over- 
plus to the party distrayned.

And how many Ministers and School- 
Masters have been at any time since the year aforesaid Ejected and 
Amoved, and how many of them are fit to be restored. What 
Churches, Vicaridges, Rectories and Places have since become 
voyd, and for how long time they so remained by the Death, 
]tjection, or Removall of the former Incumbents, Ministers and 
School-Masters ; To whom the presentation and right of patronage 
to such vacant places did and doth belong. How the respective 
Churches and Parishes have been supplyed since the said two 
and twentieth day of February, One Thousand Six hundred Forty 
Nine; and by whom, and how, the persons are qualified that sup- 
plyed the same. And the said Commissioners or any Three or 
more of them, are hereby further Impowred and Required to 
Examine and Certifie, by whom the said Church-Livings, Rectories 
and Vicaridges, Impropriations, and other the Premisses since 
the time aforesaid, have been Sequestred, Farmed, Received, 
Collected or I)isposed of. And to what real Value the same did 
and doth amount unto, and how accompted; And how much 
thereof doth remain in the hands of any Person or Persons within 
the said respective Counties, due and unaccompted for to the Com- 
monwealth ; And to certifie the same with all other their proceed- 
ings by Vertue of this Act. And the Commissions and Instructions 
aforesaid to the Council of State; and one other part thereof to 
the Court of Exchequer at Westminster, with a Schedule of the 
Debtors and Accomptants, Sum and Sums of Money due and 
payable from them and every of them to the Commonwealth, whereby 
the same may be proceeded upon according to the Course of Ex- 
chequer, against ike Accomptants, to force the payment thereof 
without any further Conunission, Inquiry or Inquisition thereupon 
to be had, which thev are hereby enabled to do; Any former Act or 
Ordinance concerning the same to the contrary thereof notwith- 
standing. 

And the Council of State from time to time are hereby enabled 
to give further Instructions and Directions for the carrying on 
of the Service aforesaid, and to give such allowances to the persons 
by them to be imployed therein as they shall think fit. 


And the Council of State are hereby further impowered and 
required, That in all cases where the Presentation doth or shall 
belong to the State either of mere right or by lapse, That they 
shall take speedy care for the supply of them.

An Act for Ministers and Payment of Tithes. 
[16 March 1659/60] 


Be it Enacted by this present Parhament, That every Person 
who hath been Setled in any Parsonage or Viccaridge, Prosonta: 
tive or Donative, or Hospital within this Common-wealth hereto- 
fore Sequestred, and was in Possession thereof the fourteenth of 
March, One thousand six hundred fifty nine, the Sequestred or 
Ejected Minister being living at the time of such Setlement or 
Presentation, such and no other Person shall be, and is hereby 
-Adjudged and Declared the perfect Incumbent to all Intents and 
Purposes, and shall and may Have, Enjoy, Retain and Possess, 
Sue for, and Recover all Tythes and other Profits and Advantages 
whatsoever, to such Parsonage, Viccaridge or Donative, or 
Hospitall belonging, as if such Person or Persons had been legally 
Instituted and Inducted, any Law, Statute, or Use to the contrary 
in any wise notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted bv the Authority aforesaid, That 
Ha the Death, Deprivation, Resignation or Removal of the 

inister so Setled and now Adjudged the Incumbent by Vertue 
of this Act, it shall be lawful for the Patron (being neither 
Delinquent nor Papist) to present to such Parsonage, Viccanidge, 
Presentative or Donative, or Hospital, as if the Incumbent 
formerly Sequestred or Ejected were naturally dead. 

Provided always, And be it further Enacted by the Authority 
aforesaid, That where the Sequestred or Ejected Minister is not 
seized of to his own use, or others in Trust, for him or his Wife, 
of the Reall Estate of thirty pounds per annum, or possessed of 
a Personal Estate of the value of five hundred pounds; The 
Justices of Peace or any two of them, whercof one to be of the 
- Quorum, shall within their respective Counties, Cities and Places 
make unto the Sequestred Minister during his life, Allowance out 
of the Profits of the said Parsonage or Viccaridge, not exceeding 
a fifth part of the Profits thereof. And the said Justices or any two 
of them, are hereby Impowered and Required to Sequester for the 
Use of (and cause to be paid overto) the said Sequestred Minister

the said Allowance with such Arrears thereof (if any shall be) with 
such Costs and Damages, as the said Justices shall think fit, in 
ease the Incumbent shall refuse to pay the same. 

Provided always, That where there hath been Agreement 
between the Parties,or Determination by the Parliament, or by any 
Authority from them Derived, the payment of the said Arrears 
shall be accordingly. 

Provided, That no Ejected or Sequestred Minister, shall have 
or receive any benetit, or advantage by vertue of this Act, 
that resides and remains in the Parish or place out of 
which he is Kjected, or Sequestred, without the Consent of the 
present Incumbent during such Residence, Any thing before in 
this Act, or any other matter or thing to the Contrary thereof 
notwithstanding. Provided always, That nothing in this Act 
shall extend, to the Charging any person hereby made, and 
declared Incumbent as aforesaid, with the Payment of First-fruits, 
until the death of the Person Ejected, or Sequestred from any 
such Parsonage, or Vicarage as aietoatia at which time he shall 
be lyable to pay the same, and not before. 

Provided alwayes, That this Act, nor any thing herein con- 
tained, shall not extend to the settling or confirming any person 
or persons In any Parsonage, Vicarage, or Chappel with Care 
of Souls, by vertuc of this Act, That is not Ordained Minister, 
and Preacher, of the Word of God. 

Provided also, That Mr. William Woodward, who by Order ot 
the Committee tor Plundered Ministers, bearing date the 
was settled in the Sequestred Rectory of Riccards Castle, in the 
Counties of Hereford, and Salopp, be hereby declared and ad- 
judged perfect Incumbent to al Intents and Purposes of the 
said Rectory of Riccards Castle, notwithstanding he were not in 
actual possession thereof, the Fourteenth day of March, 1659. 

Provided also, And be it Enacted, That no person shall be 
Confirmed in any Sequestred Living, Or shall receive any 
ae maintenance thereby, whose fitnesse and Ability for the 

inistry, shall not be examined and approved, according to the 
Act of Parliament, by the Commissioners therein mentioned for 
Approbation of Publique Preachers, within Six Moneths next 
ensuing. 

Provided also, And it is Enacted, That every Patron and 
Patrons, his Heirs, Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, may 
from and after the avoidance of the Churches, Hospitals, and 
Vicaridges, whereinsuch Incumbents are hereby sattled by death of 
the said Incumbents or otherwise, Present unto, or Confer the said 
Churches, Hospitals, and Vicaridges respectively, in such manner, 
to all intents and purposes, as he or they might have done, or 
should do, upon the avoidance of the said Churches, Hospitals, 
or Vicaridges respectively by the death of such Sequestred 
Incumbent or Minister. : 

And if any person or persons have just cause of Complaint of any 
undue Sequestration, against whom no determination hath been 
made, by any persons formerly authorized in that behalf, 
it is hereby Enacted, That any such person may repair to the

for the time being, or any Two of them, and make his Complaint 
to them, who, or any Two or more of them, have Authority to
